INCREASE OF BUSINESS. 


The character of the business and work of the department 
is substantially the same each year, but there has been a very 
great increase in amount and importance during the last few 
years. ‘This is well illustrated by a comparison of the busi- 
ness of the year 1890, and of the past year, which shows 
that the legislative matters in which the city was interested 
more than doubled in number and importance during that 
period, and our dockets of cases in court show that on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1891, there were pending in the various courts 401 
eases in which the city was a party, or interested, as against 
799 such cases pending February 1, 1896. 

The report for 1890 also shows that during that year the 
department examined 125 titles and prepared 187 deeds or 
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other instruments, while during the past vear 347 titles were 
examined and 481 instruments prepared. This great in- 
crease made it necessary to employ some outside assistance 
in this work. It is hoped that this work will not be so 
heavy i in the future. 

It is safe to say that all the duties of the department, in- 
cluding the care of cases before the Legislature and in the 
courts, the examination of titles, the giving of written 
opinions and oral advice in answer to requests therefrom 
from the Mayor, the heads of departments, officers of the— 
city, committees of the City Council and the branches there- 
of, and the school committee’ the investigation and passing 
upon claims against the city which have been allowed by the 
Committee on Claims or the City Council ; attendance before 
committees in settlements, and the work. connected with 
making settlements ; the drafting, supervision, and approval 
of contracts, bonds, and other instruments relating to matters 
undertaken by or for the city, or in which it had an interest ; 
the drafting of ordinances, and of contracts, orders, and re- 
ports for the several departments; and, in general, the legal 
matters affecting the city or its departments, — have substan- 
tially doubled since 1890. 

The great increase necessitated the employment of an 
additional assistant city solicitor, and Mr. Samuel M. Child 
was appointed an assistant in September, 1895, and is now 
one of the regular force. No other change has been made 
in the per sonnel of the department. 

The depart ment has been very much crowded in its quar- 
ters, but is fortunate in having obtained the past year three 
additional rooms, Wire with the former rooms, fairly accom- 
modate the present force

OF THE 


LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 


FOR THE YEAR 1895-6. 


To His Honor JosiaAH QuINcy, 
Mayor of the Crty of Boston: 


The: Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston 
submit their Forty-fourth Annual Report, for the year end- 
ing January 31, 1896. 

The reports of the Trustees have usually given at length 
and in detail the required information as to the condition of 
this department; but the recent report of the Librarian, 
hereto appended, is so full and complete, exhibiting so fully 
the condition of every department of the Library, and show- 
ing so comprehensively whatever pertains to its administra- 
tion, that any extended account by the Trustees at this time 
would be largely a repetition of what the Librarian has said ; 
and they beg leave to make his report a part of their own. 
They think, however, that a brief synopsis of some of his 
important remarks and comments may not be improperly 
made for emphasis and the benefit of those who may not 
be able to give his report the careful examination it deserves. 

It will be remembered that the removal from the old 
Library was completed in March last, so that the new Library 
was then opened to the public for the first time. During 
many weeks thereafter for obvious reasons much friction 
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occurred in the administration of certain departments. 
Things were new and not sufficiently fitted and adjusted 
for successful work. Some delay 1 in distribution occurred, 
and changes which only experience could suggest were 
required to meet the demands of the new conditions. The 
needed corrections, however, were soon made, so that before 
the summer closed all the details of our system were so im- 
proved as to work harmoniously and with reasonable success. 
We may expect that experience and the recommendations and 
suggestions of the Examining Committees from time to time — 
will enable us to make further improvements, so that the 
public may enjoy the benefits of this great educational insti- 
tution as fully and freely as possible. 

The Librarian shows, as evidence of the public appre- 
ciation of the Library, that the number of persons holding 
registration cards on ist of January, 1895, was 29,971, on 
the 31st of January, 1896, 34,842, an increase of 4,871. 

The circulation of books for home use and reference use 
in the old building during October, November, and December, 
1894, was 170,054; that for the same months in 1895 was 
190, 7 80, an increase of 20,726. The general character 
of the books used justifies thie belief that the reading was 
salutary and profitable. 

In the old Library the number of persons reading at one 
time could not exceed 200. In the new Library- “it com- 
monly exceeds 700. At one time by actual count there were 
550 readers of books, and 178 of newspapers. 

It was stated by the trustees at the laying of the corner- 
stone of the present Library building that they proposed to 
make accommodations for 500 readers. Many thought -we 
should never have that number, or not’ for a long time, but 
Bates Hall and other reading rooms which will ¢ accommodate 
a much larger number now Bs hardly suffice ” to meet the re- 
quirements. 

The Periodical Room and Children’s Room are both over- 
crowded. | 

These facts show that the Public Library created for 
the advancement of knowledge among the people is accom- 
plishing its purpose. | ; 

During the last year 380,611 volumes were added to 
our collection, Of these 15,582 were gifts’ from friends of 
the Library. Included in the latter were 5,108 volumes do- 
nated to the West End Branch, collected and purchased by 
the Woman’s Education Association from funds raised by 
private subscription, to be known as the “ Lowell collection,” 
in memory of the eminent and beloved clergyman who for 
more than half a century was pastor of the West Church. 
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Among these gift books are’ 408 relating to Italian art 
and letters, formerly belonging to the late Mr. Charles C. 
Perkins, long known in Boston for his esthetic culture, and 
presented by Mrs. Perkins; 159 volumes of the Delphin and 
Variorum classics and 15 volumes of the Oratores Attici, the 
eift of Mrs. John Lowell; 39 volumes of the sacred writings 
of the Buddhists; 8 volumes of the new and beautiful edition 
of the works of St. Thomas Aquinas, the gift of his Holiness 
Pope Leo XIII. ; 52 volumes illustrating the history of tex- 
tile manufactures at Lowell, the gift of Mr. James L. Little. 
We may remark, as part of the year’s work, that 
52,744 volumes were catalogued, and 92,993 cards placed 
in the card catalogue. 

9,898 books were bound in the Library in addition to 
7,198 bound outside, besides a vast amount of repairing 
done inside. 

$24,918.24 was expended in the purchase of books 
from the city appropriation in 1895, of which $10,000 were 
spent for books for the Branches. From the Trust Funds 
the amount spent for books was $6,632.78. 

The whole number of volumes now constituting the 
Library is 628,297, of which 158,423 are in the Branches. 

We would invite attention to the new arrangement by 
which visitors are now allowed, without the intervention of an 
attendant, freely to take down and use about 15,000 volumes : 
6,000 in Bates Hall; 5,800 in the Patent Library, and 
3,000 in the Children’s Room. In the old Library the visitor 
was allowed direct access to about 300 volumes only in Bates 
Hall reading-room besides those in the Patent Library. 
Now merely registering his name and address one may take 
down and use without a card or call-slip or any formality 
91,540 volumes on the Special Libraries floor. 

The completion of the West End Branch was an im- 
portant event in the history of the Public Library. For 
many years there was an earnest demand by the residents of 
the vicinity for the establishment of a Branch Library to be 
located in the old West Church building, which had ceased 
to be used for church purposes. Last year the property was 
purchased by the city, and an appropriation made to fit it for 
a Branch Library. As it was expected that this extensive 
building would also accommodate those who were using the 
North End Branch Library, the latter was discontinued in 
June last. The West Church Branch has accommodations for 
250 readers, and already a library of 8,600 books and 80 
current periodicals. Of these books, as has been stated, 
about 5,000 were a gift from the friends of this Branch. 
We have reason to believe that it will show in the future a 
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record of great usefulness, as that portion of our citizens 
for whose use it was established already show by their call 
for books, and their attendance at its reading-room, a high 
appreciation of its value. 

The Examining Committee of 1894 have truly said in 
their report, “The Public Library is not one of a single 
department, as of law, medicine, or local literature: it has 
become nearly universal i in its scope and contents.” 

The value of our Library is not merely in the number 
of its books, but in their character. In this respect it will 
compare favorably with all others. 

Hence we are entitled to believe that the Boston Public 
Library is not only to be ranked among the great libraries 
of the world by reason of its size, but because of its useful- 
ness as an instrument of education. ; 

One of its public-spirited founders predicted that “it 
would become an object of pride to the citizens, and every one 
would feel it an honor to do something for it.” Mr. Joshua 
Bates, its earliest as well as its oveatest benefactor, believed 
that in a liberal community like Boston there would be no 
want of friends for it.” These predictions have been fully 
realized. HKvery ane government. reflecting the sentiments 
of the people has made liberal appropriations “for its support, 
exhibiting the same interest in its success as in that of the 
schools, believing that, like the latter, the Library is to be 
regarded as an important instrument of popular education. 

It may not be improper to observe, that when Mr. 
Bates made his first munificent donation of fifty thousand 
dollars for the purchase of books, he imposed thereon two 
conditions: first, that the Library building should be an 
“ornament to the city ;” second, that it should be “ perfectly 
free to all.” 

There can be no doubt that the condition touching the 
building has been faithfully performed, since it is generally . 
conceded that this edifice, although plain and simple in 
character, is a beautiful specimen of classic architecture, and 
in the highest sense “an ornament to Boston.” There can 
be no question as to the fulfilment of the second condition. 

Ia the early part of the year a commission consisting of 
Messrs. Henry Parkman, John D. W. Joy, and Charles H. 
Cole was appointed by the Mayor to examine into the city 
finances, and report to him. The methods, conditions, and 
needs of the Library Department came within the scope of 
this inquiry. The commission made personal inspection of 
the Library, and in addition invited a written statement of 
its financial condition and needs. Such a statement was 
furnished in detail (under date of May 21st). After such 
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investigation and representation the commission embodied in 
their report to the Mayor the following passage concerning 
the Library Department : 


“Library Department: Expenses in 1885, 
Biii2008.00; in 1894, $175,477.09... Increase, 50 
per cent. 

“This period comes down to the opening of the 
new Library, and the increase is due to the increased 
use of the main Library, the opening of branch 
libraries, the increase in the delivery system, and the 
increased number of employes occasioned thereby. 

“In addition to the city appropriation, the Li- 
brary has the benefit of an income of about $10, 000 
from various trust funds. 

“ The city having now provided a new building, 
it must be apparent that the Library Department 
cannot be maintained.in its present system, to say 
nothing about any increase of usefulness, without a 
large increase in annual expenditure. 

“A careful estimate by the Trustees places this 
expenditure for the next few years at $230,000 per 
annum. | 

“This increase is accounted for chiefly by the 
large increase in the necessary number of employés, 
involving an additional yearly expenditure of over 
$32,000. The increase in the expense of lighting, 
heating, and cleaning so large a building must 
necessarily be large, and when it is remembered that 
the new building requires 1,460 tons of coal per 
annum against 200 tons in the eid building, that the 
new. building contains 4,312,000 cubic feet against 
1,947,000 cubic feet in the old, and has 51,030 square 
feet of area open to the public against 7,126 square 
feet in the old,. these increases in* expense would 
seem necessary. 

“ Large as they are, the city finds 1t dificult, if not 
impossible, to meet them at the present limited rate 
of taxation, and it must be remembered in this as 1n 
other similar cases, that if the citizens desire such 
increased expenditures they must be ready to pay 
for them by increased taxation. 

“The Library must be carried on in a business- 
like way, or even the increase suggested will not be 
sufficient.” 


When the Public Library building on Boylston Street 
was opened for public use, September 17, 1858, it had 
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70,851 books, ea there were no branches or delivery sta- 
tone: Since then Roxbury, Brighton, Charlestown, and 
Dorchester, each having a library, have been annexed, 
sss the population of the city has increased from 175,000 

496,000. 

“The erowth of the Library in the meantime has been 
so ‘apid that we believe its magnitude and the extent 
of its work, considered purely as a business matter, is not 
eenerally understood. 
~ Tts 628,297 volumes exceed in number those of. any 
other library in the United States except the Congressional 
Library. Taking into account the large number! of these 
volumes which are searce, and many of which it would he 
difficult, if not impossible, to duplicate, tt may fairly he 
said that they represent a money value of more than $2,- 
000,000, 

The city paid for a portion of the land on which the 
Central Libr: ary building in Copley Square stands $203,925, 
and the remainder, of 39,600 feet, worth at least $250,000, 
was given to the city by the Commonwealth, 

The appropriations for the construction of the Library 
building have amounted to $2,450,000 

The city paid for the West Church property $55,000, and 
$30,000 has been expended in fitting the same for library 
purposes. 

$44,000 has been appropriated for the furnishing of the 
new Library building. 

The real estate owned by the city and used for Branches 
is of considerable value. The trust funds held by the city 
for the benefit of the Library amount to $201,387.69. It 
may safely be said that the property belonging to the city 
and in the management of the Library Department repre- 
sents a money value of at least $6,000,000. 

The nine Branch Libraries and thirteen Delivery Stations 

the Library are distributed over a territory extending 
from Charlestown and East Boston to Dorchester, West 
Roxbury, and Brighton, an area of nearly forty square miles. 

The number of employés required for the care of the 
property of the Library and the care and distribution of its 
hooks is 197 in the week-day service, and 51 more in the 
evening and Sunday service, exclusive of about twenty- 
five employed by the hour for the lower grade of janitor 
work. 

The paragon of the Library, in its purely busi- 
ness aspect, requires the proper disbursement in very small 
amounts of at least a quarter of a million dollars annually, 
or more than $20,000 every thirty days. 
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This business must not only be so conducted that no 
money shall be wasted or lost, but that the public may re- 
ceive from the expenditures the utmost possible benefit 
in the use of the Library. 

It is impossible that a Board of five Trustees, necessarily 
occupied with other pursuits, should be able to exercise 
more than a general supervision over the details of these 
extensive affairs, and although the Board holds wee kkly 
méetings of at least two hours each, and the members give 
much other time to the work of the Library, the responsi- 
bility for the proper administration of the Library in all its 
various departments must rest practically upon the Libra- 
rian, to whom the success or failure of the Library to meet 
the just wants of the public must really be due. The selec- 
tion of a competent Librarian is the most difficult and 
important duty of the Trustees. 

The task of obtaining a competent and experienced Libra- 
rian was so difficult that after the resignation of Mr, 
Dwight in April, 1894, the Trustees were unable satis- 
_factorily to fill the position until February, 1895, 

At that time Mr. Herbert Putnam, the present Librarian, 
was appointed. His experience in Library management had 
been somewhat extensive, and his recommendations were of 
the highest character. He has proved to be most compe- 
tent and faithful in the discharge of his duties, which have 
been unusually difficult and trying by reason of the change 
of the Central Library to the new building, fitting up the 
West Church Branch, and other matters incident to the oen- 
eral administration of the affairs of the Library ; and he has 
also served since April 16, 1895, as the Clerk of the Corpo- 
ration, an office which involves no inconsiderable labor. 

The Trustees desire to express their appreciation of his 
services, and to say that to him and to heads of depart- 
ments and other employés of the Library, who have earnestly 
codperated with him, any success which the Library may 
have had in meeting the just requirements of the public 
during the past year is largely due. 

The city ordinance requires the Trustees to “annually 
appoint an Examining Committee of not less than five per- 
sons, not members of said Board, who, together with one 
of the said Board as chairman, shall examine said Library, 
and make to said Board a report of its condition.’ 

The committee appointed by the Trustees to examine the 
Library during the past year consist of John EK. Hudson, 
Richard J. Barry, Edward H. Clement, Hasket Derby, 
Sidney Everett, George M. Garland, Samuel 8. Green, 
Charles E. Hellier, Heloise Hersey, Emma Hutchins, Mary 
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Morison, John J. O’Callaghan, Azariah Smith, and Caleb 
B. Tillinghast. 

The Trustees joined with this committee their president, 
Frederick O. Prince, as chairman. But in order that the 
action of the Examining Committee might be entirely inde- 
pendent of the Board, they were requested by the President 
of the Board to choose their own chairman for the conduct 
of their deliberations. Their report, which is hereto 
appended, shows that they have given great care to the per- 
formance of their duties, and the Trustees desire to express 
their appreciation of the value of the services of the com- 
inittee. Their observations as to the Central Library ‘build- 
ing and its arrangements conform to the experience of the 
Trustees in its use. So far as is practicable, and within the 
means furnished them by the city, the Trustees. will en- 
deavor to profit by all the suggestions of the committee. 

It may not be improper for the Board to say, however, 
that while it is possible by the expenditure of the necessary 
funds to extend the Library service and its benefits to an 
almost indefinite extent, the extent to which this may prac- 
tically be done is necessarily limited to the capacity of the 
city to tax its citizens and property-holders for that purpose. 
How far municipal taxation may properly go for Library 
purposes is a question which rests with the Mayor and the 
City Council, and, in the language of the Finance Commis- 
sion, appointed by His Honor the Mayor, during the last 
year, it “must be remembered in this, as in other similar 
cases, that if the citizens desire such increased expenditures 
they must be ready to pay for them by increased taxation.” 

The Trustees note and agree with the suggestion of the 
Examining Committee, that there is “ urgent need for more 
Delivery Stations,” and also that “more money should be 
spent on the Branches.” 

The tables annexed to the Librarian’s report show the 
cost of maintaining Branches and Delivery Stations during 
the twelve years from 1884 to 1895 inclusive, and also the 
amount expended during that period for each Branch for 
salaries, books, and miscellaneous expenditures. They also 
show the appropriations for current expenses of the Library 
as a whole from 1886 to 1896. 

From these it appears that in the year 1886-7 the -por- 
tion of the annual appropriation spent upon Branch Libraries 
was about 30 per cent., that in 1887-8 it was about 33 per 
cent., in 1888-9 about 31 per cent., in 1889-90 about 26 per 
cent., in 1890-91 about 274 per cent., in 1891-2 (9 months) 
about 272 per cent., in 1892-3 about 25% per cent., in 
1893-4 about 26 per cent., in 1894-5 about 25 per cent., 
in 1895-6 about 224 per cent. | 
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These figures need no comment; but if more money is 
to be spent on the Branches, as seems imperatively neces- 
sary, the appropriation for the Library Department must be 
increased, or special appropriations must be made for the 
Branches. 

The Trustees desire to express their appreciation of the 
interest which the Mayor and the City Council have shown 
during the year in the welfare of the Library Depart- 
ment. They have met all the suggestions which the Trustees 
have made as to the needs of the Library to the extent of 
their ability within the statutory limitations of taxation by 
the city, and the Trustees will endeavor so to conduct the 
affairs of the Library as to justify a continuance of the 
cordial coéperation of the Mayor and City Council in all 
that may be found necessary to secure the widest benefit to 
the citizens from the administration of the Library and its 
Branches.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees: 


I have the honor to submit my report for the year 1895. 

The statistical year of the Library, as well as its fiscal 
year, had formerly ended on April 30. Beginning with 
1885 it was changed so as to end on December "38 Begin- 
ning with 1891- 92 the fiscal year, in conformity with that 
of the other city departments, was made to terminate on 
January 31. On January 3, 1896, the Trustees voted that 
the statistical year should hereafter conform to the fiscal 
year; and as the year 1895 — owing to the closing of the 
Library during a certain period — was, as far_as statistics 
were concerned, a broken one, that the change should be 
made at once. The present report, therefore, covers the 
period from January 1, 1895, to January 31, 1896; except 
that the financial statement, as heretofore, covers the period 
of the city appropriation, — February 1, 1895, to January 31, 
1896. As I did not take office until February 11, 1895, my 
personal knowledge of the matters referred to in this report 
is confined to such as have occurred since that date. 

The transfer of books from the old building to the new 
had proceeded without interruption of the ordinary use of 
the Library until January 17. Then the Lower Hall was 
closed to the public. A week later the entire Central | 
Library was closed, and (except as open for inspection for 
the week beginning February 1, 1895) remained so until 
the opening ‘of the new building, on March 11. In the 
meantime, though the Branch Libraries remained open, no 
hooks could beedrawn from the Central Library through 
them or through the Delivery Stations. The circulation for 
the greater part. of’ this period represents, therefore, merely 
the circulation of books from the collections permanently 
located in the branches. On March 4 the deltas service 
from the Central Library was resumed. 

The electric-light plant at the new building could not be 
operated reeularly until June 1, and from that date until 
October 15 its operation had frequently to. be suspended, 
owing to alterations. The expense of purchased light was 
so great that from March 11 till April 15 the Central 
Library was closed at 6 P.M. To economize in service as 
well as light the Library was, from June 14 till October 19, 
inclusive, Ghlosed at) OP Mes anal the Coat Room was closed 
entirely from June 10 until September 24. The elevator 
was not run until October 2. | 
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The Newspaper Reading Room was not opened until 
May 3; the Special Libraries floor not until November 4. 
Except as indicated above, the Central Library has, since 
March 11, 1895, been open in all its departments from 9 A.M. 
till 10 P.M. on week-days, and from 2 till 10 P.M. on 
Sundays. On legal holidays — April 19, May 30, June 17, 
July 4, Labor Day, Thanksgiving, and Christmas — it was 
- closed, and on August 27, the day of the Knights Templar 
parade, it was closed (except for inspection) from 9 A.M. 
till6 P.M. The Branches have been kept open as_here- 
tofore, except that from June | until August 31 they were 
closed at 6 P.M. (Saturdays at 8 P.M.), as against 7 P.M. 
and 8 P.M. respectively in the previous year. 

I submit annual reports from the Custodian of each of the 
Branches, and from the several heads of departments at the 
Central Library, including the Chief Engineer, head of 
Bindery, and head of Printing Department. 


FINANCE. 


The Auditor’s statement (Appendix I. of this report) 
shows fully the receipts and disbursements of this depart- 
ment during the fiscal year. The general appropriation for 
the year asked for by the Trustees in December, 1894, was 
$215,000, of which $121,500 was for salaries. The appro- 
priation made was $175,000. 

The expenditures chargeable to the general appropriation 
(including $6,241.12 on the “moving” account, covered 
by the balance of a special appropriation) have been $203,- 
089.83, of which $115,444.79 was for salaries (including 
the printing, bindery, and repair departments). As early as 
April last it became apparent that, at the then rate of ex- 
penditure, the expenditures for the year would exceed the 
appropriation ($175,000) by some $20,000. In view of this 
the purchase of books was for a time suspended, the Library 
was ordered to be closed at 9 P.M., the Coat Room was 
wholly closed; the services of certain employés were dis- 
pensed with and the salaries of others (in the janitor’s 
department) reduced ; the reduction in the pay-roll effected 
by these latter measures amounting to $68 a week, the 
equivalent of $3,700 a year. The omission to appoint an 
Assistant Librarian after the resignation of Louis F. Gray, 
the Executive Officer, effected a further saving of some $1,700 
during the balance of the year. On August 10, 1895, the 
Mayor authorized the Trustees to expend the sum of $18,000 
in addition to the original appropriation, stating that he 
‘would provide this sum in December or January. By an 
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order approved November 18, 1895, the City Council 
directed that moneys representing receipts from fines and 
sales of Library publications turned in to the City Collector 
during the current year should be added to the appropriation 
for this department, to be expended in the purchase of 
books. The amount thus turned in was $14,217.61. There 
appeared, therefore, to be available for the general purposes 
of the Library (including the purchase of books) $207,217.61 ; 
and the expenditures of the latter part of the year were 
planned and made upon the assumption that this sum would 
. be provided without drawing upon any of the funds set aside 
for special uses. Of the sum of $18,000 authorized August. 
10th, $17,757.72 was provided; but of this only $11,000 
was provided from outside sources, the balance being made 
up by the transfer of $4,097.64 from the special appropria- 
tion for the West End Branch and of $2,660.08 from the 
proceeds of the loan (approved January 4, 1896) of $44,000 
for furnishing the new building. This latter transfer was 
made on the theory of reimbursing in part to the general 
appropriation the amount which it had been drawn upon for 
such furnishing during the year (the total of such amount hav- 
ing been $5,284.36). The transfer of the special appropria- 
tion for the West End Branch was presumably made on the 
assumption that the special appropriation of $30,000 for 
remodelling and furnishing the West Church premises 
would suffice for the purpose. That appropriation is, how- 
ever, more than exhausted by expenditures to date and 
outstanding contracts, the repairs necessary having proved 
far more radical than anticipated. There will remain some 
$1,500 of final finishing and furniture which would have — 
been paid for from the West End Branch appropriation, but 
will now have to come out of the rentals from the old Library 
building (according to the order of the City Council approved 
February 18, 1895). At the time—December 21, 1895 
—the Trustees submitted to the Mayor their estimates for 
the 1896 appropriation they had received no notice of 
this transfer. | 
The income of the Trust Funds for books, by reason of 
change of investment in city of Boston bonds, has fallen 
from $10,012 in 1893 to $8,692 in 1895. An addition in 
the way of endowment for the purchase of books is the fund 
of $500 given by Caleb W. Loring in behalf of the children 
and grandchildren of the late Charles Greely Loring, to be 
known as the Charles Greely Loring Memorial Fund; and 
the income expended for books for the West End Branch. 
The amount expended from Trust Funds during the year 
was $6,632.78, as against $3,946.68 in 1894; the amount ~ 
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expended for books from the city appropriations has been 
$20,590.08, plus $4,551.27 now payable out of funds abroad, 
or $25,141.35 in all, as against $23,141.53 in 1894.1 This 
is independent of the purchases of books for the West End 
Branch from funds (some $5,000) raised by private sub- 
* scription.

The January pay-rolls (excluding that for the week end- 
ing January 30) were paid out of the 1895 appropriation. 
Other bills allowed in January to the amount of $4,490.43 
enter into the February 1st requisition, and must come out 
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of the general appropriation for 1896. The estimate sub- 
mitted of the appropriation desirable for 1896 was $235,000, 
with the statement that $225,000 was needed for mere con- 
tinuance of existing departments. 

The gross expenditures for maintenance during the year 
(omitting the moving account and items charged to the 
special appropriations for the West End Branch) was 
$177,861.27. Included in such expenditure for 1895 is, 
however, furniture, to the amount of $7,108.34, and equip- 
ment for the Printing Department amounting to about 
$5,300. Deducting these two items (as for “permanent 
improvements”), the gross expenditure for maintenance in 
1895 would stand at $165,452.93. The total of such expen- 
diture during 1894 was $132,774.94. 

On analysis the increase, except so far as accounted for by 
the addition to the pay-roll of a Librarian’s salary, would be 
found to be due to the following causes : 

1. The greater cubical area of the new building. ‘The 
old building contained 1,947,000 cubic feet; the new con- 
tains 4,312,000 cubic feet. Less than 200 tons of coal, at a 
cost of less than $1,000, sufficed to heat the old building; in 
1894 (a partial year) 1,192 tons were used for the new build- 
ing, at a cost of $4,752.87. 

The expenditure for electric light in 1895 was $4,185.82 
as against $2,785.64 for 1894; but the penalty for demur- 
rage on the engines will offset this. 

2. The greater floor area of the rooms open to the pub- 
lic. In the old building 7,126 square feet; in the new, 
50,384 square feet. Cost of cleaning, 1894, $1,664.12; 
1895, $3,870.55. 

3. The increase in the engineer and janitor force, due to 
the elaborate lighting, heating, ventilating, and power plant 
at the new building. Besides the 3 boilers, 2 electric-light 
engines with a capacity of 3,200 lights, there are 2 large 
ventilating fans, an elevator, a coat room, book motors, and 
an intricate pneumatic tube system, the whole system to be 
operated from 6 A.M. till 10.15 P.M., and 62 days a week. 
Add a necessary special repair department with painter and 
- marble washer. In 1894, 4 persons sufficed for the engineer 
and janitor department, whose pay aggregated but $3,440.80 | 
perannum. ‘The present pay-roll in the new comprises 16 
employés, whose aggregate pay would reach the sum of 
$13,850.72 per annum. 

4. ‘The increased number of employes required for the 
work of issue of books, due to the fact that while the 
450,000 volumes in the old building were compacted into 
a space capable of containing but that number, in the new 
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building they are spread over an area capable of containing 
three times that number; the distribution of the calfection 
into stacks which do not directly intercommunicate, so that 
an independent service is required for each; the adoption of 
a mechanism for transmission of the Hooke which, though 
meeting the problem of the large area to be tr ave atilnes 
a multiplication of posts to be. filled, so that the redder eall- 
slip which formerly passed through the hands of three 
attendants is now handled by at least eight. The two Issue 
Departments in the old building required 20 attendants; 
the Issue Department in the new building (including the 
Children’s Department) requires 43 attendants. 

5. The addition of new departments; as, the News- 
paper Reading Room and Special Libraries floor. This 
latter alone requires 9 attendants at an aggregate salary of 
over $5,000 per annum. 

6. The extension of the Library hours from 9 P.M. till 
10 P.M. 

7. The opening on Sundays of departments hitherto 
closed. Inthe old building Bates Hall alone was open; in 
the new, every department. “with which the public come in 
contact is from 2 P.M. open on Sundays as on other days. 
This includes the Issue Department — books being issued for 
home use on Sundays as on other days. 

The consequent expense of the Sunday and evening ‘ser- 
vice in 1895 was $11,130.60 as against $6,714.76 in the old 
building. The total number of employés (excluding the 
Sunday and evening service, which comprises 51 persons, 
working part time ‘and paid by the hour) January 1, 1894, 
was 167. On January 31, 1896, it is 197 (139 at the Cen- 
tral Library, 58 at the Branches).

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BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT. 
Central Library. 


The augmented accommodations furnished by the new 
building over the old may be summarized as follows: 

Shelving for about 1,500,000 volumes, as against less than 
450,0u0 volumes in the old building. 

Facilities for direct access by readers to nearly 200,000 
volumes, as against less than 6, 000 volumes (including Patent 
Room) in the old building. 

A total seating capacity of nearly 900 readers, as against 
250 in the old building. 

Entirely new dep: wtments for the public in the Newspaper 
Reading Room, Children’s Reading .Room, and Special 
Libraries floor. 

Ampler equipment in the General Reading Room, Period- 
ical Reading Room, and Patent Room. 

Of the administration departments, the Catalogue and 
Bindery have gained larger and better-lighted rooms. The 
Branch work begun in the small room designed for it soon 
had to expand into one of the lower stack rooms, shelving 
being removed to clear space for it. 

The lack of funds with which to complete the furnishing of 
the building caused the postponement, for a time, of the pur- 
chase of a case for new books, of a registration desk, of cer- 
tain electric-light fixtures, of screens for the Barton-Ticknor 
Room, of tables for the Delivery Room and Children’s Reading 
Room, and of various other articles. Where practicable, 
furniture from the old building has been made to serve. 
But many needs continued unmet until far into the year. 
The bound volumes of newspapers, some 3,300 in number, 
even yet remain piled on the floor of certain rooms in the 
west wing. 

So much as may be available of the special appropriation, 
made January 4, 1896, of $44,000 for furnishing will be 
applied towards remedying these inconveniences. 

Since January, 1895, important sections of the mural dec- 
oration have been completed and placed: the Venetian Lobby 
by Mr. Joseph Lindon Smith (a fresco); five sections of 
Mr. Abbey’s frieze, “The Holy Grail;” about one-half (as 
originally contracted for) of Mr. Sar gent’s paintings, “ The 
Triumph of Religion,” and the largest of the panels by M. 
Puvis de Chavannes. There remain yet to be delivered, 
besides the balance of the paintings by Mr. Abbey and Mr. 
Sargent, eight panels by M. Puvis de Chavannes, and the 
decoration for the ceiling of the Patent Room by Mr. John 
Elliott, arranged for by private contribution. Of work con- 
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tracted for by the Trustees there remain undelivered, also, 
the bronze doors by Mr. Daniel C. French and the group 
for the outside pedestals by Mr. Augustus St. Gaudens. 
Negotiations had been begun for a panel from Mr. Whistler, 
but were discontinued last spring. 

The ceiling of the Delivery Room was painted over in blue 
and purple in the expectation that it would be enriched with 
gold, in support of Mr. Abbey’s frieze. The building appro- 
priation being nearly exhausted, the sum ( $3,000) neces- 
sary to such finish could not be spared, and the ceiling still 
remains incomplete. A notable contribution towards the 
adornment of the new building has been the subscription by 
private citizens of Boston of the sum ($15,000) necessary 
to the completion of Mr. Sargent’s design for the upper cor- 
ridor. Further gifts have been: a bronze statue of Sir 
Harry Vane, by MacMonnies (given by Dr. Charles G. 
Weld and others) ; a marble copy of the Venus de’ Medici 
(given by Mrs. John Ellerton Lodge); a bust by Rich- 
ard S. Greenough of William W. Greenough, for twenty-two 
years President of the Board of Trustees (given by Mrs. 
Greenough) : two ideal busts of Christ and of Lucifer, by 
Horatio Greenough (given by the sculptor’s children). 


Branches. 


The Branches at Charlestown, East Boston, and Dorchester 
and the Reading Room at West Roxbury have been re- 
painted, and received needed minor repairs and fittings. At 
Dorchester a large room directly above the one already 
occupied has been added, nearly doubling the shelving, and 
providing, in addition, a Children’s Reading Room. At 
West Roxbury, also, a room has been added of a size to shelve 
over one-half of the books, and clear space in the main room 
for readers. Not counting the services of our own carpen- 
ter and painter, about $1,200 has been spent in such 
improvements (including furniture) for the Branches. 

The three Delivery Stations of the new type established 
this year (see under ‘‘ Circulation”), in each case brought 
into the service of the Library a room devoted to its patrons. 

The North End Branch Reading Room on Hanover 
Street was discontinued on June 80, but in its place 
there will be opened, on February 3, the West End Branch, 
with 8,600 books, 80 current periodicals, and accommoda- 
tions (if necessary) for 250 readers. The remodelling of 
the West Church for this Branch should, according to con- 
tract, have been completed by November 1, 1895; but 
unexpected weaknesses developed in the building, some 
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work done had to be done over again, and these causes, 
added to the delays ordinary in contract work, postponed 
the final completion of the undertaking until the beginning 
of the new Library year. | 

The Mattapan Reading Room had formerly been sup- 
ported by an association of residents of the vicinity (the 
Public Library contributing merely the $250 per annum to 
constitute it a Delivery Station). In May last the Trustees 
assumed the entire expense of maintaining it— appropriating 
toward it $500 of the rental from the old Library building. 
Of this sum $454.27 has already been expended. On January 
16, 1896, a Delivery Station was opened at 202A Harrison 
Avenue in connection with the Ellis Memorial Free Reading 
Room (a private enterprise). The College Settlement at 
Denison House has given 261 volumes of books for the 
young, to be placed there and circulated. In addition 200 
volumes have been placed there on deposit from the Central 
Library. The regular daily delivery service is also main- 
tained. The call for cards, as well as books, shows that 
this station is likely to reach a section of the community not 
heretofore reached. It is in charge of an employé of this 
Library. 


Books. 


‘The number of volumes in Central Library and Branches 
on December 31, 1894, according to last year’s report, was 
610,375, of which 457,740 were in the Central Library. In 
spite of the fact that. from April 9 to June 25, 1895, the 
purchase of books was suspended, the total accessions of the 
year have been 30,611 volumes. This includes purchases, 
gifts, and exchanges, and 6,522 volumes added to the West 
End Branch, ‘These accessions have been distributed as

The “accessions ” represent books received and assigned. 
They include some 5,000 volumes still at the Central Li- 
brary, but to go to the Branches. The number of volumes 
actually shelved, less those condemned and withdrawn, is 
given in Appendix III. as 18,434, of which 11,821 are in 
the Central Library, 313 in the Duplicate Room, and 6,561 
~ are in the various Branches. 15,582 books and pamphlets 
have been gifts. The more notable of these gifts are 5,528 
volumes for the West End Branch, to be known as the 
“Lowell Collection” (the greater part of these having been 
selected and purchased by a committee of the Woman’s 
Education Association with funds raised from private sub- 
scription) ; from Thomas Gaffield, Esq., 87 volumes, com- 
prising old and rare editions in fine bindings (including the 
first edition 4th title-page of “Paradise Lost”), a copy 
of the “Imitation” of a Kempis in two volumes, rich with 
miniatures, printed for the Paris Exposition of 1855, and 
the original MSS. of Everett's Fourth of July oration of 
1860, and of Sumner’s eulogy on Lincoln, delivered June 
1, 1865 (together with a set of proofs of the same with 
corrections by Sumner) ; from James L. Little, Esq., a set, 
in 52 volumes, of the pattern-books of the Pacific Mills, 
illustrating in effect the history of textile manufacture at 
Lowell from 1867 to 1883; from Mrs..C. C. Perkins, 408 ~ 
volumes and many pamphlets (relating chiefly to the litera- 
ture and art of Italy) from the library of the late C. C. 
Perkins; from Mrs. John Lowell, 159 volumes of the 
Delphin and Variorum Classics, 15 volumes of the Oratores 
Attici, and a volume of manuscript lectures by William 
Sullivan, never printed; from the King of Siam, 39 volumes 
of the Sacred Writings of the Southern Buddhists; from 
Denison House, 261 books for the young, placed at Station 
FP; from the estate of Dr. H.:C. Perkins, a collection 
of 176 volumes of medical works; from Hon. Josiah 
Quincy, 21 scrap-books made by various members of the 
Quincy family, 9 volumes of orations by Josiah Quincy, 11 
miscellaneous volumes; and from his Holiness Leo XIII., 
the works of St. Thomas Aquinas, in 8 folio volumes, 
published at Rome, 1882-95. Of curious historical interest 
is the gift from Thomas Smythe, Esq., of various docu-— 
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ments and a MS. statement concerning the Province Lands 
controversy. 

A notable gift, also, is the original MS. of the “El 
Castigo sin Venganza,” by Lope de Vega. This was the 
property of the late George Ticknor, and is given by his 
daughter, Miss Anna E. Ticknor. 

The purchases of the year have included complete sets of 
the publications of the Surrey and Essex Archeological 
Societies, Jahrbuch der IXunsthistorischen Sammlungen d. 
Allerhéchsten Kaiserhauses, Risley’s Tribes and Castes of 
Bengal, and Davis and Thurnham’s Crania Britannica. The 
emphasis of the year has been, however, (1) upon the re- 
placement of books worn out and condemned, (2) upon the 
multiplication of copies of books in great demand (even 
expensive works, such as Jones’ Grammar of Ornament), or 
needed for the Bates Hall collection as well as for circula- 
tion, (3) upon the supply to the Branches and Branch 
Reading Rooms of needed reference-books, (4) upon the 
supply to the Branches as well as to the Central of a clean 
collection of books for young readers. The replacement of 
condemned books and multiplication of copies of books 
in demand must still go on. The purchase of reference- 
books has been not merely to strengthen the collection in 
the Branches proper, but to supply reference-books to the 
Reading Rooms which had not before possessed any. A list 
was made of titles which were deemed to represent the 
minimum of a reference collection. This list was supplied 
in full to each Branch and Reading Room, omitting only in 
the case of each Branch such books as were already in it, or 
covered in its case by equivalent books on the same subject. 
This undertaking involved the purchase of some seventy- 
four titles, at a cost of $3,614.50. 

For the collection of books for the young a list was com- 
piled of 944 titles, which it was hoped to purchase in full 
for each Branch as well as for the Central Library, the pur- 
pose being to number these collections uniformly, and print 
one list that would answer throughout. The design was fur- 
ther to have each of these collections placed on open shelves, 
where they might be handled by the children without for- 
mality. The list, therefore, while mainly of books written 
for young readers, included a considerable number of books 
not specifically so written. These were interspersed by 
way of suggestion, in the hope of attracting towards a wider 
and perhaps higher range of interest. 

This undertaking, if fully carried out, would involve the 
purchase of some 13,000 volumes. Of these, about 6,500 
volumes have thus far been bought. 
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Of the total expenditure ($25,141.35) for books chargeable 
against 1895 city appropriations, about $10,000 will have 
been paid for books for the Branches. Of this, $6,882.49 has 
actually been spent in bills paid. In 1894, ‘out of a total 
such expenditure of $23,141.53, $3,707.99 was for books 
for the Branches. The Branches have also received an addi- 
tional contribution in the gift to the West End Branch of 
some $5,000 worth of new books freshly selected. The in- 
crease in the number of volumes added to the Branches is 
not in the ratio of the increased expenditure, for the reason 
that in 1895 so much of the outlay was for reference-books 
far more costly per volume than the purchases of 1894. 

The number of volumes in each Branch, January 31, 1896, 
as reported by the Custodian, is given in Appendix V. to 
this Report. 

The report of the Shelf Department shows that, taking as 
a basis the statistics of former years, the number of volumes 
in the Central Library January 31, 1896, should be 472,591. 
In the examination of the shelves, just completed (in which» 
the shelf lists were checked up, volume by volume), the 
number actually accounted for fell 2,717 short of this. The 
last such examination was in 1893. Between January 1, 
1894, and January 31, 1896, therefore, these 2,717 volumes 
have become “missing.” ‘This period takes in the period of 
removal from the old to the new building. Of the 2,717 
volumes, 1,828 were from the old Lower Hall. It is a re- 
markable fact that only 63 were from the present refer- 
ence collection of over 6,000 volumes in the Bates Hall 
Reading Room, and of these, only one book ( Perkins’ Italian 
Sculptors) costly to replace. The entire 63 may be replaced 
for less than $100, but five-ninths of the salary of an addi- 
tional “runner” for this period, and but one-half of one per 
cent. of the total value of this collection. Nor does “miss- 
ing” mean “lost.” The reading of the shelves extends over 
several months, and entire precision is not possible in it. In 
previous years about 40 per cent. of the books reported as 
“missing” have subsequently been found. No such per- 
centage may be hoped of the 2,717 volumes now unaccounted 
for. 

The number of volumes in the Branches (actually shelved) | 
is 158,423; in Central and Branches together (excluding 


the 2,717 volumes “missing” from Central), January 3, 
1896, 628,297. 


BINDING. 


During the year 9,898 volumes have been bound in the 
Library Bindery, as against 9,016 in the preceding year. 
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1,602 were books containing plates which required “ guards.” 
The work of the Bindery included also the repair of 2,315 
volumes, and a mass of smaller miscellaneous work — such 
as the mounting of maps, the making of portfolios, and of 
temporary covers for serials. 

The outside contract work has, as heretofore, comprised the 
binding of Branch books, and the lighter class of cheap bind- 
ing for the Central (old Lower Hall books). 7,198 volumes 
have been thus bound by contract, at a total cost of 
$1,941.55. 

| CATALOGUES. 


The report of the Chief of the Catalogue Department 
shows that the number of volumes catalogued during the 
thirteen months was 52,744 ; cards placed in the general card 
catalogues, 92,993. His report also shows such cataloguing 
work at and for the several Branches. 

The composition of the catalogue cards has for some weeks 
been done with the linotype. A list of current serials has 
also been set up upon this machine. Of the Allen A. Brown 
Musical Library all of the miscellaneous portion — that is, 
biography, criticism, etc. -— has been catalogued, and the col- 
lections of vocal music, songs, etc., are nearly finished. 

Progress has been made on the Political Economy Cata- 
logue. Material collected by Mr. E. M. Bacon for a list of 
publications relating to the city of Boston has been revised 
and is ready to be arranged for the printer. Mr. Bacon has 
been engaged also upon a classification of certain MSS. in the 
Chanfberlain collection. 

A part of the collection of maps (including those given by 
the U.S. Hydrographic Office in 1889, the early American 
maps, and many others in sheets) have been classified and 
catalogued under direction of Mr. Carret, of the Shelf 
Department. 

A card catalogue of the works on the arts placed on the 
Special Libraries floor is in process, under the direction of 
Mr. Fleischner, Custodian of that floor. Mr. Fleischner has 
also compiled and posted handy lists of authorities for the 
use of students attending the Lowell Lectures, and for those 
interested in other lectures and courses of reading. 

Of printed catalogues there have been issued F inding Lists 
of new books for the Charlestown, Jamaica Plain, and South 
Boston Branches, a complete classified Finding List in 141 
pages of the 8, 601 volumes for the West End Branch, and 
five numbers of the Bulletin (the numbers for July and Octo- 
ber being issued as a double number). These five contain : 

1. The Historical Fiction List for the following coun- 
tries: Switzerland and the Netherlands, Scandinavia, Den-

REGISTRATION. 


The statistics of registration in the Library for any given 
year should answer the following questions : 

1. How many persons, male and female, adults and 
minors, were entitled to draw books for home use at the 
beginning of the year? 

2. How many of these have allowed their privileges to 
lapse ? 

3. How many new persons, male and female, adults and 
minors, have applied for cards during the year? 

4. How many “live” cards there are outstanding at the 
end of the year? 

9. The geographical distribution by wards or districts of 
card-holders in each of the above cases. 

6, So far as practicable, the occupation of the card- 
holders. 

The statistics for 1894 (Appendix VII. of A Anan Report) 
answered none of these questions. The tables stated simply 
the “ Registration” for eight! months of 1894 as 25,443. 
But the term ‘ ‘Registration ” appears to have covered sey- 
eral transactions now distinguished. As we now define it, 
it isa granted application for a card by one who has never 
held a card. Such an application from one who has held a 
card which has expired at a time so remote that he is com- 
pelled to sign anew we calla “ Reregistration.” A granted 
pep uct ation for the renewal of a recently expired card where 


* This ‘* eight” appears to have been a misprint for ‘ nine.” 
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no new signature is required we call.a “Renewal; ” while 
the issue of a new card in place of one lost or filled up with 
entries we call a “ Replacement.” 

The statistics of “ Registration” for 1894 appear to have 
included, at least in part, not merely registrations proper, but 
reregistrations, renewals, and replacements. If such was’ 
the case the figures evidently did not indicate the number of 
new persons applying for cards (the life of a card being 
but one year, renewals are as frequent as new applications) ; 
and they did not profess to show the number of “live” 
cards outstanding at any one time. 

I regret that our statistics for 1895 cannot show a material 
improvement upon this. ‘The year had well advanced be- 
fore an understanding could be arrived at, distinctions im- 
pressed, and uniformity secured. What was called a new 
registration had begun January 1, 1895; 7.e., each person 
thereafter presenting a card was given a number in a new 
series begun with 1. But the requirement of a new signa- 
ture was not enforced until May. The Branches issued 
cards independent of the Central; so that there was one 
series for the Central and another for each of the Branches. 
Cards issued in duplicate of lost cards were for a time given 
independent numbers. Statistics of age were not kept: 
statistics of sex could be picked out only from an examina- 
tion of the entire mass of record slips. 

The statistics for the past year cannot therefore be re- 
garded as precise even as to what they attempt to cover. 
As they stand they show the number of persons holding 
“live” cards on January 31, 1896, to be 34,842, as against 
29,971 persons who held such cards January 1, 1895; an 
increase of 4,871. 

By vote of the Trustees, beginning January 1, 1896, the 
life of a borrower’s card is to be two years instead of one. 
To secure unity all cards issued beginning January 1 are 
to be issued as from the Central Library, and there is to be 
but one series of numbers in place of ten. Some 28,000 
blank cards numbered ahead have been distributed’ among 
the Branches to provide for the renewal of cards issued by 
them in 1895. 


USE OF THE LIBRARY. 


When the new building opened — March 11, 1895 — the 
books were on the shelves and presumably ready for distri- 
bution. During the first few weeks, however, the attempt 
to distribute them in quick response to demand was by no 
means a success. Among the embarrassments were these: 

1. The cards in the card catalogue had been punched for 


, 
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the rods. In numberless cases portions of the shelf numbers 
had been punched out, so that the wrong numbers were 
handed in by the reader. 

2. The call-slips dropped from the pouches and became 
lost in the pneumatic tubes. Sometimes the pouches them- 
‘selves became choked in the tubes through. a flaw in the tube 
or over-haste of the attendant. 

3. The book railway often broke down, sometimes 
through lack of adjustment or over-haste of the attendant. 

4. Books were inconveniently located. Parts of a set 
which should have been together ‘under one number were in 
different places under different numbers. Shelves had been 
shortened, and the surplus books, cast adrift, placed some- 
times above, sometimes below, sometimes beyond, their 
fellows numerically. . 

5. The books most in demand (fiction and the balance of 
the Lower Hall) were all placed in stack 4. This brought three- 
fourths of the pressure upon three of the eighteen carriers, 
two-thirds of it upon one of the eighteen carriers. The 
system of book railway with elevators required for speediest 
delivery that, taking the six stacks as a unit, the books should 
be shelved not horizontally but vertically in proportion to 
demand. 

6. Books were misplaced; the majority of the stack 
attendants being untrained, and the physical fatigue of 
“running” upon the granolithic floors being excessive. 

7. Readers omitted to place their names or number of 
their tables on their.call-slips, or failed to be at their tables 
when their names were called. 

More or less of such delays still continue. A record of 
those investigated from October 1, 1895, through January 31, 
1896, shows 296 due to the fault of attendants, 6,544 due to 
the fault of readers, and 535 unaccounted for. The normal 
time for the issue of a book is not, however, over eight or 
ten minutes. 

In the old building there were two distinct departments of 
issue: Bates Hall and Lower Hall. In the new, these two 
have been consolidated. The Lower Hall as an independent 
division of the Library has ceased to exist. The Lower 
Hall books were placed in stack 4; but such of them as are 
not English prose fiction will shortly have been relocated in 
appropriate classes in the other stacks. 

In many respects the arrangement of the books proved 
provisional. The treatment of surplus volumes from a 
shortened shelf had to be made uniform, and fragments of 
sets brought together. The Bates Hall reference ‘collection 
was in many “respects experimental and has had to be 
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changed from time to time. The inconvenience to adult 
readers of a multitude of children pressing upon the general 
issue desk, together with the interest of the children them- 
selves, led to the transfer of some 3,000 volumes of books 
for the young to a separate Children’s Room. The experience 
of a few weeks showed that to transport the large cabinet 
books by means of the book elevators through the tube-room 
for use in Bates Hall involved difficulty, delay, and peril to 
the books themselves; so that the transfer of the entire 
department of architecture, fine art, technical arts, and music 
from the stack to the Special Libraries floor became a matter 
of necessity, irrespective of the interest of the student of 
those subjects which it undoubtedly advanced. 


wh Reference Use. 


In the old building, although the bulk of the Library was 
visible to the eye, the only portions to which the visitor was 
allowed direct access were some 300 volumes of reference- 
books in the Bates Hall Reading Room, and the 5,500 
volumes of the Patent Library. In the new building three- 
fourths of the entire collection have been withdrawn from 
sight and placed in the stack rooms, but the remaining one- 
fourth has been brought forward to the very hand of the 
reader. Without the intervention of an attendant he may 
inspect, take down and read (as he would in his own home) 
some 6,000 volumes in Bates Hall, some 5,800 volumes in 
the Patent Library, and some 3,000 volumes in the Children’s 
Room. With only such formality as is involved in registering 
his name and address he may directly inspect and (without 
a card or call-slip) have taken down and read some 91,540 
volumes on the Special Libraries floor. In the old building, 
if he wished a periodical he had to make out a slip for it. 
Here he finds some 700 periodicals on the very tables where 
he may handle them without inquiry or formality, and 700 
more which may be had without a call-slip. In addition he 
finds the Newspaper Reading Room, with 263 daily, semi- 
weekly, and weekly newspapers (182 American, 81 foreign), 
where he is equally exempt from inquiry or formality. 

It was to be expected that this immense augmentation of 
privilege would to a degree offset to the public the some- 
what remote location of the new building from the centre of 
the city. But the actual use of the new privileges has out- 
run all expectation. To abandon formality is to abandon 
statistic. The only record kept of the reference use of the 
books in the new-building is the record of the books from 
the stacks called for on green slips for use in the Reading

Room. Even this record (371,048 volumes for the year ) 

compares not unfavorably with the reference use ‘In 1894 in 
the old building — 444,909 volumes from the two Halls. 
The use of the 100, 333 volumes for which no slips are neces- 
sary cannot even be guessed. Except in the case of the 
Newspaper Room, not even the number of readers has been 
recorded. But His may be said: that whereas 200 readers 
at a time would have been the maximum in the old building 
it is the minimum here; and that at certain hours of every 
day there are no less than 600 readers at a time using books 
or periodicals on the premises. Actual count at certain 
hours has shown this as follows:

and the number in the Newspaper Room has risen as high as 
178 persons at a time. 

The Periodical Room is already overcrowded, as is the 
Children’s Room. The Bates Hall Reading Room barely 
suffices. All this use has been both serious and orderly. 
The loss of but 63 volumes (assuming them lost) from the 
6,000 volumes in Bates Hall, and these books of trifling 
value, seems the amplest. justification of the freedom ac- 
corded. From the Genealogical section (the most used of 
any) not a single volume is missing. 

The system “of informal use, without call-slip, has been 
extended to the Branches also. Their periodicals are now 
on the tables, and a portion of their books are in open cases. 
In their case, therefore, statistic of reference use has been 
wholly abandoned. The chief justification for such abandon- 
ment is that to keep the statistic means to inconvenience the 
public. 


LT Home. ‘Use; 


At the opening of the new building there were outstand- 
ing in the hands of borrowers some 3,500 volumes. ‘The 
circulation for home use from the Central Library direct was 

251,561 volumes, as against 261,717 in 1894. A much 
oreater falling off was to have. been expected, on account of 
the less central location of the new building and its superior 
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attractions for reference use. The home and‘ reference use 
together, in the old building, during October, November, and 
December, 1894, as compared with the total home and 
recorded reference use in the new, is as follows:

showing an increase in 1895. 

The period covered in 1895 (though nominally thirteen 
months) is, by reason of the partial closing of the Library 
from January 17 to-March 10, 1895, and the entire closing 
from January 24 to March 10, 1895, two weeks less than that 
covered in 1894. On-the other hand, the Sunday issue, 
which in 1894 aggregated no more than 3,016 volumes, from 
October 1, 1895, to January 31, 1896, alone reached 22,866 
volumes. 

The issue of books from the Central Library through 
the Branches aggregated 5,689 volumes as against 6 ,033 
volumes in 1894: through the Delivery Stations, 22,244 vol- 
umes as against 25, 595, 1894; through both, 27,933 vol- 
umes. The issue of books direct from the Branches 
(including those issued through dependent Delivery Sta- 
tions) was 567,827. The aggregate issue for home use 
from the entire ‘Library was 847,321 volumes, as compared 
with 832,113 in 1894. Appendix VII. shows the annual 
circulation of and thr ough each Branch and Delivery Station 
during the past six years. 

Besides the Central Issue desk, there are now two other 
points in the Central Library at which books may be drawn for 
home use: in the Children’s Room (the books shelved there 
only) and on the Special Libraries floor (primarily, the 
books shelved there, but, in case of need, any book in the 
stacks as well). The issue from the Children’s Room has 
been 28,342 volumes. That from the Special Libraries now 
averages about 105 volumes daily. 

Formerly it was the practice to give a classified statement 
of circulation. This has not been done of late years, nor 
under present conditions does it seem practicable ; for the 
books, not being precisely classified on the shelves, their 
shelf numbers as given on the call-slips are no certain index 
of their character. 

Of the half million volumes at the Central Library, per- 
haps a hundred thousand are starred, 7.e., restricted from 
circulation. At least one-half of these are either one-starred 
or three-starred. These are not absolutely restricted, but 
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may be issued in the discretion of certain designated 
officials. Two stars—though the less imposing symbol —— 
had indicated books absolutely restricted, yet had been 
applied to duplicates, and to books merely costly, as well as 
to books restricted by the terms of gift or purchase. In 
practice, the three-starred book could be issued almost as 
freely as the one-starred. There was danger in so profuse 
a use of the stars, in the fact that the publie, observing the 
symbols so commonly waived, would cease to be impressed 
by them altogether. By vote of October 22, 1895, the Trus- 
tees therefore determined as follows: 

1. That one star shall denote books restricted from circu- 
lation, and issued only upon permit of the Librarian or offi- 
cer in charge; that books shall be so restricted as being 
reference-books (dictionaries, cyclopedias, ete.), bound 
serials, and books restricted because of their rarity or char- 
acter as respects morality. 

2. Two stars shall denote books prohibited from circu- 
lation, and shall be applied to books so prohibited by the 
terms of the gift or purchase, and to such other books as may 
properly be so prohibited on account of their excessive rarity. 

3. The use of three stars shall be discontinued in the 
case of future accessions. 

4, Pamphlets, duplicates, genealogy, local history, and 
folk lore not to be restricted as such. 

The collection placed in the Bates Hall Reading Room; 
though containing many books not individually restricted, 
was for a time, as a whole, reserved for reference use. ‘As 
duplicates are purchased for circulation of the books most in 
demand, it may be considered so. But, in the meantime, 
the decision has been modified to the extent of occasionally 
permitting certain volumes to go out for a limited period. 

Each of the nine Delivery” Stations in existence at the 
beginning of the year was no more than a desk in a shop, 
whose proprietor undertook to send in the application for 
books, and deliver the books, when received. For this ser- 
vice he was paid a fixed compensation of $250 per annum. 
The Blue Hill Avenue Station being relocated, a new system 
was undertaken in regard to it. The proprietor of the shop 
agreed to furnish a separate room (lighted and heated) for 
it, and to receive for this and her services a compensation 
based on the number of volumes circulated per month. The 
room was equipped by the Library with a desk, a table, 
chairs, and a case for books. A few hundred volumes were 
placed on deposit, to be drawn direct from the station, and 
the daily delivery from the Central continued as before. 

This plan was so successful that on a change of proprie- 
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tors of the store at Allston it was adopted there. The 
feature of a temporary deposit of books especially to serve 
disappointed applicants for books from the Central is 
being gradually introduced at all of the stations. 135 
volumes were placed at the Tyler Street Vacation School 
last summer, and 25 volumes recently with Ladder Com-_ 
pany 17. The total of such deposits has been 1,115 volumes. 
Such enterprises, however, require a multiplication of copies 
of popular books such as can be brought about but gradually 
with our available funds. | 

Only one new Delivery Station has been established, — 
that opened January 16, 1896, at the Ellis Memorial Free 
Reading Room at 202A Harrison Avenue. The delivery from 
the Central to the Branches had heen by local express. 
Beginning June 1, 1895, a team in the sole service of the 
Library was engaged at a fixed sum, —$25 per week. This 
has covered an inner circuit, consisting of the South End, 
North End, Charlestown, East Boston, South Boston, and 
Roxbury Branches, and Crescent Avenue, Blue Hill Avenue, 
and Harrison Avenue Stations. Its cost is but a fraction 
(five per cent.) in excess of the express, and the service more 
effective. A special wagon is furnished, built expressly for 
the purpose, and lettered “ Boston Public Library.” The 
compensation includes the services of a driver and two 
horses. 


Special Uses. 


In connection with the Art Department (fine and indus- 
trial), now upon the Special Libraries floor, a systematic 
attempt is being made both to attract readers, and by intel- 
ligent exposition of the material to convert readers into 
students. Besides the lists of authorities drawn up in con- 
nection with the more notable lecture courses, the books 
themselves most valuable by way of illustration are displayed. 
A considerable number of classes have already come, under 
conduct of teachers who wish to secure and exhibit illustra- 
tions of the subjects treated in course. 

The ordinary art students, the architectural student and 
draughtsman, come in increasing number. ‘Tracing (except 
of colored plates) is permitted with the interposition of a 


gelatine pad, which the Library furnishes. 


Co6PERATION WITH THE SCHOOLS. 


Conferences have been held between committees repre- 
senting the School Committee and the Library Trustees as 
to possible further codperation between the Public Library 
and the schools. In the meantime, the Library has under- 
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taken the issue to every teacher giving instruction in any 
institution in the city of Boston “of a special card which 
entitles the holder to have out six books at a time and retain 
them four weeks. Since June 1, 1895, 634 of these cards 


have been issued. 
SERVICE. 


There has been lost to the service William L. Day, who 
died on February 21, 1895. He had been in charge of the 
evening service in the old Lower Hall. He was taken ill 
before work at the new building began, so that I had not an 
opportunity of knowing him personally. But the reputation 
that he left among his associates was that of a most conscien- 
tious official. 

On March 26, Louis F. Gray, the Executive Officer and 
Clerk of the Cor poration, presented to the Trustees his 
resignation. Mr. Gray had been in the service of the Library 
in various capacities for fifteen years. He was granted a 
three months’ leave of absence without loss of pay. On 
April 16, his resignation was accepted, and the title of the 
office changed from that of Executive Officer to that of As- 
sistant Librarian. The Librarian was elected Clerk of the 
Corporation, and has served in that capacity during the 
balance of the year. No Assistant Librarian has as yet been 
appointed. 

Ill health, due to the excessive strain of preparing for the 
removal of the books to the new building, obliged Mr. Car- 
ret, Chief of the Shelf Department, to “ask for a leave of 
psec: He was absent on such leave for two months, 
beginning March 11. 

The only appointment from outside the force to any but 
subordinate positions in the force was the appointment of 
Margaret D. McGutftey to the conduct of the Issue Depart- 
ment. It is upon this department that has fallen the chief 
burden of the mechanism for the distribution of books. 

From the Shelf Department, Otto Fleischner has been 
transferred to the custodianship of the Special Libraries 
floor; and from the Catalogue Department, Francis W. Lee 
has been transferred to the charge of the Printing Depart- 
ment. 

In former years there had been in the Library a system of 
graded service, each grade having a minimum salary with 
progressive increase up to a maximum. On March 26, 1895, 
the Trustees adopted a new scheme of somewhat like nature, 
but more elaborate, and with the additional provision (previ- 
ously determined upon) that both appointment to the service 
and promotion from grade to grade within the service should 
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be by “examination.” A somewhat detailed statement as 
to this system (as with certain revisions, now in force), and 
a list of present employés as graded thereunder, is appended 
to this report. Appended also are samples of the examina- 
tion papers given at the examinations held during the past 
year. At the beginning of the year there were on file nearly 
a thousand applications for employment in the library. A 
printed form was sent to each applicant, with notice that 
unless filled out and filed, his application would be con- 


sidered withdrawn. The number thus formally filed 

amounted to 442, as follows:

There have been held 7 general and 4 special examina- 
tions. At these 351 applicants appeared, of whom 125 
were male, 226 female. Such pass-marks as were assigned 
were pass-marks only in the special sense explained in the 
statement appended. ‘They represented not a rating by an 
absolute standard, but the indication of an intelligence which 
was deemed a reasonable preliminary to a further test, if, in 
view of the positions to be filled and the other apparent 
capacities of the applicant, such further test should seem 
desirable. As so understood, 103 of the 351 applicants 
may be stated to have “passed” (30 others passing certain 
sections of the papers). 66 (81 male, 35 female) received 
appointments, some, however, taking positions in a lower 
grade than that for which, so far as the written exami- 
nations were concerned, they had qualified. 34 of the 
66 appointees were to Grade E, “runners.” Some whose 
papers failed to pass them for the higher grade for which 
they tried were counted as “passed” for some lower grade. 
In the case of the lowest grade — Grade E — the pass-marks 
originally fixed failed to turn out a sufficient number of can- 
didates for the vacancies to be filled; and recourse had to 
be had to some lower in the scale. This is the grade of 
runners paid at $3.50 per week. In no case has this been 
necessary in the higher grades. The examinations thus far 
held, though open to the employés, were successful chiefly in 
testing applicants from without ; and the appointments above 
mentioned do not include appointments by promotion (after 
examination). An examination for promotion, to be a fair 
test, must apparently be specially devised for each department. 
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The adoption of the ‘system of examinations has created 
both hope and despondency: hope in the minds of the 
younger employés, more fresh from school or college, and 
despondeney in employés who lack an academic training, 
or whose academic knowledge has lapsed from disuse. A 
longer experience of the system will tend to an adjustment 
of these expectations as it becomes apparent that capacity 
for the particular work to be done, as tested in actual service, 
is to have its full recognition ; and that while the examina- 
tion of applicants from without the force must necessarily 
be along academic lines, such a test 1s even in their case but 
preliminary, and must be supplemented by proof of capacity 
for the particular work to be done as tested in actual service. 

As will be seen by the reports of the Chief of the Issue . 
Department and the Custodian of the Special Libraries floor, 
there is going on week by week in those departments a 
process of deliberate education, which, though directed 
specially towards the training necessary to the work of the 
Library, is arousing an interest and ambition which may 
prove more far-re aching. 

The Appendices I.-VII. give such statistics as could prac- 
ticably be compiled with reference to Finance, to the extent 
of the Library and its use during the year. Appendix X.. 
gives a schedule of the Library service; Appendix XIV., a 
list of the newspapers on file in the Newspaper Room.

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE 
FORe1895. 


To the Trustees of the Boston Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN: The Examining Committee was called to- 
gether for organization October 25, 1895, by the chairman 
of the Board of Trustees. John EK. Hudson was chosen 
chairman, and Miss Mary Morison secretary. By direction 
of the general committee, the chairman appointed the usual 
sub-committees on “ Catalogue,” “ Branches,” “ Finance,” and 
* Administration,” and added thereto a fifth, on “ Books.” 
The titles of the two committees on “ Catalogue” and on 
“ Branches” were modified or enlarged, more fully to ex- 
press their functions, to “Catalogues, Bulletins, and Find- 
ing Lists,” and “ Branches, and other modes of distribution.”

The reports of the sub-committees have been received 
and considered by the full committee, who beg to report: 

The completion of the new Library building in Copley 
Square, begun in 1887, and the removal thither from 


/ 
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the Boylston-street building, is of course the most consider- 
able event in the history of the year under examination, and 
an event that has in a marked degree attracted public atten- 
tion tothe Library. It is to be hoped that this public interest 
may continue, and the Trustees are strongly urged to encour- 
age it in all proper ways. Possibly a publication of the 
extent and the variety of the various collections, and the 
aims and purposes of the Library, judiciously distributed, 
would do much to enlist intelligent codperation on the part 
of the citizens. 

As to the building itself, the committee shares fully in 
what it believes to be the general public sense of satisfaction 
at the completion of the most considerable public edifice in 
the city of Boston and the most important public library 
building in the United States. 

That on the removal to it of the great collections of books 
and the extensive machinery of management of the Library 
it should be found that the new building was at once in all 
its details exactly fitted for its purposes was not perhaps to 
be expected, and so far as these changes in detail concern 
the comfort and convenience of the Librarian and his assist- 
ants in doing their work, they fall fairly enough within the 
general discharge of the Librarian’s duties, and may be left 
with him to work out. But it is not yet clear that the 
delivery room should not be on the first floor. But how 
best so extensive a change and the necessary accompanying 
changes shall be made, it is not easy to say out of hand. 
A year’s experience in the working of the Library in its new 
quarters, and of the Librarian’s observation thereon, will be 
necessary before attempting to solve the difficulty. 

3ut for the immediate comfort of the present users of the 
Library, there are one or two suggestions to be made which 
need not wait. 

Your committee has particularly interested itself in regard 
to the ventilation of the different portions of the Library 
building. Its various parts have been visited a number of 
times, both when it was known that the smallest number of 
the public would be present, and on days when it was certain 
that the rooms would be relatively crowded. The afternoon 
of Sunday may be taken as a good example of the latter 
state of things. 

The air in the passageways and corridors was found, with 
a single exception, to be fresh and pure. The periodi- 

cal room, if much crowded, was apt to be somewhat close. 
This was also true of the delivery room, unless the windows 
were open, and the air without in motion. Bates Hall was 
found at every visit to be remarkably well ventilated, on 
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no single occasion was any closeness experienced, even by 
one standing in the small gallery above the door. The 
worst airin the building was found in the corridor where the 
Sargent pictures are exposed, especially on Sunday after- 
noons. Here the atmosphere was often intolerably close and 
vitiated. 

The building, as a whole, is intended to be ventilated by 
means of a system that does away with the necessity of ad- 
mitting air through the windows, thus escaping the annoyance 
and injurious effects of dust. A large fan in the basement 
aids the inv oduction of air from without. This air is passed 
through filtering bags of large size, previous to its admission, 
It circulates thr rough the building and i is withdrawn by means 
of exhaust shafts, which in their turn are connected with 
another large fan, situated at the top of the building. 

Were the different parts of this system to work both con- 
stantly and harmoniously, it is probable that the ventilation 
would be well-nigh perfect, and criticism unnecessary. But 
as now applied it fails in various particulars. 

first. The large fan in the basement, which provides for 
the admission of air, is not run after 3.30 P.M. in winter. 
So much of the power of the engine is then needed for the 
electric lighting that a sufficient ‘amount is not available for 
the fan, and its power has to be withdrawn. 

Second. The exhaust shafts are not in all cases sufficient. 
This is especially true of the periodical and delivery rooms. 
In the former we are assured an existing spare flue can be 
utilized through one of the north closets of Bates Hall. In 
_the latter there is but a single exhaust outlet of relatively 
small proportions. The original intention was to open two 
additional flues in this room, but the space allotted to them 
was covered by the decorations. Air has consequently to be 
taken from without through the open windows, and when 
vitiated to be gotten rid of in the same manner. 

Third. No exhaust flue now extends direc tly to the gal- 
lery where the Sargent pictures are exhibited. The bad air 
from the rest of the building naturally rises to this place, and 
its proper ventilation is most important. It is possible ‘to 
connect it with the exhaust fan. 

The remedy for all this seems simple. Provide small ad- 
ditional engine and dynamo for the lower fan, and run it as 
long as the building is open, in the evening as well as by day. 
Extend the exhaust flue to the periodical room, and open the 
two additional ones needed in the delivery room. Connect 
the Sargent gallery directly with the exhaust fan. 

Our attention has been attracted to the lights in the news- 
paper room. Here there is room for very serious criticism. 
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These lights consist in part of upright 16-candle lamps, 
unshaded, strung around the walls, diffusing their illumina- 
tion in all directions, instead of directly downward on the 
papers where it is most needed, and partly in a series of 
lamps of the same power, enclosed in long, narrow, metallic 
boxes, shedding light directly downwards, it is true, but dif- 
fusing it very imperfectly. Depending from the ceiling are 
two chandeliers. 

We would suggest that the excellent lamps of Bates Hall 
be introduced in this room in sufficient numbers, and the 
present lamps discarded. And we think it will be found 
that, on the whole, the 24-candle lamps, “frosted,” afford 
a softer and pleasanter light than the 16-candle enclosed in 
plain glass. These lamps should be set in the semi-transpar- 
ent shades of porcelain, green without and white within, 
which shield the eye of the reader from the direct rays of the 
electric light, and yet diffuse them over so large a surface. 

Some plan should be devised for relieving ‘the readers in 
the magazine room from the noise the engines, which are set 
just beneath that room, make when running. 

The disturbance caused to readers by the influx of visitors, 
attracted solely by the mural paintings, should warn the 
Trustees of the extreme caution that should be employed in 
extending the decoration of the walls to rooms occupied by 
readers. 

Not unnaturally, the attention that during its progress has 
been given to the construction of the Library building has 
turned attention more or less from the Library itself, and 
matters in that regard have fallen somewhat behind. It is 
exceedingly important that they should be taken in hand, 
and that the Library be brought forward to the lines of the 
present best thought on the subject of library management 
as soon as may be. 

In regard to the buying of books — and here, of what books 
shall be bought, — that is, the function which the Library 
undertakes to discharge, __ the seeing that the public who 
are entitled to use the books have prompt and intelligible 
information as to what books they may find, the making 
-adequate provision for giving people this knowledge and the 
readiest possible access to the books — the committee make 
these suggestions : 

1. That in their opinion a clear distinction should be 
made between funds devoted to the purchase of special 
books, ¢.e., curious and rare books, or books useful only to 
scholars and investigators, and those devoted to the purchase 
of popular books, under which term they would include 
books useful and interesting to the general public. 
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According to the statement in the Report of the Trustees 
for 1894, the Library derives from its trust funds an in- 
come of about $9,000. Of this, 


$1,200 is specifically required to be spent for maintenance ; 
680 is specifically required to be spent for Charlestown 
Branch ; 
4 is specifically required to be spent for South Boston.

The remainder, which may roughly be called $7,000, 
seems freely at the disposal of the Trustees for the purchase 
of books, except for the following conditions : 


(Bowditch) Mathematics, etc. —. ; $350

(Franklin) Political economy : 40

A balance of at least $6,250 seems left for the purchase of 
books unrestricted. 

In the opinion of the committee this income of the trust 
funds should generally be devoted to the purchase of special 
books; and the funds derived year by year from grants of 
the city government should be wholly devoted to the pur- 
chase of books which in the broadest sense of the word 
may be called popular; z.e., of use and interest to the gen- 
eral public. Under the latter head would come books of 
reference, standard literature, treatises of such nature as to 
be comprehensible to intelligent laymen in the subject con- 
cerned, etc. Under the former head would come highly 
technical treatises, such, for example, as special works in 
law or medicine, divinity, or science, rare and curious 
editions of works substantially accessible in cheaper form, 
and in general all books the possession of which may be 
regarded as a distinction. 

It is obvious that from time to time opportunities for the 
purchase of special books may arise which clearly demand 
far more money than the trust funds supply, such oppor- 
tunities as were availed of when the Barton collection was 
bought, and when valuable books were bought from the 
collection of the late Mr. Barlow. In the opinion of the 
committee, however, such contingencies should never be 
met, even in part, by drawing on the regular city grants ; 
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but should always be made wholly the subject either of a 
special city grant, of private gift, or of public subscription. 

The committee would add an expression of opinion that 
one result which might reasonably follow from definite and 
openly stated adherence to the policy they recommend might 
be increase of trust funds at the hands of citizens interested 
in special subjects, and thus assured that only by enlightened 
endowment can special subjects be kept up in an institution 
so various in its functions as the Public Library. 

2. That in their opinion the present state of the Public 
Library, considered in relation to other large collections of 
books in this neighborhood, renders it highly desirable that the 
Trustees shall, at their earliest convenience, decide upon some 
definitely announced policy as to what special subjects shall be 
kept up by the Public Library and what shall be disregarded. 
To make any single library totally comprehensive is mani- 
festly impossible. Meanwhile the number of endowed and 
otherwise established libraries in the neighborhood of Boston, 
all of which are virtually accessible to properly qualified stu- 
dents and investigators, is such as to make probable, by 
means of codperation and mutual understanding, the ultimate 
presence in this region of an indefinitely comprehensive sys- 
tem which shall render ali manner of special study possible. 
In connection with this matter, the committee addressed to 
the Librarian the following questions: 

a. What special collections are in the Public Library? 

6b. What others are in the neighborhood ? 

c. By what means may these collections be made mutually 
available ? 

His comprehensive and interesting reply the committee 
append to this report, with their fullest approval. That 
needless reduplication of special material in any neighbor- 
hood is a serious waste of resources seems obvious. The 
committee would recommend this subject to the Trustees as 
one of prime importance. 

From this recommendation it naturally follows that in the 
opinion of the committee the acquisition or even the accept- 
ance of any special matter of a kind not already in posses- 
sion of the Public Library should always be a matter of 
peculiarly grave consideration. For example, in the opin- 
ion of the committee it would be in any case injudicious to 
add to the Library such a collection of eccentric and unusual 
works on philology, etc., as was made by the late Prince 
Lucien Bonaparte; while, should either the city or private 
benefactors be disposed to contribute so very large a sum as 
is demanded, the collection of rare and curious early printed 
books lately offered for sale by the Messrs. Sotheran, of Lon- 
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don, might add greatly to the distinction and the interest, 
though hardly to the practically useful value, of the Public 
Library. 

3. That in their opinion the chief function of the Public 
Library is that which, in this report, they have generally 
designated .as popular; viz., the placing at the disposal of 
the general public of books which, in the broadest sense, the 
general public may find either useful or wholesomely inter- 
esting. Under the former head, — useful, — the committee 
would include all general standard books of reference, and 
whatever, in any subject, may give accurate information to 
readers not engaged in highly specialized investigation. 
Under the latter head, — interesting, — the committee would 
include all books read for the pleasure of reading them. 

Books of the former class — useful — will generally be in 
less demand than the books of the latter. Often costly and 
bulky, they are obviously of a kind which are generally more 
conveniently useful in easily accessible collections than in 
free circulation. In the opinion of the committee, at least 
one copy of all such books in possession of the Public 
Library should regularly be kept at the Central Library, to 
be consulted on the spot. Duplicate copies for outside cir- 
culation should be provided in accordance with actual 
demand. In accordance with actual demand, too, perma- 
nently deposited copies of such books should regularly be 
kept at branches of the Library, to which branches duplicate 
copies for outside circulation may conveniently be sent, for 
any length of time, from the Central Library, as they may 
be called for. In any event, it is obvious that at least one 
copy of each of such books should be kept as a permanent 
part of the main collection. 

In the opinion of the committee, the convenient collection 
in given spots of such useful books is the chief function of 
the branches; it would follow that any considerable exten- 
sion of the present system of branches would seem, in view 
of its expense and of the present accessibility of both 
branches and Central Library, a doubtful policy. 

Books of the second class among those designated as popu- 
Jar — interesting books — present, perhaps, ‘the most. vital 
problem of all. The Library certainly has no more impor- 
tant function than that of providing with wholesome reading 
for leisure hours such residents of Boston as may be disposed 
or persuaded thus to occupy their leisure. In the opinion 
of the committee, definite policies might well be adopted 
concerning both the purchase of such books and their circu- 
lation. 

In the matter of purchase, the chief question appears to 
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be whether it is wiser to buy a few copies of many works, or 
more copies of fewer works chosen with more care. In the 
opinion of the committee the latter course is preferable. 
Books bought as interesting for general circulation should be 
scrutinized as carefully as possible, and, once approved, 
should be provided in as many copies as demand, considered 
in relation to resources, may require. Among such books, 
however, it is obvious that many, admirable for this purpose, 
are of small, if any, permanent value. The committee would 
suggest, then, that books purchased for popular circulation 
be classified for at least one year, and perhaps two years, 
apart from the permanent collections of the Library, and 
be added to the permanent collections only after a second 
scrutiny. 

In the matter of circulation, the committee is of opinion 
that the more frequently the actual books in question can be 
brought to the notice of the reading public, the better. The 
impersonality of titles even in the best catalogues is not stim- 
ulating to interest not already active. The presence of even 
a small collection of books, on. the other hand, often proves 
stimulating to interest not before consciously alive. The 
experience of ordinary book-clubs, that of the Boston Athe- 
neum where all shelves are accessible to proprietors, and the 
use of the reserved books in Bates Hall and of the juvenile 
books selected for children’s reading in the Central Library, 
combine to convince the committee that the admirable new 
system lately devised by the Librarian of delivery stations at 
which occasional deposits of popular books are kept on shelves 
instantly accessible to the public is of the highest value, and 
should be indefinitely extended, as demand occurs. At one of 
these stations, the committee are informed, where the deposit 
of books is less than three hundred, nearly eighty have been 
taken out in one day. For purposes of popular circulation, 
the system of accessible delivery stations seems immeasurably 
superior to the multiplication of stations so fixed and costly 
as regular branches. Anything like the expense of a new 
branch might reasonably be expected to do indefinitely in- 
creased work if devoted to multiplication of delivery stations. 

In the opinion of the committee, too, such stations, as 
well as the branches, might conveniently be advertised more 
conspicuously than at present. If at all railway stations, at 
all stations of the electric cars, at all branch post-offices, and 
at all school-houses, a conspicuous notice might be posted 
stating where the nearest branch or delivery station of the 
Public Library may be found, a decided increase in the use 
and efhiciency of such branches and stations might be con- 
fidently expected. | 
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The committee would express their cordial satisfaction 
with the manner in which the Library is at present managed. 
What suggestions they make are wholly in view of such in- 
evitable considerations as the rapid growth and extension of 
the library system make important for the future, 

As to the best methods of rendering the contents of the 
Library accessible to those who visit i and of bringing these 
most effectively to the attention of the people at large. — 

The general card catalogue upon the dictionary plan of 
authors, titles, and subjects in one alphabet appears to be as 
well adapted for its purpose as any that has yet been devised. 
It seems desirable to incorporate in it what is known as the 
“Lower Hall” catalogue of fiction, so that this catalogue 
shall be a complete index to the contents of the entire library. 
The committee suggest that this be done at as early a date 
as is consistent with the other work of the catalogue depart- 
ment. The committee invite immediate attention’ to the 
printed catalogue of the Roxbury Branch for the books in 
the Library before 1876, the few remaining copies of which 
are so worn as to be very imperfectly available, and they 
recommend the early addition of its contents to the card cata- 
logue which begins with 1876. 

The special subject lists have proved of great eae espe- 
cially to students, and their publication should be continued 
within the limits of a wise discretion as to subjects and 
expense. The committee suggest that these lists be made 
more generally available within the Library by the placing 
of distinctively bound copies of them upon the tables within 
easy reach of every reader. 

The later Bulletins issued have been mainly devoted to 
lists of books in the Library upon special topics — a depart- 
ure from the original purpose of the Bulletin, which was to 
publish occasional lists of the new books added to the 
Library. It seems to the committee desirable to discontinue 
the present Bulletin, and substitute for it a weekly classified 
list of new additions. This should include short titles with 
little bibliographical detail, and wherever necessary and 
practicable the addition of a line indicating the character and 
scope of the book. 

It appears from the limited sale of the Bulletin in the 
past, though placed at a merely nominal price, that it reaches 
but a small number of people, and that no information about 
the books which interest them reaches the large mass of 
people who do not visit the Library. It 1s thoueht that the 
free distribution of the lists of new books through the schools 
might be serviceable, and that an experiment in this direc- 
tion might wisely be tried. 
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In order to increase the popular use of the Library, the 
committee advise the publication, from time to time, or at 
regular intervals, of articles in the daily or Sunday news-. 
papers, relating to the additions made to the Library, and 
to the popular sources of information it contains upon the 
subjects which, for the time being, are uppermost in the 
public mind, the purpose being to suggest attractive and 
useful books to that portion of the public which seldom visits 
the Library, and stimulate the reading of useful and instruc- 
tive books of a popular and interesting character. Such 
information in the columns of a newspaper would also serve 
the broader purpose of suggestive aid to many other libraries 
in the Commonwealth. 

There are at present nine branches and thirteen delivery 
stations. 

It is a cardinal principle in library economy that books 
should be brought as near as possible to users. The branches 
and delivery stations should therefore be kept in a flourish- 
ing condition. This should be attended to, even if the only 
way of keeping them so is to diminish temporarily expendi- 
tures at the Central Library for the benefit of special and 
general students. 

No new branches are needed now, but there is urgent need 
for more delivery stations. 

It appears that 23,919 fewer volumes were given out for 
home use from the eight branches, then and now in operation, 
in 1894 than in 1890. It also: appears that at six of the eight 
branches a smaller number of persons have registered for the 
purpose of taking out cards than five years ago. 

Another fact that appears is that the branches have not 
been fully in touch with the Central Library. Not only is 
it seen that 224 fewer volumes belonging to the Central 
Library were used in the eight branches in 1894 than, in 1890, 
but also that in the case of six of these the average number of 
volumes sent daily to them in 1894 was less than three to the 
branch which called for the largest number, and intwo branches 
less than one volume. The daily average of the number of 
volumes sent to the other two branches was in one case four 
or five and in the other five or six. 

But it appears that while there has been a great increase in 
the amount of money spent during the last ten years on the 
Central Library, and that while the population of the suburbs 
has been growing rapidly in that period, the sum expended 
on the eight branches in 1894—5 is nearly $3,000 smaller than 
that epent for their benefit in 1884-5. 

The committee believes that more money should be spent 
on the branches. 


LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 47 


1. A largely increased and continuous supply of new 
popular books is imperatively needed. 

2. It would be well to enlarge the work of transferring 
from the Central Library to branches, and from one branch 
to another, books which have ceased, comparatively speak- 
ing, to afford entertainment in their present positions. 

3. It is desirable to allow readers to go to more and more 
of the shelves to pick out books to take home. The ideal 
plan would be to transfer books little used to the Central 
Library, to rearrange the shelving so as to make supervision 
easy and inexpensive, and then let the public rummage 
among nearly all of the books of the Library. 

4, More illustrated, humorous, and other attractive papers 
and magazines should be supplied. Periodicals should be 
provided which treat of the principles and applications of 
electricity and other natural forces. 

5. Rooms enough should be provided to satisfy the wants 
of children, and to make it possible for grown persons to be 
comfortable while reading, without being in too great prox- 
imity to large numbers of children. The committee was 
troubled when it learned that less than one-third of the adult 
users of the branch reading-rooms are men. These do not 
seem to have been so arranged as to attract that class of 
readers. 

6. More suitable accommodations should be secured for 
the branch library in East Boston. 

7. The South End Branch is so near the Central Library 
that it would seem well to change its character so as to make 
it more like a delivery station. Keep there permanently 
books needed by the scholars in the day and evening schools 
in the building. Also place there a small collection of mis- 
cellaneous books and periodicals, changing the former from 
time to time. 

8. The committee was glad to learn that a good col- 
lection of fresh reference-books of the character of diction- 
aries and encyclopedias is to be placed in every branch 
library. 

9. The main reliance for the successful working of a 
branch or delivery station must be upon the librarian and 
her assistants. 

Aptitude for library work should be assured in the case of 
the heads and assistants in branches, even if the assurance 
should involve a much greater expenditure than is made at 
present. | 

10. There should be a closer connection between the 
Central Library and the branches and delivery stations. 

(a) Means should be adopted to give greatly increased 
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information in both of the latter respecting the books in the 
Central Library. 

(b) The custodians of the branches should visit the Cen- 
tral Library often, to inspect improved methods adopted 
there. They should use the aid of the officers and’ books 
in the Central Library in answering the questions of in- 
quirers. 

(c) There should be a telephone in every Highah and 
delivery station. ' 

(d) There should be an accomplished person at the Cen- 
tral Library whose business it would be to communicate with 
the officers of the branches and delivery stations, and help 
them in every way. 

11. Some of the reading-rooms should be kept open later 
in the evening than at present, and the experiment of keep- 
ing a portion of them open during a part of Sunday should 
be tried under improved conditions. 

12. Care should be taken that the attendants are not 
overworked. 

13. The experiments recently made by the Librarian with 
the purpose of adding to the circulation of the delivery sta- 
tions have been very ‘successful. 

The committee approves heartily of the plan for bringing 
about a close connection between the Publie Library and the 
public schools, which has been presented to its members by 
the Librarian, and which, it is understood, meets with the 
approval of the Superintendent of Schools, the School 
Committee, and the Trustees and Librarian of the Public 
Library. 

Experience in several other places has shown which por- 
tions of the work of libraries in connection with schools 
belongs to the School Committee and which to the Library. 

It seems to the committee that the results of experience 
have been availed of and incorporated in the plan presented 
it for examination. 

While it is probable that special students will seek the 
special collections on the third floor of the new building in 
Copley Square, the large number of readers who frequent 
Bates Hall show the general demand for a public reading- 
room. ‘There are at present in Bates Hall some six or seven 
thousand volumes, a larger number, it is said, than have 
ever heretofore been thrown open to the access of the public 
without the intervention of an attendant. But that number 
of volumes is wholly insufficient for a suitably equipped 
reading-room. The great reading-room of the British 
Museum, the exemplar ‘of all such rooms, has about eighty 
thousand volumes on its shelves. At least three or four 
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times the number of volumes now in Bates Hall would be 
needed before the room could fairly be called a reading- 
room, fitted for serious reading, that is, and study. But it 
appears to be extremely doubtful if Bates Hall, either in its 
capacity or its adaptability thereto, can be made into such a 
suitable reading-room, and it may be necessary to look for 
a place for such a room in some extension of the building 
yet to be made. 

The children’s room should be the most important place 
in the city for the training of those readers without whom 
the Library is a mere ornament, or at best a convenience 
for scholars, instead of the nursery of good citizenship 
which it was meant to be. In the opinion of your commit- 
tee, no time should be lost in filling the shelves of this room 
with books, and in providing the most adequate guidance for 
their use. Advantage should be taken of the newly awak- 
ened interest in the ‘Library building which is now bringing 
many children to it from curiosity, and they should be lured 
.by every legitimate device to stay there for reading. All 
the books which the room can hold are not too many to put 
within reach of the children’s hands. The most helpful and 
inspiring attendant in the Library is none too valuable to 
find her post in this room. In every way known to modern 
educators the room should be made attractive. Large maps, 
a fine modern globe, and some good pictures, especially 
those of great Americans like Jefferson and Lincoln, ought 
to be found in the children’s room. The juvenile magazines 
should also be accessible there, and there should be several 
copies of the better ones. The placards which mark the 
room as belonging to “The Young,” a phrase objectionable 
to many children, should come down, and in their place 
should be posted carefully prepared lists of books accessible 
on the various subjects. If an occasional talk about books 
could be given by some competent person to the children 
who should chance to gather in the room on a given Satur- 
day afternoon, still further results might be accomplished. 
No one who goes to this room with an intelligent observation 
can fail to be convinced that within its walls there remaine 
for solution the most important problem concerning the re- 
lation of the Library to the life of the city. 

With the removal, which it is understood is in contempla- 
tion, of the collection of books on patents to special libraries, 
perhaps a room may be found suitable for use for lectures or 
talks on the art of using books. 

The existence of the Library itself of course bears sufficient 
testimony to the general belief in supplying the material for 


= 
reading, but it has not perhaps been sufficiently seen that the 
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buying and housing and lending of books is but part of the 
function of the Library : it must encourage and teach the 
use of them: it should set before itself clearly that one of its 
purposes, and that not the least, should be the cultivation of 
the reading habit. 

The opportunity of current events which have arrested 
the general attention should be seized for instruction in 
teaching what helps to their right apprehension may be had 
from oooks ; short and clear bibliographical notes, and clear 
expositions of the bibliography and literature upon such 
subjects, should be given from time to time as occasion 
offers. 

The general experience of the committee in its examina- 
tion shows that the administration of affairs is well and firmly 
in hand, and is dealing with the Library problems in the 
light of the latest experience and: views, while not only from 
their own experience but from such experience of others as 
has been repeated to them, there is nothing but praise for 
the courtesy and gracious helpfulness which one receives at 
the hands of all attendants. 

It is suggested that the Trustees consider whether it will 
not be more economical to have the printing and. binding 
needed by the Library done off the premises, and whether it 
may not in other ways be of advantage to avail themselves 
of the larger resources of independent printing-offices and 
binderies. 

On financial questions the committee beg to say 

1. That in their opinion the policy of the Trustees pursued 
this year in requesting from the city government separate 
appropriations for books and for maintenance is thoroughly 
wise, and should be regularly maintained. 

2. Legislation Suggested. — Chapter 114 of the Statutes 
of 1878 provides that the Library corporation, which consists 
of the Trustees, shall have authority to take and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding one‘ million 
dollars ($1,000,000), which may be given, granted, be- 
queathed, or devised to it and accepted by the Trustees for 
the benefit of the Public Library of the City of Boston or 
any branch library or any purpose connected therewith. 
The Auditor's Report for the fiscal year of 1894 and 1895 
shows that at the present time the Public Library funds 


vested in the corporation amount to $210,648.22. In addi- - 


tion to these funds, the corporation has received numerous 
gifts of books which are. now of large value. With the 
completion of the new building and the great interest shown 
in the same by the citizens, it isto be hoped and expected 
that a considerable number of bequests will be made by in- 
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dividuals, who realize the value’ to the community of such 
a library in its midst, and who will give liberally either for 
the general use of the Library or for some special purpose 
Myiected therewith. We suggest that the Legislature be 
asked to increase the amount of property which ‘the Lil orary 
corporation shall have authority to take and to hold to five 
millions of dollars, and that the citizens be advised through 
the public prints of this increase, in order that it may be 
generally understood that the corporation is empowered to 
take such gifts, and that it desires to have the same. The 
matter of suitable memorials in honor of donors to the 
Library is also worthy of consideration. 

3. The Annual Appropriation. —The proper administra- 
tion of the new building will require an increased appropriation 
from year to year in order to accomplish the best results and 
for the economical use and maintenance of the property and 
the books. Moreover, for several years a number of thou- 
sands of dollars will be required to make the changes which 
will be found, with active use of the new building, to be 
required. To meet this special need, and also the perma- 
nent increase from year to year, we make the two following 
suggestions, the adoption of both of which we earnestly 
urge. They are made after a careful investigation of the 
needs of the Library, and a comparison with the expense of 
other institutions of similar character and size. When the 
size of the new building, the number of people who use it 
daily, the number of employés required to maintain and 
operate it are considered, the amount of money required 
annually seems extremely small. 

First Suggestion. — It must be evident to every one who 
has given the matter careful thought that a great Public 
Library, whether intended for a scholar’s libr: ary, such as the 
British Museum, or a great circulating library for the citi- 
zens of acommunity of over a million people, all of whom, 
under chapter 222 of the Statutes of 1880, have free access 
to the Library, cannot be economically and advantageously 

maintained under the requirements and limitations heretofore 
applied to the annual appropriation. At present the city 
government appropriates a certain fixed amount for the 
Library Department, and if at the end of the fiscal year any 
balance of the appropriation remains unexpended, the same 
is returned to the City Treasurer, and cannot be held for the 
benefit of the Library the following year, in addition to the 
appropriation. The Library has now reached a stage of de- 
velopment when it should buy books when and where it can 
do so to the greatest advantage. ‘There are occasional sales 
of large and valuable collections in different parts of the world 
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at which the Library should be represented, and its funds 
should be’so arranged that it can take advantage of such 
opportunities. To do this, the Libr ary from now on should 
have an annual appropriation sufficiently definite so that the 
Trustees can rely upon a reasonably certain sum from year 
to year, which will increase in about the same ratio as the 
population which it serves; and the unexpended balance of 
any one year should be at the disposal of the Trustees, and 
should not be returned as an unexpended balance, or deducted 
from the appropriation for the following year. The new build- 
ing will doubtless serve the purposes for which it is intended 
for many years. There will be no unusual expenses for 
maintenance from year to year, and this department is one, 
therefore, in which.a departure from the established custom 
of making an appropriation of a varying amount each year 
could well be made. 

The committee recommends that the city government be 
asked to appropriate a definite proportion of the total income 
available for the department expenditures for the Library De- 
partment, and to provide that of this amount twenty-five 
thousand dollars at least shall be set apart for the purchase 
of books and pamphlets. It is believed that when once this 
mode of appropriation for the Library Department is inau- 
curated, it will continue, and the result will be that as the 
population of the community and the consequent needs of 
the Library increase, the appropriation will increase in about 
the same ratio. This committee also recommends that the 
unexpended surplus of any appropriation at the end of a 
year be held to the credit of the department for the purpose 
of buying books, and not be returned as an unexpended 
balance, or deducted from the appropriation for the follow- 
ing year. 

“Second Suggestion. — To meet the additional expense 
which will need to be incurred for some years in adapting 
the present building to the uses required of it, this committee 
recommends that the Trustees, instead of selling the old 
Library building at the present time, lease the same for the 
time limited by Chapter 68 of the ‘Statutes of 1889, which 
provides that the Trustees shall hold the property, or shall 
sell the sume on or before the maturity of the loan therein 
authorized. This committee is informed by the City 
Auditor that this time will expire in about five years. At 
the present time the old Library building cannot be sold to 
advantage, but at the expiration of five years, with the com- 
pletion of the new hotel on the corner of Tremont and Boyl- 
ston Streets, the subway in operation, and possibly the

contemplated new station at Park Square under way, the 
property would bring a much larger amount than at present.

Prof. Barrett WENDELL, Chairman, Sub-Committee on 
Books. 

My pear Mr. WeEnpeELL: In response to the three 
questions of which you left me a memorandum: 

I enclose a memorandum drawn up by Mr. Whitney at my 
suggestion. A copy of the “Handbook for Readers” to 
which he refers is, I think, in your hands, as also the latest 
Bulletin. These would cover pretty fairly your first ques- 

‘tion as to what special collections we have in the Public 
Library. There are certain departments of this Library. 
however, which, though not classed as special collections, are 
yet notably strong in the interest of special inquirers: the 
Patent Department, for instance; the U. S. Documents. 

The Harvard University Bulletin of May, 1892, to the 
article in which Mr. Whitney refers and which answers to a 
certain extent your second question as to what special collec- 
tions are in other Libraries closely accessible, I will send to 
you by messenger. Mr. Lane, who compiled the “ Notes,” 
states that he finds them to have been incomplete: in the 
‘case with the Atheneum, for instance, omitting the very large 
collection of International Law. 

As to your third question, what particular methods of 
interchange seem feasible, the problem seems to me to 
divide itself chronologically as follows : 

1. That each Library should furnish to each of the others 
the completest possible information of what it already con- 
tains, and of the methods of access thereto. 
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2. That the Libraries as a group shall come to an under- 
standing as to what class of material each shall make pecul- 
iarly its specialty. 

3. That each Library shall notify each of the others a 
the more notable purchases proposed by it. 

4. That the Libraries shall come to a mutual joven 
as to the facilities to be afforded by each to inquirers referred 
to it by the others, and, as part of the same agreement, an 
understanding as to what material each is willing to lend to 
the others on temporary deposit, and as to how this is to be 
transmitted, and on what conditions it is to be used. 

Division third is a simple one, as it requires simply a form 
of postal notice which will, I think, be adopted by at least 
two of the Libraries in this vicinity very shortly. The 
question in division first is a question largely of catalogues 
and of cataloguing. There will, I believe, be possible in 
the future coéperative under takings in cataloguing which 
will render much more clear the resources of the special col- 
lections of the Libraries in this vicinity. -With its own 
printing equipment, the Boston Public Library will hereafter 
be able to undertake much more varied enterprises in cata- 
loguing than have hitherto been afforded. 

An agreement as to mutual comity in the use of the books 

may be reached, and with very little trouble. —* 

The more formidable part of the problem is the differentia- 
tion; the constituency in each Library being duplicated, to a 
certain extent, in the constituency of each of the others. 
Abstractly, for instance, it should seem that the collection 
of genealogical matter in the Library of the New England 
Historic-Genealogical Society should render unnecessary the 
purchase of any but the more general works for the Boston 
Public Library ; but our inquirers in this line are so many 
and so persistent, that it would be impossible for us to con- 
fine ourselves to the general works, as the genealogical section 
in the Bates Hall reference collection is used more than any 
other material in the reading-room. Nor could we limit our 
purchases to general works on the subject without a vehement 
protest from a very large body of readers who would certainly 
not be content to be referred to Beacon Mill, even though we 
ee assure them of a courteous welcome when they reached 
there

To the Librarian: 


The readiest method of obtaining information in regard to 
the distinctive features of this and neighboring Libraries is 
found in the “Harvard University Bulletin,” May, 1892, in 
an article entitled “ Notes on Special Collections to be found 
in the Public Libraries of the United States,” by W. C. 
Lane and C. K. Bolton. Here are given characterizations 
of twenty-eight Libraries in Boston and Cambridge. While 
these descriptions are brief, and necessarily very incomplete, 
they are helpful and invite further investigation. 

I have had occasion recently to examine the manuscript 
catalogues of a few of these Libraries, and have been im- 
pressed with their wide range and diversity. Many are col- 
lections on special subjects, as, for instance, the Herbarium 
Library of the Botanical Gar den at C: unbridge and the Boston 
Natural History Society Library, and readers at the Boston 
Public Library not finding the books needed would naturally 
turn to these special collections. 


The Boston Public Library. 


Additional information in regard to the Boston Public 
Library is to be found in the “ Handbook for Readers,” 9th 
edition. Pages 333-348 contain an account of the special col- 
lections given to the Library, with mention of the catalogues 
printed in book form. Pages 28-262 contain an index to the 
many book lists and bibliographical notes published in the 
Bulletin and elsewhere during the past thirty years. By 
these an approximate idea may be obtained of the contents 
of the Library. A later index is in Vol. 9 of the Bulletin. 
On page 2 of the cover of the latest Bulletin the titles of all 
our special catalogues are given. 

It is doubtless true that there has heen less codperation 
among the Libraries of Boston and Cambridge ‘than is desir- 
able, and this for two reasons: 

1. Most of these are proprietary Libraries, or belong to 
institutions or learned societies, to which the public cannot 
easily have access. | 

2. Few, if any, have printed catalogues brought up to 
date, which an outsider could use. 

There is preparing at this Library a new edition of the list 
of serial public: itions now taken in the principal Libraries of 
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Boston and Cambridge, which will be a contribution towards 
making these Libraries mutually helpful. 

If each Library could place in sight of its readers the 
printed catalogues and bulletins of the other institutions it 
would be a help. Our own Library has made a special point 
of this, and the Bulletins of Harvard College and Catalogues 
of the Boston Atheneum and State Library, and other helps, 
are within the reach of all, 

I think that there is a friendly feeling between all of these 
Libraries and a desire for codperation. The Harvard College 
Library is certainly most generous in its offers of aid to out- 
siders. So, too, our own Library would be. , 

Perhaps a published statement might give expression to 
this good feeling, and encourage in readers the belief that the 
words over the doorway of this Library, “ Free to all,” are 
true, in a sense, of all the other Libraries. Cards might be 
given by the librarians commending students to the con- 
sideration of other librarians, or asking for them access to 
the books needed.

MEMORANDA. 


Joshua Bates, born near Boston, 1788, died in London, as the head of the house of Baring Brothers & Co., 1864. In addition to this fund, he gave $50,000 worth of books to the Library. 
The sum of $1v,000 was a gift in Mr. Phillips’ lifetime. The other $20,000 was bequeathed by his will, dated 28th ot September, 1849. He died 29th of July, 1860, aged 82. 

Mr. Lawrence died in August, 1855, and this sum was a bequest. _ E D ,

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APPENDIX VIII. 


TRUSTEES FOR FORTY-FOUR YEARS. 


The Honorable Edward Everett was President of the Board 
from 1852 to 1864; the late George Ticknor in 1865; William W. 
Greenough, Esq., from 1866 to April, 1888; from May 7, 1888, 
to May 12, 1888, Prof. Henry W. Haynes; Samuel A. B. Ab- 
bott, Esq., May 12, 1888, to April 30, 1895; Hon. F. O. Prince 
since October 8, 1895. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization; that for 
1853 made what is called the first annual report. It consisted of 
one alderman and one common councilman, and five citizens at 
large, till 1867, when a revised ordinance made it to consist of 
one alderman, two common councilmen, and six citizens at large, 
two of whom retired, unless reélected, each year, while the mem- 
bers from the City Council were elected yearly. In 1878 the 
organization of the Board was changed to include one alderman, 
one councilman, and five citizens at large, as before 1867; and in 
1885, by the provisions of the amended city charter, the repre- 
sentation of the city government upon the Board, by an alderman 
and a councilman, was abolished, leaving the Board as at present, 
consisting of five citizens at large.

Notice To APPLICANTS FOR EMPLOYMENT. 


Applications must be made upon the printed blanks furnished 
by the Library. Examinations for applicants will be held from 
time to time as the needs of the service may require. Each ap- 
plicant will be notified of the examination to be held next after 
the filing of his application. 

The examinations are not strictly competitive. Other capaci- 
ties being equal, preference will be given to. persons attaining the 
highest mark; but in making selections from among those who 
have taken the examination, other elements of fitness for the par- 
ticular positions to be filled will be taken into account. 

The purpose of the examination being, not to test the intelli- 
gence of the applicants by an absolute standard, but rather to 
range the applicants according to the relative intelligence dis- 
played by them, no absolute pass-mark is fixed; nor is any cer- 
tificate or diploma given, but candidates will, if they desire, be 
informed of their relative rank among those who have taken 
examinations for the same grade. 

The examination, moreover, 1s regarded as a preliminary test 
merely. It must be followed by a test of capacity in actual 
service during a probationary period. And all appointments to 
the service, even where carrying pay, are provisional and con- 
ditioned upon proof of capacity for the particular positions to be 
filled as shown in actual service. 

The entire Library service (excepting the Engineer, Janitor, 
and Printing Departments and the Bindery; and the Sunday and 
Evening service which is paid by the hour) is divided into grades. 
Each grade begins. with a minimum salary and progresses to a 
maximum. The maximum reached, no further increase is possi- 
ble except by promotion to a higher grade. Such promotion os[v 
is based upon an examination, combined, however, with certificate 
of capacity from the head of department in which the employé 
has served. 

The ordinary grades are supposed to provide for positions 
where academic knowledge is necessary; the special grades for 
those positions where special capacities (as knowledge of type- 
writing, executive ability, etc.) are more particularly required.

BY-LAWS OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. ApopTrED DECEMBER 3, 1895. , 


ARTICLE I. 
OFFICERS OF THE CORPORATION. 


Section 1. The Officers of the Corporation shall.be a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, and Clerk, who shall be chosen by bailot at 
the annual meeting on the first Monday of May in each year; 
but if any vacancy shall occur by the death, resignation, inability 
to act, or other cause, of any of said officers such vacancy may be 
filled by the Trustees at any special meeting called for the pur- 
pose, and the notices thereof shall state the objects of the 
meeting. 

Section 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Corporation, sign all pay-rolls and all requisitions upon the City 
Treasurer, and all drafts or checks upon funds on deposit in Lon- 
don in payment for purchases made by the Trustees. 

Section 3. In the absence or disability of the President the 
Vice-President shall perform all the duties of the President. 

Section 4. The Clerk shall be sworn to the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties, shall attend all meetings of the Corporation, 
keep a full record of its proceedings, and shall be the custodian 
of all its records and papers. 


ArTIcLE II. 
MEETINGS: OF THE CORPORATION. 


Section 1. The annual meeting of the Corporation shall be 
held on the first Monday of May in each year. 

There shall be regular meetings of the Corporation every Fri- 
day at four o’clock in the afternoon. 

Special meetings shall be called by the Clerk whenever directed 
by the President in writing, or requested in writing by two 
‘Prustees. 

Section 2. Written notice of all special meetings shall be sent 
by mail post-paid to each Trustee at least three days before the 
meeting. 

Section 3. All meetings of the Corporation shall be held in 
the Trustees’ Room at the Central Library, unless otherwise 
ordered by vote of the Corporation at a previous meeting. 

Srotion 4. Three Trustees shall constitute a quorum to do 
business. v

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ArtTicLE III. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Section 1. The order of business at the regular meetings of 
the Trustees other than the annual meeting shall be as follows: 


1. Reading of the record of proceedings of the previous

2. Business required by law or by ordinance, and commu- 
nications from the City Government or any branch 
thereof.

Miscellaneous business.

The Chief of the Ordering Department. 
The Chief of the Delivery Department. 
The Chief Engineer. 


OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


Section 2. The Librarian shall, under the Trustees, have the 
general charge, management, and control of the Library and its 
branches, and of all persons employed therein, and shall have 
the custody of all property, real and personal, owned by or under 
the control of the Corporation, for which no other provision is 
made. 

At each regular weekly meeting the Librarian shall make a 
written report to the Trustees containing his recommendations 
for the purchase of books and supplies and for any changes in ser- 
vice or in the work of the Library. 

He shall also at the first regular meeting in each month report 
in writing to the Trustees the general condition of the Library, 
and include in this report the reports for the previous month 
made to him by the heads of the various departments, the Auditor 
and the Assistants in charge of branches. 


OF THE ASSISTANT LIBRARIAN. 


Section 3. The Assistant Librarian shall, under the Libra- 
rian, have charge of the details of the administration of the 
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Library and its branches, and in the absence or disability of 
the Librarian shall exercise the powers and perform the duties 


of that officer. 
OF THE AUDITOR. 


Section 4. The Auditor shall examine and audit all bills and 
accounts due from the Library, keep a record of receipts from 
fines and from the sales of catalogues and other sources, and 
prepare the pay-rolls, and all requisitions upon the City Auditor. 

The Auditor shall also keep books of account showing accu- 
rately all expenditures of the city appropriation, the income of 
each of the trust funds and expenditure thereof; and at the first 
regular meeting of the Trustees in each month shall make a re- 
port showing the receipts and expenses of the Library for the 
previous month and for the current year, and its financial condi- 
tion. She shall submit also monthly, for allowance with other 
bills presented, a statement, with vouchers, of sums expended by 
her for postage, expressage, cleaning, bills for books whose total 
in each case does not exceed ten dollars, and other bills which 
she is required to pay in cash out of the Library moneys in her 
hands. 

All bills and accounts audited by the Auditor, if then approved 
by the Librarian, shall be presented to the Trustees for allowance 
at the meeting next preceding the twentieth day of each and 
every month, but in case of special exigency bills may be pre- 
sented tor allowance at other meetings of the Trustees. 


OF THE CHIEF CATALOGUER. 


Section 5. The Chief Cataloguer shall have charge of the 
Catalogue Department and of the persons employed therein, and 
of the various catalogues. | 


OF THE CHIEF OF THE SHELF DEPARTMENT. 


Section 6. The Chief of, the Shelf Department shall have 
charge of the persons employed in his department, and of all 
matters relating to the location and condition, and the prepara- 
tion for binding, of books and periodicals, and shall, at least 
once a year, make a careful examination of the books, and report 
in writing the number and condition thereof to the Librarian, 
who shall lay the same before the Trustees. 


OF THE CUSTODIAN OF BATES HALL. 


Section 7. The Custodian of Bates Hall shall be charged 
with the supervision of the service in that Hall, and’the preser- 
vation of order and quiet therein. 


OF THE CHIEF OF THE ORDERING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 8. The Chief of the Ordering Department shall have 
charge of all matters relating to the ordering and receiving of 
books voted to be purchased, and the control of all persons em- 
ployed in that department. . 
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OF THE'CHIEF OF THE DELIVERY DEPARTMENT. 


Section 9. The Chief of the Delivery Department shall have 
charge of all matters relating to the issue and reception of books 
issued for home use and the issue and reception of books for use 
in Bates Hall, and control of all persons assigned to the Delivery 
Department. 

| OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER. 


Section 10. The Chief Engineer shall, under the Librarian 
have charge of all persons employed in the engineer, janitor, and 
repair departments of the Central Library building; shall super- 
intend the work of the repair department, and have the general 
custody of the Central Library building. 


ARTICLE VY. 


OF THE LIBRARY SERVICE. 


Section 1. All persons employed in the Library shall be at 
their posts promptly every morning when the Library opens, and 
remain there during the hours of their regular duty. 

Section 2. All persons regularly employed in the Library, 
except persons employed in the Engineer’s or Janitor’s depart- 
ments, or in the bindery, shall be entitled to a vacation at the 
rate of twenty-four days for each year in the service, exclusive of 
legal holidays and of the weekly half-holiday allowed by the city 
ordinance, to be arranged by the Librarian. No allowance shall 
be made for absence from duty except as above provided. 

Section 3. The President or Librarian shall have power to 
suspend, with loss of pay, any person in the Library service until 
the first succeeding meeting of the Corporation. 

Section 4. No book or other publication shall be received at 
the Library or any of its branches for show or distribution; nor 
shall any subscription paper for any purpose whatsoever be placed 
therein, except by the vote of the Corporation. 

Section 5. Officers and heads of departments shall enforce 
these rules, and all persons employed in the Library service must 
report at once any breach of them that may come to their notice. 

Section 6. Any violation or neglect of the rules prescribed 
by the Corporation will be cause for dismissal. 

Section 7. Each officer shall perform his duties under the 
general direction of the Librarian, and all officers of the Library 
are expected to afford all possible assistance to persons using the . 
Library or its branches. 


ARTICLE VI. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


Section 1. Semi-annually, or oftener if expedient, exami- 
nations shall be held under the direction of the Librarian, for ad- 
mission, by promotion or otherwise, to all grades of employment 
in the Public Library, except the positions of Librarian, Assistant 
Librarian, Auditor, Chief Cataloguer, Chief of Shelf Department, 
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Custodian of Bates Hall, Chief of Ordering Department, Chief of 
Delivery Department, Chief Engineer, and Head of Bindery. 

From the list of those persons who have successfully passed 
the examinations of the grade in which they seek employment, 
appointments shall be made by the Trustees upon nomination by 
the Librarian in consultation with the head of the department in 
which the appointment is to be made. | 


ArRTIcLE VII. 


All previous By-Laws are hereby repealed, and these By-Laws 
may be amended by vote of a majority of the Trustees at any 
meeting of the Corporation, the notice for which shall state that 
amendments will be proposed.

To the Trustees of the Boston Public Library : 


GENTLEMEN: The Woman’s Education Association, believing 
that the establishment of a branch of the Public Library in the 
West Church on Cambridge street would do much to promote the. 
better education of the people of that part of the city, resolved, 
in the spring of 1894, to do all in its power to procure the purchase 
of the church by the city for library uses. ‘The following action 
was therefore taken at the regular meeting, held April 26, 1894 : 

“Voted, That if the West Church is bought by the city for a 
Branch Library, the Association pledges itself to raise a sum of 
money sufficient to purchase three to four thousand books, which 
books, being carefully selected by its Committee on Libraries, 
shall be presented to the city as a gift from this Association.” 

A copy of this vote, with the reasons therefor, was given to the 
Mayor, and by hin sent to the Council, and the church was sub- 
sequently bought. 

The Association now fulfils its pledge, and presents to you 
for the West Church Branch Library, between five and six thou- 
sand volumes. Of these, about twenty-six hundred were received 
by direct gift. Between three and four hundred more volumes, 
which were given to the Association for the Branch, seemed to 
the committee in charge to be more suited to the Central Library, 
and so are given to you, without any restriction as to where they 
shall be placed. The remainder of the books were purchased 
with money given for this purpose, and have been carefully 
selected by the committee, with a view to the special needs of the 
people likely to frequent this Branch. The sum of five hundred 
dollars, for which a check is enclosed, is given by the family of 
the late Charles Greely Loring, as a memorial fund, from the in- © 
come of which books are to be bought for the Branch. The 
enclosed letter from Mr. William C. Loring explains this matter 
more fully. | 

All these gifts, both of money and books, come to the Library 
through the Association, chiefly from three sources: from the 
family of the Rev. Charles Lowell, the well-known minister of 
the West Church, from 1806 to 1861; from persons formerly con- 
nected with the West parish, or their descendants; and, finaily, 
from persons directly or indirectly connected with the Woman’s 
Education Association. About one hundred and twenty-five 
volumes were kindly given by Boston publishers. 

In order to perpetuate in some degree the good work done for 
so many years by Rev. Charles Lowell, the Association respect- 
fully requests that the books now given may be known as the 
Lowell Collection. 

Trusting that the old church may be in the future, as in the 
past, a centre of good work and inspiration for the community,

FOR THE YEAR. 1895. 


OFFICE OF SUPERINTENDENT OF MARKETS, 
Boston, February 1, 1896. 
Hon. JosiaH Quincy, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Sir: In conformity to Chapter 3, Section 22, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the annual report 
for the Department of Markets, ending January 31, 1896. 

During the year, I have condemned and ordered to be 
destroyed as unfit for food, ten thousand (10,000) pounds 
of beef, two hundred forty (240) pounds of lamb and mut- 
ton, six hundred (600) pounds of poultry, seventy-six (76) 


pounds of venison, three hundred eighty (380) pounds of 


veal, and large quantities of fruit and vegetables have been 
sent to the dumping-scow. 

There have been many alterations and repairs upon the 
premises occupied by the lessees, which have been made at 
their expense, and have at the same time been of benefit to 
the property of the city. 

That part of the building used for market purposes is now 
in good repair, it having been painted and whitened during 
the. year, and will not require any expense of this nature for 
some years. As soon as practical, however, there should be 
new floors laid in the passageways of Faneuil Hall and New 
Faneuil Hall markets, as those now in use are badly worn 
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and will require constant repairs to keep them safe for pub- 
lic travel. 

The question of providing a better system of drainage for 
the markets, which has been agitated for several years, is, I 
am pleased to say, nearly completed, work having been com- 
menced, and will be finished in a short time. The work is 
being done under the direction of the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings, and when finished will remove what has 
been a great annoyance to the market lessees, and should be 
quite a saving of expense, which the city has been obliged 
to incur to properly care for it. 

3y an act of the Legislature in 1895, the police who were 


under the control of the’ Superintendent of Markets and - 


were appointed by him have been merged into the regular 
police force, and are now under the control of the Board of 
Police. In my opinion, the change has been of mutual ad- 
rantage to the department and the public, as the officers 
were constantly called to exercise authority off the limits of 
the market, which, under their warrants, might have raised a 
question as to their authority to act in emergencies which 
are constantly occurring. 

By reason of this change, which gave to the department 
an additional police officer, I have been enabled, without 
detriment to the efficiency of the department, to consolidate 
the offices of Deputy Superintendent and Weigher at the City 


Scales, at a saving to the city of twelve hundred dollars: 


($1,200) per year. 

During the year the market police have made one hun- 
dred and two (102) arrests, for the following offences, viz. : 
Drunkenness, thirty-nine (39); lareeny and embezzlement, 
forty-two (42); assault and battery, eighteen (18); using 
profane language, two (2): obtaining goods under false 
pretences, one (1); total, one hundred and two (102). 

The question of providing room for market gardeners is 
one which has given cause for serious thought, as these par- 
ties are now obliged to occupy stands in the streets adjacent 
to the market limits, and have at times caused considerable 
annoyance. During the past season, however, owing partly 
to better police regulations, there have been but few com- 
plaints, and these have been of a trivial nature. 

During the latter part of the year 1895 an order was 
introduced in the City Council to petition the Legislature 
for an extension of the market limits, and if this measure 
should receive favorable action I am satisfied that the ineon- 
venience we have experienced for the past ten years will be 
greatly lessened, and perhaps wholly removed. Durine the 
busy season (say from the middle of June until the middle 
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of October) it is not uncommon to have (three or four days 
in each week) from three hundred and fifty (850) to four 
hundred and fifty (450) farmers’ teams at the market with the 
produce of their farms to sell. It is for the benefit of the 
public that the privilege which they have enjoyed since 
the opening of the market, of purchasing their supplies 
direct from the producer, should be continued, as they are 
thereby assured of securing fresh provisions at prices much 
less than they would have to pay if the merchandise were 
disposed of through other channels. 

The appropriation for the department for the year 1895 
was twelve thousand four hundred and fifty dollars ($12,450), 
and has been expended as follows, viz. :

Sir: The Board of Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery 
respectfully submit their report of the affairs of this depart- 
_ ment for the fiscal year of 1895-6. 

The financial year of this department covers the period 
from January 31, 1895, to February 1, 1896. 

The present Board of Trustees were appointed May 1, 
1895, at which time they assumed the management of this 
department. 


INCOME OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The income of this department is from three sources : 

First. Money derived from the sale and care of lots, 
interments, payments from the “Overseers of the Poor” for 
the burial of the poor, preparing lots for interments, use of 
receiving tomb, and sale of plants and flowers; an income 
which is necessarily uncertain, and varies from month to 
month, according to lots purchased, interments, and sales of 
plants and flowers made. 


, 
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Second. Interest derived from the Perpetual Care Fund, 
invested by the City Treasurer. 

Third. Yearly city appropriation. 

The amounts received from these sources appear in another 
part of this report, in detail. 

The annual appropriation for the year 1895 was 88, 000, 
which was $2,000 less than the annual appropriations of the 
prior three years. 

After the Board assumed the management of this depart- 
ment, May 1, of the year 1895, they found that the bills con- 
tracted by the retiring Board of Trustees (not including 


salaries or labor), and paid or payable out of the annual 


appropriation of 1895, amounted to $5,278.70. 

This large amount was virtually expended during two 
months by ‘the old Bo: ird, and did, not include, as has been 
stated, the additional amount paid for salaries and labor. 
The old Board, however, showed in their report for the year 
ending January 31, 1895, an alleged balance of $950.02. 

In the appended account of amounts paid out during the 


present year, the bills contracted and paid by the old Board.

star. 

The present Board soon found that in order to carry the 
department along, supply its equipment, and make necessary 
and imperative repairs, they required an additional sum of 
$5,000, which in August was transferred from the Reserve 
Fund of the city to this department. 

The department has, during the year, paid all outstanding 
indebtedness contracted on or before January 15, 1896, and 
shows a balance on hand as of February 1, 1896, of $2, 290, 40. 


Against this, however, are the January accounts which are. 


ps iyable February 1, 1896, amounting to $1,343.69, making 
an actual balance of $946.71, with no outstanding ‘deboute 
unpaid. 


LABOR. 


The finances of the department are under the control of 
the Board of Trustees, who also supervise, so far as is neces- 
sary, the work which is carried on in the cemetery. 

The department is represented in the cemetery by its 
superintendent, who has control over the employees, labor, 
and property, and in addition to this, he directs funerals, 
keeps records of the interments, location, and transfer of 
bodies, and is, in all he does, ath: the direction of the 
Trustees, and responsible to them for his acts. 

The superintendent receives an annual salary of $2,000... 
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The present incumbent is Mr. James H. Morton, who has 
fulfilled his duties to the Trustees’ satisfaction, and in an able 
and efficient manner. 

The Board employs a secretary, with an office in the Old 
Court-House, at an annual salary of $400, whose duties are 
clerical. 

The present secretary is Mr. Franklin D. Rideout. 

The cemetery comprises about one hundred and six acres, 
and a large force of men is needed to keep the grounds in 
proper condition, and to attend to the routine work of the 
department. 

The present Board have employed, on an average, thirty- 
eight (38) men, as large a force as was compatible with the 
finances, and even then, at certain seasons, found the number 
inadequate to accomplish all that was desired. The exten- 
siveness of the grounds, the need of frequent grass-cutting, the 
large number of interments, repairs of walks and roadways, 
care of trees, shrubs, and greenhouses, the watering of the 
lawns, preparing new eround for oraves, and such other nec- 
essary and detail work, call for a large corps of men to per- 
form the same in a proper manner. 

The department, considering its area and work, employs a 
much smaller force than is employed in neighboring ceme- 
teries, and even then compares most favorably in the order 
and neatness of its grounds with theirs. 

Certain salaried positions which were deemed of no benefit 
have been abolished, which, with the abolition of the position 
of business manager (a position created in 1891), results in 
a saving for the financial year of 1895 of $3,000, at least. 
The business manager received a salary of $2,300 a year. 
His duties have been assumed by the Board and the super- 
intendent, in addition to their other duties. 

A clerk at ten dollars per week takes the place of a clerk 
who received last year a salary averaging three dollars a day. 

The position of sexton has been discontinued. 

Many of the actual business details of conducting the cem- 
etery have been assumed by the Board, relieving them of all 
necessity of a business manager. The Board assumed this 
work in the interests of economy, and with a belief that it 
was properly within the province of their position, which 
they had no desire to treat as merely honorary, entailing no 
eall for personal labor and responsibility. 

From the first the Trustees have considered it an impera- 
tive duty to give the department a personal and careful 
supervision. The members of the Board have in all matters 
of expenditure and policy acted jointly, and no matter has 
been undertaken without action of the Board as a whole. 
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BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT. 


This Board found that many repairs were urgently and 
imperatively needed on certain of the buildings connected 
with the department. One of the greenhouses was so dilap- 
idated that it was propped up to hold it in position, and an 
examination disclosed the foundation and framework in a 
rotten and unsafe condition, the sashes falling apart, and the 
whole structure unfit for another winter’s occupancy. This 
ereenhouse was reconstructed in a thorough manner, — new 
tanks supplied, — and at a cost of $3870. While the other 
ereenhouses needed thorough repair, the state of finance did 
not warrant doing more than making them winter tight. 
They must be repaired before another winter. General re- 
pairs made on the various buildings amounted to about $600 
more. 

The shed, under which are kept the work teams, watering 
carts, etc., has been repaired with a new roof, tarred and 
oravelled. 

Other repairs will have to be undertaken very soon, par- 
ticularly about the barn and greenhouses. 

The equipment of horses, tools, and harnesses called for 
a considerable and unavoidable outlay. 

The horses in most instances were old and ailing, one vi- 
cious, another unsafe, and two worthless on account of disease. 
In their places the Board purchased two pairs of acclimated 
horses, young and fit for teaming, and two other strong and 


rw) 
reliable horses for general work purposes. The department 


now owns nine horses, which are profitably used, even in the 


winter months, about the grounds, and in teaming dressing 
for the lawns. 

The harnesses, blankets, robes, and stable coverings have 
been added to and put in serviceable condition. 

New carts, a horse lawn-mower, and necessary tools are 
among the things which have been purchased, either to sup- 
ply a need or take the place of worn-out articles of a like 
nature. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 


Since May, eighty-three (83) lots, containing 52,140 
square feet of land, have been prepared in a desirable posi- 
tion, and are ready for sale. This amount represents a value, 
computed at rates of sale, of $25,100. In addition to this, 
a large tract is being prepared. for single graves, out of 
which have already been sold about 200 graves, and 143 
interments have been made therein, for which have been 
received since May 17, 1895, $3,519. 


The lot owners have erected at their own expense during 


- 
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the year, 161 monuments and headstones, many of which 
are of beautiful design. 

The foundation has been set, in the McGlenen lot for a 
monument in memory of the late Henry A. McGlenen, 
which will be put in place early in the spring of 1896. The 
monument, which has already received much public comment 
on account of its peculiar fitness to the memory of one uni- 
versally loved, will occupy a conspicuous position, and add 
another beautiful memorial to the many already placed in 
this city of the dead. 

Ten acres of land have been ploughed up, dressed, and 
made ready for grass seed; and it is believed that sufficient 
hay can be grown to supply the horses during the next 
winter. This will result in a net profit over the labor em- 
ployed, and at the same time start good grass ground for a 
lawn at the entrance of the cemetery. 

The trees and shrubs have been pruned and trimmed, the 
greenhouses restocked, and the grounds show many im- 


provements of a permanent nature. 


~ RECOMMENDATIONS, 


’ The chief revenue of this department is necessarily from 
the sale of lots, and for that reason everything possible 
should be done to attract purchasers. 

It was unfortunate in the original planning of the cemetery 
that the barns and sheds were placed in the corner of the 
cemetery on the main street running in front of the grounds, 
and on the most desirable portion thereof. These buildings, 
with the litter necessarily attendant on the same, are not 
attractive, and require a thorough overhauling and immedi- 
ate repair, which is so extensive that they cannot be under- 
taken with the usual income of the department. 

It is recommended that these buildings, for the best 
interests of the cemetery, be removed to some ground 
adjacent to and not an immediate part of the cemetery. 
The greenhouses and hot-beds are also on the main street, 
and occupy a desirable portion of the cemetery grounds, 
and should be removed to some less conspicuous position. 

The department has no chapel or place suitable in which 
to hold funeral services, and in some instances lot holders 
have been obliged to obtain the use of a chapel in the im- 
mediate vicinity. An appropriate chapel should be built. 

The present Trustees have given the finances of this de- 
partment most careful attention, and believe that if the 
cemetery was made more attractive by the removal of the 
barns, greenhouses, and buildings from their present con- 
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spicuous position to adjacent ground, and the erection of a 
suitable chapel, which, though. requiring an immediate out- 
lay, would attract more purchasers of lots, and tend to make 
the department self-supporting. 

It is simply a question of business. The finances of other 
cemeteries carried on by private corporations show a net 
gain from year to year far in advance of the expenditures, 
and all this without suffering the progress of improvement 
to stop. It is the duty of the city to do everything possible 
to adorn and beautify this cemetery. 

While the department will always have to remain under 
the city control, it is very unfortunate that a new Board of 
Trustees should come into power every year. No matter 
what work is planned for, or new system adopted, the term 
of office of the Board of Trustees is so short that really 
nothing on a permanent basis can be established with any 
guarantee of its being carried on. 

If the Trustees were appointed for varying terms of years, 
this would be obviated, and enough of an old Board would 
be left from year to year to ensure some hope of a continu- 
ing policy. 


Again, this department has no water-pipes running through 


the grounds, and when the dry season comes on, the lawns 
and the grass, grounds, and shrubs suffer for the want of 
water. It is wholly impracticable to carry water from the 
gate of the cemetery in carts, —this would entail an enor- 
mous expense, and the small amount of water would result 
in little benefit. 

The present Board intend to carry the water-pipe from 
the gate, where it now stops, as far into the cemetery as 
is consistent with the finances and the necessary work of the 
grounds. ;

The grounds, during the past months, have been carefully 


kept, and suitably adorned with shrubs and plants, and the 
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lots entitled to perpetual care have received their share of 
attention. 

The land which has been developed for the purposes 
of lots and single graves has been developed on the lawn 
plan, and is a distinet addition to the landscape effect of the 
cemetery. 

The management of this department is one of sacred duty, 
concerning as it does the last resting-place of the beloved 
dead of our citizens. It is a place dedicated to sorrow, and 
conduct and deportment in accordance therewith have been 
exacted of all employees. 

The present Board have fully appreciated the honor of 
their position, and in submitting this, their annual report, 
sincerely trust that both the citizens of Boston and the lot 
holders will feel assured of the sincerity of their labors, and 
the faithfulness of their execution.

Sir: The Board of Overseers of the Poor herewith present 
their thirty-second annual report of the present series, cover- 
ing the year from February 1, 1895, to January 31, 1896. 


EXPENSE OF THE DEPARTMENT.

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STATISTICS OF CASES AIDED. 


he number of families assisted by us in the year was 
3,519, a decrease of 770 families from the previous year. 
Of these, 323 families resided in other cities and towns, but 
had retained their settlement in this city ; and we received 
payment for aid rendered to 265 families residing in Boston 
whose legal settlement was elsewhere. 

The number of new cases aided during the year was 767, 
a decrease of 448 from the year previous. The total number 
of cases dealt with since 1864 by our Board is 32,267. 

The number of official visits made by our visitors during 
the year was 21,382. In addition, 1,293 visits were made 
by three physicians in the employ of the Board. 


FamMities AIDED DURING THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31,

AID GIVEN TO FAMILIES OF CRIMINALS. 


Many applications for aid come to us from the families of 
men who, for drunkenness, or other petty crime, are sery- 
ing sentences of short duration in the House of Correction 
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or Industry. Often we are called upon more than once to 
aid the same family. The husband will get back from the 
Island, work a month or two, or at least escape arrest for 
that length of time, go on another spree, and get sent down 
again for another term. One man has served thirty-four 
sentences. He has a wife and six children, who regularly 
ask for aid as soon as the man is sent away. Another man 
has been sent down forty-eight times, and his wife and four 
young children are in destitute circumstances. 

It would seem as if some radical treatment should be 
given to these men, in order to rid the community of the con- 
stantly recurring necessity of caring for their families. In 
England the authorities have sometimes refused to aid the 
families of men who are sent to prison, except in some 
institution. The idea is that it is wise to break up a family 
whose future is so gloomy. This mode of treatment does 
not commend itself to us. We should prefer measures 
directed towards reforming the men. Long sentences or 
indeterminate sentences might be given, so that there would 
be a chance for the men to reform. The family would thus 
be able to permanently adjust itself to self-support. 

Perhaps the men might be put to work at some remunera- 
tive labor while in prison, thus laying the foundation for a 
fund from which their families could receive partial support. 
At present there is a double charge upon the public for sup- 
porting the man in prison, and for relieving his family out- 
side. 

The effect of the present system is bad in every way. It 
tends to make the family so aided beggars, and indifferent to 
self-help; and it injures their well-meaning and well-doing 
neighbors, who, because they have been law-abiding and 
sober, receive no assistance from the city, while they see 
the families of law-breakers and drunkards helped by the 
city’s almoners. 

It must be very hard for the man who is just keeping his 
head above water by dint of constant work and_ strict 
economy, to see the city groceries going into the door of 
his neighbor who is serving a sentence at the Island for 
drunkenness. It tends to take from him one of the stimu- 
lants to toil and thrift and correct living if he feels that the 
city authorities stand ever ready to help his family out of 
difficulties into which they may fall through his errors.

The Appendix to last year’s report noted the death of Miss 
Crockett, on February 6, 1895, and quoted the resolutions 
passed by the Board expressive of their warm feeling in 
regard to her. She had given to this Home twenty-three 
years of devoted service, during thirteen of which she had 
been its matron, She possessed noble qualities of character, 
which impressed themselves on all who came in contact with 
her, and made her loss deeply felt. 

Miss Crockett entered fully into the determination of the 
present committee to maintain the original purpose of this 
Home, asa help and shelter for those in distress or in search 
of work, and thus avoid the dangers incident to a wayfarers’ 
lodge, of becoming a frequent resort of (so-called) tramps. 
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During the year the new matron has efficiently and suc- 
cessfully labored on the lines indicated last year, by aiming 
to provide sufficient work to test the needs of the women, by 
cooperating with other city departments, such as the Insti- 
tutions Department, the House of Detention, etc., also 
private institutions, such as intelligence bureaus and rescue 
homes, and with individuals,, for obtaining information of 
all sorts which would enable us to manage the women 
wisely, or help them to secure employment. 

A telephone has been put in during the year, and has 
done great service in making work of this kind more possible 
and successful than it could have been before, and in estab- 
lishing a quick connection with the fire department, police 
station, and the hospitals, by night and day, ther eby adding 
an element of security and ofliciency much needed in a place 
of this sort. 

Another great gain has been in the very satisfactory 
arrangement “made through the active interest and courtesy 
of the trustees and Dr. Wm. L. Rich: wdson, by which aul 
our maternity cases have been sent to the Lying- in Hospital 
since July 19, 1895. There have been twenty-four such 
cases within the twelve months. Eleven were cared for 
here, and thirteen went to the hospital; seventeen were paid 
for by the State, two by the city, three by other towns, and 
two patients paid their own expenses. 

Two rooms formerly used for the sick were in this way 
liberated for other uses; and we now have good arrange- 
ments for a day nursery and a night nursery, and for sepa- 
rating the young girls and young women from the older and 
rougher class of inmates, thus securing a certain degree of 
classification. 

We are trying in every way to do effective work where it 
is possible. We have found 199 places at service against 
100 found last year, and the Industrial Aid Society, through 
the untiring efforts of their agent, has secured 246 places. 
There has been much effort to help these girls through letters 
and otherwise. 

It is also interesting to note that 125 less women have 
come to the Home this year than last, and that we have 
given 3,914 meals in outside relief, against 6,327 last year. 


THe WayFarers’ LopGrk AND Woop-Y ARD. 


This most useful adjunct of our work has been carried on 
as usual the past year. In our last report we called atten- 
tion to the fact that by codperation with the Board of Police 
Commissioners we bad arranged to care for all the tramps

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in the city, including all heretofore put up at the station- 
houses, keeping open for this purpose till half-past two 
o'clock i in the morning, instead of closing at ten o’clock in 
the evening as before. We did not find it necessar y to keep 
open so late, and have adopted the hour of midnight as the 
hour for closing throughout the year. 

The record of the year since the new arrangement went 
into operation is now complete, and is a most remarkable 
one. In 1894, when the police were harboring tramps, the 
various station-houses gave lodging to 15,502 tramps. Dur- 
ing the same year our Way farers’ Lodge put up 32,508, about 
the usual average for several years. 

In 1895 the police stations accommodated only 657 tramps, 
a falling off of 14,845, or 95.26 per cent.; and the number 
cared for at the Wayfarers’ Lodge was 24,408, a decrease of 
8,100, or almost exactly one-third. In other words, the 
total number of tramps given a night’s lodging by the police 
and the Overseers of the Poor together in 1894 was 48,110, 
while for the year 1895 the whole number lodged was but 

25,065; 23,045 less tramps were lodged at the public ex- 
pense in Boston in the year 1895 than in the year 1894; or 
an average of about 2 ,000 less per month during the entire 
year. 

To the student of social problems such a change as this is 
worthy of serious thought. The explanation would seem to 
be that the tramps have begun to avoid Boston as no longer. 
offering them the kind of accommodation they wish. Let us 
hope that they have transferred their affections permanently 
to those adjoining towns which still continue to give them 
bed and board without exacting labor in return.

The police year ended November 30, 1895, and out of 
the 657 tramps cared for by the police last year, 282 were 
lodged by them in the first eleven days of December, 1894, 
before the order to send all tramps to the os Lodge 
had gone into effect. 


LEGISLATION AS TO TRAMPS. 


In last year’s report we spoke of the possibility of the 
passage of an act for the compulsory establishment of insti- 
tutions similar to the Wayfarers’ Lodge in all the cities and 
large towns of the Commonwealth. Unfortunately the man- 
datory portion of the act was stricken out, but the law as 
passed is an improvement over the former statute. It is 
chapter 445 of the Acts of 1895. The first section is as 
follows : , 

“Srction 1. The overseers of the poor of a city or town 
may require any person applying for and receiving food or 
lodging, on premises provided by the city or town for the 
purpose, to perform a reasonable amount of labor in return 
therefor ; and the officer in charge of any.such premises may 
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require any person applying for and receiving either food or 
lodging on such premises to perform a reasonable amount of 
labor in return therefor, and may detain such person for a 
period not exceeding twenty-four hours from the time of the 
application of such person for food or lodging, until any labor 
required of him as aforesaid is performed.” 

If all the cities and large towns in the State would avail 
themselves of the powers given them by this act, the tramp 
evil would soon be a thing of the past in Massachusetts. 


CHarity BUILDING. 


We are happy to be able to say that the roof of this buald- 
ing has at last been put in good repair. Owing to the 
kindness of Mayor Curtis means were provided for the pur- 
pose, and the Public Buildings Department saw to the proper 
expenditure of the funds. There is still great need of repairs 
in the interior of the building. The ventilation is defective 
and the walls should be painted. 


THe Trust Funpbs. 


Owing to the decreased income received from some of our 
investments we have not been able to add as many penstoners 


to our lists as last year, although the total number is slightly 
increased. We have a waiting list of worthy people whose 


needs have been carefully investigated, and whose applications 
have been approved by the committee having this matter in 
charge, but who will have to await vacancies before they can 
be aided. The committee have carefully gone over the 
whole list of nearly three hundred pensioners during the last 
summer, in order to make sure that the circumstances of the 
recipients of aid from this source were such as to entitle them 
to continue to receive the aid. A few cases were found where 
relatives and friends were now able to care for the persons 
aided, and these were at once dropped and their places filled 
from the waiting list. Much of the time of the Board is taken 
up in administering the various trusts in their care. . 

The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as a 
corporation is now $712,565.97, an increase during the last 
year of $224.94. | 

The number of pensioners now aided from the Pemberton, 
the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, the Moses 
Hunt and the Goodnow Funds, is two hundred and ninety- 
eight — five more than on February 1, 1895. During the 
year twenty have died, six have gone to homes, fourteen 
have been dropped from the rolls, three have withdrawn, and 
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one has been transferred to the city list. Forty-nine new 
names have been added to the list. 

We have paid during the year from the Boylston Educa- 
tion Fund $8,122.16 for the board of children, conformably 
to the terms of that trust. | 

For details of the various trust funds held hy us, and 
receipts and expenditures since February 1, 1895, see the 
tabulated statement herewith submitted. Extracts from the 
wills establishing these trusts will also be found at the end 
of this report.

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TRUSLT FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE OVER- 
SEERS OF THE POOR. 


Pemberton Fund.—This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the city of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time, from “A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, 
Alice Quick, Anne Wheelright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin 
Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William 
Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “A 
Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, 
George Higginson, Walter E. Hawes, and Wm. B. Spooner. 
The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 
1782, and for that reason his name has been given to the 
fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at the 
discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to 
the poor of the city. 

Boylston Lelief and Education Funds. — These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, - 
England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One por- 
tion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “ poor and de- 
cayed householders of the town of Boston not under fifty 
years of age; persons of good character, and reduced by 
the acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or 
other vice.” -The other portion to be applied to the “nurture 
and instruction of poor orphans and deserted children of the 
town of Boston until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund. — A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by will 
dated July 15, 178, interest to be paid annually to the 
chaplain of the almshouse or workhouse; interest to be 
added until one is appointed. The interest is now paid 
semi-annually towards the salary of the chaplain of the 
House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such 
objects of charity as are not supported in the almshouse, 
though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. 

Jeffries Fund.—A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. “Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coflee, chocolate, and 
sugar, for the refreshment of those persons who, in the 
providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge 
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in the almshouse, after having lived reputably; but always 
giving preference to the pious poor.” 

Lucy Bullman Charity consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the possession 
of the city of Boston, in accordance with the will of Lucy 

3ullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 
9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death of 
certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the 
city of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the 
poor. By a vote of the City Council, approved by. the 
Mayor, January 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of 
the Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life and render the condition 
of the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.—The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city May, 1861. “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty. 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund.” ; 

Flolton Protestant Poor Fund. — A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. “In- 
come to be annually expended forever in purchasing and 
distributing provisions among poor and indigent Protestant 
families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving or other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays, to the end that 
such poor Protestant families may have the means, in some 
degree, of enjoying such holidays in common with their fel- 
low-citizens ; and I specially direct that in such periodical 
distributions unmarried Protestant females who are poor or 
needy shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also 
other articles of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness of 
that lone class of citizens.” 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund. — A hequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. “Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity 
or circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said 
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town, in providing good and plentiful meals, on Thanks- 
giving day, or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of 
said Brighton.” Unexpended income to be added to the 
principal. 

Stoughton Poor Fund. — A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Will- 
iam Stoughton, who died July 7,1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed 
to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund. — A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the city of Bos- 
ton and its assigns, “to be invested and the income applied 
forever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the 
poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said 
city in its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the 
government or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, 
but without reference to the religious faith or belief of those 
who may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.” 
$5,000, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of a 
person named in the will) “for the support and maintenance 
of poor, worthy Protestant single women of Boston, who 
have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sum of 
one hundred dollars, in semi-annual payments. Upon the 
marriage of any beneficiary under this will no further pay- 
ment of money is to be made to her, nor is any further 
payment of income to be made to any beneficiary who 
becomes unworthy of help under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute. —“'The income to be 
devoted to the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute 
residents of that part of said Boston which was Charles- 
town.” $10,000, received March 7, 1889, has been invested 
in a city of Boston note.

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DEVELOPMENT OF THE PARK SYSTEM. 


The first definite move of the City Council towards estab- 
lishing public parks in Boston was made in 1869, when a 
committee was appointed to consider what action should be 
taken by the city government to purchase and lay out a 
public park. This was due to a petition for the estab- 
lishment of a public park, signed by prominent citizens 
and firms. 

Hearings were given, and an order was passed requesting 
the Mayor to petition for an act to authorize the city to take 
lands in Boston or vicinity for park purposes, and an act 
was passed in 1870. This being prior to the annexation 
of several of the outlying towns to Boston, the act contem- 
plated the taking of a portion of the land required outside 
the city limits,.and provided for a joint commission, to 
be appointed by the State and city authorities. The act, 
although receiving a majority of the votes cast at the 
State election, failed of approval by the required two- 
thirds vote. 

Mayor Cobb, in 1874, after the annexation of the outlying 
towns, recommended that action be taken to secure suitable 
public parks within the city limits, and the subject was 
referred to a special commission, consisting of the Mayor, 


two aldermen, three councilmen, and three citizens at 


large, who submitted a valuable and interesting report advo- 
cating the establishment of public parks, and recommending 
the passage of an act for that purpose. This recommenda- 
tion was acted upon, and in the following year the present 
Park Act was passed and accepted by a majority vote at a 
special election, which occurred June 9, 1875. 

The Mayor thereupon appointed T. Jefferson Coolidge, 
Charles H. Dalton, and William Gray, Jr., as Park Commis- 
sioners, who reported in 1876 a scheme for public parks, 
which has been carried out in its main features, the whole 
forming a comprehensive plan for improving and beautify- 
ing the city and securing the benefit that parks afford. 
Tbe plan was received with great favor ; resolutions were 
adopted at a public meeting in Faneuil Hall in support 
thereof, which called for immediate and favorable action 
thereupon by the city government. 

In 1877, the first action towards carrying out these recom- 
mendations was taken by the appropriation of about half 
a million dollars for the purchase of one hundred acres of 
land and flats in the Full Basin, so called, at the Back Bay. 
The establishment of a park in this location was considered 
largely a matter of sanitary necessity. 
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It was not until 1881 that further action was taken 
towards the carrying out of the scheme of the Commission- 
ers fora series of parks, when loans were authorized for 
securing lands for West Roxbury “(now Franklin) Park, 
Marine Park, Wood Island Park, the Charles River Em 
bankment, and the Muddy River Improvement. 

In this year, also, the City ouncil passed the requisite 
order to take the lands required to incorporate the Arnold 
Arboretum in the system of parks. This was accomplished 
after long consideration and under negotiation with Harvard 
College, the object of the taking being to open the Arbore- 
tum to public. use hy the construction and maintenance of 
driveways and the policing of the grounds by the city, the 
Arboretum proper being continued under the care of the 
college. The good results of this union of interests are 
manifested by the recent action of the authorities of both 
the city and college, by which about seventy acres of valu- 
able land belonging to the college have been included within 
the Arboretum on the same terms as are contained in the 
original indenture. 


During the first period of ten years from the organization 
of the Board, relatively little. was done in the way of con- 
struction. It was felt by the Commissioners that the 
securing of the lands was the prime necessity, and al- 
though — some work was done, chiefly in filling and building 
roads and bridges on the Back Bay Fens, the work of con- 
struction had barely begun. 

In 1885, the sites of six parks had been secured, and the 
cost for both land and construction had reached four million 
dollars. Mr. Dalton, who had served the city as chairman of 
the Board for nine years, retired, the Hon. Benjamin Dean 
taking his place. 

The adoption at this time of the plan for the improvement 
of what was called the West Roxbury Park made it desirable 
to assign a name to this location. Although on the confines 
of the town of West Roxbury, it was equally on the borders 
of Old Roxbury and Dorchester. The village of West Rox- 
bury lay three miles farther to the westw ard, through which 
the West Roxbury Parkway now runs, connecting Arnold 
Arboretum with the Metr opolitan Parks at the Stony Brook 
Reservation. 

A resolution passed in 1882 by the Board of Aldermen, 
constituting a majority of the trustees of the Franklin Fund, 
recommended that the hundred years’ earnings of the fund, 

“which will be available in 1891-1892 for investment in 
some public work,” be devoted to the payment of the debt 


created for the purchase of the West Roxbury Park, in which 
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event it “should be called Franklin Park, in honor of the 
testator who has so generously endowed his native town.” 

The Commissioners suggested that a better disposition 
of the fund than the payment of the park debt would be 
means for the development and improvement of the park, and 
voted to adopt the name of Franklin Park, whether the 
Franklin Fund should be devoted to this purpose or diverted 
to some other use, for reasons which were fully set forth 
in the eleventh annual report of the Board. 

The establishment at this time of a low tax and debt 
limit made the further carrying out of the park scheme a 
difficult matter. The Board accordingly inaugurated the 
policy of continuing the work by long-term loans outside of 
the debt limit, which has resulted in developing the park 
system in a progressive and comprehensive manner. From 
1885 to 1896 the number of park sites, including parkways 
and playgrounds, has increased from six to nineteen, and the 
cost has risen from $4,000,000 to $13,000,000, the greatest 
advance having been made since 1890, when Col. Thomas L. 
Livermore became chairman of the Board. Mayor Matthews 
also took considerable interest in the park system, and his 
efforts facilitated the work of the Board, particularly in the 
matter of construction. 

Mr. Livermore was succeeded by Hon. Paul H. Ken- 
dricken in 1893, who gave place to Hon. Charles F. Sprague 
in 1894.. Mr. Sprague resigned January 28, 1895, when 
Hon. John F. Andrew, who was serving a second term on 
the Board, was elected chairm: an, and whose death in May, 
1890; depriv ed the city of the valuable services of one whose 
capacity for public affairs more than once was honored both 
in the state and nation. 

A list of the members of the Board from its organization 
in 1875 will be found in the Appendix. 


PARK CONSTRUCTION. 


The work of park construction, carried on during the 
year, has been mainly that of finishing up many details 
which remained to be done after the completion of the drive- 
ways in the main park system. This’ work, which is fully 
detailed in the report of the City Engineer, printed in the 
Appendix, may be briefly summarized as follows The com- 
pletion of roadways, drains, and plantations on Common- 
wealth avenue; the raising of Charlesgate bridge and 
approaches, and raising the grade and resurfacing the drive 
and walks at Fen bridge; the grading and surfacing of 
Audubon road between Brookline avenue and the railroad 
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bridge, and the construction of walks, walls, and fences at 
Riverway and Leverett Park; the completion of boundary 
walls and gateways at Arnold Arboretum; the laying of 
water-pipes in Arborway and Franklin Park, and the con- 
struction of the reservoir on Hagborne Hill; the grading 
of Forest Hills entrance and the erounds adjoining ‘Seaver 
street, including a new entrance to Franklin Park from Elm 
Hill avenue ; the completion of the bathing beach at Marine 
Park, and the construction and opening of the men’s ¢ymna- 
sium at Wood Island Park. A contract has been made for 
the construction of the beach and retaining-walls on that 
part of the park at the North End which lies north of Com- 
mercial street, the plans having been approved by the Harbor 
and Land Be incsianers and the Secretar y of War. 

Besides the work above enumerated, which has been done 
under the supervision of the City Engineer, the Board has 
completed the head-house at Marine Park and erected a 
new refectory building at Franklin Park, both of which 
were fully described in the last annual report, and will be 
ready for occupancy the coming season. Pine Bank House 
at Jamaica Park has also been reconstructed for refectory 
purposes from plans by Edmund M. Wheelwright, which 
provide for a main restaurant and serving-room on_ the 
ground floor, with a terrace on the south side facing the 
pond, and a toilet-room for men opening from a vestibule | 
under the stairway on the north side. The second floor 
contains a dining-room, ladies’ parlor, serving-room, and 
kitchen. The basement is fitted with heating- “apparatus, 
laundry, storage, men’s room and toilet, and the “aitic is pro- 
vided with accommodations for servants. The house will be 
ready for occupancy in the spring, and will furnish a much- 
needed and convenient place for refreshment and_ shelter, 
being centrally situated in the stretch of parkways between 
the Fens and Franklin Park. 

Ellicott House at Franklin Park and the tennis-courts at 
Ellicottdale were opened to the public for the first time last 
season, and were much frequented by visitors. The new 
buildings at Charlesbank and Charlestown Heights were also 
finished and put in use during the season, furnishing accom- 
modations to the public which were much appreciated. : 

Plans for a building at the Fens, to include a boat-landing, 
public waiting and toilet rooms, sheds for administration 
purposes, and to shelter the water-fowl, were prepared by 
the City Architect, a sketch of which is herewith published. 
These plans have not yet been approved, although a building 
to serve similar purposes will be erected when ‘the funds at 
the disposal .of the Board will warrant the expenditure, 
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When this is done, the use of the Fens water for boating and 
canoeing will become popular, and accomplish some of the 
objects for which this water park was designed. 

Early in the season, arrangements were “entered into with 
William E. Sheldon to equip the park waters with a boat- 
service proportionate to the requirements of the various 
locations, so far as the parks were in a condition to permit 
the same, under a schedule of rates which should render the 
service popular. 

Temporary quarters and landings could: only be supplied 


at first, but it is the intention of the Board to supplement 


these with boat-storage houses, and to erect permanent 
quarters as soon as they can be provided. 

Under the agreement with Mr. Sheldon, boats to the 
number of one hundred and eighty-four, of the high class 
called for in the specific: ations, were supplied at Charles- 
bank, Leverett Park, Jamaica Park, Franklin Park, and 
Marine Park. Landings not having been provided at 
the Fens, many of the canoes called for in the agreement 
were not put in service, but it'is the intention to equip this 
park the coming season, and also to establish a boating- 
station at Charlestown Playground. Two electric launches 
were placed on Jamaica Pond the latter part of the season, 
and a steam launch and naphtha launch were furnished at 
Marine Park, there being no facilities at the latter place 
for obtaining power for electric launches. 

The service at Marine Park for ferrying to and from 
Castle Island was inadequate and difficult of execution, 
particularly at low tide, when the inside wharf was inacces- 
sible. This has been remedied by the dredging of a channel 
from deep water to a point near the wharf, and by the 
building of two steam launches, especially designed for the 
purpose, which will be put in operation the coming year. 
A copy of the agreement and specifications for the boat- 
service will be found in the Appendix. 

The Board this year was enabled to provide adequate 
facilities and the labor required for clearing the snow from 
the park ponds and keeping the ice in condition for skating. 
Something had been done for this puree the previous 


year by spraying and flooding the men’s eymnasium grounds 


at Charlesbank and Wood Island Park. A photograph of 


the latter place, taken in 1895, before the erection of the 
gymnastic apparatus, will show to what extent the facilities 
afforded at this remote ground were availed of by the public. 
The result of the efforts of the Board in this direction during 
the winter is fully detailed in the ity Engineer’s report, 
together with views of the apparatus in operation. 
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In addition to the care of the ice at Charlesbank for skat- 
ing, the Board is trying the experiment of keeping open the 
bathroom connected with the gymnasium for free baths 
during the winter. 

The remaining work on the park system, if the plans of 
the landscape architects are carried out in full, was estimated, 
at the beginning of last year, to require about five million 
dollars, as follows:

Work aggregating about $500,000 has since been done or 
provided for by appropriations. 

Some of the estimates were made up from insufficient data, 
because detail plans were lacking; but the table represents 
approximately the comparative cost of completing the parks 
at the time the estimates were made, and it will, therefore, 
serve the purposes of this report. 

With the exception of the Strandway, it is not so essential 
that the work of construction should be pushed with such 
rapidity as the preceding work of opening up the parks and 
parkways to public use. <A loan of one million dollars dur- | 
ing the coming year should be provided. ‘This will enable 
the Board to settle outstanding land damages amounting to 
about $200,000 ; to continue the eveneral wor k of the day-l: abor 
force ; to pouseruct the Longwood bridge, which is depend- 
ent upon action by the town of Brookline, also to meet the 
expense of the bridge at Forest Hills, which will carry the 
railroad over the parkway, and which is now under con- 
struction by the railroad company; to build driveways at 
the Arboretum and West Roxbury Parkway ; to complete the 
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park at the North End, and to erect much-needed buildings 
there and at Castle Island, Franklin Park, Franklin Field, 
Jamaica Park, the Fens, and Charlestown Playground. — 

As the parks assume a more finished aspect, the comfort 
of the public using them should receive the first considera- 
tion ; hence the necessity for the erection of the above-men- 
tioned buildings. The construction of the boundary roads 
of the parkways is required for the proper development of 
the adjoining territory, and the resulting increase of taxable 
values on land and new buildings erected will inure to the 
benefit of the public treasury. . 

The contemplated improvements at Marine Park and 

Castle Island and some of the work at Franklin Park can 
if postponed. for the present, if that course is considered 
expedient for financial reasons. The rest of the work can be 
done with moderate annual appropriations of such amount 
as is required to maintain the present working force. A 
smaller force would be less economical, while the progress 
made with it would be too slow to suit the public demands. 


STRANDWAY. 


The plans for the construction of that part of the Strand- 
way between Marine Park and O street, where will be 
located the yacht-clubs and boat- houses, have been prepared 
and fbea ited by the Board, and contracts will soon be 
advertised for this section of the work. The intention of 
these plans is to concentrate the yachting and boating in- 
terests at the point nearest the anchorage, leaving the 
rest of the Strandway comparatively free from anything 
of the kind. The result of driving out the private yards, 
where boat building and repairing is now carried on, will no 
doubt be inconvenient at first to the yachting interests, but 
it is expected that yards in other locations not far removed 
from the yachting centre will soon take their places. The 
removal of the business from this location will be a great 
advantage to real estate in this section of South Boston, 
in addition to the improvement which will be brought 
about by the construction of the Strandway, and the 
added value to the adjoining lands for dwelling-house pur- 
poses. The increase of the present appropriation to three 
hundred thousand dollars, recommended by the Mayor in 
his inaugural address, will enable the grading to be done as 
far as H street, and it is to be hoped that the City Council 
will second the Mayor’s proposition. 

The building of the Strandway from H street to the Old 
Colony railroad will shut in a considerable area of marsh 
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and flats, at the head of the bay, from the flow of the tide, 
except through such sluices as may be provided for the 
purpose. ‘The territory is held by a number of owners, any 
of whom would find it exceedingly difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to fill his land independently of the others. The im- 
possibility of securing concurrent action in this respect, and 
the chance that the enclosed area would become unsanitar Vy 
if left to individual efforts of improvement, are such that the 
problem would seem to justify an appeal to the General 
Court for the power to treat the matter In a comprehensive 
way, similar to that taken in the case of the Miller’s river 
flats, which were filled by the city under a special act which 
authorized the assessment of the cost upon the estates bene- 
fited. ‘The filling could be done at the minimum expense by 
hydraulic dredges, and, with the construction of streets 
under the highway act, the whole area would be reclaimed 
and prepared for a market which its sightly location would 
command.’ The Board recommends that the next Legislature 
be petitioned for authority to carry out the plan. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM AND BusskEy PARK. 


Mention was made in the last annual report of the Board, 
of the proposed extension of the Arnold Arboretum to take 
in the Bussey property on Peters Hill. This enlarge- 
ment of the Arboretum was made under authority of a 
special act of the Legislature, which will be found in the 
Appendix, together with a copy of the indenture made with 


co) 
the President and Fellows of Harvard College. The agree- 


ment follows in general terms the original indenture of 


1882, and provides for the additional name of Bussey Park 
to that of Arnold Arboretum. Grading plans for the drive 
on the north side of the hill from South to Walter streets 
have been prepared, and as the agreement calls for the con- 
struction of this driveway within two years, nothing should 
be permitted to delay the work. The Board is about to 
install a stone-crushing plant in the quarry reservation on 
Bussey street to obtain material for use on the roads to be 
constructed in the extension of the Arboretum and in other 
parts of the park system. 


NEPONSET VALLEY. 


House Bill No. 143, accompanying a petition of Charles 
F. Adams, 2d, and others, looks to the authorization of the 
Metropolitan Park Commission to appropriate lands and 
construct roadways or boulevards from Squantum Head, in 
Quincy, to Boston, and to the Blue Hills Reservation, The

plan outlined in the proposed act is to secure the preserva- ~ 
tion of the natural features of the shore from Squantum 
Head to Merrymount Park, in Quincy, by the construction of 
a parkway along the shore, connecting with the Blue Hills 
Reservation, and by a branch with the Neponset river near 
the Hancock-street bridge. This Board was asked to pub- 
licly favor the plan as a reasonable scheme for the develop- 
ment of the southern part of the Metropolitan District, and 
as a benefit to the city of Boston. While not opposed to 
the plan, the Board declined to take any active interest in the 
matter, believing that any scheme for parkways in this part 
of the Metr opolitan District should be sufficiently comprehen-— 
sive to include the borders of the Neponset river to Hyde Park, 

particularly as the land along the river at Mattapan is being 
developed for building purposes, and the beauties of the 
river banks, shown in the accompanying photograph, will be 
quickly destroyed unless secured for park purposes. 


DORCHESTER PARK. 


The landscape architects have submitted a preliminary — 
plan for the improvement of Dorchester Park, which has not 
been adopted for the reason that it includes property now in 
the possession of the Convalescents’ Home of the City Hos- 
pital, and the Street Department ledge lot on Codman 
street. The Board is of opinion, however, that the plan 
merits consideration, and will confer with the Mayor and the 
trustees of the hospital with a view to reconciling the 
various interests affected. 


RESTRICTIONS ON PARK FRONTAGES. 


The conditions which the Board has seen fit to impose 
upon abutters who desire to open frontages from their lands 
to the roadways, which have been constructed on the borders 
of certain of the parks and parkways, are as follows: frst, 
that the use of the premises shall be limited to dwellings 
and their accessories, no livery or public stable, or mechani- 
cal or mercantile business to be permitted; second, that 
dwellings shall not exceed seventy feet in height or be dis- 
figured on top with clothes yards in view from the drive- 
ways; third, that the cost of buildings shall be such as to 
exclude undesirable tenements; fourth, that the front walls 
of buildings shall not be placed nearer the park line than 
twenty or twenty-five feet, according to the location, and 
that within the space thus reserved only the usual projec- 
tions appurtenant to the front walls of buildings, such as 
steps, porticoes, piazzas, bays, and oriel windows, shall he 
permitted, 
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These restrictions are no more onerous than owners of 
large tracts in dwelling-house districts usually impose, of 
their own free will, upon purchasers of their property, except 
in the limit of the height of buildings. The desirability of 
this restriction has lately been exemplified in the apartment 
building now being completed on Commonwealth avenue at 
Berkeley street.” It is fair to assert that had such a contin- 
gency been foreseen, the Commonwealth would have placed 
a similar restriction upon its lands, and it can readily be be- 
lieved that other owners of houses on Commonwealth avenue 
would have welcomed such a.restriction as would have saved 
the avenue from so great a disfigurement as the erection of 
the apartment-house referred to. 

A large part of the entire frontage fromthe Fens to 
Franklin Park has been brought under these restrictions by. 
agreement with the owners of the lands. There are two or 
three isolated cases of lots having little depth, and fronting 
on other streets, where the imposition of the restrictions would 
prove a hardship, and the owners are therefore disinclined to 
join in the agreement. ‘To meet such cases, the Board, with 
the consent of the Mayor, has petitioned the Legislature for 
an amendment of the act authorizing the establishment of a 
building line on public ways, so as ‘to make its provisions 
applicable to parks, parkways, and boulevards, and_ to 
include a provision with reference to the height of buildings 
to conform to the usual park restrictions. 

Some slight variations in the restrictions above men- 
tioned, which have been placed upon lands _ fronting 
on the parkways, having occurred, such as a_height of 
sixty feet for buildings, as at first required, instead of 
seventy feet, as now fixed, it would seem desirable in the 
matter of uniformity of restrictions to adjust these differences 
by mutual agreement. Such an instrument would require 
the approval of the Mayor and the authority of the City 
Council to make it binding on the city. An order prepared 
by the Law Department will be submitted later for such 
action. 

The placing of bill-boards on lands bordering the parks 
and parkways has become such a nuisance as to call for 
some means for regulating the business. The report of the 
landscape architect deals with this subject, and the Board 
recommends that legislation be applied for on lines therein 
suggested. | 


Park Pouicek. 


By an act of last year to amend the charter of the city of 
Boston, the park police were made regular police officers 
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of the city, and were placed under the control of the Police 
Board. This action was taken against the judgment of this 
Board, and it’ may be assumed that the result of the action, 
so far as it has been tried, is not satisfactory. The park 
police was composed chiefly of veterans of the war of the 
Rebellion, who would not be considered, physically, up to the 
standard required of candidates for the regular force. They 
were not alone police officers, whose duty it is to deal with 
criminals, but they were more properly park guards or 
guides, or keepers, similar to those in the parks of most 
American and foreign cities, who are directly under the 
authority of the Par k Bo: ards; this having been proved to 
be the most practical method of caring for park property. 
The pay of these men was somewhat less than that of 
the regular police, and they were not entitled to a pen- 
sion on retirement. A part of the force was employed only 
in summer, and additional men were employed on holidays 
and Sundays, thus enabling the Board to double the force at 
the times when the parks were most largely occupied. Un- 
der this policy, the park guards were a more efficient and 
much more economical body than the men now detailed 
for that duty, although the personnel has not been changed. 
This Board believes that the action transferring the force 
to the Police Board was not well considered, and the result 
of the new system will in the end be detrimental to the 
interests of the parks; but as the change has come about 
by the direct action of the Legislature, against an adverse 
committee report, there seems to be no remedy unless by a 
reversal of this action by the General Court. Meanwhile, 
the police force now employed for service in the public 
parks should, in the opinion of the Board, be supplemented 
by special men in the employ of the Department, who could 
act under its direction and carry out its orders and regu- 
lations regarding the use of specitied portions of the parks, 
such as the pl: tygrounds and picnic groves, the regulation 
of traflic, the opening and closing of the park g cates at cer- 
tain hours, and similar duties. A. bill to accomplish these 
purposes by authorizing the employment of such special men 


as may be deemed necessary, in the manner in which corpora- 


tions now employ special police within their precinets, will 
be submitted to the Legislature with the approval of the 
Mayor. 


Pusrtic Parks anp Reat Estatr. 


With regard to the influence of public parks on the neigh- 
boring real estate, no recent figures have been made. In 
1890 the Board published a statement of the increase in value 
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of the Back Bay lands since the establishment of the park. 
By this table it will be found that the land alone was trebled 
‘in value in thirteen years, while the valuation of land in the 
rest of the city during the same period increased only eigh- 
teen per cent. 

The increased taxes on this land, without including the 
buildings erected, aggregated over two million dollars — a 
sum more than sufficient to pay the entire cost of the improve- 
ment at that time. The increased taxes on new buildings 
erected on these lands yielded one and one-half millions 
more of revenue. 

While the increase in the value of the lands adjoining 
other parks of the city has not shown a like phenomenal 
erowth, present indications point to a largely increased. 
revenue from this cause in the future, which may justify the 
opinion expressed in the earliest report of the Board that the 
establishment of public parks will have the tendency to 
lessen the rate of taxation instead of increasing it. 

The cost of the land taken for the Back Bay Fens aver- . 
aged about twelve cents per foot; the cost of improving the 
site brings the present cost of the land up to fifty-two cents 
per square foot, while the adjoining land is selling at three 
dollars to five dollars per foot, although the growth of the 
city has not as yet brought very much of it into the market. 

The cost of Franklin Park land averaged about seven cents 
per foot, and the cost of improvement about an equal amount, 
or a total of fifteen cents per foot, which is a moderate valua- 
tion for this magnificent property, where land adjoining will 
bring from fifty cents to a dollar per foot. 

The same result is shown in the case of the whole park 
system, the average cost of which to-day is only six cents per 
foot for the land and about eight cents per foot for improve- 
ments. 

The total cost of the entire park system, after all contem- 
plated improvements are made, as now estimated, will not 
exceed twenty cents per foot. It is fortunate that a system 
so complete and admirable in every respect could have been 
secured and built at such a moderate cost.

LANDSCAPE ARCHITECT’S REPORT. 


Brooxuine, Mass., January 27, 1896. 


Epwarp C, Hopes, Esa., Chairman of the ce Leon 
Boston, Mass. : 


Sir: The following notes of our doings in connection with 
the work of the Boston Park Commission during the year 1895 
are respectfully submitted : 

Comparatively slow progress has been made during the past 
year in the execution of the adopted designs for the several 
unfinished parks and parkways. Charlesbank and Charlestown 
Heights, the Fens, the Riverway, and the Arboretum (except the 
newly added area) may be fairly called completed, but the designs 
for Leverett, Jamaica, Wood Island, Marine, and Franklin Parks 
have thus far been only partially executed. The design for a 
pleasure ground at the North End, adopted and published last 
year, has been put into the form of working drawings, and con- 
struction has begun under direction of the engineer in charge. 
The comparatively small areas preémpted by the Commission for 
pleasure grounds for Dorchester and Brighton are yet to be 
designed, as is the Peters’ Hill addition to the Arboretum and 
the newly acquired parkway extending from the Arboretum to 
Bellevue Hill and Stony Brook Reservation. Plans for the Dor- 
chester recreation ground, for the addition to the Arboretum, and 
the West Roxbury Parkway will be prepared during the coming 
year. The Brighton, or Barry’s Corner, Playground cannot well 
be planned until the treatment of the Charles River Reserva- 
tion, upon which this ground abuts, is more clearly determined by 
the Metropolitan Park Commission. 

In spite of the decreased activity of the Department of Con- 
struction, humerous minor adjustments have been required in the 
plans for special works or localities. For example, the plans for 
walls and approaches in the immediate vicinity of the Refectory 
in Franklin Park have been revised, and detailed working draw- 
Ings prepared. The plan for that portion of the Strandway 
which is to be occupied by yacht clubs has been improved. ‘The 
plans for the stone viaduct by which the Providence railroad is 
to cross the Parkway at Forest Hills have been made to include 
an archway for the side road on the north, as was originally 
intended. , ; 

Reports have been filed advising against the undertaking of 
several works suggested by persons interested in the develop- 
ment of the parks ; for example, against roofing the temporary 
bridge to Castle island ; against the immediate building of the 
proposed public wharf at the southern end of Q street; against. 
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constructing am observation tower in the Arboretum; and against 
the establishment of a swimming-school at Jamaica pond until 
Jamaica Park shall be nearer completion, 

- During the winter of 1895, steps were taken by the Commission 
to establish a service of pleasure boats at Marine Park, Charles- 
bank, Leverett and Jamaica Parks. As boats are often very dis- 
figuring tg the scenery of ponds, we were concerned to secure the 
use of none but the neatest and best-looking craft. The excel- 
lent boats eventually supplied by the contractor, Mr. Sheldon, 
accorded with the prescriptions of his contract, and it was unfor- 
tunate that the Commission was able to provide the boating 
public with only the cheapest and most temporary accommoda- 
tions at the landings. 

Perhaps the most important questions which have arisen - 
during the year have been connected with the parkways and the 
boundary roads of the parks. Commonwealth avenue, between the 
Public Garden and Massachusetts avenue, presents an opportunity 
for the eventual development of a dignified and noble rectilinear 
parkway. As at present constructed, the details of the avenue 
are only crude and cheap makeshifts; and such they had better 
remain until the time comes when the city and the adjoining 
land-owners shall be able to invest half a million dollars in pro- 
viding the uniform sidewalks, the evenly spaced trees, the archi- 
tectural curbs, posts, ramps, seats, flagstaffs, and candelabra, 
which, with well-placed monuments, will cause the avenue to 
fulfil its highest possibilities, and bring to the city and the State 
fitting returns for the expenditures of each. Meanwhile, it is 
much to be regretted that, while suitable restrictions have been 
imposed upon abutting land-owners with respect to a uniform 
“building line,” no corresponding restriction is in force respect- 
ing the height to which structures may be carried. The effect of 
the architectural perspective will, of course, be ruined if the 
retreating sky lines are permitted to become excessively irreg- 
ular. The uniform building line agreed to by all owners is 
undoubtedly a benefit to all; for a building pushed forward 
beyond the line would damage adjacent property, as well as the 
general appearance of the avenue. A building carried upwards 
beyond the usual elevation is similarly damaging in the financial 
as well as the esthetic sense. It is to be hoped that the opportu- 
nity for the making of a really splendid Commonwealth avenue | 
may be saved for the next generation by the immediate limitation 
of the height of adjacent buildings to something much below the 
present statute limit of 125 feet. 

Along the curvilinear lines of the roads bordering the Fens, 
and Leverett and Jamaica Parks, few new houses have yet been 
built, but many will appear before long. The broad sidewalks 
adjacent to these building lands are constructed with a contin- 
uous strip of turf 5 feet wide adjacent to the curb or gutter, and 
in these strips shade trees are planted at regular intervals. So 
long as the adjacent private lands remain unoccupied, these 
planting strips serve simply as a neat finish for the edge of the 
driveway, while the walk itself is surfaced with gravel only. 
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Where detached houses already exist, or when such are con- 
structed, the sidewalks may advisably be finished with macadam, 
and the paved surface carried through the planting strip to the 
edge of the roadway midway between trees, but not otherwise. 
Where blocks of houses already exist, or when such are con- 
structed, curbs should be set and the whole width of the side- 
walk paved, preferably with brick (on account of the air and 
moisture which will thus be accessible to.the tree roots) ; but it 
would be well for the Park Commission to provide suitable iron 
eratings to be inserted in the brick pavement about each tree. 
When private carriageways are permitted to cross these side- 
walks, they should not be depressed and curbed like street road- 
ways, but should rise from.the gutter nearly to the sidewalk level 
as quickly as possible. Every effort should be made to preserve 
uniformity in the paving of the sidewalk, and regularity in the 
spacing of the sidewalk trees. 

From the Fens to Jamaica Park, these side roads of the parks 
and parkways are already built to their full’ widths, save for 
the sidewalks. The boundary roads are also finished in ac- 
cordance with the plans along the eastern and southern borders 
of Jamaica Park and part of theeastern border of the Arboretum. 
That part of Seaver street which forms the northern side of 
Franklin Park has been completely finished. The side roads 
remain to be built along the Arborway, while the boundary roads 
on the northern and western borders of Jamaica Park and the 
southern and western borders of Franklin Park have not yet been 
even planned in detail. 

Blue Hill avenue, forming the eastern boundary of Frankhn 
Park, is now in process of widening, in accordance with plans 
drawn up by the Street Commissioners after several consultations. 
The plan adopted pushes the west side line of the avenue 45 
feet into the park. When finished, the new avenue will have 
here a total width of 110 feet, subdivided as follows, counting 
from the eastern side: sidewalk, 10 feet; planting strip, 5 feet; 
roadway, 48 feet; electric-car reservation, 32 feet; and path, 15 
feet. The nearest point on the important circuit road of the 
park will be only 160 feet distant from the widened avenue, but 
the Street Commissioners have agreed to construct an intervening 
ridge with material excavated elsewhere in the course of their 
works, while plantations of trees will complete a suitable dividing 
screen. 

Plans for the advisable rectification and widening of Canter- 
bury street and Morton street, forming the southern and western 
boundaries of Franklin Park, are now under discussion. Canter- 
bury street may very naturally become the route of an electric- 
car line, in which case a separate track reservation should be 
provided on the park side of the roadway. In consequence of the 
extension of Forest Hills Cemetery, Morton street, where it 
borders the park, has ceased to be a street in the ordinary sense, 
and has become a traffic road, traversing public lands, and leading 
south-east from Forest Hills, just as Glen road leads in the same 
direction from Jamaica Plain. Such roads, having no buildings 
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along them, and so being free from all danger of obstruction by 
standing vehicles, need never be so broad as ordinary streets. If 
Morton ‘street should be reconstructed with 10 feet of single side- 
walk, 5 feet for tree planting, and 35 feet for roadway, it would 
doubtless prove amply wide. 

Along the western borders of the Arboretum, the old highways 
known as Centre street and Walter street ought to be similarly 
widened before the number of abutting buildings increases. 
When the northern part of West Roxbury shall become a little 
more densely inhabited, Centre street will almost necessarily 
become the route of an electric-car line, and the street ought to 
be laid out accordingly before the operation becomes costly. 

Upon private lands adjacent to several of the boundary roads 
and parkways, huge advertising boards or ‘ hoardings” have 
been set up during the past year, to the disgust of all sensible 
persons. Throughout the State, similar advertising has greatly 
increased of late, “ hoardings” being placed on private lands 
within view of all the principal railroads and highways. It 
seems that the Public Statutes permit the painting or posting of 
advertisements on natural or artificial objects, wherever the con- 
sent of the owner can be obtained by the ‘advertiser. Moreover, 
the penalty attached to such painting or posting without consent 
is very sinall, while the difficulties in the way of catching offend- 
ing persons are great. It is obvious that the conditions are 
favorable for a rapid increase of the advertising plague through- 
out the country, until the vacant lands adjacent to every much- 
frequented spot shall all be adorned by reminders of soaps, pills, 
and tonics. 


That such advertising is in many places damaging to public. 
fo} fo) 


interests, and even to’ private property, cannot be doubted. It 
should be allowed only as the keeping of dogs, the building of 
stables, the opening of drinking-saloons, and the giving of publie 
entertainments are allowed in civilized communities; namely, 
upon permit granted by police commissioners or selectmen. 
Puble opinion undoubtedly condemns such advertising along the 
Boston parkways, and it is lamentable that the statutes are so 
far behind the times as to Bie the execution of the pubhe 
will in this matter. 

The Boston parks, after Hecily twenty years of effort, have 
only lately reached that stage of development which enables the 
general public to begin to-understand what parks really are and 
what the designing of them means. Crowded populations. need 
space for exercise, for air, and for obtaining the refreshing sense 
of openness, and the sight of sky, distance, and landscape, of 


which they are so completely deprived in the streets. The 


Adirondacks, the White Mountains, and the Maine woods supply 
for many persons who can afford to travel to them the needed 
antidote to city life. The nearer, more thoroughly humanized 
and yet unsophisticated landscape of rural townships affords 
annual refreshment to thousands of others. For the recreation 


of those who must remain in town, why is it not possible to ~pur-. 


chase an attractive and acceptable rural area, comprising woods,

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fields, streams, and ponds, and preserve it forever in that charm- 
ing condition which is the product of the natural partnership of 
man and nature? No gravel paths are half so charming as the 
turfed wood-roads of New England farms, no shrubbery so pleasing 
asi those which nature rears along the farmer’s walls, no pools so 
lovely as those which, fringed with natural growths, fill and drain 
away according to the season and the supply of the rain. 
Possibly it is a pity that such preservation of rural conditions 
in public parks is impossible, but that it is impossible is certain. 
The woodland and the farming land, the embowered pond, the 
river banks, which possessed such fresh beauty and such virgin 
charm so long as they were frequented merely by the farmer and 
his boys, occasional sportsmen, or the owners of the country 
seat, will inevitably be despoiled of much of their attractiveness 
when they are invaded by thousands of persons every week or 
afternoon. The undergrowth of the woods is soon broken and 
trampled, the beautiful fringe of: the little pool is reduced to 
mire, the old trail along the river bank is soon worn so wide and 
deep that the roots are exposed and the trees slowly killed. 
But, because it is thus impossible to preserve the charms belong- 
ing to the quiet country-side, is it necessary to abandon the 
attempt to secure for city people some measure, at least, of that 
refreshment which they so sorely need? The Boston parks, 
incomplete as they still are, already answer this question in the 
negative. Formed slowly, in accordance with well-studied plans, 
it is now evident that Charlesbank and Charlestown Heights, 
the Fens and the Parkway, Leverett, Jamaica, and Franklin 
Parks supply, each in its own way, kinds and means of recrea- 
tion both helpful and valuable. Fresh air and exercise in pleasant 
surroundings are obtained at the two first-named places. The 
Fens and Parkway will furnish miles of agreeable roads which, 
with all the adjacent houses of the future, will command views 
of stream-side scenery very unusual in the midst of a city. 
Lastly, in Franklin Park there is found a leafy screen which 
hides the town, a breadth of view, an openness, a peculiar 
kind of scenery, which, in spite of necessarily broad roads and 
eravel walks, is very refreshing, interesting, and beautiful in a 
high degree. Such park scenery bears little resemblance to 
either the ideal landscape of painters or the so-called natural 
landscape of farms, orchards, and wood-lots. No designer ot 
parks has ever pretended to imitate either of these kinds of 
landscape, and no sensible person will criticise a park for the 
absence or presence of either. It is the calling and duty of the 
conscientious landscape architect to devise ways of arranging 
land and its accompanying landscape so that whatever the par- 
ticular purpose in view may be, the result shall be as thoroughly 
convenient and at the same time as thoroughly beautiful as 
possible. This is the problem which presents itself in countless 
forms —in the smallest suburban lot and the finest country-seat, 
the new seaside pleasure resort and the new:factory town, the 
public school-boys’ playground and the ornate city square. The 
country park of a great city presents this universal problem in 
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one of its most difficult phases. Such a park is a tract of land 


dedicated to a particular purpose, namely, the refreshment. of - 


the bodies and souls of great numbers of people. In arranging 
land and landscape with this purpose in view, it is undoubtedly 
desirable to follow as far as possible the dictates of poetic ard 
artistic feeling for breadth of composition and picturesqueness 
of detail. On the other hand, itis a law of nature which must 
not be forgotten, that satisfying beauty springs from fitness or 
adaptation to purpose much more surely and directly than from 
added ornament or the most careful imitation. At all events, it 
is in this faith that the undersigned have worked for years upon 


the plans and designs of the Boston parks, with what measure of © 


success only time can determine.

CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


JANUARY 31, 1896. 
Mr. Epwarp C. Hopers, Chairman Board of Park Commis- 
sioners : 

Str: I herewith submit the following report of the work done, 
and of the matters of interest in connection with the work placed 
under my direction, by your Board, the work being continued 
under the immediate charge of Assistant Engineer E. W. Howe: 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


The construction of the driveways from Arlington street to 
Beacon street was completed so late in the season of 1894 that 
it was necessary to do considerable work in the spring to put 
them in proper condition. 7 

A drain was built from near the Ericson statue to the covered 
channel of Stony brook to take the surface water from that por- 
tion of the avenue between Massachusetts avenue and Charlesgate 
East, and the old catch-basins which were formerly drained by the 
pee of the water through the ground were connected with this 
drain. 

A cross-walk has been laid across the avenue at Kenmore street. 

The plantations, where they abut on the cross-streets, have been 
graded so as to turn the water from them and the central path 
pe the gutters, in order to prevent its flowing across the side- 
walks. 

In the summer the trees were badly infested with the Orgyia 
leucostigma, or tussock moth, and a number of boys were employed 
for the purpose of destroying the cocoons and eggs of the first 
brood of the moths. The caterpillar hatched from the eggs laid 
the previous fall completes its work of destruction in June, and 
then spins its cocoon in crevices of the bark of trees or other 
sheltered spots; the moth emerges about the twenty-first of June, 
and lays its egg upon the surface of the cocoon; the eggs hatch 
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in afew weeks, and a second brood of caterpillars attacks the 
foliage of the trees ; these, in turn, go through the various stages 
of development and deposit their eggs in the same manner as 
before; these eggs do not hatch until the following spring. The 
eggs can be readily found and easily destroyed when the trees 
are free from foliage. The work which was done in July and 
August was much more difficult than it would have been if done 
in the winter, but it was very satisfactory, and very little damage 
was done by the second brood of caterpillars, and very few of 
the eggs can now be found. The trees will be thoroughly exam- 
ined during the coming month, and all eggs found destroyed, so 
that there will probably be little damage done by this insect 
during the next summer. 


THe Fens. 


The bridge over the Boston and Albany railroad on Charles- 
gate West having settled so as to interfere with traffic on the 
railroad, it was closed to travel in May; the bridge superstructure 
was raised 17 to 20 inches, and the abutments and adjoining re- 
taining walls were built up to the new grade, the sidewalks and 
driveway on the approaches were brought up to grade and re- 
surfaced, and the curbstones reset. 

A portion of the drive and walks adjoining Fen bridge, which 
had settled so that they were not properly drained, were raised 
and resurfaced. 

Stone seats and a curbing have been built around the founda- 
tion of the John Boyle O’Reilly statue on the triangular area at 
the junction of Boylston entrance with the Fenway. The founda- 
tion for the monument was built in 1894. 


RIVERWAY. 


Drives, Rides, and Walks. —The only work under this head 
during the year has been the surfacing of that portion of Audu- 
bon road between Brookline avenue and the Boston and Albany 
railroad. This has been completed, with the exception of the 
boundary walk and a part of the walk near the administration 
building. Granite steps have been built, leading from the walk 
to the entrance to the building. 

_ Wall. — Ninety-five lineal feet of retaining wall have been 
built between Longwood avenue and Park street on the line of 
the parkway, connecting two sections of wall previously built. 


LEVERETT PARK. 


Walks. — All of the walks, except those on the hill north of 
Ward’s pond, have been finished. 

Walls and Fences. — The walls on Perkins street were pointed 
in the spring, and an iron fence 261 feet in length was built on 
top of the wall on the easterly side of Chestnut street. 

Miscellaneous. — A temporary boat-landing was built on Lever- 
ett pond. Repairs have been made to the pumping-station build- 
ing and machinery, and a new drain built from the pump well, 
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A sewer has been built by the Street Department from Pond . 
avenue through the park drive to Castleton street, and a branch 
is now being built from Castleton street to Perkins street. 

The grounds prepared for planting in 1894 have been planted 
or seeded, but much remains to be done. 


JAMAICA PARK. 


Boating Service. —'Three temporary boat-landings have been 
built; the permanent landing near Pond street was floored over 
with plank and a canvas-covered shelter built upon it. A wire 
was laid underground from Centre street to the boat-landing for 
the purpose of supplying electric current to the electric launches, 
two of which were put into service in July. <A large number 
of row-boats and canoes were also put into service at the same 
time. 

Refectory.— The Perkins mansion, while in process of recon- 
struction for use as a refectory, was burned on March 5th. 
Nearly the whole of the interior and the roof were destroyed, 
but the walls were not materially injured. New plans were at 
once prepared by the architects, Messrs. Wheelwright and Haven, 
and the work is now nearing completion. A sewer is being built 
to connect the building with the sewer in J amaicaway at Perkins 
street. 

Miscellaneous. — A short flight of steps has been built on the 
walk leading from the northerly end of the pond to Jamaicaway. 

Repairs have been made to the gate-house and to the conduit 
across Perkins street. 


ARBORWAY. 


No work has been done except at the crossing of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad, where the railroad company 
have begun the erection of the bridge which is to carry the rail- 
road over the parkway and Morton street. 

About 350 feet of water-pipe on*the line of pipe leading from 
Jamaica pond to Franklin Park has been laid at the above 
crossing. 

ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


The boundary wall on Centre and Walter streets has been 
finished, and the walls and posts for a gateway at the. Forest 
Hills entrance have been built. 

Plans are being prepared for a stone-crushing plant to be 
located on the reservation in the extension of the Arboretum, 
south of Bussey street. _ 


West Roxspury PARKWAY. 


Considerable work was done on the topographical survey in 
the early ‘part of the year, but it was discontinued on account of 
the press of other work.. Work on the survey has, however, 
been recently resumed. 

The exterior lines of the Parkway haye all been marked on the 
ground by stone bounds, -

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JAMAICA PARK — CLEARING ICE AFTER SNOW-STORM. 
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FRANKLIN PARK. 


Forest Hills Hntrance. —The bridge, which was nearly finished 
a year ago, and described in the last report, has been entirely 
completed. The drains have all been built, and a portion of the 
drive surfaced. The ledge at the junction with Circuit drive has 
been removed. 

Seaver Street. — The walks and slopes on the park side of the 
street have been finished, and trees have been planted on the 
northerly side of the street. The road from opposite Elm Hill 
avenue to the westerly end of the Greeting has been completed. 

fefectory. —Vhis building, begun in 1894, is not yet finished, 
but it is expected that it will be early in the spring. The wall 
“ supporting the terrace in front of the building was finished early 
in the year. ‘The drive leading to the refectory from the 
Greeting is nearly sub-graded, and a wall is being built on the 
westerly side of it. 

Water Supply. —Water-pipes have been laid from Forest Hills 
street to'the reservoir on Hagborne hill. There yet remain 
about 4,000 feet of pipe to be laid on Arborway to complete the 
hne from Jamaica pond to the reservoir. 

The reservoir is completed and ready for use. It is entirely 
below the original surface of the ground, and was excavated 
chiefly in rock, the bottom resting entirely on rock. This would 
have made the cost of the reservoir excessively high, except for 
the fact that the excavation served as a quarry, from which 
material for road surfacing was obtained. Inasmuch as the level 
of the water in the reservoir could not well be kept at a constant 
height, and its appearance, if exposed, would be unsightly, it 
was thought best to have it covered. 

The side walls are perpendicular, of American cement concrete, 
with a thickness nowhere less than one foot, the remaining space 
between the concrete and the ledge being filled with dry rubble. 

Brick piers, 16 inches square and 10 feet high, and 10 feet 
apart, were built for supporting the roof. On these piers arched 
ribs of brick masonry were built, running lengthwise of the 
reservoir, the rise of the arches being 1 foot, the span 8 feet 
8 inches, the width 16 inches, and the thickness at the crown 
8 inches; the spandrels were levelled up to the top of the 
arches. he ribs, together with the side walls, serve as supports 
for the cylindrical arches, of which, there are seven, running 
lengthwise of the reservoir; these latter arches are of Portland 
cement concrete, with a rise of one foot in a span of 8 feet 8 
inches, and are 8 inches in thickness. Manholes were built in 
each longitudinal arch. 

The bottom of the reservoir is covered with a layer of Ameri- 
can cement concrete 6 inches thick. The bottom and the side 
walls were covered with a layer of Portland cement mortar 4 inch 
thick, and then the whole surface of the side walls, bottom, and 
piers were covered with two coats of pure cement wash. 

The top of the reservoir is covered with loam with a least 
depth of 23 feet, 
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The 10-inch force main, which also. serves as a supply main, 
branches in a manhole just outside the reservoir and near one 
corner; each branch is provided with a gate and check valve. 
The branch which supplies the reservoir enters about 6 inches 
above the bottom, and is carried diagonally across the reservoir 
nearly to the farther corner, where it ends in a globe-shaped 
casting with an opening on top; the pipe is supported on brick 
piers. The branch which serves for an outflow pipe passes under 
the bottom of the reservoir a short distance, and terminates with 
an opening at the level of the bottom ; itis embedded in concrete. 

At the northeasterly corner there is an outlet for draining the 
reservoir and an overflow pipe; this outlet is connected with the 
drainage system of the park, so that by its use water can be sup- 
pled to the ponds in the park. 

The reservoir covers an area of 9,723 square feet, and has a 
capacity of 851,000 gallons, which is estimated to be a week’s 


supply, in the driest time, for water-carts on the drive between 


the reservoir and Jamaica Park, and also for supplying th 
loss by evaporation from the ponds in Franklin Park. 

Overlook Building. — Changes were made early in the year in 
the basement of this building in order to enlarge the women’s 
lavatory about one-half. 

Eitlicottdale and Cottage. — The cottage was opened in June, 
with a matron in charge, and was kept open until November 14. 
There were a great many visitors, and the dressing and bath 
rooms were largely used by tennis players. 

Tennis courts were laid out on the field, the department fur- 
nishing the poles and keeping the courts marked. The players 
provided their own nets, balls, and rackets, which they could 
check and leave in the cottage when not in use. The use of this 
ground is destined to be very popular. Its existence is not 
generally known, but it was no unusual sight during the past 
summer to see twenty courts occupied at one time. 

Miscellaneous. — A temporary boat-landing was built at Sear- 
boro pond, and a boating-service was maintained here through the 
season. 

A donkey service was established for Sundays, and was very 
much enjoyed by the children. | 
epee era, of sheep is now 221, there having been 82 sold in 
the fall. 


FRANKLIN FIELD. 


A wooden fence 767 feet in length has been built on the line 
meee the park property and the cemetery on the easterly 
side. 

The only other work done during the year has been the caring 
for the grass. The turf has improved in condition generally, 
although there has been some settlement, due to the withdrawal 
of the water from the soil by the underdrains. Cracks also ap- 
peared in the turf; these and the low places havé been filled. 

During the latter part of the season the new ground was used 
for baseball and football games. 


In October the first military parade oceurred on this ground, 


— 
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Battery A of the Massachusetts Volunteer Militia occupied a 
portion of the field on the occasion of its fall field-day. 

The water was turned on to the field on December 9, and the 
first skating was on December 14. 


DORCHESTER PARK. 
No work has been done here during the year. 


DORCHESTERWAY. 


No work of construction has been done here during the year 
by the Park Department. The Street Department has built a 
sewer on the southerly side of the parkway, between Pond street 
and Dorchester avenue. 

An arrangement was made with the Street Department by 
which that department kept the completed drive sprinkled during 
the season, the expense being charged to the Park Department. 


STRANDWAY. 


Considerable work has been done in making surveys and plans 
for the construction of that portion of this parkway east of O 
street, but owing to the delay in determining the method of 
construction at the sites to be occupied by ‘the yacht clubs, 
nothing further has been done. 


MARINE PARK. 


Filling. — The work to be done under the contract with Wil 
ham L. Miller, dated July 27, 1894, was finished on November 
21. The total amount of filling done under this contract was 
217,581 cubic yards, at 47 cents per cubic yard. 

Iron Pier. — The settlement of the filling has broken some of 
the columns at the shore end of the pier, so that it will be neces- 
sary to put new foundations under them. As but slight injury 
has been done to the superstructure, and the movement of the 
columns has nearly ceased, it will be well to delay the repairs 
until the movement has entirely stopped. 

Frequent measurements are being taken, and the structure is 
being carefully watched to see if any further damage occurs. 

Head House. — The building itself has been completed and 
turned over to the Department. Several minor contracts for 
lanndry machinery, electrical machinery, and lighting fixtures 
are yet unfinished. 

Miscellaneous. — After the new building is occupied there will 
be no further use for the old refectory building, and it should be 
removed and the grounds in its vicinity graded and planted. 

In June a floating theatre was allowed to be located alongside 
the Castle island bridge. It was maintained by a private com- 
pany» and, having proved a financial failure, was removed on July 


Range lights have been erected on the wooden pier by the 
United States Lighthouse Department, and an underground wire 
laid to them, 


~ 
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A channel has been dredged from the west wharf at Castle 


island to deep water, for the benefit of the boating-service. 

The watering of the driveway was done throughout the season 
by the Street Department, at the expense of the Park Depart- 
ment. 


Pupiic Park, Nortu Enp. 


Surveys and plans have been made for the construction of a 
portion of this park. A contract was made on November 4 with 


Trumbull and Ryan for grading and building walls and drains on- 


‘that portion of the park north of Commercial street for the sum 
of $41,752. This work is now in progress. 


Woop IstAnp PARK. 


The iron fence around the gymnasium: ground, and the iron 


frames for supporting the gymnastic apparatus, were completed .- 


late in the summer, The cost of this work was $2,923.25. 

The gymnastic apparatus was furnished and erected by the 
Narragansett Machine Company, of Providence, R.I., at a cost of 
$1,401.78. It consists of the following pieces :

Considerable grading was required in the gymnasium ground, 
and a cinder track 20 feet wide and one-fourth of a mile long 
was built around the grounds. <A shed for chest weights, with 
lockers for small articles, and fences around the places for shot 
throwing and the cable slides have also been built. 

The gymnasium was opened on September 6. The attendance 
until the close of the season was 43,356. The apparatus was dis- 
mantled on January 4, and preparations made for skating, of 
which an account will be found under the general head of 
Skating. | 

An area of the playground was covered with loam and sodded 
for use as a cricket ground. 

The gymnasium ground is very wet after a heavy rain, and 
should be underdrained during the coming spring, 
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CHARLESTOWN HeErGuts. 


The building has been provided with fixtures for lighting. It 
was opened on June 17, and closed for the winter on November 
14. A matron was in charge. 

During August, a class in kindergarten work was conducted 
under the direction of the Massachusetts Emergency and Hy- 
giene Association. 


CHARLESTOWN PLAYGROUND. 


No work has been done here during the year except to care for 
the filling done by the city teams and others. 
The aréa now filled approximately to grade is 7.8 acres. 


CHARLESBANK. 


Men's Gymnasium. —'The new building was occupied on Sep- 
tember 30. It is 24 stories. On the ground floor there is a 
large toilet-room for the public, a room for the use of the 
person in charge of the boating-service, a foreman’s room, a 
workmen’s room, and a room for the heater.’ On the second 
floor is an office for the superintendent of the gymnasium, a 
large locker and dressing room, containing 196 lockers, a toilet- 
room, and a bath-room provided with 6 shower-baths and other 
fixtures. 

The attic floor is used as a storeand work room. The building 
is lighted by electricity and is heated by hot water; both hot 
and cold water are supplied to the toilet and bath rooms. The 
entrance to the gymnasium is through this building, and by a 
bridge from the second floor across the running-track. Turn- 
stiles with a registering attachment are placed at this entrance 
so that a record of the attendance can be kept. 

The gymnasium grounds were used for skating during F[eb- 
ruary, but were closed during March and April. They were 
opened on May 1, and kept open until January 38, when the 
apparatus was dismantled, and the grounds flooded for skating. 
During the season the gymnasium was open on 197 days, the 
total estimated attendance being about 200,000. 

During the year there were four accidents: three of these were 
while the gymnasium was in use, and were slight; the fourth 
was during the skating season, a little girl having been quite 
severely injured while attempting to climb over the fence. 

Women’s Gymnasium. —'The enlargement of the building was 
completed early in the season, and it was opened on May 15. 

The building has been doubled in size, and now contains on 
the first floor a general waiting-room, an office for the superin- 
tendent, a large dressing and locker room, containing 124 lockers, 
toilet and bath rooms, a -heater-room, foreman’s and workmen’s 
rooms, and a store shed. On the second floor there is a toilet- 
room for women, and a hall which is used for gymnastic exercises 
on stormy days. A full account of the work of the gymnasium 
during the year will be found in the report of the Massachusetts 
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Emergency and Hygiene Association, which has charge of the 
work, 

Miscellaneous. — A drain was built in the spring, connecting 
the women’s building with the sewer in Charles street, the drain- 
age having been previously discharged into the river. 

The grounds and walks are in good condition. 

The sea-wall needs pointing badly, and it should be done early 
in the next season. 


SKATING. 


As during the past year the first attempt has been made on a 
large scale to maintain ice in a condition for skating, an account 
of the work done and the results obtained may, perhaps, be of 
interest. 

Heretofore, the appropriation for maintenance has been so 
small that very little could be done, and that only on the smaller 
grounds of Charlesbank and Wood Island Park. 

Preparations were made to keep the ice in good condition’ on 
the larger areas of Jamaica Pond and Franklin Field. During 
the skating season, a year ago, visits were made to Roger 
Williams Park, in Providence, R.I., Central Park, New York, and 
Prospect Park, Brooklyn, N.Y., and through the kindness 
of the superintendents of those parks much valuable information 
was obtained. We are also indebted to the Superintendent of 
South Park, Chicago, and the Superintendent of Parks of Minne- 
apolis for their assistance. 

The work which we have done during the year was largely 
experimental, and therefore more expensive than is likely to be 
the case in the future to secure the same results. ; 

The only natural water surface or pond where the ice has been 
cared tor is Jamaica pond, which has an area of 60 acres. 
This pond does not freeze over until quite late, so that the skat- 
ing season is shorter here than at other grounds. If the ice 
forms to a considerable thickness before it becomes covered with 
snow, the work is much simpler than it is when, as was the case 
this year, there is a heavy snowfall while the ice is too thin to 
support horses ; the snow prevents the ice from forming, and the 
only resource is to make holes at frequent intervals ; the weight 
of the snow forces the water up through the ice; the snow soon 
becomes saturated, and when frozen it 1s usually strong enough 
to support horses, but it is too rough for skating, chiefly on 
account of the tracks made by the men when making the holes. 
It is therefore necessary to plane the ice. For this purpose a 
special ice-plane was purchased. It consists of a square frame or 
sled, the runners of which are adjustable in height with reference 
to the knife; the latter is fixed to the frame at right angles to 
the line of travel ; at the back there is a pair of handles by which 
a man can guide the plane, and there is also a seat for the driver. 
The plane cuts a width of 52 inches, and can be easily hauled by 
two horses; with it from 24 to 3 acres can be planed ina working 
day. It leaves the ice with a very smooth surface. 

For removing the chips left by the planer, a scraper has been 
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used, of the same pattern as is used in Central Park, New York. 
It consists of two vertical sides of boards, 8 feet in length and 18 
inches high, joined together at one end at an angle of 60 degrees, 
the point being boarded over to form a seat for the driver. The 
open end has a strong brace, placed about midway of the height, 
and securely bolted to the sides, to the ends of which the draught 
rope is attached. ‘The inside faces of the sides have strips of 
thin iron or steel fastened to them at the bottom; a handle is 
attached at the point for lifting it. This scraper is used with 
one horse, and is dragged over the ice with the open side in 
front. When a load is obtained, it is dragged to the bank, where 
the driver lifts the back corner, thus clearing the snow, turns the 
scraper on the front corners, and starts for another load. This 
scraper clears the ice in a very satisfactory manner. It can be 
used for clearing off hight snow, — a depth of 8 inches having 
been cleared successfully. The scoop scraper used by ice com- 
panies is very useful for piling the snow on to the banks, and 
thus preventing the settlement of the ice along the shore. 

Where the number of skaters is large, the ice becomes worn in 
a short time, so that it is necessary to clean it. For this purpose, 
we have used one-horse street-sweeping machines loaned to us 
by the Street Department. The rims of the wheels were wound 
with wire to prevent slipping. ‘The machines swept the material 
on the ice into windrows, and then the triangular scrapers hauled 
it to the shore. This operation could be repeated for several days 
in succession ; after a time, however, the ice would become worn 
so unevenly that it would be necessary to plane it again. If a 
crust forms on the surface of the snow, the triangular scraper 
cannot be used until the crust is broken; to do this, the scoop 
scraper can be run through the snow to break it up. About 7 
acres can be swept by one machine in a working day. 

About 20 acres have been kept in good condition during the 
past month by the above means. 

At Franklin Field there is an area of over 40 acres of level 
meadow, which is kept dry in summer, but which can be flooded 
in winter by closing a gate at the outlet of the under-drains, and 
turning the flow of the brooks on to the field. Ice can be formed 
here much earlier than on a pond. As soon as the ground 
freezes, the water is turned on to it; the water freezes to the 
ground, and the latter can then be flooded. ‘This cannot be done 
on a pond, as the ice, being of less specific gravity than the water, 
always floats at the top. The same method of caring for the 
ice is pursued here as at Jamaica pond, but it can be done more 
economically, as there are no steep banks, and the snow can be 
scraped clear of the ice on to the surrounding ground; as there 
is no danger of the ice settling, piles of snow can be made at any 
point on the field. When the ice becomes rough it can be planed, 
or, if the weather will permit of it, it can be flooded and a new 
surface formed. 

At Charlesbank and Wood Island Park, the conditions are 
similar to those at Franklin Field, except that there is no natural 
water supply, and resort must be had to hydrants. This can be 
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done here, as the areas are small and the cost of the water is, 


therefore, not great. The most successful method.of restoring 


the worn-out surface at these parks has been by spraying with 
the hose when the temperature is below freezing. By this 
means a good body of hard ice can be built up. 

The attendance has been very large at all of the skating 
grounds. At Jamaica Park and Franklin Field there is gneat 
need of buildings for the accommodation of the large number of 
people who frequent these parks. 

The following table gives some statistics showing the oreat 
interest felt by the people i in the skating and the slight cost per 
person at which the amusement has been furnished.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE MASSACHU- 
SETTS EMERGENCY AND. HYGIENE ASSOCIATION 
IN CHARGE OF THE WOMEN’S AND CHILDREN’S 
DIVISION AT CHARLESBANK. 


Boston, January 11, 1896. 
To the Park Commissioners : . 

' GENTLEMEN: It is again our privilege to submit to you our 
report for the fifth year of our work at Charlesbank. 

The attendance has never been so large as during the last 
season, from May 15 to November 1; the total number of per- 
sons admitted having been 190,221, being 44,329 more than the 
previous year. Of this total, 92,650, or a daily average of 643, 
took gymnastic work of one or another kind, while the average 
Sunday attendance in the Lodge and on the Playground was 866. 


GYMNASIUM. 


The turnstile, which in the spring was placed at its entrance, in 
addition to the one at the Lodge, has enabled us to measure more 
accurately the number of persons who practised within its enclosure. 
Of those doing regular gymnastic work, four hundred and five 
wore gymnasium suits, others dexterously improvised a divided 
skirt or trousers out of an ordinary full skirt, which appeared 
again aS such as soon as the pins confining it were removed. 

_ Notwithstanding the often crowded ‘attendance, but four’ acci- 

dents occurred : one girl had her tongue cut, another was struck in 
the mouth and lost a tooth, and two others received slight sprains. 
Within a week all were back again at the gymnasium. 

Many who in previous summers have‘had class work, the past 
season preferred to do free work inthe gymnasium. It is evident 
that the general tendency is for free work under direction ; at the 
same time, it is never wise to allow pupils to exercise exactly as 
they please. , 


Cuass Work. 


In spite of all our efforts to systematize and render popular 
class instruction, it is, as we have stated in a previous report, 
impossible to have regular class exercise in a large, free, public 
eymnasium, nor is it. essential to its success. Its purpose is 
that of provision for physical exercise — how that purpose shall 
be carried out must depend on circumstances. We by no means 
advise the abandonment of class work; on the contrary, we wish 
to increase it, and to emphasize its importance, because it helps 
the women and children to realize the necessity and dignity of 
progressive, systematic exercise. 

The schedule of the classes is as follows: 

One class for advanced pupils, eight to fifteen in number, met 
twenty-one times. 

One class for beginners, eight to forty-two in number, met 
every afternoon during school vacation. 
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One class for young women, eight to fifteen in number, met 
fourteen times. (oa | 
One morning class for older women, two to nine in number, met 
twenty-two times. ; 

Many individual pupils, who had progressive work under direc- 
tion from thirty to sixty minutes, met most of the season at 9 
A.M. and 6.45 P.M. The class work began June 27, and ended 
October 9. Team-racing has been liked more than football in 
class work, the girls often starting themselves, and racing for their 
colors as eagerly as collegians. 


SPECIAL CASES. 


There have been but nineteen of these, who, suffering from 
paresis, curvature of the spine, or nervousness, received regular 
treatment for varying periods of time. Some came from the 
Massachusetts General Hospital and Chambers-street Dispensary. 
All improved, while the girl who came regularly for four months 
was greatly benefited. The usual .measurements of height, 
weight, development of chest, etc., were taken in thirty-five cases, - 
ages ranging from nine to thirty-five years, but with unsatisfactory 
results, for by the middle of September the children came only 
after school hours, when the teachers were so busy in the gym- 
nasium that second measurements were seldom obtained. 


BATHs. 


These have been the new feature in the year’s success. 
Though from the beginning the girls have been able to take 
sponge baths in the booths at the end of the gymnasium, there 
were no adequate bathing facilities until the spring of 1895, 
when a bath annex to the Lodge was built, and provided with 
two tub and spray baths and lockers. Many of the children 
were so ignorant of the conditions of a spray or a tub bath that 
they asked if it were necessary to take off all theirclothes. Four 
hundred and nineteen tub, and three thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-six spray baths, or a total of four thousand three hundred 
and fifty-five baths were taken by six hundred and fifty-six differ- 
ent girls, a daily average, from the time the privilege began, of 
twenty-five. One hundred and forty-two took but one bath, 
seventy-seven took over fifteen baths; fifty-two was the largest 
number taken by any one girl, and ninety-six the largest number 
of baths taken in any one day. Eight dressing-gowns were pro- 
vided by friends, but the bathers soon preferred to manage their 
own wardrobe. Nine thousand one hundred and forty towels and 
rollers were used in the baths and at the hand-basins, so it can 
be fairly assumed that Charlesbank has become an important 
factor in the hygienic condition of certain parts of the city. 

In the gymnasium, each girl entitled to a bath received a card 
with the words spray or tub bath printed on it, the superin- 
tendent writing upon it the name of the girl, who then presented 
it to the officer of the baths at the Lodge. This arrangement 
was rendered necessary, as by a previous method we had found 
that the tickets changed owners, one ticket having gone to three 
girls before it was presented at the bath annex. 
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THE KINDERGARTEN DEPARTMENT, 


as we like to call it, with Miss Rosa Doyle in charge, has flour- 
ished on the grassy playground. More time than in previous 
years has been given to systematic play with the little children, 
with good results. Paper folding, pasting colored papers on 
cards in the form of designs, and the sewing of colored worsteds 
into pricked cards have been the chief occupations. The moral 
influence of the playground, and the steady, kind treatment of 
the children, are of large service in the formation of their char- 
acters. ‘There was a total attendance of 2,648, or 61 classes, who 
did kindergarten work, knitting, and crocheting, and 2,655 
pricked cards were given out, while thousands played as they 
wished on the green, inventing their own good times. The play- 
ground is educational. We hope to introduce flower making and 
a little botany next summer. 

Our visitors: have been numerous, coming as specialists in 
gymnastics and philanthropy to observe our methods. 

_ We have had gifts of books, papers, hundreds of pricked cards, 
flowers, gymnasium suits, a baby carriage, and tickets for picnics 
for thirty-nine children. 

The association has borne the expenses of many slight addi- 
tions to the working conveniences of the children, for as they were 
in the nature of experiments, though meeting with success, we 
did not feel at liberty to ask them of your Board, which with 
wise generosity and skilful adaptation of means to ends has done 
everything for our comfort and the benefit of those who frequent 
Charlesbank. 

Miss McMartin has fulfilled her duties as superintendent-in- 
chief with the same fidelity, skill, and knowledge of human nature, 
as well as of gymnastics, as in past seasons. She has been most 
ably seconded by Miss Mahoney as assistant superintendent. 
Miss Frances Sanborn has been in charge of the baths, and Miss 
Howe and Miss Phelps have also rendered acceptable occasional 
service. Mr. E. W. Howe, engineer, and Mr. John F. Murphy, 
sub-foreman, have helped us over many difficulties and made our 


work a pleasure. 
WINTER: CLASSES. 


These began in November, in the large, unfinished upper room 
over the bath annex, in accordance with a long cherished wish, 
which was made practicable by your financial assistance, aided by 
that of our association. The classes meet two evenings in the 
week, from 7.30 to 9 o’clock, and are for older girls and women, 
not for children. It is especially the working girls whom we 
wish to reach by this evening gymnastic work, which we frankly 
confess is an experiment. At first racial and class feelings 
among the pupils occasioned misgivings, which soon wore away. 
Now after a few weeks’ trial we have an enrolment of forty 
members, and at present date of writing an attendance of about 
twenty. Asthe class has steadily increased we hope this number 
will soon be doubled. Climbing ropes, parallel bars, jumping 
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standard, chest weights, wands, and dumb-bells constitute now our 
simple apparatus, with the welcome addition of a piano to mark 
time in some of the exercises, and to add to the pleasantness of 
the evenings. 

Miss Mary Mahoney is the superintendent and teacher, and has 
stimulated the interest of the women by her wise zeal and grace- 
ful exercises. We shall rejoice if the slight success achieved this 
winter may justify your approval of the continuance of the winter 
classes another year, with more equipments. 

In the supervision of this class, as well as that of the summer 
work, the committee has endeavored to execute faithfully the 
trust you have placed in them. We have taken turns as visitors, 
and have given constantly, gladly, and freely of our time and 
ability. 

In addition to our care at Charlesbank, our association pro- 
vided a kindergartner, who went to the Charlestown Playground | 
every afternoon in August. The park is one of the most beauti- 
ful in the city, and is surrounded by homes where live innumerable 
children. It was delightful to see how easily the rudeness or 
roughness of the younger boys and girls yielded to the gentle 
management of the lady teacher, who was besought not only by 
them, but by their parents, “to keep coming until all the children 
learnt manners, and could have good times even if they weren’t 
worth anything,” as one mother expressed herself.

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INDENTURE BETWEEN THE CITY OF BOSTON AND 
THE PRESIDENT AND FELLOWS OF HARVARD 
COLLEGE, WITH REFERENCE TO ARNOLD ARBO- 
RETUM AND BUSSEY PARK. 


Indenture made the twenty-second day of April, in the year 


’ eighteen hundred and ninety-five, between the City of Boston, a 


municipal corporation in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
(hereinafter called the City), of the one part, and the President 
and Fellows of Harvard College, a corporation established by the 


laws of Massachusetts (hereinafter called the College), of the 


other part, supplementary to an indenture between the same par- 
ties made on the thirtieth day of December in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-two. 

Whereas, the Board of Park Commissioners of the City of 
Boston, by virtue of the authority conferred upon said Board by 
chapter one hundred and eighty-five of the Acts of the Legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
five, by a certain written instrument of even date herewith, to be 
recorded with Suffolk Deeds, has taken and located as and for 
a public park, a certain tract of land in that part of said City 
known as West Roxbury, held by the College under the trusts 
created by the will of Benjamin Bussey, for the purpose of ex- 
tending the Arnold Arboretum, so called, and for the purposes 
and under the powers and limitations set forth in said act and 
acts in addition thereto and amendment thereof, said tract of 
land so taken being in addition to certain other lands dedicated 
to the use of said Arboretum, and certain adjoining tracts, the 
property of other parties, deemed by said Commissioners con- 
venient and necessary for use in connection therewith, and taken 
for the purposes aforesaid by two certain instruments, dated 
respectively December 30, 1882, and December 24, 1892, and re- 
corded with Suffolk Deeds ; 

And, whereas, by an act of the General Court of Massachusetts, 
passed on the twelfth day of February, in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-five, it was enacted that, in case the said 
Board of Park Commissioners deem it desirable so to take 
the said lands for the said purposes, said Board of Park 
Commissioners acting for the City was thereby authorized to 
lease such portion of the said Arboretum and adjoining 
tracts so taken as the said Board of Park Commissioners 
might deem not necessary for use as parkways and grounds to 
the College, to be held to the same uses and purposes as the said 
Arboretum was then held under the trusts created by the wills of 
Benjamin Bussey and of James Arnold, and for such a term, 
and upon such mutual restrictions, reservations, covenants, and 
conditions as to the use thereof by the public, in connection with 
the uses of the same under the said trusts, and as to the rights, 
duties, and obligations of the contracting parties as might be 
agreed upon between the said Commissioners with the approval 
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of the Mayor and the College. And the Board of Park Commis- 
sioners, on the part of the City, and the Treasurer, on behalf of | 
the College, were respectively authorized to execute and deliver 
the said lease ; | 

And, whereas, the said Board of Park Commissioners deems 
such portion of the said Arboretum and adjoining tracts, as is 
hereinafter described and leased, to be not necessary for use as 
parkways and grounds, and considers that the same will be better 
and more advantageously enjoyed and used by the public as a 
part of the said park, if the same be leased to the College for the 
purposes of the said trusts, and upon such terms, and subject 
to such provisions with regard to the use thereof by the public, 
as are hereinafter contained ; and it has been agreed between the 
said Commissioners, with the approval of the Mayor, and the Col- 
lege that the same be leased to the College for the term, and upon 
the mutual restrictions, reservations, covenants, and conditions 
hereinafter expressed : . 

Now, this Indenture witnesseth, that the said Board of Park 
Commissioners acting for the City, by virtue and in exercise of 
the power and authority given to it by the said act, and of every 
other power and authority it hereto enabling, doth demise and 
lease unto the College all that parcel of land delineated on a plan 
entitled “Plan for the Extension of Arnold Arboretum,” dated 
April 15, 1895, signed by Wiliam Jackson, City Engineer, and to 
be recorded herewith, said parcel being situate in that part of said 
Boston known as West Roxbury, and bounded and described as 
follows: Beginning at the intersection of the south-westerly line 
of South street near Bussey bridge with the north-westerly line of 
the location of the Boston & Providence railroad, and running 
north-westerly on said South street by a curve turning to the 
north and north-east, then north-easterly, then north-easterly 
again by a curve turning to the north, north-west and west, all 
bounding on said South street, in all about 785.60 feet to Bussey 
street; thence running westerly on said Bussey street about 
1,866.21 feet to Walter street; thence running westerly on said 
Walter street by a curve of small radius turning to the south, 
then southerly, then southerly by a curve turning to the south- 
west, then south-westerly, then south-westerly by a curve turning 
to the south, then southerly, all bounding on said Walter street, 
in all about 1,168.27 feet, to a cemetery; thence running south- 
easterly, bounding on said cemetery, by a stone wall, about 
368.81 feet; thence south-westerly, bounding on said cemetery, 
by a stone wall, about 86.21 feet to land of Carleton Keyes and 
William A. Mosman; thence south-easterly, bounding on land of 
said Keyes and Mosman, on land of Frederick E. Kendall, on 
other land of said Keyes and Mosman, on land of Edward C. 
North, on other land of said Keyes and Mosman, on land of 
Annie L. Carlson, on land of Charles E. and George W. Browne, 
on land of Elizabeth N. Eichorn, on land of Hugh Fitzpatrick, 
and on land of Frederick W. Beering, by a stone wall, about 
899.11 feet to land of the Boston & Providence Railroad Com- 
pany ; thence continuing south-easterly, bounding on said land of 
said railroad company, by a stone wall, about 399.22 feet to the 
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north-westerly line of the location of the Boston & Providence 
railroad ; thence running north-easterly, bounding on said Boston 
& Providence railroad location, about 1,560.63 feet to the point 
of beginning ; containing 67.6 acres more or less. 

Also a certain other parcel of land situate in said Boston, in 
that part thereof known as West Roxbury, and bounded and 
described as follows: Beginning at the corner of Centre and 
Walter streets and running thence on said Centre street about 
$15.52 feet to said Arboretum; thence on said Arboretum by an 
irregular line about 1,223.55 feet to said Walter street; thence 
on said Walter street about 175.65 feet to the point of begin- 
ning: containing about 195,024 square feet, and shown on a plan 
signed by Alexis H. French, Civil Engineer, dated December 24, 
1892, and on file in the office of said Commissioners, and on a 
copy of said plan filed in the Registry of Deeds for the County 
of Suffolk. 

Also the parcels of land marked respectively “ A” and*“B” on 

the plan referred to in said Indenture dated December 30, 1882, 
and excepted and reserved out of said prior indenture. 
' Excepting and always reserving out of these presents all those 
parts of said lands delineated and marked as driveways on the 
said plan, and also those parts of said lands delineated and 
marked on said plan as “(Quarry Reservation” and “ Traffic 
Road”; and granting with the premises hereby leased a free and 
unobstructed right of way upon and over all the driveways and 
the traffic road delineated on said plan, and so marked thereon. 

To have and to hold the premises hereby leased (hereinafter 
called the Arnold Arboretum) unto the College, and its suc- 
cessors and assigns, for the term of one thousand years from 
the date hereof, without impeachment of waste, upon and for the 
same trusts, uses, and purposes as those upon and for which 
the said land held by the College for the purposes of the said 
Arboretum, at the said time of the passing of the said act of the 
year 1880, was then held under the will of Benjamin Bussey and 
the will of James Arnold, and a certain indenture, dated the 29th 
day of March, in the year 1872, and made between George B. 
Emerson, John J. Dixwell, and Francis E. Parker, as trustees of 
the will of the said James Arnold, of the one part, and the 
College of the other part, in which indenture the trusts provided 
for in the said will of James Arnold are declared in pursuance 
of the directions in the said will contained, yielding and paying 
therefor, during the said term, the yearly rent of one dollar. 
And the City covenants with the College, its successors and 
assigns, that the College, and its successors and assigns, shall 
peaceably hold and enjoy the premises hereby leased during 
the said term without any interference or control of the City, or 
any person claiming through or under it. That the City will, at 
all times, save and keep harmless and indemnified the College, 
and its successors and assigns, and keep the premises hereby 
leased free and discharged of and from all taxes and assessments 
of every description which, during the said term, may be 
assessed or payable in respect of or charged upon the premises 
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hereby leased, or any part thereof. That the City will make 
and finish, fit for use, within five years from the date hereof, the 
driveways, of which the sites and dimensions are delineated on 
the said plan, and so marked thereon, and will, within two years 
from the date hereof, finish, fit for use, the driveway running 
through the valley from Walter street to South street; and that 
the said driveways, during the said term, shall be repaired and 
maintained in a proper and substantial manner, free of all charge 
and expense to the College, and its successors and assigns. ‘That 
the City will, during the said term, provide and maintain a 
proper and sufficient police in and about the Arnold Arboretum, 
and the said parts excepted from these presents, and the said 
driveways, for the preservation of order and good conduct and 
the observance of the rules hereinafter mentioned or provided 
for, and will maintain necessary or suitable boundary fences 
about the whole of said Arboretum. That no public street or 
highway, except as shown on said plan, and no steam or horse 
railway, or construction for lke purposes, shall be laid out 
through or over any part of the Arnold Arboretum, except in 
such places, if any, and in such manner as, the Park Commis- 
sioners and the College shall approve. And that if the College, 
its successors or assigns, shall be desirous of taking a renewed 
lease of the said premises for the further term of one thousand 
years from the expiration of the term hereby granted, the City 
or its assigns will, upon the request and at the expense of the 
College, its successors or assigns, and upon its or their executing 
and delivering to the City or its assigns a counterpart thereof, 
forthwith execute and deliver to the College, its successors or 
assigns, a renewed lease of the said premises for the further 
term of one thousand years, at the same yearly rent and upon 
and subject to the same restrictions, reservations, covenants, and 
conditions, as are herein contained, including this present cove- 
nant, and so on from time to time forever, And the College, for 
itself and its successors and assigns, covenants with the City that 
the College will not commence or prosecute any action, suit, or 
other proceeding against the City for the enforcement or recovery 
of any damages or claim which the College may have or be 
entitled to against the City by reason of the said taking of the 
said land hereinbefore described. 

And that the Arnold Arboretum shall, at all reasonable times, 
be open to the inspection of the public as a part of the said park, 
subject to the rules provided for in said indenture of December 
30, 1882. Provided, always, and it is hereby declared, that the 
City shall be at liberty to erect and maintain suitable gateways 
for entrance thereto upon any of the said excepted parts, and to 
maintain gates there. And that no pavilion, kiosh, urinal, mu- 
seu, greenhouse, stable, shed, or other building (except as above 
provided, and except such yards and service buildings as the 
administration of said park may require), shall be erected or main- 
tained within the Arnold Arboretum, or in any of the excepted 
parts, or in any of the said driveways, without the prior consent 
of the Park Commissioners and the College. Provided, also, and 
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it is hereby declared and decreed that the use of the Arnold 
Arboretum, and of the said excepted parts, and of the said drive- 
ways, by the City and its assigns, and the College, its successors 
and assigns, and the public, shall be subject to the rules herein- 
before mentioned, and to such additional rules as have been or 
may, from time to time, be agreed upon between the Park Com- 
missioners and the College. But any of the said rules may be 
altered or annulled by agreement between the Park Commission- 
ers and the College. 

It is agreed that when Bussey street is changed according to 
said new plan, the City shall restore the land now occupied by 
that street to such a condition of soil and surface that it can be 
suitably planted with trees, and thenceforward the said land shall 
be held by the College under this lease. 

And it is further stipulated and agreed that the Arnoid Arbor- 
etum, so called, together with the land hereby leased, shall here- 


_ after be known and called by the name of the Arnold Arboretum 


and Bussey Park. 

In witness whereof, the City, by its Board of Park Commission- 
ers, and the College, by its Treasurer, have hereto set their respec- 
tive corporate seals, and caused these presents to be signed, 
acknowledged, and delivered in their name and behalf by the 
said Commissioners and the said Treasurer, the day and year first

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AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE CITY OF BOSTON AND 
WILLIAM E. SHELDON, PROVIDING FOR A BOAT-— 
SERVICE IN THE PUBLIC PARKS. 


This Agreement, made and entered into in the City of Boston, 

County of Suffolk, and State of Massachusetts, this fourth day of 
March, eighteen hundred and ninety-five, by and between the 
City of Boston, acting by its BoaRp or PARK COMMISSIONERS, 
party of the first part, and Wiii1aAm EH. SuHELpon, of Braintree, 
County of Norfolk, State of Massachusetts, party of the second 
jart, 
Witnesseth, said City of Boston hereby grants to said party 
of the second part, so far as it can lawfully do so, the exclusive 
right and privilege from the date hereof until December 31, 1900, 
of maintaining and operating for hire a public boat-service in the 
waters of the park system of said City, and of conveying passen- 
gers by water to and from the different landings in said park 
system controlled by said Park Commissioners, subject, however, 
to the conditions and restrictions herein set forth. 

Said City agrees to provide, at its own expense, such jetties, - 
shelters, offices, store-rooms for boats and fittings, landing con- 
veniences, excepting floats and gangways, as the said Commis- 
sioners shall deem necessary, and at its own expense to drive all 
piles necessary for mooring the said floats. 

Said party of the second part, for and in consideration of the 
above-described rights and privileges, agrees and promises to 
furnish, at his own expense, boats for the purpose of accommodat- 
ing the visitors to the public parks, for hire, so many in number 
as may be necessary, and of such varying sizes and styles, as in 
the judgment of the Park Commissioners may be desirable. 

Said party of the second part agrees and promises that the 
number of boats furnished under this agreement during the first 
or the present season shall not be less than 

Eighty (80) Whitehall boats, 

Forty (40) St. Lawrence skiffs, 

Twenty (20) fishing boats, 

Fifty (60) canoes of various styles, 

Twenty-five (25) Adirondack and Lenox boats, 

Four (4) electric launches, 
and that the number of boats shall be increased, from time to time, 
as the requirements of the public shall demand, in the opinion of 
the party of the first part. 

Said party of the second part agrees that the boats furnished 
by him shall be first class in every respect; of dimensions, 
material, style, and finish approved by the landscape architects 
of the said party of the first part in accordance with the specifi- 
cations hereto annexed. All awnings, decorations, and colors shall 
be satisfactory to the said landscape architects, and all the em- 
ployees shall be appropriately clothed in uniforms approved by 
the said party of the first part. ; 

Said party of the second part agrees to provide at his own ex- 
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pense as many employees on the several boats and at the several 
landings as may be necessary for the proper conduct of the busi- 
ness, and for the safety of the pubhe; that no sailing-boats shall 
be let to any person unless accompanied by a competent sailing- 
master, furnished by said party of the second part, and that the | 
charges for the use of any and all boats shall be at all times reason- 
able and just, subject to the approval of said party of the first 
part, and not in excess of those usually charged in the vicinity of 
Boston for the service of the most nearly corresponding character, 
provided that the minimum charge for the use of boats let for 
periods of time shall not be fixed at less than twenty-five cents 
per hour. 

Said party of the second part further agrees that he will com- 
mence to operate at least one-half of the boats to be furnished 
during the first season on the 20th day of May, 1895, and will 
supply boats as fast as, in the opinion of the party of the first 
part, they are required by the patronage, and that he will con- 
tinue to operate the said boats during such hours of the day, and 
during such months of the year, as may be required by the said 
party of the first part. 

Said party of the second part agrees that he will indemnify and 
save harmless the said party of the first part from any loss arising 
out of, or sustained on account of any damage to persons or prop- 
erty occasioned by the operation of said boats, it being understood 
and agreed that he is to have full control of said boats, floats, and 
gangways, subject to the regulations of the Park Commissioners. 

Said party of the second part agrees and promises that he will 
at any time permit the said party of the first part, or any one 
authorized by it, to inspect and examine any and all of said boats 
and their appurtenances, and that he will maintain and operate 
said boats to the satisfaction of said Board of Park Commissioners. 

Said party of the second part agrees that he will observe and 
cause to be observed by his employees and patrons, so far as he 
may be able to do so, all police, sanitary, and other rules and 
regulations of whatever sort now existing, or hereafter to be 
adopted by said party of the first part, for the general govern- 
ment and regulations of the park grounds and waters. 

Said party of the second part agrees and promises that he will 
afford the said party of the first part, or its officers or agents, 
transportation without charge on said boats, and agrees that in case 
of accident to any person, any of his boats may be, at once and 
without charge therefor, taken by any police officer or other em- 
ployee of the party of the first part for use in such emergency. 

Said party of the second part agrees and promises that he will 
provide and keep for rental an adequate number of suitable boats 
for use for fishing, of a pattern to be approved by the party of the 
first part, and to be well-found for the purpose, to the satisfaction 
of said party of the first part, and that no fishing shall be allowed 
im any other boats than those thus provided for that purpose. 

Said party of the second part agrees and promises that he will, 
at such points as may be designated by the party of the first 
part, and for a compensation not greater than seventy-five cents 
($0.75) per week for row-boats, and one dollar and twenty-five 
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cents ($1.25) for sail-boats of twenty feet or less in length, store 
and suitably care for any boats and boat furniture owned by 
private parties who may desire to obtain such storage and care 
from said party of the second part. 

Said party of the second part agrees and promises that he will, 
wherever the patronage will warrant it in the opinion of the 
party of the first part, maintain lnes of omnibus or ferry boats, 
running over prescribed routes at regular intervals, and operated 
either by oars or by power, for the convenience of such persons 
as prefer to patronize such boats and pay by the trip instead of 
by the hour. 

It is understood and agreed that said party of the second part 
may at any time he thinks desirable for the purpose of enlarging 
the business, and for his own convenience, take in one or more 
partners or put it into a corporation by getting the consent of the 
party of the first part before doing so, and upon the forming of 
such a company or corporation the party of the second part shall 
assign and transfer to said company or corporation, all rights, 
privileges, and obligations contained in this agreement, and it is 
agreed and understood by and between the parties hereto that 
such assignment and transfer shall be assented to or approved 
by said party of the first part, and that no assignment, transfer, 
or other disposition of this license or of any of the rights and 
privileges by it conferred shall be made by said party of the 
second part, or his assigns, unless such assignment, transfer, or 
disposition shall be satisfactory to said party of the first part. 

It is mutually understood and agreed that, in case said boat- 
service and the exercise by said party of the second part, or 
by said company or corporation, of the rights and privileges 
conferred by this agreement, are not satisfactory in all respects 
to the Board of Park Commissioners, or are not, after notice 
thereof, made satisfactory to them, said Board may terminate this 
hicense by giving to said party of the second part, or his assigns, 
six months’ written notice of their intention to terminate the 
same, and all the rights and privileges granted by this agreement 
or license shall thereupon be forfeited at the expiration of said 
six months.

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SPECIFICATIONS FOR THE STOCK, EQUIPMENT, AND 
MANAGEMENT OF THE BOATING-SERVICE OF 
THE DEPARTMENT OF PARKS. OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON. 


The material, construction, workmanship, finish, and equip- 
ments of the boats, otherwise than as provided for in the follow- 
ing general specifications, shall be of the highest yachting 
standard, and satisfactory in all respects to the landscape archi- 
tects, and all boats shall be scraped, sand-papered, varnished, 
or painted before they get shabby. 

Electric Launches. —'To be of dimensions suitable to the ser- 
vices required of them. Frame of white oak, planking of cedar, 
decks and interior woodwork of mahogany ; outsides of hulls to be 
painted white; decks and interior work varnished, with pumice- 
rubbed finish. The launches, with their awnings, gratings, fittings, 
and furniture, to be generally similar to and in every particular 
as good as those used at the World’s Columbian Exposition, in 
Chicago. 

Sail-Boats. —'To be not less than 18 feet long, and of such 
beam, model, sparring, rig, and form, and area of sail, as to be safe, 
seaworthy, and non-sinkable. Frame to be of oak, planking of 
cedar, interior woodwork to be varnished, exterior woodwork to 
be painted as shall be approved by the landscape architects. 
Seats to be furnished with cushions of canvas, with hair top, 
stuffed with cork chips or deer hair, and adapted to serve as life 
preservers, if required by the party hiring the boats. Sail-boats 
to be furnished with oars, life-preservers, boat-hook, anchér, cable, 
and a keg or tank of fresh water, and also to fly the Department 
burgee when in service. 

Whitehall Boats. — To be 12 or 15 feet long. Oak frame, white 
cedar planking, inside finish of oak or ash; hull to be varnished 
inside and out, and to be furnished with gratings at bow and stern. 

St. Lawrence Skiffs. —To be 16 to 18 feet long. Oak frame, 
white cedar planking, interior of mahogany, hull finished in nat- 
ural colors. Boats to be furnished with cushions and burgee 
as required above under the heading of sail-boats. Rowlocks 
and other fittings and trimmings of brass. 

Randams. — To be 17 to 19 feet long. Oak frame, white cedar 
planking, with mahogany tops. Interior finish and gratings of 
mahogany. Boats to be furnished with cushions and burgee as 
required above under the heading of sail-boats. After seat to be 
fitted with back rest. All woodwork to be finished in natural 
colors varnished. Fittings of brass. 

Lenox Boats. —To be 14 to 16 feet long. Oak frame, oak 
ribs, cedar planking, mahogany tops, and inside finish all var- 
nished in natural colors. Boats to be furnished with cushions 
and burgee as required above under the heading of. sail-boats. 
Fittings of brass. 

Adirondack Boats. — Same construction, finish, and equipments 
as Lenox boats, and to be 13 to 15 feet long. 
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Canoes. —'To be 16 to 18 feet long, of oak frame, cedar plank- 
ing, or covered with canvas; interior varnished, exterior var- 
nished or painted, as may be approved by the landscape 
architects. Canoes to be furnished with life-preserving cushions, 
as above described under the heading of sail-boats. 

Oars. — Every boat to be supphed with a boat-hook, and with 
oars of the best quality; the oars to be of straight or of spoon 
style, as customers may prefer, leathered, coppered, and var- 
nished; and to be frequently overhauled, sand-papered, and 
varnished, and otherwise kept in good order. 

Rates of Fare. —The rates of fare shall in no case exceed the 
following, and shall be posted conspicuously at all landings where 
all boats are kept: 

Omnibus and ferry boats, ranning over a prescribed course, ten 
cents per passenger for each trip not exceeding twenty minutes in 
length. 

Electric Launches. — With one attendant, three dollars ($3.00)

: Sail Boats. Eighteen feet long, with sailing-master, one dollar 
and twenty-five cents ($1.25) per hour, five dollars ($5.00) for half 
day, eight dollars ($8.00) per day. If a sail-boat gets becalmed 
down the harbor and does not get back within 24 hours, through 
no fault of the passengers, they shall not be required to pay a 
greater rate than the fare for one day. 

Fishing-Boats. — Twenty-five (25) cents per hour, one dollar 
($1.00) per half day, and one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) per 
~day. Fishing outfits, shrimp and clam bait will be supplied at a 
reasonable cost. 

ftiow-Boats and Canoes. — Week-days, except Saturday after- 
noons and holidays, thirty cents per hour, one dollar and fifty 
cents ($1.50) per half day, and two dollars ($2.00) per day. 

_ Low-Boats and Canoes. — Saturday afternoons, Sundays, and 
holidays, forty cents per hour, two dollars ($2.00) per half day, 
and three dollars and fifty cents ($3.50) per day. . 

ftow-Boats with cushions, etc., five cents per hour extra. Row- 
boats with rower, twenty-five cents per hour extra. Five-cent 
tickets for the use of boats are to be sold in packages of one hun- 
dred, at a reduction of 25 per cent. 

Uniforms. —To be of yachting style, in accordance with sam- 
ples to be approved by the landscape architects. 

Regulations for Passengers. — All passengers must conform to 
the police and other regulations of the Park Commissioners, and 
that such regulations may be enforced, one man in each boat hav- 
Ing a boatman, and one man on each landing will, if practicable, 
be clothed with the powers of special officers. 

Qualifications and Conduct of Boatmen. — All boatmen shall 
be skilled in and accustomed to the duties in which they shall be 
employed. When on duty they shall be sober, and shall drink 
nothing intoxicating ; they shall be clean and neat in person and. 
attire; they shall be civil and courteous, but not unreservedly 
companionable with their passengers; they shall maintain good 
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temper under all circumstances; they shall not be insolent or use 
foul language under any provocation; they shall be skilled in 
swimming; they shall know how to rescue drowning persons and 
how to treat those apparently drowned with a view to their re- 
covery ; they shall be vigilant and firm in preventing conduct on 
the part of any passenger which is dangerous or reasonably 
offensive to others; they shall be vigilant to preserve the boat- 
landings, together with their boats and the equipments of them, 
from all disorder, defacement, or foulness, and quick and thorough 
in the restoration of cleanliness and good order upon occasion. 
General Management. — The business is to be managed at the 
landing-places and offices as well as in the boats, with the pur- 
pose of producing a strong impression that it is so scrupulously 
carried on under fixed rules and efficient discipline of all con- 
cerned in it that the most timid may make use of the boats with 
assurance of safety and comfort, and the most modest and retir- 
ing with confidence that they will be subject to no annoyance. 
No man is to be employed or be retained in the service who 
shows a disposition to avoid or neglect the use of formalities for 
this purpose, or an inclination to indulge in any habits adapted 
to produce a counter-impression to that above stated to be de- 
sired, and any such person, if so employed, shall be discharged 
immediately on notice from the Park Commissioners.

An Act TO AUTHORIZE THE EXTENSION OF THE ARNOLD 
ARBORETUM. 


Section 1. If the board of park commissioners of the city of 
Boston deem it desirable to take at any time, or from time to 
time, the whole or any part of that tract of land in that part of 
the city of Boston known as West Roxbury, held by the Presi- 
dent and Fellows of Harvard College under the trusts created by 
the will of Benjamin Bussey, for the purpose of extending the 
Arnold Arboretum, so-called, and for the purposes and under the 
powers and limitations set forth in chapter one hundred and 
eighty-five of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
five and acts in addition thereto and amendment thereof, said 
board of park commissioners, acting for said city of Boston, is 
hereby authorized to lease such portion of said tracts of land so 
taken as the said board of park commissioners may deem not 
necessary for the use as parkways and grounds to the President 
and Fellows of Harvard College to be held by them to the same 
uses and purposes as the arboretum is now held under the trusts 
created by the wills of Benjamin Bussey and of James Arnold, 
and for such a term and upon such mutual restrictions, reserva- 
tions, covenants and conditions as to the use thereof by the 
public in connection with the uses of the same under said trusts, 
and as to the rights, duties and obligations of the contracting 
parties, as may be agreed upon between said park commissioners 
with the approval of the mayor and said president and fellows. 
The board of park commissioners on the part of the city of 
Boston, and the treasurer on behalf of the President and Fellows 
of Harvard College, are hereby authorized to execute and deliver 
any lease as aforesaid. : 

SecT. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An AcT TO AUTHORIZE THE City oF Boston TO ABATE A 
PORTION OF THE BETTERMENTS MADE ON ACCOUNT OF THE

Section 1. The city of Boston may at any time within two 
years from the passage of this act authorize the board of park 
commissioners of said city to abate such proportion of any assess- 
ment for a betterment made on account of the laying out of the 
parkways known as Jamaica Park and Arborway, or either of 
them, as said board shall deem just and expedient, and may 
authorize the treasurer of said city to repay the proportion of 
any assessment which is paid into the city treasury, as said 
board of park commissioners shall approve. The expenses 
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incurred under this act shall be charged to the appropriation for 
the park department of said city. 
Secor. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An AcT CHANGING THE LIMITS WITHIN WHICH~ LAND MAY BE 
TAKEN BY THE METROPOLITAN PARK COMMISSION WITHIN 
THE City oF MEDFORD. 


Section four of chapter four hundred and seven of the.acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-three is hereby amended 
by striking out in the twenty-fifth, twenty-sixth, twenty-seventh 
and twenty-eighth lines, the words “the southerly base of Pine 
hill, northwesterly through the southern end of the dam of the 
south reservoir of the town of Winchester, and extended to the 
western boundary of said fells, so-called; nor”, and inserting 
in place thereof the words : — the westerly line of Forest street, 
north fifty-three degrees west, through a point three hundred feet 
south of the southerly base of Pine hill, and thence in the same 
course two thousand two hundred and seventy feet to a point at 
or near Meeting-house brook, so-called ; thence north twenty-five 
degrees west, two thousand two hundred and eighty feet to a 
point; thence north fifty-four degrees west, eight hundred and 
thirty feet to a point; and thence north thirty-three degrees 
west, to the boundary line of the town of Winchester; nor east 
of said westerly line of Forest street and,—so as to read as 
follows : — Section 4. Said board shall have power to acquire, 
maintain and make available to the inhabitants of said district 
open spaces for exercise and recreation; and to this end, acting 
so far as may be in consultation with the proper local boards, 


shall be authorized to take, in fee or otherwise, in the name and 


for the benefit of the Commonwealth, by purchase, gift, devise or 
eminent domain, lands and rights in land for public open spaces 
within said district, or to take bonds for the conveyance thereof ; 
and to preserve and care for such public reservations, and also, 
in the discretion of said board and upon such terms as it may 
approve, such other open spaces within said district as may be 
entrusted, given or devised to said board or to the Commonwealth 


‘by the United States, or by cities, towns, corporations or indi- 


viduals, for the general purposes of this act, or for any one or 
more of such purposes as the donor may designate: provided, 
however, that no private property taken for the purpose of this 
act shall be taken under the right of eminent domain without the 
concurrence of a majority of the board and of the board of park 
commissioners, if any, otf the city or town in which such property 
is situated ; provided, further, that no land shall be taken by the 
right of eminent domain in that part of the city of Medford 
known as the Middlesex Fells, southerly of a line drawn from 
the westerly line of Forest street, north fifty-three degrees west, 
through a point three hundred feet south of the southerly base of 
Pine hill, and thence in the same course two thousand two hun- 
dred and seventy feet to a point at or near Meeting-house brook, 
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so-called; thence north twenty-five degrees west, two thousand 
two hundred and eighty feet to a point; thence north fifty-four 
degrees west, eight hundred and thirty feet to a point ; and 
thence north thirty-three degrees west, to the boundary line of 
the town of Winchester; nor east of said westerly line of Forest 
street, and southerly of a line drawn from said southerly base of 
Pine hill, east to the eastern boundary of said fells; provided, 
further, that said board shall not take by purchase or right of 
eminent domain, under this act, any land or other property to an 
amount exceeding in value in the aggregate, with land or other 
property previously taken by purchase or eminent domain here- 
under, ninety per centum of the total amount appropriated by the 
legislature, or contributed by individuals or corporations for that 
purpose ; provided, further, that nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued to limit existing rights of any city or town in relation to 
water supply purposes, or in any way obstruct their taking advan- 
tage of such rights. In furtherance of the powers herein granted, 
said hoard may employ a suitable police force, make rules and 
regulations for the government and use of the public reservations 
under their care, and for breaches thereof affix penalties not 
exceeding twenty dollars for one offence, to be imposed by any 
court of competent jurisdiction ; and in general may do all acts 
needful for the proper execution of the powers and duties granted 
to and imposed upon said board by the terms of this act. Said 
board shall also have power to expend such funds, whether prin- 
cipal or income, as may be given in trust, as provided for in 
section five.

An Act RELATIVE TO THE TAKING, BY THE METROPOLITAN 


Park Commission, OF REVERE BEACH, SO-CALLED, IN THE 
Town oF REVERE. 


Srctron 1. The *metropolitan park commission, created by 
chapter four hundred and seven of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-three, for the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions of said act and of any acts in amendment thereof or 
in addition thereto, including chapter four hundred and eighty- 
three of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-four, 
may expend the further sum of five hundred thousand dollars, in 
‘addition to all sums hitherto authorized to be expended by it; 
and to meet any expenditure under the authority of this act the 
treasurer and receiver-general shall issue a corresponding amount 
of scrip or certificates of indebtedness as an addition to the 
metropolitan parks loan, and establish a sinking fund to provide 


for the same; said scrip or certificates of indebtedness to be 


issued and said sinking fund to be established, assessed and 
collected in accordance with the provisions of sections nine, ten, 
eleven and twelve of said chapter four hundred and seven. 

Sect. 2. If any portion of its present location and property is 
taken by the metropolitan park commission under the provisions 
of chapter four hundred and eighty-three of the acts of the year 
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eighteen hundred and ninety-four, the Boston, Revere Beach & 
Lynn Railroad Company, authorized by section five of said act 
to take a new location within the town of Revere, is hereby 
further authorized and empowered, for the purpose of carrying 
out the provisions of said act and all acts in amendment thereof 
and in addition thereto, to take and acquire any portion of the 
location and property of the Boston & Maine Railroad within 
the town of Revere, and to construct, maintain and operate a 
new line of railroad thereon, in accordance with the provisions of 
section five of said act; provided, however, that said Boston, 
Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad Company shall not interfere 
with the operation of said Boston & Maine Railroad during the 
period of six months from the time of taking or acquiring any 
portion of its location and property hereunder. . 

Sect. 3. If any portion of the location and property of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad is taken by the Boston, Revere Beach 
& Lynn Railroad Company under the provisions of this act, or 
under any provisions of law, said Boston & Maine Railroad is 
~ hereby authorized and empowered, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of chapter one hundred and twelve of the Puble Statutes 
and of all general laws then in force relating to the fixing of the 
route of railroads, the laying out of the same, and the taking of 
lands and payment of damages therefor, to take and acquire a 
new location and necessary land and rights in land within said 
town of Revere, and not a part of the lands taken or acquired by 
said commission aS an open space, and also to construct, main- 
tain and operate a new line of railroad outside of the lands 
taken or acquired by said Boston, Revere Beach and Lynn Rail- 
road Company, in place of the portion of the location and rail- 
road taken or acquired as aforesaid. 

Sect. 4. The Commonwealth shall compensate said railroad 
companies and each of them for all damages sustained and 
expenses incurred by them and each of them by reason of any 
acts done under the authority of this chapter or of chapter four 
hundred and eighty-three of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-four; said damages and expenses to be 
determined by agreement between said parties and each of 
them, and said board, and in case of disagreement, then to be 
determined by a commission of three disinterested persons to 
be appointed by a justice of the supreme judicial court, or to be 
determined by a jury in the superior court for the county of 
Suffolk, upon petition of any interested party. 

Secr. 5. The metropolitan park commission shall have the 
same authority to determine the value of and assess upon real 
estate the amount of betterments accruing to said real estate by 
reason of any taking by said commission, under any provisions of 
law, of land for open spaces for exercise and recreation, which 
is conferred upon boards of park commissioners in towns and 
cities by section seven of chapter one hundred and fifty-four of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-two. 

Sect. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An Act RELATIVE TO THE METROPOLITAN PARK COMMISSION. 


Section 1. The metropolitan park commission may, for all 
purposes not inconsistent with the purposes specified in the act 
establishing said commission, and acts in amendment thereof and 
in addition thereto, erect, maintain and care for buildings, and, 
by deed executed, acknowledged and recorded according to the laws 
of the Commonwealth, grant or accept and assent to any deed 
containing reservations of easements, rights of way and privi- 
leges in life estates, estates for the life of another and estates 
for years, including leases in, upon, under and over any portion 
of the lands now or hereafter taken or acquired by it, all for 
such considerations and rentals and upon such terms, restric- 
tions, provisions or agreements as said commission may deem 
best. Said commission may remove or sell at public or private 
sale surplus earth, rock, ice, wood, hay, standing grass, old build- 
ings and materials, and fix the price and terms thereof, collect 
the money due therefrom, and sue to recover or enforce the same 
in the courts of the Commonwealth. All moneys received 
therefrom in each year shall be accounted for and paid to the 
treasurer and receiver general by said commission. 

Sect. 2. Said commission, with the concurrence of a majority 
of the board of park commissioners, if any, of the city or town 
in which the property is situated. may, by deed executed, 
acknowledged and recorded according to the laws of the Com- 
monwealth, accompanied by plan or survey, also to be recorded, 
abandon any portion of the lands or rights in land taken or 


acquired by it, and said abandonment shall revest the title - 
thereof, as if never taken, in the persons, their heirs and assigns, 


in whom it was vested at the time of taking. If a majority of 
said commission vote to abandon any portion of the lands or 
rights in land taken or acquired by it and the board of park 
commissioners of the city or town in which such property is 
situated refuse or fail to concur with said commission within 
fourteen days from the giving of written notice of such vote to 
such board of park commissioners, then in such case said com- 
mission, upon notice in writing of not less than seven days to 


such board of park commissioners, may appear before the gOvV- . 


ernor and council and ask for the concurrence of the governor 
and council in such abandonment; and if the governor and 
council after a hearing thereon concur in such abandonment the 
same shall have full force and effect. The said abandonment 
may be pleaded in reduction of damages in any suit therefor on 
account of such taking. Said commission, with the concurrence 
of the majority of the board of park commissioners, if any, in 
the city or town in which the property is situated, may at any 
time sell at public or private sale any portion of the lands or 
rights in land, the title to which has been taken or received or 
acquired and paid for by it, and may, with the concurrence of 
such board of park commissioners, execute and acknowledge a 
deed thereof, with or without covenants of title and warranty, 
all in the name and behalf of the Commonwealth, to the pur- 
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chaser, his heirs and assigns, and deposit said deed with the 
treasurer and receiver general of the Commonwealth, together 
with a certificate of the terms of sale and price paid or agreed to 
be paid at suchsale; and said treasurer and receiver general, 
upon receipt of said price and upon the terms agreed in said 
deed, shall deliver the same to said purchaser. If a majority of 
said Commission vote to sell any portion of the lands or rights in 
land taken or acquired by it, and the board of park commission- 
ers in the city or town in which such property or right in prop- 
erty 1s situated refuses or fails to concur with said commission 
within fourteen days from the giving of written notice of such 
vote to such board of park commissioners, then and in such case 
said commission, upon notice in writing of not less than seven 
days to such board of park commissioners, may appear before 
the governor and council and ask for the concurrence of the 
governor and council in such sale; and if the governor and 
council after a hearing thereon concur in such sale it shall have 
full force and effect. The treasurer and receiver general may by 
the attorney-general sue for and collect the price and enforce the 
terms of any such sale. 

SEcT, 3. Said commission may accept and maintain as a por- 
tion of the public reservations, under the provisions of the act 
establishing said commission, and acts in amendment thereof and 
‘in addition thereto, inciuding this act, any lands or rights in 
land which may be given to the Commonwealth, provided such 
lands le within the limits of the metropolitan parks district, or 
without such limits, but immediately contiguous thereto. 

Sror. 4. Said commission shall have the same power and 
authority to determine the value of and assess upon real 
estate the amount of betterments accruing to said real estate 
by reason of any taking made by said commission under 
the provisions of law, of land for open spaces for exercise and 
recreation, as is now conferred upon boards of park commission- 
ers in cities and towns by section seven of chapter one hundred 
and fifty-four of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-two in regard to the location and laying out of parks; and 
‘shall also have full power and authority to abate such propor- 
tion of any assessment for betterments made by it hereunder as 
it shall deem just and expedient; and also to authorize the treas- 
urer and receiver general of the Commonwealth to refund to the 
proper person or persons the amount of such abatement of any 
assessment already paid. ) 

Sect. 5. The treasurer and receiver general shall pay into the 
metropolitan parks loans sinking fund all moneys received under 
the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 6. The secretary of the metropolitan park commission, 
orsuch other person as said board may designate, may have ad- 
vanced to him from the money in the treasury of the Common- 
wealth known as the metropolitan parks loan such sums, not 
exceeding ten thousand dollars at any time, as the auditor may 
certify to be necessary to enable said board to make direct pay- 
ment upon its pay rolls and other accounts. ‘The persons so 
designated by said board shall give a bond with sufficient sureties, 
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to be approved by the auditor of the Commonwealth, in the sum 
of ten thousand dollars. As soonas may be after expending such 
advance, and in any case within thirty days from its receipt, 
the person who has received the money from the Commonwealth 
under the provisions of this act shall file with the auditor a state- 
ment in detail of the sums expended subsequent to the previous 
accounting, approved by the board, if any, authorized to supervise 
such expenditure, and, where it is practicable to obtain them, 
accompanied by receipts or other like vouchers of the persons to 
whom the payments have been made. . 

Sxor. 7. Said commission shall publish the rules and regula- 
tions made by it from time to time. Said publication shall be 
made at least six times in at least three newspapers printed and 
published in each county which is wholly or in part within said 
metropolitan parks district, and such publication shall be sufficient 
notice to all persons. The sworn certificate of any member of 
said commission, or of its secretary, that said rules and regula- 
tions have been published as herein provided, shall be prima 
facie evidence thereof. A copy of said rules and regulations, 
attested by any member of said commission or by its secretary, 
shall be prima facie evidence that said rules and regulations have 
been made by said commission, as provided by law. 

Sect. 8. Whoever violates any rule or regulation lawfully 
made by said commission shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars. 

Sect. 9. The police appointed or employed by said commis- 
sion in accordance with the provisions of chapter four hundred 
and seven of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
three, and chapter two hundred and eighty-eight of the acts of the 
year eightecn hundred and ninety-four, shall have all the powers of 
police officers and constables for the maintenance of the public 
peace upon any lands, roadways, or boulevards under its care, and 
upon any roadways passing through or bordering upon said lands. 

Secr. 10. Said commission may employ counsel to advise, 
assist and represent it; and such counsel, if approved by the dis- 
trict attorney for any county within the park district, shall have 
full power and authority to represent the interests of the Com- 
monwealth in the superior court in such county in all matters 
arising under said acts or any of them, or under this act; and, if 
approved by the attorney-general, shall have full power and au- 
thority to represent the interests of the Commonwealth in the 
Supreme judicial court in all matters arising under said acts or 
any of them, or under this act. 

Sect. 11. The secretary of the Commonwealth shall on the 
request of said commission certify in writing under the seal of 
the Commonwealth the names of the commissioners, or of their 
secretary, and such certificates shall be sufficient prima fucie evi- 
dence for any and all purposes.

Sir: In-compliance with the ordinance relating to the 
Public Buildings Department, I have the honor to submit 
the following, which is the annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Buildings: 

Lhe public buildings in charge of this department, belong- 
ing to the city of Boston, number 126, together with 3 leased 
buildings and 11 rooms in different buildings, variously 
occupied for city purposes. The City Hall is occupied 
entirely by the various departments and oflices of the city. 

The Fire Department requires for its service the use of 62 
buildings, occupied as follows: 


41 Engine-houses. 7 Ladder-truck houses, 
4 Chemical-engine houses. 1 Repair-shop. 
2 Combination wagon-houses. 3 Fuel-houses. 


3 Hose-houses. | 1 Headquarters. 
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The buildings in use wholly by the Police Department 
number 15, 12 of which are in use for police station-houses, 
and the remainder for lock-ups; the remaining police sta- 
tions, which number 4, are in other city buildings. 

This department also has the charge of the City Hall 
(Charlestown District), Faneuil Hall and Faneuil Hall Mar- 
ket-house, Charity Bureau, Old State House, and stables of 
the Department of Sanitary Police. 

Estates numbered 37 Pemberton square, 12 and 14 Beacon 
street, and rooms in Exchange building, State street, are 
occupied for city offices. 

The amount expended the past year for rents and taxes for 
outside property has been $22,850.50. 

The public buildings occupy 1,307,278 square feet of land. 

The school-houses owned by the city number 186, oceupy= 
ing 3,747,426 square feet of land. 

In addition 32 buildings were leased for school purposes, 
at a rental of $20,399.50, and contained 61 school-rooms. 

The Court House and County Jail are used for county 
purposes alone. 

The Municipal District Courts number seven, and occupy 
rooms in city buildings in various sections of the city. 

The county buildings cover 232,165 square feet of land.

ARCHITECT'S Division, SpEcrAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


On July Ist, when I assumed charge of the architectural 
work, which had been previously under the supervision of 
the Architect's Department, there were employed by the 
various contractors under the city 152 men, which, by stren- 
uous efforts in straightening out many little misunderstand- 
ings, was increased to 260 men on August 20th. For three 
months this number was constant, since which time it has 
been gradually decreasing, as the jobs have been completed. 

During the fall a strike occurred among the steam-fitters 
of the city, which delayed work on nearly all of the city’s”

buildings then in process of erection; as they were at that 
time in a state of completion, dependent on the installation 
of the heating-apparatus, in some instances, a large number. 
of stoves were bought and fitted up to provide temporary 
heat, and, by much effort, all of the buildings were tided 
over this period. 

A very considerable part of the work of this Division dur- 
ing the past seven months has been the settlement of many 
disputed claims for work, which had been completed some 
time previous to my assumption of control. In these settle- 
ments the Law Department was consulted frequently. <A 
satisfactory continuance of work was, in a great measure, 
dependent on an equitable adjustment of these claims, as 
the same builders, in many cases, were under contract for the 
work left in my charge July Ist. : 

The running expenses of this Division are given under the 
head of Architect's Division, in another place i in this report. 
It will be noticed by reference to these figures that it has 
cost less than one-quarter of the amount which similar service 
has cost during recent years when conducted as a separate 
department. 

Since having taken charge, I have accepted for the city 
contracts for building and Sontracts for heating the Gibson 
District Grammar School, the Brighton High School, and the 
head-house in Marine Davie: South Boston, beside numerous 
minor contracts for orading, etc: 

Numerous jobs were accepted, under the terms and condi- 
tions of their contracts, just prior to July 1st, which have 
had to have much attention from this Division to ensure the 
proper completion of same. 

In conclusion, I have prepared a table, showing the bal- 
ances of appropriations on July 1, 1895, and February 1, 1896, 
together with the amount of orders and bills which have 
affected the appropriations. This table also shows the pay- 
ments on contracts under each appropriation, which, added 
to the sum of the bills paid, will make the total amount of 
work accomplished during this period. 

The cost of running the Division has been 14% of the ex-

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LEGISLATION. 


In the last report the necessity of legislation in regard to 
the solemnization of marriages was pointed out. A bill was 
submitted to the Legislature this year, and an act (Chap. 
306 of 1896) was passed April 22, 1896, respecting mar- 
riages. (See Appendix C.) 

It provides that any person, though duly authorized to 
solemnize marriages, who performs the ceremony without the 
proper papers from the town and city clerks, or registrars, 
shall be fined. It is an unfortunate fact that clergymen are 
careless in this respect, and often marry couples on the pro- 
duction of one certificate where the law requires two, as the 
parties reside in different towns in this Commonwealth. 
Occasionally, also, clergymen assume to be judges of the 
law, and marry couples without certificates, on the plea of 
necessity, or because the wedding-party is assembled. It is 
difficult to see what remedy can be suggested. If a fine is 
imposed, then wealth will enable any man to secure a legal 
marriage without complying with the law. 

The new act (section two) provides that any person not 
duly authorized who attempts to perform the ceremony may 
be fined or imprisoned, the maximum penalty being given. 
Section three provides that the person performing the cer- 
emony shall be able to read and write the English language, 
and that all rabbis shall file certificates. The last clause is 
owing to the fact that rabbis are often appointed for a year, 
and changes are quite frequent. The intent of the general 
law and all amendments seems to be to make it easy to find 
out in the future that all marriages were solenmized by duly 
qualified persons. 

Much good legislation was refused this year by our Legis- 
lature. I renew my suggestions of the past two years, that 
clerks and registrars shall be given official seals, as many 
States require one to be used in authenticating copies; that 
some method should be devised for correcting obvious errors 
without opening the door to fraud; and that parents should 
be allowed to alter the Christian names of infants under the 
age of five years. 

_ The usual confusion is made about the “official posi- 
tion” of the minister. This unfortunate phrase misleads a 
very large number of clergymen, who sign as “clerey- 
man,” “priest,” “rector,” “pastor,” ete. I refer the reader 
to the correspondence with the Corporation Counsel, in 
Appendix D. | 

Only one marriage in Boston has been performed during 
the past year under the assumed authority of the head of the 
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Salvation Army. No steps have been taken by the police 
authorities to test the law. 

In January, 1896, a case occurred when a priest of the 
Greek church, who had been in this country only two 
months, and who could read and write only his native 
language, solemnized a marriage between two Armenians. 
There were irregularities in the case, which caused an inves- 
tigation ; and, for the protection of other foreigners, equally 
ignorant of our laws and language, the Legislature has made 
a necessary change. 

The report of the Inspector of Returns for this office, 
printed in Appendix E, shows the amount of ignorance or 
carelessness in regard to marriages, which explains the ne- 
cessity of the work. The number of cases does not rep- 
resent the amount of time and work expended, for most of 
the offenders belong to the poorer migratory classes, who 
ehange residences frequently, and who are not at all 
‘impressed with the necessity of having their marriages 
recorded. 

In preparing the Consolidated Indexes of Marriages, it 
was found that from 1849 to 1858, when a special record 
was made of Boston residents who were married in some 
other place in the Commonwealth, none of such marriages 
were reported or recorded. We have some 3,500 instances 
where intentions were noted, but in the Marriage Index 
only the name of the town given where the parties said they 
intended to be married. It is hoped that by systematic 
search in these town records a large proportion of these 
marriages can be verified, and I have taken preliminary 
measures therefor. 

I am very happy to report that the original records of 
marriages performed by Rev. Sebastian Streeter, of the First 
Universalist church, and by his son-in-law, Rev. Thomas H. 
Skinner, of Pine Street church, have been found, and lent to 
this department to be copied. As time allows I hope to 
extend this system of verification to other churches in 
Boston for the first half of this century. 

The special work on Indices was completed early in 
1895, and that item of expense closed. ‘The usual amount 
of repairs and binding has been done, and the records are in 
a satisfactory condition. 

The usual list of aged citizens deceased in 1895 is given 
in Appendix B. 


ANCIENT RECORDS. 


During 1895 the 26th Report of the Record Commis- 
sioners was published; volume 27 well advanced: and the 
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volume of the Marriages and Banns (1700-1800) pushed as 
fast as consistent with careful supervision. Of the earlier 
issues, the missing plates have been supplied for Volumes 9, 
11, 16, 17, and 21, leaving Volumes 12, 13, 18, and 19 to 
be done. These plates amount to about 1,000 pages, but I 
hope to complete them during the year. 

The second volume of the Mayors’ Inaugural Addresses 
is in the press, and will be completed this year.

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APPENDIX C. 


ACTS OF 1896.— CHAPTER 306. 


An ACT RELATIVE TO MARRIAGES. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Any person duly authorized to solemnize marriages 
in this Commonwealth who shall join in marriage persons who 
have not complied with the statutes in regard to procuring certifi- 
cates of notice of intention of marriage shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding five hundred dollars. 

Secr. 2. Whoever, not being duly authorized by the statutes 
of this Commonwealth, undertakes to join persons in marriage in 
this Commonwealth shall be punished by a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars or by imprisonment in jail or in the House of Cor- 
rection not exceeding one year, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. 


Secor. 38. Sections twenty-five and twenty-six. of chapter one 


hundred and forty-five of the Public Statutes are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 4. No person shall solemnize a marriage in this Common- 
wealth unless he is able to read and write the English language, and 
no rabbi of the Israelitish faith shall solemnize marriage until he 
has filed with the clerk or registrar of the town or city where he 
resides a certificate of the establishment of the synagogue of which 
he is rabbi, and of the date of his peat LL thereto, and of the 
term of his engagement.

Hon. ANDREW J. BAILEY, Corporation Counsel: 

Sir: By Acts of 1892, chapter 300, the person solemnizing a marriage 
is to attest it by his signature, ‘‘ with his official station and residence 
added thereto.” 

The law elsewhere states that a ‘‘ minister of the gospel,” “rabbi,” 
or ‘‘justice of the peace,” may join parties in marriage. The words 
‘< official station” are not used anywhere else in the law. 

The question is whether the celebrant must use one of the above 
phrases, or can he use something entirely different as his official position. 

For example, I presume that ‘‘clergyman” or ‘‘ priest” may be a 
common synonym for ‘‘ minister of the gospel.” But is the word or 
abbreviation ‘‘ Rev.” a sufficient description of ‘*‘ official station ” ? 

Again, are the words ‘‘pastor” of such a church, or the word 
‘‘rector,” or ‘‘ rector of St. John’s church,” enough ? 

I have, literally, scores of these variations every month, and I do not 
know what to do. 

The law above quoted directs me to record all certificates ‘‘so re- 
turned,” viz., with name, official position, and residence affixed. 

Am [ authorized in recording a certificate not fully filled out, or if 
the official position is not set forth ? 

I have supposed that the words ‘ official position” were meant to ex- 
press the capacity or office in virtue of which the person solemnized the 
marriage; and that description being recorded was prima facie evidence 
of his authority. Hence the importance of a clear definition of the 
phrase.

DrEAR Stir: In answer to your communication, asking ‘* Whether the 
person who solemnizes a marriage must use as the name of his official 
station words which show that he comes under the provisions author- 
izing the solemnizing of marriages,” I have to say that, in my opinion, 
the law requires that they use such words; that is, a person officiating 
at a marriage should, if he is a justice of the peace, give as his official 
designation that of ‘‘ justice of the peace,” or, if he be a minister of the 
gospel, he should sign as ‘‘ minister,” ‘‘ rabbi,” etc., using the term dis- 
tinctly designating the office by virtue of which he solemnizes marriages. 
I do not think, however, that you can refuse to record certificates which 
do not have these designations. The law provides, section 24, as 
amended by the acts of 1892, chapter 300, that parties shall return a 
copy of the certificate, — or of either certificate, in case two are issued, 
—to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the marriage 
was solemnized ; and that ‘‘ all certificates or copies so returned shall be 
recorded by the clerk or registrar receiving the same.” The law pro- 
vides that each certificate or copy shall contain a statement, giving the 
official station and residence of the person performing the marriage, 
and such person is liable for not conforming to the law; but I think the 
responsibility is on you to see if you cannot get hold of him and have 
him complete his certificate, or else prosecute him for not complying 
with the law. Even if youdo not get the person to complete his cer- 
tificate, I think you must record it.

INTRODUCTION. 


For many reasons it seems desirable to collect in chronological 
arrangement, the laws relating to marriages and the registration 
thereof, from the date of the establishment of the Commonwealth. 

The history of the marriage laws prior to that date has been 
admirably set forth by Chief Justice Horace Gray of our Supreme 
Court, in the case of Commonwealth vy. Munson, decided in Oct., 
1879, and reported in 127 Mass. Reports. 

With the consent of the Reporter of Decisions, the opinion is 
given in full.

OPINION OF THE SUPREME COURT IN THE CASE OF 
COMMONWEALTH v. MUNSON. 


Gray, C.J. In Massachysetts, from very earlyAimes, the requisites 
of a valid marriage have been regulated by statutes of the Colony, 
Province, and Commonwealth; the canon law was never adopted; and 
it was never received here as common law, that parties could by their 
own contract, without the presence of an officiating clergyman or mag- 
istrate, take each other as husband and wife, and so marry themselves. 
Milford vw. Worcester, 7 Mass. 48, 538. 2 Dane Ab. 291, 301. 2 Win- 
throp’s Hist. New England, 43. This clearly appears on tracing the 
history of the legislation upon the subject ; the whole of which, whether 
repealed or unrepealed, is by a familiar rule to be considered in ascer- 
taining the intention of the Legislature. Church v. Crocker, 3 Mass. 
17, 21. Eaton v. Green, 22 Pick. 526, 531. Commonwealth v. Bailey, 
13 Allen, 541, 545. 

As early as 1639, it was ‘* ordered and declared” by the General 
Court, ‘‘ that there be records kept of the days of every marriage, birth 
and death of every person within this jurisdiction.” 1 Mass. Col. Ree. 
276. Anc. Chart. 43. In 1642, it was enacted that ** the magistrates and 
other persons appointed to marry shall yearly deliver to the recorder of 
that court which is nearest to the place of their habitation the names 
of such persons as they have married, with the days, months and years 
of the same ; and the said recorders are faithfully and carefully to enrol 
such marriages as shall thus be committed to their trust; and in 1644, 
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every new-married man was required ‘ to bring ina certificate of his 
marriage, under the hand of that magistrate which married him, to the 
clerk of the writs,” to be recorded. 2 Mass. Col. Rec. 15, 59. Mass. 
Col. Laws (ed. 1660) 68; (ed. 1672) 130. Anc. Chart. 181. 

The requisite of solemnization before a magistrate or other authorized 
person, as essential to constitute a valid marriage, which had been 
clearly implied in these statutes, was distinctly expressed in the follow- 
ing statute of 1646: ‘‘As the ordinance of marriage : honorable 
amongst all, so should it be accordingly solemnized. It is therefore 
ordered by this Court and authority thereof, that no person whatsoever 
in this jurisdiction shall join any persons together in marriage, but the 
magistrate, or such other as the General Court or Court of Assistants 
shall authorize in such place where no magistrate is near. Nor shall 
any join themselves in marriage, but before some magistrate or person 
authorized as aforesaid. Nor shall any magistrate, or other person 
authorized as aforesaid, join any persons together in marriage, or suffer 
them to join together in marriage in their presence, before the parties 
to be married have been published according to law.” Mass. Col. 
Laws (ed. 1660) 525 (ed. 1672) 102. Anc. Chart. 152. 

In 1656 and 1658, the ‘‘ commissioners for ending small causes in the 
several towns where no magistrate dwells” were ‘‘ authorized and em- 
powered to solemnize marriage between parties legally published; ” 
‘‘and all other commissions in this case are hereby made void.” 4 
Mass. Col. Rec. pt. i. 255, 322. Anc, Chart. 152. The provision of the 
St. of 1646, prohibiting persons to join themselves in marriage, except 
before a magistrate or other authorized person, continued in force 
throughout the period of the colony charter. : 

By the Proy. St. of 1692-3 (4 W. & M.) c. 25, ‘‘ every justice of the 
peace within the county where he resides, and every settled minister in 
any town, shall and are hereby respectively empowered and authorized 
to solemnize marriages, within their respective towns and counties, be- 
twixt persons that may lawfully enter into such a relation, having the 
consent of those whose immediate care and government they are under, 
and being hkewise first published” as therein directed; and ‘ every 
justice and minister shall keep a particular register of all marriages 
solemnized before any of them, and make a return thereof ” quarterly to 
the clerk of the sessions of the peace of the county, to be by him regis- 
tered. 1 Prov. Laws (State ed.) 61. Anc. Chart. 242. 

By the Prov. St. of 1695-6 (7 W. IIT ) ec. 2, § 4, «« for the better pre- 
venting of clandestine marriages,” it is enacted that ‘no person other 
than a justice of the peace, and that within his own county only, or 
ordained minister, and that only in the town where he is settled in the 
work of the ministry, shall or may presume to join any persons together 
in marriage ; nor shall any justice or minister join any person in mar- 
riage other than such one or both of whom are inhabitants or residents 
in such county or town respectively ;” with more specific provisions as 
to publication of banns and consent of parents and guardians, and a 
further provision that any justice, minister or other person offending 


ee 
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against this act shall suffer a penalty, and be ‘‘ forever after disabled to 
join persons in marriage,” and be also liable to an action by the parent 
or guardian. 1 Prov. Laws, 209, 210. Anc. Chart. 283. 

By the Prov. St. of 1716-17 (3 Geo. I.) c. 16, after reciting in the 
preamble the principal passage above quoted from the act of 1695-6, it 
is enacted that ‘‘ the power granted ministers to join persons together in 
marriage be hereby enlarged, so as that where there shall be no settled 
ordained minister in any town or precinct, or where the only settled 
ordained minister of any town or precinct is himself to be married, it 
shall and may be lawful in such cases for the next settled ordained 
minister in another town within the same county to join in marriage 
the minister, or inhabitants of such town or precinct destitute of such 
settled ordained minister, if such minister or inhabitants desire it, ac- 
cording to the rules prescribed by the laws of this Province for the con- 
summating marriages;” and penalties are imposed on ministers and 
clerks neglecting to return or record marriages. 2 Prov. Laws, 60. 
Anc. Chart. 416. 

So by an act of 1773 (13 Geo. II.) the authority of each minister of 
the Church of England within the Province to join persons in marriage, 
(which had previously been limited to persons belonging to the town in 
which the minister himself dwelt,) was not only extended to include 
persons usually worshipping with him and whose ministerial taxes he 
had a right by law to receive, although not belonging to the same town ; 
but it was enacted that ‘‘ where any minister of the Church of England 
is himself to be married, or where such minister shall be removed by 
death or otherwise, so that the religious society of Christians in which 
he presided shall be destitute of a minister, it shall be lawful in such 
eases for the next minister within the Province of the same denomination 
to join in marriage the minister, or any of the people constituting such 
religious society who may lawfully enter into such a relation.” Mass. 
Perpetual Laws (Supplts. to ed. 1759) 632. Anc. Chart. 679. 

_ These statutes plainly signify that by the law of the Province even a 
minister, authorized to solemnize marriages between other persons, 
could not marry himself. 

The only other statutes of the Province which have come to our notice 
are one of 1727 (1 Geo. II.) providing for the publication of banns of 
persons residing in places where there was no town clerk, and one of 
1763 (3 Geo. III.) concerning the powers of ministers whose parishes 
were made out of two or more adjacent towns. 2 Prov. Laws, 464. 
Mass. Perpetual Laws (Supplts. to ed. 1759) 444. Anc. Chart. 462, 
655. ; 

The Province laws on this subject remained in force until after our 
Revolution; and it was before they had been changed by any statute of 
the Commonwealth that the marriage took place, the validity of which 
was brought in question in the leading case of Milford v. Worcester, 7 
Mass. 48. In that case it-appeared that in 1784 a man and a woman 
went together into a room where a justice of the peace happened to be, 
and in his presence, and before other witnesses, after producing a cer- 
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tificate that their intentions of marriage had been published the man 
declared that he took the woman as his lawful wife, and she declared 
that she took him as her lawful husband, and each made to the other 
the vows and promises usual in contracting marriages ; but upon the 
question whether this proceeding was directed and encouraged by the 
justice the evidence was conflicting. It was ruled by Mr. Justice (after- 
wards Chief Justice) Sewall at the trial, and held by the full court 
in an elaborate judgment delivered by Chief Justice Parsons, that, if 
the proceeding had not the sanction of the justice as a magistrate, the 
marriage was void, and neither the woman nor her children took the 
settlement of the man. ‘The position that the marriage, though not 
solemnized pursuant to the statutes, was yet a lawful marriage, had 
between parties competent to contract marriage, and not declared void 
by any statute, was fully argued and considered; and the court, while 
admitting the strength of that position in States the laws of which had 
prescribed no regulations for the celebration of marriages, was clearly 
of opinion that the provisions of our statutes, by necessary implication, 
prohibited persons from solemnizing their own marriages by any form 
of mutual engagement, or in the presence of any witnesses whatever. 
The St. of 1786, c. 3, manifested no intention to change the law in 
this respect. While it expressly repealed all former laws relating to 
the solemnization of marriages, it substantially reenacted many of their 
provisions. It empowered justices of the peace within their counties, 
and stated and ordained ministers within their towns or parishes, to 
solemnize marriages; provided that, when any such minister was him- 
self to be married, it should be lawful for any other such minister 
within the same county to marry him; required ‘‘all persons desiring 
to be joined in marriage” to have their intention published, and to 
‘produce to the justice or minister who shall be desired to marry 
them” a certificate of such publishment; obliged justices and ministers 
to keep records and make returns of the marriages solemnized by them; 


and made persons illegally solemnizing marriages, or neglecting to 


make returns, subject to penalties, and to be thereafter disqualified from 
joining persons in marriage. 

It also contained a new provision declaring marriages which had 
been or should be had and solemnized among Quakers or Friends, 
in the manner and form used and practised in their societies, to be good 
and valid in law, and requiring the clerk or keeper of the records of 
the meeting at which such marriages should be had and solemnized to 
make returns thereof. St 1786, c.3,§7. This section, Chief Justice 
Parsons tells us, was enacted in consequence of the general opinion of 
lawyers that such marriages were void before. Milford v. Worcester, 
7 Mass. 56. 

The St. of 1786 (after being amended in some unimportant particulars 
by the Sts. of 1795, c. 7, 1817, ec. 61, 141, and 1820, ¢. 55) was repealed 
by the St. of 1834, ¢. 177, which contained similar provisions, but 
wllowed resident ministers to solemnize marriages throughout the 


Commonwealth, and therefore omitted as unnecessary the specific pro- | 
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vision of former statutes as to the marriage of ministers, and also de- 
clared — thereby clearly implying that'some solemnization beyond the 
mere contract of the parties was considered essential — that ‘‘ all mar- 
riages, between persons who might lawfully enter into that relation, 
heretofore solemnized by any justice or minister, be and they hereby 
are confirmed and made valid in law, although such justice or minister 
may have exceeded his authority or jurisdiction.” 

In the Rev. Sts. c. 75, the provisions of the previous statutes are sub- 
stantially re€nacted, and the following section [§ 24] is added: ‘‘ No 
matriage, solemnized before any person professing to be a justice of 
the peace, or a minister of the gospel, shall be deemed or adjudged to be 
oid, nor shall the validity thereot be in any way affected, on account 
of any want of jurisdiction or authority in such supposed justice or 
minister, or on account of any omission or informality in the manner of 
entering the intention of marriage, or in the publication of the banns ; 
provided, that the marriage be in other respects lawful, and be con- 
summated with a full belief, on the part of the persons so married, or 
of either of them, that they have been lawfully joined in marriage.” 
Rev. Sts. c. 75, § 24. 

The object of this section, as declared in the Report of the Commis- 
sioners who framed it, was to adopt the principle stated in Milford v. 
Worcester, that a marriage would be lawful, if solemnized before a 


justice or minister, although without publication of the banns and 


without the consent of parents or guardians; and to extend that principle 
so as to prevent marriages from being invalidated on account of some 
defect, not known or suspected by either party, in the ordination of the 
minister or the commission of the justice in whose presence the marriage 
ceremony was performed. That the Commissioners understood the 
presence of some person, being or believed to be a magistrate or min- 
ister, to be necessary to the validity of every marriage of persons other 
than Quakers in this Commonwealth, clearly appears by their conclud- 
ing sentence: ‘‘ The essence of the contract is the assent of the parties ; 
and if this assent is formally and solemnly given in the presence of one 
who is acting as.a justice or minister, and who is honestly believed to be 
qualified as such, it furnishes all the security against fraud and surprise, 
which the law was designed to provide for.” 

The existing laws upon the subject are mostly contained in the Gen. 
Sts. c. 106; and the only modification since the Rev. Sts. that is worthy 
of notice is that by which, where the fact of marriage is required to be 
proved before any court, evidence of the admission of that fact by the 
defendant, or of general repute, or of cohabitation as married persons, 
or any other circumstantial or presumptive evidence, is made compe- 
tent. Sts. 1840, c. 84; 1841, c. 20. Gen. Sts. c. 106, § 22. Evidence 
of the kind here mentioned is simply made competent, not controlling 
when the whole truth appears. 

Under all changes in the form of the statutes it has always been as- 
sumed in this Commonwealth, and in the State of Maine, which was 
originally a part thereof, that (except in the single case of Quakers, or 
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Friends, whose marriages are made valid by a special provision limited 
to that sect, and, though not solemnized by any magistrate or minister, 
are witnessed, recorded, and returned by the principal officer of the 
meeting at which the ceremony is performed) a marriage which is 
shown not to have been solemnized before any third person, acting or 
believed by either of the parties to be acting as a magistrate or min-| 
ister, is not lawful or valid for any purpose. Medway v. Needham, 16 
Mass. 157, 159. Commonwealth v. Spooner, 1 Pick. 235. Meyers v. 
Pope, 110 Mass. 314, 316. Thompson v. Thompson, 114 Mass. 566, 
567. St. 1879,-c. 116. Brunswick v. Litchfield, 2 Green]. 28. Ligonia 
v. Buxton, 2 Greenl. 102. State v. Hodgskins, 19 Maine, 155. State, 
v. Bowe, 61 Maine, 171, 177.. See also Dunbarton v. Franklin, 19 
N.H. 257, 266; Northfield v. Plymouth, 20 Vt. 582, 591; Goshen v. 
Stonington, 4 Conn. 209, 219; Bashaw v. State, 1 Yerger, 177; Denni- 
son v. Dennison, 35 Md. 361. 

It is proper, however, to notice more particularly the Massachusetts 
cases, on which the defendant’s counsel relied. 

The case decided by the Superior Court of Judicature of the Province 
in 1758, and cited in Quincy’s Reports, 29, note, appears by the 
record there referred to, to have been as follows: Flora, a negro 
woman, was indicted on the Prov. St. of 1696 (8 W. LIIL.,) e. 11, ‘* to 
prevent the destroying and murdering of bastard children,” which 
had this preamble: ‘*‘ Whereas many lewd women that have been de- 
livered of bastard children, to avoid their shame and escape punish- 
ment, do secretly bury or conceal the death of their children, and after, 
if the child be found dead, the said women do allege that the said child 
was born dead, whereas it falleth out sometimes (though hardly it is to 
be proved) that the said child or children were murdered by the said 
women their lewd mothers, or by their assent or procurement,” and 
which therefore enacted that any woman who should be delivered of a 
child ‘‘ which, if it were born alive, should by law be a bastard,” and 
endeavor to conceal the death thereof, whether it were born alive or 
not, should suffer death as in case of murder, unless she could prove 
that the child was born dead. 1 Prov. Laws, 255. Ane. Chart. 293. 
The indictment alleged, in the usual form of an indictment for murder, 
that the defendant threw her child alive into a vault and immerged it in 
the water and excrements therein, and thereby drowned and suffocated 
it. The jury, by special verdict, found ‘‘ that the said Flora is and 
from her nativity bas been a negro slave; that she was never married 
according to any of the forms prescribed by the laws of this land, but 
that the person supposed to be the father of the said child was also a 
slave, and had kept her company with her master’s consent for above a 
year and a half before that she was delivered alone of the female child 
mentioned in the indictment, and thrust the same child into the vault 
and under the excrements and water, and that the same child was taken 
out dead therefrom, and that, by means of her so immerging the said 
child and concealing the death thereof, it cannot be known whether the 
said child was born dead or alive;” and the jury found the defendant 
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guilty or not guilty, according to the opinion of the court upon the 
question whether ‘‘ the said female child, had it been born alive, would 
have been a bastard, within the meaning and design of” the statute on 
which the indictment was founded. <« After mature advisement upon 
the said verdict, the court are of opinion that the said Flora is not 
guilty.” Flora’s case, Rec. 1758, fol. 295. We have no report of the 
grounds of that opinion; but it may well be that the court thought that 
so highly penal a statute, changing the ordinary rule as to burden of 
proof in criminal cases, should be strictly construed, and that the case 
was not within the evil which it was intended to prevent, as expressed 
in the preamble. 

In Parton v. Hervey, 1 Gray, 119, it was decided, Ist, that the age of 
consent in this Commonwealth, as by the common law of England, was 
fourteen in males and twelve in females; and 2d, that the Proy. St. of 
1695-6 (7 W. IIL.) c. 2, the Sts. of 1786, c. 38, and 1834, c. 177, and the 
Rey. Sts. c. 75, §§ 15, 19, prohibiting justices and ministers, under a 
penalty, from solemnizing marriages of males under twenty-one or of 
females under eighteen, without the consent of their parents or guar- 
dians, did not make void the marriage of a girl thirteen years old, 
solemnized by a justice or minister without such consent. The decision 
on the first point finds additional and conclusive support in the Prov. 
St. of 1694-5 (6 W. & M.), c. 5, § 5, which defined the age of consent 
to be in ‘‘the man fourteen years of age, the woman twelve.” 1 Prov. 
Laws, 172. Ane. Chart. 278. 2 Dane Ab. 301. The decision on the 
second point was in exact accordance with the statement of Chief 
Justice Parsons in Milford v. Worcester, referred to in the Commis- 
sioners’ Report on the Revised Statutes, as already mentioned, that 
‘«when a justice or minister shall solemnize a marriage between parties 
who may lawfully marry, although without publication of the banns 
of marriage, and without the consent of the parents or guardians, such 
marriage would unquestionably be lawful, although the officer would 
incur the penalty of fifty pounds for a breach of his duty.” 7 Mass. 64, . 
55. The general statement of Mr. Justice Bigelow in the course of his 
discussion of this point — that, ‘‘in the absence of any provision declar- 
ing marriages, not celebrated in the prescribed manner, or between 
parties of certain ages, absolutely void, it is held that all marriages, 
regularly made according to the common law, are valid and binding, 
although hadin violation of the specific regulations imposed by statute” 
— evidently had regard to the effect of specific regulations as to the 
publication of banns or the consent of parents, and not to the broader 
question, which was not before him, whether any presence of a third 
person was necessary. If the learned judge had intended to cast any 
doubt on the adjudication of that question in Milford v. Worcester, he 
would hardly have referred, as he did, to that case as supporting his 
statement. 1 Gray, 122. 

In Meyers v. Pope, 110 Mass. 314, there was evidence that the parties 
went before a person whom they supposed to be a justice of the peace 
of the county, with the intent on the part of both to contract marriage 
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before him; that in his presence and hearing the man said that the 
woman was his wife; and that they afterwards cohabitated together, be- 
lieving themselves to have been then and thereby lawfully married. ‘The 
extent of the decision, as stated by Chief Justice Chapman, was that 
the provision of the Rev. Sts. c. 75, § 24, and the Gen. Sts. c. 106, § 20, 
already quoted, (by which the law as declared in Milford v. Worcester, 
has been so far modified as to make a marriage before a justice or min- 
ister, believed by either of the parties to be authorized, as valid as if he 
were in fact authorized to solemnize the marriage,) should by a liberal 
construction be held to include a case ‘‘where the parties go before a 
magistrate or minister, make a marriage contract in some form in his 
presence, in the belief that he sanctions and assents to it in his official 
capacity, and cohabit as husband and wife afterwards, believing that 
they are legally married, though the magistrate understands the matter 
differently, and does not intend to act officially in the matter.” 110 
Mass. 316, 

The presence of a person officiating, or at least believed to be offi- 
ciating, as a justice or minister being (except in the case of Quakers) 
clearly required, according to a long course of legislative action and of 
judicial opinion, to constitute a valid marriage in this Commonwealth, 


it would be superfluous to examine the English decisions, or the cases - 


cited at the argument showing that a different rule prevails in some 
other parts of the Union. Whether it is wise and expedient so to 
change the law of Massachusetts as to allow an act, which so deeply 
affects the relations and rights of the contracting parties and their 
offspring, to become binding in law by the mere private contract of the 
parties, without going before any one as a magistrate or minister, is a 
matter for legislative, and not for judicial consideration. 

In the case before us, it appearing from the undisputed facts that, in 
the ceremony performed by the defendant and the woman with whom 
he has since cohabited, no third person participated or was understood 
or expected to participate in any way, and no civil magistrate or min- 
ister of the gospel, nor any person believed to be such, was present, 
and neither party was a Friend, or Quaker, it was rightly ruled in the 
Superior Court that no lawful or valid marriage i 
is haa he 3 ge between the parties 

But it does not follow that the conviction was warranted by the eyi- 
dence before the jury. Milford v. Worcester, 7 Mass. 57. Sedewick, 
J.,in Mangue v. Mangue, 1 Mass. 240, 242. To support an indictment 
against a man for adultery, it is sufficient to prove sexual connection 
between him and the wife of another man. Commonwealth ». Elwells, 
2 Met. 190. To support an indictment for bigamy or polygamy, it is 
sufficient to prove that the defendant, being at the time lawfully mar- 
ried to one person, has married another. Commonwealth ». Mash, 
7 Met. 472. Reynolds v. United States, 98 U.S. 145. But to support 
this indictment on the Gen. Sts. c. 165, § 6, it is necessary to prove not 
only that & man and a woman, ‘‘not being married to each other,” 
‘‘cohabited together,” but that they so cohabited ‘‘lewdly and lascivi- 


rae. 
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ously,” —implying an evil intent, which cannot be inferred from the 
mere fact (such as was proved at the trial) of cohabitation under an 
honest, though mistaken, belief that the parties were lawfully married 
to each other. Commonwealth v. Hunt, 4 Cush. 49.. If there were 
evidence that the cohabitation was under such circumstances as to create 
a common scandal, or tend to corrupt the public morals, the case might 
be different. See Commonwealth v. Calef, 10 Mass. 153; Grisham v. 
State, 2 Yerger, 589; State v. Moore, 1 Swan, 136. 
Verdict set aside. 


LEGISLATION UNDER THE COMMONWEALTH. 


CEMaAriEn 69 OF ACTS OF 1785. 


AN ACT FOR REGULATING MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 


_SecTION 1. BE it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, That no 
man or woman shall intermarry within the degrees hereafter named, 
that is to say: 

No man shall marry his mother, grandmother, daughter, son’s 
daughter, daughter’s daughter, step-mother, grandfather’s wife, son’s 
wife, son’s son’s wife, daughter’s son’s wife, wife’s mother, wife’s 
grandmother, wife’s daughter, wife’s son’s daughter, wife’s daughter’s 
daughter, sister, brother’s daughter, sister’s daughter, father’s sister, 
mother’s sister. 

No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, son’s son, 
daughter's son, step-father, grandmother’s husband, daughter’s 
husband, son’s daughter’s husband, daughter’s daughter’s husband, 
husband’s father, husband’s grandfather, husband’s son, husband’s 
son’s son, husband’s daughter’s son, brother, brother’s son, sister’s 
son, father’s brother, mother’s brother. 

And if any man or woman shall intermarry within the degrees afore- 
said, every such marriage shall be deemed, taken and adjudged incest- 
uous, and shall be null and void; and the issue of all such incestuous 
marriages shall be deemed, taken and adjudged illegitimate, and be 
subjected to all the legal disabilities of such issue. 

Sect. 2. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
all marriages, where either of the parties shall have a former wife or 
husband living at the time of such marriage, shall be absolutely void, 
and no dower shall be assigned any widow in consequence of such mar- 
riage; and the issue thereof shall be deemed, taken and adjudged 
illegitimate, and be subject to all the legal disabilities of such issue.

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CHAPTER 3 OF ACTS OF 1786. 


AN ACT FOR THE ORDERLY SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGES. 


Section 1. BE tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, ‘That every 
Justice of the Peace, within the county where he resides, and ever 
stated and ordained minister of the gospel in the town, district, paris 
or plantation, where he resides, shall be and hereby is authorized and 
empowered to solemnize marriages between persons that may lawfull 
enter into that relation, when one or both of the persons to be married, 
belong to, or are residents in the county where such justice resides, or 
one or both of them are inhabitants of, or residents in the town, district, 
parish, or plantation where such minister resides. 

Srot. 2. And be tt further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
when any settled and ordained minister of the gospel is himself to be 
married, it shall be lawful for any other such minister within the same 
county, to marry the said minister. And also, when any religious 
society shall be destitute of a settled and ordained minister of the 
gospel, in case there shall not be such a minister within the town, dis- 
trict or plantation in which such religious society is, it shall be lawful 
for any such minister, within the same county, to join any person of 
such town, district or plantation, in marriage: Provided such marriage 
be solemnized in the town, district or plantation where one of the 
parties to be married shall reside. 

Sect. 3. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That all 
persons desiring to be joined in marriage shall have such their inten- 
tions published at three public religious meetings, on different days, at 
three days’ distance exclusively at least from each other, in the town or 
district, wherein they respectively dwell, or shall have their intentions 
of marriage posted up by the clerk of such town or district, by the 
space of fourteen days, in some public place, within the same town or 
district, fairly written, and shall also produce to the justice or minister, 
who shall be desired to marry them, a certificate of such publishment, 
under the hand of the clerk of such town or district respectively ; and 
also, that the intention of marriage hath been entered with him fourteen 
days, prior to the date of such certificate; and where a male, under 
twenty one years, or a female under eighteen years of age, is to be 
married, the consent of the parent, guardian or other person, whose 
immediate care and government such party is under, if within the 
Commonwealth, shall be first had to such marriage. And in ease the 
parties or either of them live in a town, district or place where there 
shall be no clerk, then publishment shall be made in the town or dis- 
trict next adjoining, in manner aforesaid, and a certificate from the 
clerk of the same town or district, of such publishment, and of the entry 
of their intentions of marriage as aforesaid, shall be produced as afore- 
said, previous to their marriage. Provided, That in regard to any plan- 
tation in the counties of Cumberland and Lincoln, where the parties, not 
under the respective ages aforesaid, shall have been inhabitants for the 
space of twelve months, and shall live twenty miles’ distant from such 
next adjoining town or district, any justice or ordained minister belong- 
ing to this Commonwealth, may join them in marriage without such 
certificate,

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Srot. 4. And be tt further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That if, 
at any time, the banns of matrimony betwixt any persons shall be for- 
bidden, and the reasons thereof assigned, in writing, by the person so 
forbidding the same, left with the town or district clerk, he shall for- 
bear issuing a certificate as aforesaid, until the matter shall have been 
duly inquired into, and determined before two justices of the same 
county, quorum wnus: Provided, the person forbidding the banns shall, 
within seven days after filing the reasons as aforesaid, apply unto two 
justices as aforesaid, and procure their determination thereon; unless 
the said justices shall certify unto the said clerk, that a further time is 
necessary for their determination on the reasons filed; in which case 
the clerk shall forbear issuing a certificate, until the time then certified 
to be necessary shall expire, unless the justices shall sooner determine ;

And if any Justice of the Peace or minister 
shall, otherwise than is expressly allowed and authorized by this Act, 
join any persons in marriage, they shall severally forfeit and pay the sum 
of fifty pounds, two third parts thereof to and for the use of the county 
wherein the offence may be committed, and the residue to the prosecu- 
tor, to be sued for and recovered in the Court of Common Pleas, within 
the same county, by the treasurer thereof, who is hereby enjoined, upon

in which he lives, certifying the names (both Christian names and sur- 
names) ot all the persons who have been by them respectively joined 
together in marriage within the year then last past, if any such have 
been by them so joined together. 

[And if it shall so happen, that any one or more of the said justices or ministers shall 
not have joined together in marriage any persons during the course of the year then 
last past, it shall be the duty of such justice or minister also to certify to the said 
town-clerk, in writing, under his hand, that he has not joined any persons in mar- 
riage within the course of the said year:] Repealed 1795, ch. 7.

All fines, not particularly appropriated, shall 
be to the use of the prosecutor. And all former laws relating to the 
solemnization of marriages, are hereby repealed. .

CHAPTER 7 OF ACTS OF 1795. 


AN ACT REPEALING A CERTAIN CLAUSE OF AN ACT, ENTITLED, ‘‘ AN 
ACT FOR THE ORDERLY SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGES.” 


WHEREAS in and by the Act, entitled, as aforesaid, among other 
things, the following clause is enacted, viz. ‘‘ And if it shall so happen, 
that any one or more of the said justices or ministers shall not have 
Joined together in marriage any person during the course of the year 
then last past, it shall be the duty of such justice or minister also to 
certify to the said town-clerk, in writing, under his hand, that he has 
not joined any persons in marriage within the course of the said Viger ket 
and a compliance with the said clause is found inconvenient:

CHAPTER 41 OF ACTS OF 1795. 


FEES FOR MARRIAGES. 


To the town-clerk for publishing the banns of matrimony, recording 
the same, giving a certificate of the publishment, and recording the 
marriage upon receiving the justice’s or minister’s certificate thereof, 
fifty cents, to be paid by the man published, on receiving a certificate of 
the publishment. And the town-clerk shall not in future be holden to 
return certificates of marriages to the clerks of the Courts of General 
Sessions of the Pence, nor clerks last mentioned to record the same. 
To every minister or Justice of the Peace, who shall lawfully solemnize 
a marriage, and certify the same, one dollar and twenty-five cents. 
To the town-clerk for recording births and deaths, eight cents each. 
For a certificate of a birth or death, ten cents. For a subpena for one 
-or more witnesses, ten cents. 


CHAPTER 69 OF ACTS OF 1795. 


AN ACT FOR RECORDING BIRTHS AND DEATHS BY THE CLERKS OF 
TOWNS AND DISTRICTS. 


SecTION 1. BE it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
That it shall be the duty of every town-clerk and every district-clerk, 
within this Commonwealth, torecord all births and deaths which shall 
happen within his town or district and come to his knowledge, together 
with the time of such birth or death, and the names of his or her par- 
ents, if known, for the fees allowed, by law, to be paid by his town or 
district. 

Sect. 2. And be tt further enacted, That it shall be the duty of par- 
ents to give notice to the clerk of the town or district in which they 
dwell, of all the births and deaths of their children; and it shall be the 
duty of every householder to give notice of every birth and death which 
may happen in his house; and of the eldest person next of-kin to give 
‘such notice of the death of his kindred; and it shall be the duty of 
the master or keeper of any alms-house, work-house or prison, and of 
the master or commander of any ship or vessel, to give notice of every 
birth and death which may happen in the house or vessel under his care 
or charge, to the clerk of the town or district in which such event shall 
happen: And in case any person, whose duty it shall be, by virtue of 
this Act, to give notice as aforesaid, shall neglect to perform the same 
for the space of six months after the birth or death shall happen, the 
person so neglecting shall pay a fine of one dollar, to be recovered, 
with costs of suit, on complaint before any Justice of the Peace for the 
same county, to the use of any inhabitant of the same town who shall 
prosecute for the same; from which judgment there shall be no appeal. 

Sect. 3. And be tt further enacted, That this Act shall be in force on 
and after the first day of September next; and that an Act passed Anno 
Domini one thousand six hundred and ninety-two, for registering births 
and deaths, shall be and hereby is repealed, on and after that day.

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CHAPTER 61. OF ACIS" OF Asie 


AN ACT EXPLANATORY OF AN ACT, ENTITLED, ‘‘ AN ACT FOR THE 
ORDERLY SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGES.” 


BE tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, ‘That any marriage 
which has been, or which shall hereafter be solemnized by any minister 
or Justice of the Peace, agreeably to the provisions of the Act, entitled, 
‘«« An Act for the orderly solemnization of Marriages,” in any plantation, 
which at the time of passing said Act was included within the counties 
of Cumberland or Lincoln, shall be deemed and taken to be legal, to 
all intents and purposes, as if the said counties, or either of them, had 
not been divided. And every Justice of the Peace, or minister, who 
shall hereafter solemnize any such marriage, shall transmit a certificate 
thereof to the clerk of the Circuit Court of Common Pleas for the 
county in which said plantation is situated, to be recorded by said clerk, 
in a book to be by him kept for that purpose. [Jan. 27, 1818.] 


CHAPTER 141 OF ACTS OF 1817. 


AN ACT IN EXPLANATION OF AN ACT, ENTITLED, ‘‘ AN ACT FOR THE 
ORDERLY SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGES.” 


BE it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, That all marriages 
(between persons who may or might lawfully enter into that relation) 
which have been or may hereafter be solemnized by any stated ordained 
minister of the gospel, in the town, parish, district, or plantation, within 
or over which such minister, at the time, was, or may be settled, and 
where one of the parties resided, or shall reside, shall be, and be con- 
sidered valid in law, notwithstanding such minister, at the time, shall 
reside, or may have resided without the limits of the town, district, par- 
ish or plantation, within or over which he is, or was so settled.

AN ACT IN FURTHER ADDITION TO THE ACT FOR THE ORDERLY

in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, That every 
stated ordained minister of the gospel shall be, and hereby is authorized 
and empowered to solemnize marriages between persons that may law- 
fully enter into that relation, when one or both of the persons to be 
married belong to the parish or congregation of such minister, although 
such person or persons shall reside without the limits of the town par- 
ish, or district in which such minister may be settled; and such mar-

CHAPTER 177 OF ACTS OF 1884. 
AN ACT FOR THE ORDERLY SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGES. 


SecTION 1. BE i enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, That every 
justice of the peace within his jurisdiction, and every minister of the 
Gospel within the Commonwealth, who has been ordained according to 
the usage of his denomination, and who is resident therein, be, and they 
hereby are authorized and empowered to solemnize marriages between 
persons who may lawfully enter into that relation, when either of the 
persons to be married belongs to, or is resident within the jurisdiction 
of said justice or minister; but all such marriages shall be solemnized 
in the city, town, or district in which the person solemnizing the same 
may reside, or within the city, town, or district in which one or both of 
the persons to be married inay reside.

duce to the justice or minister, who may be desired to marry them, a 
certificate of such publishment under the hand of the clerk of such city,

BE it further enacted, That if, at any times, the banns of 
matrimony between any persons shall be forbidden, and the reasons 
thereof, assigned in writing by the person forbidding the same, be left 
with the city, town, or district clerk, he shall forbear issuing a certificate 
as aforesaid, until the matter shall have been duly inquired into and de- 
termined before two justices of the same county, quorum unus: pro- 
vided, the person forbidding the banns, shall, within seven days after 
filing the reasons as aforesaid, apply unto two justices as aforesaid, and 
procure their determination thereon, unless the said justices shall certify 
unto the said clerk, that a further time is necessary for their determi- 
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nation on the reasons filed; in which case the clerk shall forbear issuing 
a certificate, until the time then certified to be necessary shall expire, 
unless the justices shall sooner determine, according to whose determi- 
nation theclerk shall govern himself herein ; and if the said justices shall 
determine that the reasons assigned by the person forbidding the said 
banns were not supported by the laws of the Commonwealth, then the 
person so forbidding shall pay all the cost that may have arisen in con- 
sequence of such objection, and the said justices shall make up judg- 
ment, and issue execution accordingly. 

Sect. 4. BE ti further enacted, Vhat if any person shall deface or 
take down any publishment in writing, posted up as aforesaid, before 
the expiration of the fourteen days, he shall, upon conviction thereof, 
forfeit and pay a sum not less than two, or more than twenty dollars, to 
the use of the person who shall prosecute therefor. And if any justice 
ot the peace, or minister, shall, otherwise than is expressly allowed and 
authorized by this act, join any persons in marriage, they shall, upon 
conviction thereof, severally forfeit and pay a sum not less than fifty, 
nor more than one hundred dollars, one moiety thereof to the use of the 
county wherein the offence may be committed, ard the other moiety 
to the use of the person who shall prosecute therefor; and in case any 
person whatever, not authorized and empowered to solemnize mar- 
riages by this act, shall join any persons in marriage, and be convicted 
thereof in any court of competent jurisdiction, upon presentment or in- 
dictment, he shall be imprisoned in the common jail, or confined to hard 
labor, for a term not exceeding six months, or pay a fine of not less than 
fifty, nor more than two hundred dollars, to the use of the Common- 
wealth, at the discretion of said court. 

Srot. 5. BH tt further enacted, That every justice and minister shall 
make and keep a particular record of all the marriages solemnized be- 
fore them respectively ; and, in the month of April annually, shall make 
a return to the clerk of the city, town, or district in which he resides, of 
a certificate containing the Christian and surnames, and places of resi- 
dence, of all the persons joined in marriage, by them respectively, 
within the year then last past, and also the time when, and the name of 
the city, town, or district, in which such marriages were respectively 
solemnized ; and when neither of the persons married belongs to, or is 
resident in the city, town, or district, in which such justice or minister 
resides, then such justice or minister shall also make a like return of a 
certificate to the clerk of the city, town, or district in which one or both 
of the persons married may reside, within thirty days from the solemni- 
zation of the same. And any justice/or minister who shall neglect to

BE tt further enacted, That all marriages which have been 
or may be solemnized among the people called quakers or friends, in 
the manner and form used and practised in their societies, shall be good 
and valid in law, anything in this act to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And the clerk or keeper of the records of the meeting wherein such mar- 
riages shall be solemnized, shall, in the month of April, annually, make 
and deliver to the clerk of the city, town, or district in which such 
society usually, meet and worship, a certificate of all marriages solem- 
nized therein, during the year then last past, as in the fifth section of this 
act is provided, under the penalty of not less than twenty nor more 
than one hundred dollars for each neglect, to be recovered in the man- 
ner and to the uses as in said fifth section is provided. 
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Sect. 7. BE tt further enacted, That all marriages between persons: 
who might lawfully enter into that relation, heretofore solemnized by 
any justice or minister, be and they hereby are confirmed and made 
valid in law, although such justice or minister may have exceeded his 
authority or jurisdiction. 

Sect. 8. BE tt further enacted, That ‘‘ an act for the orderly solemni- 
zation of marriages” (except the seventh section thereof,) passed June 
twenty-second, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and 
eighty-six; also ‘‘an act repealing a certain clause of an act for the 
orderly solemnization of marriages,” passed June fifteenth, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety-five; also, ‘‘an act 
explanatory of an act for the orderly solemnization of marriages,” 
passed January twenty-seventh, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and eighteen ; also an act in explanation of an act for the 
orderly solemnization of marriages, passed February twentieth, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and eighteen, and also 
‘‘an act in further addition to the act for the orderly solemnization of 
marriages,” passed February twelfth, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-one, be, and they are hereby re- 
pealed: provided, however, that all marriages confirmed by, or sol- 
emnized in pursuance of the provisions of these acts, be ratified and 
confirmed. 

Sect. 9. BE wt further enacted, That no minister who has uninten- 
tionally violated the laws now in force, for the solemnization of mar- 
riages, shall be subjected to any penalty or punished for that cause. 

SEoT. 10. BH tw further enacted, That the provisions of this act shall 
go into operation on the first day of May next. [Approved by the 
Governor, April 1, 1854.] 


CHAPTER 15 OF THE REVISED STATUTES OF 1836. 


RECORD OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. — NOTICE OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


Sect. 46. The town clerk shall keep a record of the births and 
deaths of all persons within his town, and coming to his knowledge ; 
and he shall specify in such record the day of each birth and death, 
and the names of the parents of such persons, if known. 

Sect. 47. Parents shall give notice to the clerk of their town of 
all the births and deaths of their children; and every householder shall 
give the like notice of every birth and death happening in his house; 
and the eldest person next of kin shall give such notice of the death 
of his kindred; and the keeper of any almshouse, workhouse, house 
of correction, prison or hospital, and the master or other commanding 
officer of any ship, shall give the like notice of every birth and death 
happening among the persons under his charge; and every person 
neglecting to give such notice, for the space of six months, after the 
birth or death shall have happened, shall forfeit to the use of the town 
a sum not exceeding five dollars. 


CHAPTER 75 OF THE REVISED STATUTES OF 1836. 


FOR REGULATING MARRIAGES. 


SroT1on 1. No man shall marry his mother, grandmother, daughter, 
granddaughter, step-mother, grandfather’s wife, son’s wife, grand- 
son’s wife, wife’s mother, wife’s grandmother, wife’s daughter, wife’s 
granddaughter, sister, brother’s daughter, sister’s daughter, father’s 
sister, or mother’s sister. 
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Sect. 2. No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, - 


grandson, step-father, grandmother's husband, daughter’s husband, 
granddaughter’s husband, husband’s father, husband’s grandfather, 
husband’s son, husband’s grandson, brother, brother’s son, sister’s 
son, father’s brother, or mother’s brother. 

Sect. 38. In all the cases, mentioned in the two preceding sec- 
tions, in which the relationship is founded on a marriage, the prohibi- 
tion shall continue in full force, notwithstanding the dissolution of such 
marriage by death, or by a divorce, unless the divorce be for a 
cause, which shows the marriage to have been originally unlawful or void. 

Sect. 4. All marriages, contracted whilst either of the parties 
has a former wife or husband living, shall be void, unless the former 
marriage shall have been dissolved for some cause other than the 
adultery of the person contracting such second marriage. 

Sect. 5. No white person shall intermarry with a negro, indian 
or mulatto; and no insane person or idiot shall be capable of con- 
tracting marriage. 

Sect. 6. When any persons, resident in this state, shall under- 


take to contract a marriage, contrary to the preceding provisions of . 


this chapter, and shall, in order to evade those provisions, and with 
an intention of returning to reside in this state, go into another state 
or country, and there have their marriage solemnized, and shall after- 
wards return and reside here, such marriage shall be deemed void in 
this state. . 

Sect. 7. All persons, intending to be joined in marriage, shall 
cause notice of their intention to be entered, fourteen days at least be- 
fore their marriage, in the office of the clerk of the town in which 
they may respectively dwell (if within this state); and if there be no 
such clerk in the place of their residence, the like entry shall be made 
with the clerk of an adjoining town. 

Sect. 8. The intention shall be published by the clerk, with 
whom the entry is made, either by posting up a written notice thereof, 
in some public place in the town of which he is the clerk, fourteen 


days at least before the marriage, or by making a public proclamation 


thereof, at three public religious meetings in the town, on different 
days; the said meetings to be not less than three days distant from 
each other, exclusive of the days of the publication. 

Seor. 9. The clerk shall deliver to the parties a certificate, under 
his hand, specifying the time when notice of the intention of marriage 
was entered with him, and the time of the publication thereof ; 
which certificate shall be delivered to the magistrate or minister, in 
whose presence the marriage is to be contracted, before he shall pro- 
ceed to solemnize the same. * 

SEoT. 10. After the intention of marriage is entered with the 
clerk, if any person shall forbid the banns, and shall assign his rea- 
sons therefor in writing, and leave the same with the clerk. the certifi- 
cate shall not be issued, until the matter shall have been duly inquired 
into and determined, in the manner hereinafter mentioned; provided 
the person forbidding the banns shall apply to two justices of the 
peace and of the quorum, of the same county, and shall, within seven 
days after the filing of his reasons, procure their decision thereon, 
or produce to the clerk their certificate that a further time is neces- 
sary for the consideration thereof; in which case, the clerk shall with- 
hold his certificate, until the expiration of such further time, unless 
the justices shall sooner make known their decision. 

SEot. 11. The two justices, so applied to, shall proceed forthwith 
to give notice thereof to the persons who propose to be married, and 
after a full hearing of the parties, or of the person objecting to the 
marriage, if the others do not appear, the justices shall decide on the 
truth and sufficiency of the reasons assigned for forbidding the banns, 


° 
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and shall certify their decision thereon to the clerk, with whom the 
intention of marriage was entered. 

Sect. 12. If the said two justices shall certify that the objections 
to the marriage are true and sufficient, the clerk shall not issue any 
certificate of the publication of the banns; but if they shall certify 
that the objections are not proved, or are not sufficient, or if they 
shall not agree in a determination thereupon, the clerk shall forthwith 
issue his certificate, in the same manner as if no objection had been 
made thereto. 

Sect. 13. If the said justices shall certify that the objections to 
the marriage are true and sufficient, the persons, who propose to be 
married, or either of them, may appeal from such decision to the 
court of common pleas, or the supreme judicial court, next to be 
held for the same county, and the determination of the court thereon 
shall be final in the case; and the clerk of the town shall issue, or 
withhold, his certificate oi the publication of the banns, according to 
such final determination. 

Sect. 14. If the objections, so made to any marriage, shall not 
be proved, and adjudged to be sufficient, the person making the same 
shall pay all the costs, that shall have been incurred on account there- 
of, to be taxed by the justices or the court, as the case may be, and 
execution therefor shall be issued accordingly. 

Seor. 15. When a male, under the age of twenty-one years, or 
a female, under the age of eighteen years, is to be married, the magis- 
trate or minister shall not proceed to solemnize the marriage, without 
the consent of the parent or guardian, having the custody of such mi- 
nor, if there be any in the state competent to act. 

SEcT. 16. Marriages may be solemnized by any justice of the 
peace, in the connty for which he is appointed, when either of the 
parties resides in the same county; and they may be solemnized 
throughout the state by any minister of the gospel, who has been 
ordained according to the usage of his denomination, and who resides 
within the state, and continues to preach the gospel and to perform 
the other functions of his office; but all such marriages shall be sol- 
emnized in the town, in which the person solemnizing them may 
reside, orin which one or both of the persons to be married may reside. 

SECT. 17. Every justice and minister shall keep a record of all 
marriages solemnized before him, and in the month of April, annu- 
ally, shall make a return, to the clerk of the town in which he resides, 
of a certificate, containing the christian and surnames, and places of 
residence, of all the persons who have been by him joined in mar- 
riage, within the year then last past, and also the time when, and the 
name of the town in which, such marriages were respectively solem- 
nized; and when neither of the married persons belongs to or is resi- 
dent in the town in which the justice or minister resides, then such 
justice or minister shall, within thirty days after such marriage, also 
return a like certificate to the clerk of the town in which one or both 
of the married persons may reside; and all marriages, so certified to 
the clerk, shall be forthwith recorded by him in a book to be kept for 
that purpose. 

Sect. 18. Every justice of the peace and minister, who shall 
neglect to make such returns, shall, upon conviction thereof, forfeit 
for each neglect a sum, not less than twenty, nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars; one moiety thereof to the use of the county in which he 
resides, and the other moiety to the use of the person who shall pros- 
ecute therefor. 

Sect. 19. If any justice of the peace or minister shall join any 
persons in marriage, contrary to the provisions of this chapter, he 
knowing that the marriage is not duly authorized, he shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, forfeit a sum not less than fifty, nor more than one 
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hundred dollars, one moiety thereof to the use of the county where the 
offence is committed, and the other moiety to the use of the person who 
shall prosecute therefor. . 

Secr. 20. If any person shall undertake to join others in marriage, 
knowing that he is not lawfully authorized so to do, and shall be thereof 
convicted, upon indictment in any court of competent jurisdiction, he 
shall be imprisoned in the common jail, or confined to hard labor, for a 
term not exceeding six months, or shall pay a fine, not less than fifty, 
and not more than two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 21. If any person shall wilfully deface or take down any 
written notice of the intention of marriage, posted up as before pre- 
scribed, within fourteen days after it is so posted up, he shall, upon 
conviction thereof, forfeit a sum not less than two, or more than twenty 
dollars, to the use of the person who shall prosecute therefor. 

Secor. 22. The preceding regulations, so far as they relate to the 
manner of solemnizing marriages, shall not effect [affect] marriages 
among the people called friends or quakers, but such marriages may 
be solemnized, in the manner heretofore used and practised in their 
societies. 

Secr. 23. The clerk or keeper of the records of the meeting, 
wherein any marriages among the said friends or quakers shall be 
solemnized, shall, in the month of April, annually, make and deliver 
to the clerk of the town in which such society usually meet and wor- 
ship, a certificate, like that before prescribed to be returned by justices. 
and ministers, of all marriages solemnized in the said meeting, within 
the year then last past, under the penalty of not less than twenty, nor 
more than one hundred dollars, for each neglect; which penalty shall 
be recovered in the manner, and to the uses, provided in the case of a 
like neglect by a justice or minister. 

SEcT. 24. No marriage, solemnized before any person professing: 
to be a justice of the peace, or a minister of the gospel, shall be 
deemed or adjudged to be void, nor shall the validity therof be in any 
way affected, on account of any want of jurisdiction or authority in such 
supposed justice or minister, or on account of any omission or infor- 
mality in the manner of entering the intention of marriage or in the pub- 
lication of the banns; provided, that the marriage be in other respects 
lawful, and be consummated with a full belief, on the part of the per- 
sons so married, or of either of them, that they have been lawfully 
joined in marriage. ‘ 

Sect. 25. The record of a marriage, made and kept as before pre- 
scribed, by a justice of the peace or minister, or by the clerk of any 
town, or a copy of any such record duly certified, shall be received, 


in all courts and places, as presumptive evidence of the fact of such 
marriage.

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CHAPTER 122 OF THE REVISED STATUTES OF 1836. 


FEES FOR MARRIAGES. 


Sect. 11. To the town clerk, for publishing the banns of matrimony, 
recording the same, giving a certificate ther eof, and recording the mar- 
riage upon receiving “the minister's or justice’s certificate thereof, fifty 
cents, to be paid on “delivering the certificate of publishing the banns : 

To every minister or justice of the peace, who shall lawfully solem- 
nize a marriage, and certify the same, one dollar and twenty-five cents. 


TOWN CLERK’S FEES. 


Sect. 12. For recording births and deaths, eight cents each: 

For a certificate of a birth or death, ten cents: 

For copies of town records, and other documents, furnished to any 
person at his request, if containing less than one page, ten cents, and if 
containing more, at the rate of twelve cents a page. 


CHAPTER 84 OF ACTS OF 1840. 
AN ACT RELATING TO THE EVIDENCE OF MARRIAGE. 


Be wt enacted by the Senaie and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


Whenever, on hearing of any application for divorce, the fact of mar- 
riage is required or offered to be proved, evidence of admission of said 
fact by the party against whom the process is instituted, or of general 
repute, or of cohabitation as married persons, or any other circumstan- 
tial or presumptive evidence, from which said fact may be inferred, 
shall be received as competent evidence for consideration, whether the 
marriage to be proved was contracted in this Commonwealth or else- 
where. 


[Approved by the Governor, March 23, 1840.] 


CHAPTER 20 OF ACTS OF 1841: 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT RELATING TO THE EVIDENCE OF 
MARRIAGE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


The provisions of an act relating to the evidence of marriage, passed 
on the twenty-third day of March, in the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and forty, are hereby extended to all cases where it shall become 
necessary to prove the fact of marriage, in any hearing before any 
court in this Commonwealth.

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CHAPTER 95 OF ACTS OF 1842. 


AN AOT RELATING TO THE REGISTRY AND RETURNS OF BIRTHS, 
MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


SecTION 1. The clerks of the several towns and cities in the Com- 
monwealth shall, annually, in the month of May, transmit to the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth a certified copy of their record of the births, 
matriages, and deaths of all persons within their respective towns and 
cities, which may come to their knowledge; shall state the number of 
births and marriages, and the number of deaths, with the name, sex, 
age, (andif an adult male, the oceupation,) and the names of the dis- 
eases of which all persons have died, or are supposed to have died, to- 
gether with the cause or causes of the death of all such deceased per- 
sons, so far as they may be able to obtain a knowledge of the same 
from physicans or others; and any clerk who shall neglect to make 
such return, shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars, to be recovered 
for the use’ of any town or city where such neglect shall be proved to 
have existed. 

Secr. 2. The Secretary of the Commonwealth shall prepare and fur- 
nish to the clerks of the several towns and cities in this Commonwealth, 
blank forms of returns, as hereinbefore specified, and shall accompany 
the same with such instructions and explanations as may be necessary 
and useful; and he shall receive said returns, and prepare therefrom 
such tabular results as will render them of practical utility, and shall 
make report thereof annually to the legislature, and generally shall do 
whatever may be required to carry into effect the objects of this act, and 
a the several provisions of the Revised Statutes not inconsistent with 
this act.

CHAPTER 5 OF ACTS OF 1843, 


AN ACT RELATING TO MARRIAGES BETWEEN INDIVIDUALS OF CERTAIN 
RACES.\ 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


So much of the fifth section of the seventy-fifth chapter and of the 
first section of the seventy-sixth chapter of the Revised Statutes, as re- 
lates to marriages between white persons and negroes, indians and 
mulattves, is hereby repealed. j

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CHAPTER 159 OF ACTS OF 1844. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE REGISTRY AND RETURNS OF BIRTHS, 
MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


Section 1. The cierks of the several cities and towns in this Com- 
monwealth shall, annually, in the month of June, transmit to the secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth a certified copy of their record of births, 
marriages, and deaths, which have occurred within their respective 
cities and towns during the year next preceding the first day of said 
month. 

The births shall be numbered and recorded in the order in which they 
are received by the clerk. The record of births shall state in separate 
columns the date of the birth, the place of birth, the name of the child, 
(if it have any,) the sex of the child, name and surname of one or both 
of the parents, occupation of the father, residence of the parents, and 
the time when the record was made. 

The marriages shall be numbered and recorded in the order in which 
they are received-by the clerk. The record of marriages shall state in 
separate columns, the date of the marriage, the place of the marriage, 
the name, residence, and official station of the person by whom married, 
the names and surnames of the parties, the residence of each, the age of 
each, the condition of each, (whether single or widowed,) the occupa- 
tion, names of the parents, and the time when the record was made. 

The deaths shall be numbered and recorded in the order in which they 
are received by the clerk. The record of deaths shall state in separate 
columns the date of the death, the name and surname of the deceased, 
the sex, condition, (whether single or married,) age, occupation, place 
of death, place of birth, names of the parents, disease or causes of 
death, and the time when the record was made. 

Secor. 2. The school committee of each city or town shall, annually, 
in the month of May, ascertain from actual inquiry or otherwise, all the 
births which have happened within such city or town, during the year 
next preceding the first day of said May, together with the facts con- 
cerning births required by the first section of this act, and shall make an 
accurate return thereof to the clerk of such city or town, on or before 
the last day of said May; and the said school committee, or other person 
authorized by them to make such returns, shall be entitled to receive 
from the treasury of such city or town, five cents for each and every 
birth so returned. . 

Sect. 3. Every justice, minister, and clerk, or keeper of the records 
of the meeting wherein any marriages among the Friends or Quakers 
shall be solemnized, shall make a record of each marriage solemnized 
before him, together with all the facts relating to marriages required by 
the first section of this act; and each such justice, minister, clerk, or 
keeper shall, between the first and tenth days of each month, return a 
copy of the record for the month next preceding, to the clerk of the city 
or town in which the marriage was solemnized; and every person as 
aforesaid, who shall neglect to make the returns required by this section, 
shall be liable to the penalty provided in the eighteenth section of the 
seventy-fifth chapter of the Revised Statutes. 

Secr. 4. Each sexton or other person, having the charge of any 
burial ground in this Commonwealth, shall, on or before the tenth day of 
each month, make returns of all the facts required by the first section of 
this act, connected with the death of any person whose burial he may 
have superintended during the month next preceding, to the clerk of 
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the city or town in which such deceased person resided at the time of 
his death. And such sexton, or other person, shall be entitled to receive 
from the treasury of the city or town to which the return is made, five 
cents for the return of each death made agreeably to the provisions of 
this act. 

Sect. 5. The clerk of each city or town shall be entitled to receive 
from the treasury of such city or town, eight cents for the record of 
each birth and death: provided such clerk shall comply with this act in 
ali respects. 

Sect. 6. It shall be the duty of the clerks of the several cities and 
towns, to make such distribution of blank forms of returns as shall be 
designated by the secretary of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 7. The secretary of the Commonwealth shall prepare and fur- 
nish to the clerks of the several cities and towns in this Commonwealth, 
blank books of suitable quality and size, to be used as books of record, 
according to the provisions of this act, and also blank forms of returns, 
as herein before specified, and shall accompany the same with such in- 
structions and explanations as may be necessary and useful; and he 
shall receive said returns, and prepare therefrom such tabular results, 
as will render them of practical utility, and shall make report thereof 
annually to the legislature, and generally shall do whatever may be 
required to carry into effect the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 8. Any clerk who shall neglect to comply with the require- 
ments of this act, shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars, to be recov- 
ered for the use of any city or town where such neglect shall be preved 
to have existed. 

Secor. 9. An act entitled ‘* an act relating to the registry of births, 
marriages, and deaths,” passed on the third day of March, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-two, is hereby repealed. 

SECT. 10. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 222 OF ACTS OF 1845. 
AN ACT CONCERNING MARRIAGE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


The validity of any marriage in consequence of the incapacity of 
either of the parties thereto, to contract the same by reason of insanity 
or idiocy, shall not be called in question upon the trial of any collateral 
issue, before any of the courts of this Commonwealth, —but only in a 
process duly instituted, for the purpose of determining the validity 
thereof, during the life-time of both the parties thereto. ~ 

[Approved by the Governor, March 25, 1845.] 


CHAPTER 202 OF ACTS OF 1849.1 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, 
AND DEATHS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Town and city clerks are hereby authorized and required 
to obtain, record, and index the information concerning births, mar-

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riages, and deaths, now required by law. ‘Towns and cities, containing 
more than ten thousand inhabitants, may choose a person, other than 
the town or city clerk, to be town or city registrar, to perform this duty 
instead of the town or city clerk; and said registrar shall take an oath 
faithfully to perform the duties of the office. 

Sect. 2. The fees of the clerk and registrar, for obtaining, record- 
ing, and indexing the information required by this act, shall be as fol- 
lows: For each birth, twenty cents; for each intention of marriage, 
including the certificate to the parties, fifty cents; for each marriage 
solemnized, ten cents; for each death, five cents; and the undertaker 
shall be allowed ten cents for information concerning each death which 
he returns to the clerk or registrar; said fees for births, deaths, and 
marriages solemnized, shall be paid by the town; and for intentions of 
marriage, by the parties having such intentions ; provided, however, that 
the aggregate compensation, allowed to any clerk or registrar, may be 
limited by any town or city containing over ten thousand inhabitants, 
but, in no case, so as to prevent the full execution of this act. 

Sect. 3. Any undertaker, or other person, having the superintend- 
ence of the burial of any deceased person, who shall neglect or refuse 
to obtain and return the information required by this act, concerning 
each person deceased, whose burial shall come under his superintend- 
ence, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars for each 
neglect, and, if an undertaker, to be deprived of his office. And every 
clerk or registrar, who wilfully neglects or refuses to perform the 
duties herein prescribed, shall be tiable to a penalty of not less than 
twenty, nor more than one hundred dollars, for each neglect or refusal. 
All penalties and forfeitures, under this act, may be recovered by any 
person who shall sue for the same, one-half thereof to the use of said 
complainant, and the other half to the use of the town or city in which 
the forfeiture shall have been incurred. 

Sect. 4. The returns required to be made on the first day of Febru- 
ary, in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, shall include the 
births, deaths, and marriages, from the first day of May, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-eight, to said day of return. 

Srct. 5. Copies of records, in the several towns and cities, of the 
births, marriages, and deaths, which occurred during the next preceding 
year, ending December thirty-first, shall be returned to the Secretary of 
State, annually, on or before the first day of February. The blank 
forms of said returns shall be printed on paper of uniform size; and 
those for each year, when filled out and returned to the office of the Sec- 
retary of State, shall be bound together, in one or more volumes, and 
shall be furnished with an index. Blank books for indexes to the town 
registrars, [sic] shall be prepared by the Secretary of State, and fur- 
nished to the several towns and cities at the expense of the Common- 
wealth. 

Sect. 6. All parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed.

CHAPTER 121 OF ACTS OF ‘1850. 


AN ACT RELATING TO BANNS OF MARRIAGE. 


Be wt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


Section 1. All persons intending to be joined in marriage shall 
eause notice of their intention to be entered before their marriage, in 
the office of the clerk, registrar, or other officer appointed for such pur- 
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pose, of the city or town in which they may respectively dwell, (if 
within the State;) and if there be no such clerk in the place of their 
residence, the like entry shall be made with the clerk of an adjoining 
town. 

Sect. 2. The clerk shall deliver to the parties a certificate under his 
hand, specifying the time when notice of the intention of marriage was 
entered with him, which certificate shall be delivered to the minister or 
magistrate, in whose presence the marriage is to be contracted, before 
he shall proceed to solemnize the same. 

Sect. 38. Whenever parties living in this Commonwealth shall go 
out of it for the purpose-of having a marriage solemnized between 
them in another state, and a marriage shall be so solemnized, and they 
shall return to dwell here, they are hereby required to file a certificate 
or declaration of their marriage, including the facts concerning mar- 
riages now required by law, with the clerk or registrar of the town or city 
where either of them lived at the time, within seven days after their 
return, under a penalty of ten dollars, to be recovered in the manner 
and to the uses specified in the third section of the ‘‘ act relating to the 
registration of births, marriages, and deaths,” passed on the second day 
of May, in the year eighteen hundred and forty-nine. 

Sect. 4. The fee of the clerk or registrar, for making the record of 
such marriage, shall be fifty cents, to be paid by the said parties. 

SecT. 5. So much of the seventy-fifth chapter of the Revised Stat- 
utes as is inconsistent with this act, is hereby repealed; provided, 
nevertheless, that nothing herein contained shall be so construed as to 
modify or alter the provisions of the twenty-second section of the said 
seventy-fifth chapter, which relates to marriages among the people 
called Friends or Quakers, but the same shall remain in full force.

CHAPTER 335 OF ACTS OF 1853. 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT RELATING TO BANNS OF MARRIAGE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


SECTION 1. No clerk or registrar of any city or town shall issue any 
certificate of intention of marriage to any male person under the age of 
twenty-one years, or to any female person under the age of eighteen 
years, except it be upon the application of the parent, master, or guar- 
dian of such person, or with their consent in writing expressed, under 
a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, to be recovered by indict- 
ment, to the use of the commonwealth, in any court proper to try the 
same: provided, that if there be no parent, master, or guardian, in the 
state, competent to act, a certificate may be issued without the applica- 
tion or written consent aforesaid. 

Secor. 2. The clerk or registrar of every city or town may require of 
any person who shall apply for a certificate of intention of marriage, 
an affidavit, sworn to before some justice of the peace for the county 
where such application is made, setting forth his or her age, and for the 
purposes of this act, such affidavit shall be proof of the age of the per- 
son to whom such a certificate shall be given.

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CHAPTER 366 OF ACTS OF 1855. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, 
AND DEATHS, IN THE STATE ALMSHOUSES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General - 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as foliows : 


The superintendents of the State almshouses located at Monson, 
Tewksbury, and Bridgewater, are hereby authorized and required to 
make record of all the births and deaths which occur in the institutions 
under their care, and make returns of the same to the secretary of State, 
annually, as all town and city clerks are required to do by the act to 
which this is an act in addition; and the town clerks of Monson, Tewks~ 
bury, and Bridgewater are hereby exempted from all duties herein re- 
quired of the superintendents of the above named institutions.

Be wt enacted, etc., as follows: 


If any person, applying to any clerk or registrar of any city or town 
for a certificate of intention of marriage, shall wilfully practise any 
deception, by making any false statement in relation to the age or resi- 
dence of either of the parties intending marriage, or in relation to the 
parent, master, or guardian of either of the said parties, such person 
shall be subject to a penalty of not more than two hundred dollars, to 
be recovered by indictment, to the use of the Commonwealth, in any 
court competent to try the same.

CHAPTER 195 OF ACTS OF 1860. 


AN ACT CONCERNING FRAUDULENT NOTICES OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, 
AND DEATHS. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: 


Any person who shall wilfully send to the publishers of any news- 
paper, for the purpose of publication, a fraudulent notice of the birth of 
a child, or of the marriage of any parties, or of the death of any per- 
son, shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars.

CHAPTER 20. 
OF THE REGISTRY AND RETURNS OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS. 


Secrion 1. The clerk of each city and town shall receive or obtain, 
and record and index, the following facts concerning the births, mar- 
riages, and deaths, therein, separately numbering and recording the 
same in the order in which he receives them, designating in separate 
columns: . ? 

In the record of births, the date of the birth, the place of birth, the 
name of the child, (if it have any,) the sex and color of the child, 
the names and the places of birth of the parents, the occupation of the 
father, the residence of the parents, and the date of the record ; 

In the record of marriages, the date of the marriage, the place of 
marriage, the name, residence, and official station of the person by 
whom married, the names and the places of birth of the parties, the resi- 
dence of each, the age and color of each, the condition of each, (whether 
single or widowed,) the occupation, the names of the parents, and the 
date of the record ; 

In the record of deaths, the date of the death, the name of the de- 
ceased, the sex, the color, the condition, (whether single, widowed, or 
married,) the age, the residence, the occupation, the place of death, the 
place of birth, the names and places of birth of the parents, the disease 
or cause of death, the place of burial, and the date of the record. 

Sect. 2. Parents shall give notice to the clerk of their city or town 
of the births and deaths of their children; every householder shall give 
like notice of every birth and death happening in his house; the eldest 
person next of kin shall give such notice of the death of his kindred ; 
the keeper of a workhouse, house of correction, prison, hospital, or 
almshouse, except the state almshouses at Tewksbury, Bridgewater, and 
Monson, and the master or other commanding officer of any ship shall 
give like notice of every birth and death happening among the persons 
under his charge. Whoever neglects to give such notice for the space 
a ee months after a birth or death, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding five 
‘dollars. 

Sect. 38. Any physician having attended a person during his last ill- 
ness, shall, when requested within fifteen days after the decease of such 
person, forthwith furnish for registration a certificate of the duration of 
the last sickness, the disease of which the person died, and the date of 
his decease, as nearly as he can state the same. If any physician re- 
fuses or neglects to make such certificate, he shall forfeit and pay the 
sum of ten dollars to the use of the town in which he resides. 

Sect. 4. Every sexton, undertaker, or other person haying charge 
of a burial-ground, or the superintendent of burials having charge of 
the obsequies or funeral rites preliminary to the interment of a human 
body, shall forthwith obtain and return to the clerk of the city or town 


in which the deceased resided or the death occurred, the facts required — 


by this chapter to be recorded by said officer concerning the deceased, 
and the person making such return shall receive from his city or town 
the fee of ten cents therefor. 
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The clerk, upon recording such facts, shall forthwith give to the per- 
son making such return, a certificate that such return has been made, 
which certificate such person shall deliver to the person having charge 
of the interment, if other than himself, before the burial when practi- 
cable, otherwise within seven days thereafter. When a burial takes 
place and no certificate is delivered as aforesaid, the sexton, under- 
taker, or other person having charge of the interment, shall forthwith 
give notice thereof to the clerk under penalty of twenty dollars. 

Sect. 5. The clerk of each city and town shall annually on or before 
the first day of February, transmit to the secretary of the common- 
wealth, certified copies of the records of the births, marriages, and 
deaths, which have occurred therein during the year ending on the last 
day of the preceding December. 

Sect. 6. The record of the town clerk relative to any birth, mar- 
riage, or death, shall be prima facie evidence, in legal proceedings, of 
the facts recorded. ‘The certificate signed by the town clerk for the 
time being shall be admissible as evidence of any such record. 

Sect. 7. The clerk shall receive from his city or town for obtaining, 
recording, indexing, and returning to the secretary of the common- 
wealth, the facts in relation to a birth, twenty cents; a marriage, ten 
cents; a death, twenty cents for each of the first twenty entries, and ten 
cents for each subsequent entry, as the same shall be certified by the 
secretary of the Commonwealth; but a city or town containing more 
than ten thousand inhabitants may limit the aggregate compensation 
allowed to their clerk. He shall forfeit a sum not less than twenty nor 
more than one hundred dollars for each refusal or neglect to perform 
any duty required of him by this chapter. 

SecT. 8. The superintendents of the state almshouses at Tewksbury, 
Bridgewater, and Monson, shall obtain, record, and make return of, the 
facts in relation to the births and deaths which occur in their respective 
institutions, in like manner as is required of town clerks. The clerks 
of said towns shall, in relation to the births and deaths of persons in 
said almshouses, be exempt from the duties otherwise required of them 
by this chapter. 

Sect. 9. The secretary shall at the expense of the Commonwealth 
prepare and furnish to the clerks of the several cities and towns, and 
to the superintendents of the state almshouses, blank books of suitable 
quality and size to be used as books of record under this chapter, blank 
books for indexes thereto, and blank forms for returns, on paper of uni- 
form size; and shall accompany the same with such instructions and 
explanations as may be necessary and useful. City and town clerks 
shall make such distribution of blank forms of returns furnished by the 
secretary as he shall direct. 

Sect. 10. The. secretary shall cause the returns received by him for 
each year to be bound together in one or more volumes with indexes 
thereto. He shall prepare from the returns such tabular results as will 
render them of practical utility, make report thereof annually to the 
legislature, and do all other acts necessary to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of this chapter. 

Sect. 11. Any city or town containing more than ten thousand inhabi- 
tants, may choose a person other than the clerk to be registrar, who shall 
be sworn, and to whom all the provisions of this chapter concerning 
clerks shall apply. The returns and notices required to be made and 
given to clerks shall be made and given to such registrar under like 
penalties. 

SeoT. 12. The secretary of this Commonwealth shall prosecute, by 
an action of tort, inthe name of the Commonwealth, for the recovery 
of any penalty or forfeiture imposed by this [chapter] [act]. 

Secor. 13. Any city or town may make rules and regulations to 
enforce the provisions of this chapter, or to secure a more perfect regis- 
tration of births, marriages, and deaths, therein. 
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GENERAL STATUTES OF 1860, CHAPTER 29. 


KEEPING AND CUSTODY OF RECORDS, 


Sror. 9. Registers of deeds, registers of courts, and the registers 
and clerks of courts, cities, and towns, shall keep all records and docu- 
ments belonging to their offices in their sole custody, and shall in no 
case, except upon summons in due form of law, or when the temporary 
removal of records and documents in their custody is necessary or con- 
venient for the transaction of the business of the courts or the perform- 
ance of the duties of their respective offices, cause or permit any record 
or document to be removed or taken away. 

Secor. 10. Under the direction of the officers having the custody of 
the county, city, and town records and files, the same shall be open for 
public inspection and examination, and any person may take copies 
thereof. And the several clerks and registers shall, on payment of a 
reasonable fee therefor, compare and certify, in the manner herein men- 
tioned, all transcripts properly and correctly made for any county, city, 
or town, in pursuance of the provisions of this chapter.

GENERAL STATUTES OF 1860, CHAPTER 106. 


OF MARRIAGE. - 


Section 1. No man shall marry his mother, grandmother, daughter, 
oranddaughter, step-mother, sister, grandfather's wife, son’s wife, grand- 
son’s wife, wife’s mother, wife’s grandmother, wife’s daughter, wife’s 
granddaughter, brother’s daughter, sister’s daughter, father’s sister, or 
mother’s sister. 

Sect. 2. No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, grand- 
son, step-father, brother, grandmother’s husband, daughter’s husband, 
granddaughter’s husband, husband’s father, husband’s grandfather, 
husband’s son, husband’s grandson, brother’s son, sister’s son, father’s 
brother, or mother’s brother. 

Sect. 3. In all cases mentioned in the two preceding sections in 
which the relationship is founded on marriage, the prohibition shall con- 
tinue notwithstanding the dissolution of such marriage by death or 
divorce, unless the divorce is for a cause which shows the marriage to 
have been originally unlawful or void. 

Sect. 4. All marriages contracted while either of the parties has a 
former wife or husband living, except as is provided in chapter one hun- 
dred and seven, shall be void. 

Sect. 5. No insane person or idiot shall be capable of contracting 
matriage. ! 

Sect. 6. When persons resident in this State, in order to evade the 
preceding provisions and with an intention of returning to reside in this 
state, go into another state or country and there have their marriage 
solemnized, and afterwards return and reside here, the marriage shall be 
deemed void in this state. 

Secor. 7. Persons intending to be joined in marriage shall before 
their marriage cause notice thereof to be entered in the office of the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town in which they respectively dwell, if within 
the state. If there is no such clerk or registrar in the place of their 
residence, the entry shall be made in an adjoining city or town. 

Secor. 8. The clerk or registrar shall deliver to the parties a certifi- 
cate under his hand, specifying the time when notice of the intention of 
matriage was entered with him, together with all facts in relation tothe 
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marriage required by law to be ascertained and recorded, except those 
respecting the person by whom the marriage is to be solemnized. Such 
certificate shall be delivered to the minister or magistrate in whose 
presence the marriage is to be contracted, before he proceeds to solem- 
nize the same. 

Sect. 9. Ifa clerk or registrar issues such certificate to a male unde: 
the age of twenty-one years, or a female under the age of eighteen 
years, having reasonable cause to suppose the person to be under such 
age, except upon the application or consent in writing of the parent, 
master, or guardian, of such person, he shall forfeit a sum not exceeding 
one hundred dollars; but if there is no parent, master, or guardian, in 
this state competent to act, a certificate may be issued without such 
application or consent. 

Sect. 10. Theclerk or registrar may require of any person applying 
for such certificate, an affidavit sworn to before a justice of the peace for 
the county where the application is made, setting forth the age of the 
parties; which affidavit shall be sufficient proof of age to authorize the 
issuing of the certificate. 

SecT. 11. Whoever applying for such certificate wilfully makes a 
false statement in relation to the age or residence, parent, master, or 
guardian, of either of the parties intending marriage, shall forfeit a sum 
not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

Secor. 12. When a marriage is solemnized in another state between 
parties living in this state, and they return to dwell here, they shall 
within seven days after their return file with the clerk or registrar of the 
city or town where either of them lived at the time, a certificate or 
declaration of their marriage, including the facts concerning marriages 
required by law, and for every neglect they shall forfeit ten dollars. 

SecT. 13. No magistrate or minister shall solemnize a marriage, 
having reasonable cause to suppose either of the parties to be under the 
age mentioned in section nine, without the consent of the parent or 
guardian having the custody of the minor, if there is any in the state 
competent to act. 

Secr. 14. Marriages may be solemnized by a justice of the peace in 
the county for which he is appointed, when either of the parties resides 
in the same county; and throughout the state by any minister of the 
gospel ordained according to the usage of his denomination, who resides 
within the state and continues to pertorm the functions of his office ; but 
all marriages shall be solemnized in the city or town in which the per- 
son solemnizing them resides, or in which one or both of the persons 
to be married reside. 

Sect. 15. Marriages among the people called Friends or Quakers 
may be solemnized in the manner heretofore used and practised in their 
societies. 

Sect. 16. Every justice of the peace, minister, and clerk, or keeper 
of the records of the meeting wherein any marriages among the Friends 
or Quakers are solemnized, shall make a record of each marriage sol- 
emnized before him, together with all facts relating to the marriage 
required by law to be recorded. He shall also between the first and 
tenth days of each month return a copy of the record for the month 
next preceding, to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which 
the marriage was solemnized, and shall, when neither of the parties to a 
marriage resides in the city or town in which the marriage is solemnized, 
return a copy of the record of such marriage to the clerk or registrar of 
the city or town in which one or both of said parties reside. All mar- 
riages so returned shall be recorded by the clerk or registrar. 

Sect. 17. Every person neglecting to make the returns required by 
the preceding section shall forfeit for each neglect not less than twenty 
nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 18. <A justice of the peace or minister who joins persons in

marriage contrary to the provisions of this chapter, knowing that the 
marriage is not duly authorized, shall forfeit not less than fifty nor 
more than one hundred dollars. 

Secr. 19. Whoever undertakes to join persons in marriage knowing 
that he is not authorized so to do, shall be imprisoned in the jail or con- 
fined to hard labor for a term not exceeding six months, or pay a fine 
of not less than fifty nor more than two hundred doliars. 

Srct. 20. No marriage solemnized before a person professing to be 
a justice of the peace or minister of the gospel, shall be deemed or ad- 
judged to be void, nor shall ‘the validity thereof be in any way affected, 
by want of jurisdiction or authority in such person, or by an omission 
or informality in the manner of entering the intention of marriage, if 
the marriage is in other respects lawful, and is consummated with a full 
belief on the part of the persons so married, or either of them, that they 
have been lawfully joined in marriage. 

Srot. 21. The record of a marriage, made and kept as prescribed 
by law by the person before whom the marriage is solemnized, or by 
the clerk or registrar of any city or town, or a copy of such record duly 
certified, shall be received in all courts and places as presumptive evi- 
dence of such marriage. 

Sect. 22. When the fact of marriage is required or offered to be 
proved before any court, evidence of the admission of such fact by the 
party against whom the process is instituted, or of general repute, or of 
cohabitation as married persons, or any other circumstantial or presump- 
tive evidence from which the fact may be inferred, shall be competent. 

Sect. 23. Marriages solemnized in a foreign country by a consul or 
diplomatic agent of the United States shall be valid in this State; and 
a copy of the record of a certificate from such consul or agent shall be 
presumptive evidence of such marriage. |

TOWN CLERKS. 


Sect. 9. For entering notice of an intention of marriage and issuing 
the certificate thereof, and for entering the certificate of marriage filed by 
persons married out of the State, fifty cents, to be paid by the parties:

It shall be the duty of every physician and midwife in 
the several cities and towns in this Commonwealth, on or before the 
tenth day of each month, to forward to the clerk of each city and town 
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a correct list of the births of all children born therein during the month 
next preceding, at which such physician or midwife was pr esent ; stating 
therein, as nearly as practicable, the place and date of each birth, the 
name, sex, and color of the child, the names, places of birth, ‘and 
residence of the parents, and the occupation of the father.

CHAPTER 174 OF ACTS OF 1878. 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE MORE ACCURATE REGISTRATION OF 
VITAL STATISTICS. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. No human body shall be buried, or removed from any 
city or town, until a proper certificate has been given by the clerk or 
local registrar of statistics to the undertaker or sexton, or person per- 
forming the burial, or removing the body. This certificate shall state 
that the facts required by chapter twenty-one of the General Statutes 
have been returned and recorded ; and no clerk or local registrar shall 
give such certificate or burial permit until the certificate of the cause of 
death has been obtained from the physician, if any, in attendance at the 
last sickness of the deceased, and placed in the hands of said clerk or 
local registrar: provided, that in those cities and towns where local 
boards of health have been established, the certificate of the cause of 
death shall be approved by such board before a permit to bury is given 
by the registrar or clerk. Upon application, the chairman of the local 
board of health or any physician employed by any city or town for such 
purpose, shall sign the certificate of the cause of death to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, if there has been no physician in attendance. He 
shal] also sign such certificate, upon application, in case of death by 
dangerous contagious disease, or in any other event when the certificate 
of the attending physician cannot for good and sufficient reasons be early 
enough obtained. In case of death by violence, the medical examiner 
attending shall furnish the requisite medical certificate. Any person 
violating the provisions of this section shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars.

RESOLVE RELATING TO THE TRANSFER OF CERTAIN RECORD OF MAR-— 
RIAGES FOR THE COUNTY OF SUFFOLK FROM THE YEAR SEVENTEEN 
HUNDRED AND SIXTEEN TO THE YEAR SEVENTEEN HUNDRED AND 
THIRTY—-ONE. 


Resolved, That the clerk of the supreme judicial court for the county 
of Suffolk transfer to the city registrar of the city of Boston, the volume 
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containing the record of marriages in Suffolk county from the year 
seventeen hundred and sixteen to the year seventeen hundred and thirty- 
one inclusive.

CHAPTER) 116 OF ACTS. OF 1879; 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO RETURNS OF MARRIAGES. : 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. Every justice of the peace, minister, and clerk, or 
keeper of the records of the meeting wherein any marriages among 
the Friends or Quakers are solemnized, shall make a record of each 
marriage solemnized before him, together with all facts relating to 
the marriage required by law to be recorded. He shall also between 
the first and tenth days of each month return a copy of the record for the 
month next preceding, to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in ~ 
which the marriage was solemnized, and shall, when one or both of the 
parties to a marriage resides in a city or town other than that in which 
the marriage is solemnized, return a copy of the record of such marriage 
to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which either party resides, 
and to both cities or towns when the parties reside in different places. 
All marriages so returned shall be recorded by the clerk or registrar. 

Sect. 2. Every person neglecting to make the returns required by 
the preceding section shall forfeit for each neglect not less than twenty 
nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 3. Sections sixteen and seventeen of chapter one hundred and 
six of the General Statutes are hereby repealed.

CHAPTER 33 OF ACTS OF 1880. 


AN ACT TO COMPEL A MORE ACCURATE REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS. 
Be wu enacted, etc., as follows : 


SEcTION 1. It shall be the duty of every physician and midwife in 
the several cities and towns in this Commonwealth, excepting Boston, 
to report on or before the fifth day of each month to the clerk of each 
city and town a correct list of births of all children born therein during 
the month next preceding at which such physician or midwife was present, 
stating therein the place, date of each birth, and parents’ names. 

Seor. 2. Town and city clerks shall give public notice that they are 
prepared to furnish the necessary blanks to all physicians and midwives 
applying therefor. 

Sect. 3. Any physician or midwife neglecting to report such list 
for ten days after it is due shall for each offence forfeit a sum not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars. 

SECT. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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OHAPTER 11 OF ACTS* OF * 1881: 


AN ACT CONCERNING MARRIAGES IN THE SOCIETY OF FRIENDS. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section sixteen of chapter one hundred and six of the. 
General Statutes is hereby amended by inserting after the word ‘ him,” 
in the fourth line, the words ‘or in the said meeting.” 

Secr. 2. Section twenty of said chapter is hereby amended by in- 
serting after the word ‘‘ gospel,” in the second line, the words ‘ or in 
the Society of Friends according to its usages,” and by inserting after 
the word ‘‘person,” in the fourth line, the words ‘‘or Society of 
Friends.” 

Secr. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


Approved February 9, 1881. 


CHAPTER 32 OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 
[Enacted November 19, 1881, to take effect February 1, 1882.] 


RECORDS OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES AND DEATHS. 


Section 1. The clerk of each city and town shall receive or obtain 
and record and index, the following facts concerning the births, mar- 
riages and deaths therein, separately numbering and recording the 
same in the order in which he receives them, designating in separate 
columns as follows: 

In the record of births, the date of birth, the place of birth, the name 
of the child, (if it has any,) the sex and color of the child, the names 
and places of birth of the parents, the occupation of the father, the 
residence of the parents, and the date of the record. 

In the record of marriages, the date of the marriage, the place of 
matriage, the name, residence and official station of the person by 
whom married, the names and the places of birth of the parties, the 
residence of each, the age and color of each, the condition of each, 
(whether single or widowed,) the occupation, the names of the par- 
ents, and the date of the record. 

In the record of deaths, the date of the death, the name of the de- 
ceased, the sex, the color, the condition, (whether single, widowed, or 
matrried,) the age, the residence, the occupation, the place of death, the 
place of birth, the names and places of birth of the parents, the disease 
or cause of death, the place of burial, and the date of the record. 

Sect. 2. Parents shall give notice to the clerk of their city or town 
of the births and deaths of their children; every householder shall give 
like notice of every birth and death happening in his house; the éldest 
person next of kin shall give such notice of the death of his kindred ; 
the keeper of a workhouse, house of correction, prison, hospital, or 
almshouse, except the State almshouse, and the master or other com- 
manding officer of a ship, shall give like notice of every birth and death 
happening among the persons under his charge. Whoever neglects to 
give such notice for the space of six months after a birth or death shall 

orfeit a sum not exceeding five dollars. 

Secr. 8. A physician who has attended a person during his last ill- 
ness shall, when requested within fifteen days after the decease of such 
person, forthwith furnish for registration a certificate of the duration of 
the last sickness, the disease of which the person died, and the date of 
his decease, as nearly as he can state the same. If a physician refuses 
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or neglects to make such certificate, he shall forfeit ten dollars to the 
use of the town in which he resides. 

Srot. 4. Every sexton, undertaker, or other person having charge 
of a burial-ground, and every undertaker or superintendent of burials 
having charge of the funeral rites preliminary to the interment of a 
human body, shall forthwith obtain and return to the clerk of the city 
or town in which the deceased resided, or the death occurred, the facts 
‘required by this chapter to be recorded by said officer concerning the 
deceased, and the person making such return shall receive from his city 
or town the fee of twenty-five cents therefor. 

Sect. 5. No human body shall be buried or removed from any 
city or town until a proper certificate has been given by the clerk or 
registrar to the undertaker, sexton or other person performing the 
burial or removing the body. Such certificate shall state that the 
facts required by this chapter have been returned and recorded; and 
no clerk or registrar shall vive such certificate or burial permit until 
the certificate of the cause of death has been obtained from the physi- 
cian, if any, in attendance at the last sickness of the deceased, and 
placed in the hands of said clerk or registrar; and in cities and towns 
where there are boards of health, the certificate of the cause of death 
shall also be approved by such board before a permit to bury is given 
by the registrar or clerk. Upon application, the chairman of the 
board of health, or any physician employed by any city or town for 
such purpose, shall sign the certificate of the cause of death to the 
best of his knowledge and belief, if there has been no physician in 
attendance. He shall also sign such certificate, upon application, in 
case of death by dangerous contagious disease, or in any other event 
when the certificate of the attending physician cannot for good and 
sufficient reasons be early enough obtained. In case of death by 
violence, the medical examiner attending shall furnish the requisite 
medical certificate. Any person violating the provisions of this section 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 

Secor. 6. The boards of health of towns and the mayor and alder- 
men of cities shall, on or before the first day of July in each year, 
license a suitable number of undertakers to take charge of the funeral 
rites preliminary to the interment of a human body. 

Seot. 7. Physicians and midwives shall on or before the fifth day 
of each month report to the clerk of each city and town, except Boston, 
a correct list of all children born therein during the month next preced- 
ing at the birth of which they were present, stating the place and date 
ot each birth, and the parents’ names. 

Sect. 8. The clerk-of each city and town shall give public notice 
that he is prepared to furnish, to all physicians and midwives applying 
therefor, blanks for returns under the preceding section. 

Sect. 9. Any physician or midwife neglecting to report such list 
for ten days after it is due shall for each offence forfeit a sum not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. The clerk of each city and town shall annually, on or 
before the first day of March, transmit to the secretary of the common- 
wealth certified copies of the records of the births, marriages and deaths 
which have occurred therein during the year ending on the last day of 
the preceding December. 

Secr. 11. The record of the town clerk relative to a birth, marriage 
or death, shall be prima facie evidence, in legal proceedings, of the 
facts recorded. A certificate, signed by the town clerk for the time 
being, shall be admissible as evidence of such record. 

Sect. 12. The clerk of each city and town, (except in such cities 
and towns as choose a registrar, in which cases the provisions of this 
section shall apply to the registrar,) for receiving or obtaining, re- 


cording, indexing, and returning the facts relating to marriages, 
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births and deaths occurring therein, shall be entitlea to receive from 
the city or town for each matriage, fifteen cents; for each birth, fifty 
cents; for each death returned to him by the persons specified in sec- 
tions two, three, and four, twenty cents for each of the first twenty 
entries, and ten cents for each subsequent entry; for each death not 
so returned, but by him obtained and recorded, thirty-five cents, as 
the same shall be certified by the secretary of the commonwealth; but 
a city or town containing more than ten thousand inhabitants may 
limit the aggregate compensation allowed to their clerk or registrar. 
He shall forfeit not less than twenty nor more than one hundred dollars 
for each refusal or neglect to perform any duty required of him by 
sections one, two, three, four, ten, twelve, fourteen, sixteen, and 
eighteen. 

Sect. 13. The superintendent of the state almshouse shall obtain, 
record, and make return of the facts in relation to the births and deaths 
which occur in his institution, in like manner as is required of town 
clerks. ‘The clerk of a town in which such almshouse is located shall, 
in relation to the births and deaths of persons in said almshouse, be 
exempt from the duties otherwise required of him by this chapter. 

Secr. 14. The secretary shall at the expense of the commonwealth 
prepare and furnish to the clerks of the several cities and towns, and 
to the superintendent of the state almshouse, blank books of suitable 
quality and size to be used as books of record under this chapter, blank 
books for indexes thereto, and blank forms for returns, on paper of 
uniform size; and shall accompany the same with such instructions and 
explanations as may be necessary and useful. City and town clerks 
shall make such distribution of blank forms of returns furnished by the 
secretary as he shall direct. 

Sect. 15. The secretary shall cause the returns received by him for - 
each year to be bound together in one or more volumes with indexes 
thereto. Heshall prepare from the returns such tabular results as will 
render them of practical utility, make report thereof annually to the 
general court, and do all other acts necessary to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of this chapter. 

Sect. 16. A city or town containing more than ten thousand inhab- 


-itants may choose a person other than the clerk to be registrar, who 


shall be sworn, and to whom all the provisions of this chapter concern- 
ing clerks shall apply. The returns and notices required to be made 
and given to clerks shall be made and given to such registrar under like 
penalties. 

Sect. 17. The secretary of the Commonwealth shall prosecute, by 
an action of tort in the name of the Commonwealth, for the recovery 
of any penalty or forfeiture imposed by sections two, three, twelve, 
sixteen, and eighteen. 

Sect. 18. A city or town may make rules and regulations to enforce 
the provisions of this chapter, or to secure a_ more perfect registration 
of births, marriages, and deaths therein. ; 


CHAPTER 37 OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 


OF THE PUBLIC RECORDS. 


Srot. 5. <A city or town may cause to be earefully copied such of its 
records as relates to grants of land,—and also any records of births 
and marriages kept by such city or town or by a parish within the same. 

Secr. 12. Registers of deeds and the registers and clerks of courts, 
cities and towns shall keep all records and documents belonging to 
their respective offices in their sole custody, and shall in no case, except 
upon summons in due form of law or when the temporary removal of 
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records and documents in their custody is necessary or convenient for 
the transaction of the business of the courts or the performance of the 
duties of their respective offices, cause or permit any record or docu- 
ment to be removed therefrom. 

Secr. 13. Under the direction of the officers having the custody 
of any county, city or town records or files, all such records and files 
shall be open for public inspection and examination, and any person 
may take copies thereof. And the several clerks and registers shall, 
on payment of a reasonable fee therefor, compare and certify all copies 
properly and correctly made in pursuance of the provisions of this 
chapter. 


CHAPTER 145 OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 


OF MARRIAGE. 
CERTAIN MARRIAGES PROHIBITED. : 


Section 1. No man shall marry his mother, grandmother, daugh- 
ter, cranddaughter, step-mother, sister, grandfather’s wife, son’s wife, 
erandson’s wite, wife’s mother, wife’s grandmother, wife’s daughter, 
wife’s granddaughter, brother’s daughter, sister’s daughter, father’s 
sister, or mother’s sister. 

Sect. 2. No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, 
grandson, step-father, brother, grandmother’s husband, daughter’s 
husband, granddaughter’s husband, husband’s father, husband’s grand- 
father, husband’s son, husband’s grandson, brother’s son, sister’s son, 
father’s brother, or mother’s brother. 

Srot. 3. In all cases in which the relationship mentioned in the 
two preceding sections is founded on marriage, the prohibition shall 
continue notwithstanding the dissolution by death or divorce of the 
marriage on which such relationship is founded, unless the divorce is 
for a cause which shows such marriage to have been originally unlaw- 
ful or void. 

Sect. 4. All marriages contracted while either of the parties has 
a former wife or husband living, except as is provided in chapter one 
hundred and forty-six, shall be void. 

Secr. 5 No insane person or idiot shall be capable of contracting 
marriage. 

Sect. 6. No magistrate or minister shall solemnize a marriage, 
when he has reasonable cause to suppose the male to be under the age 
of twenty-one years or the female to be under the age of eighteen 
years, except with the consent of the parent or guardian having the 
custody of the minor, if there is any such parent or guardian in the 
Commonwealth competent to act. 

Secor. 7. Every marriage solemnized within this Commonwealth, 
which is prohibited on account of consanguinity or affinity between the 
parties, or on account of either of them having a former wife or husband 
living, or when either party was insane or an idiot, shall be void with- 
out a decree of divorce or other legal process. 

Sect. 8. Every marriage solemnized when either party was under 
the age of consent shall be similarly void, if the parties separate during 
such nonage, and do not afterwards cohabit. 

Secor. 9. The validity of a marriage shall not be questioned in the 
trial of a collateral issue on account of the insanity or idiocy of either 
party, but such question shall only be raised in a process instituted to 
test such validity in the lifetime of both parties. 

Sect. 10. When persons resident in this Commonwealth, in order 
to evade any of the provisions of the first five sections of this chapter, 
and with an intention of returning to reside in this Commonwealth, 
go into another state or countny and there have their marriage solem- 
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nized, and afterwards return and reside here, the marriage shall be 
deemed void in this Commonwealth. 

Sect. 11. When the validity of a marriage is doubted, either party 
may file a libel for annulling such marriage, or, when the validity of a 
marriage is denied or doubted by either party, the other party may 
file a libel for affirming the same. Such libel shall be filed in the 
same manner as a libel.for divorce, and all the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and forty-six relative to libels for divorce, and section 
twenty-four of said chapter, relative to the powers of the court in 
relation thereto, shall, so far as applicable, apply to libels under this 
section. Upon proof of the nullity or validity of the marriage, it shall 
be declared void, or affirmed by a decree of the court, and such decree 
of nullity may be made notwithstanding the marriage was solemnized 
out of the Commonwealth, if the libellant had his domicile in the Com- 
monwealth when the marriage was solemnized and also when the libel 
was filed, and such decree affirming a marriage shall be conclusive 
upon all persons concerned. 


. LEGITIMACY, CARE, ETC., OF ISSUE OF VOID MARRIAGES. 


Sect. 12. The issue of a marriage declared void on account of 
consanguinity or aflinity between the parties shall be deemed to be 
illegitimate. 

Sect. 18. The issue of a marriage declared void on account of 
the nonage, insanity or idiocy of either party shall be deemed to be 
the legitimate issue of the parent who was capable of contracting the 
marriage. 

Sect. 14. When a marriage is declared void on account of a prior 
marriage of either party, and it appears that the second marriage was 
contracted in good faith and with the full belief of the parties that the 
former husband or wife was dead, that fact shall be stated in the de- 
cree, and the issue of the second marriage, born or begotten before the 
commencement of the suit, shall be deemed to be the legitimate issue of 
the parent capable of contracting the marriage. 

SecT. 15. Upon or after a decree of nullity the court shall have 
similar power to make orders concerning the care, custody and main- 
tenance of the minor children of the parties as upon a decree of divorce. 


NOTICE OF INTENTION OF MARRIAGE, 


Sect. 16. Persons intending to be joined in marriage in this Com- 
monwealth shall before their marriage cause notice of their intention 
to be entered in the office of the clerk or registrar of the city or town 
in which they respectively dwell, or, if they do not dwell within the 
Commonwealth, in the office of the clerk or registrar of the city or 
town in which they propose to have the marriage solemnized. If there 
is no such clerk or registrar in the place of their residence, the entry 
shall be made in an adjoining city or town. 

Sect. 17. The clerk or registrar shall deliver to the parties a cer- 
tificate under his hand, specifying the time when notice of the inten- 
tion of marriage was entered with him, together with all facts in 
relation to the marriage which are required by law to be ascertained 
and recorded, except those respecting the person by whom the mar- 
riage is to be solemnized. Such certificate shall be delivered to the 
minister or magistrate before whom the marriage is to be contracted, 
before he proceeds to solemnize the same. 

Sect. 18. If a clerk or registrar issues such certificate to a male 
under the age of twenty-one years, or to a female under the age of 
eighteen years, when he has reasonable cause to suppose the person to 
be under such age, except upon the application or consent in writing 
of the parent, master or guardian of such person, he shall forfeit a 
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sum not exceeding one hundred dollars; but if there is no parent, 
master or guardian in this Commonwealth competent to act, a certificate 
may be issued without such application or consent. 

Secr. 19. The clerk or registrar may require of any person apply- 
ing for such certificate an affidavit setting forth the age of the parties; 
which aflidavit shall be sworn to before a justice of the peace, and shall 
be suflicient proof of age to authorize the issuing of the certificate. 

Sror. 20. Whoever, when applying for such certificate, wilfully 
makes a false statement in relation to the age, residence, parent, 
master or guardian of either of the parties intending marriage, shall 
forfeit a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 21. When a marriage is solemnized in another state be- 
tween parties living in this Commonwealth, and they return to dwell 
here, they shall within seven days after their return file with the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town where either of them lived at the time 
a certificate or declaration of their marriage, including the facts con- 
cerning marriages required by law; and for every neglect so to do they 
shall forfeit ten dollars. 


BY WHOM AND HOW MARRIAGE MAY BE SOLEMNIZED. 


Secor. 22. A marriage may be solemnized by a justice of the peace 
or by a minister of the gospel, ordained according to the usage of 
his denomination, who resides in the Commonwealth and continues to 
perform the functions of his office; but every marriage shall be sol- 
emnized in the city or town in which the person solemnizing it resides, 
or in which one or both of the persons to be married reside. 

SrctT. 23. A marriage among the people called Friends or Quakers 
may be solemnized in the manner heretofore used and practised in their 
societies. 

Sect. 24. Every justice of the peace, minister and clerk or keeper 
of the records of a meeting wherein marriages among Friends or 
Quakers are solemnized shall make a record of each marriage sol- 
emnized before him, or in such meeting, and of all facts relating to 
the marriage which are required by law to be recorded. He shall 
also, between the first and tenth days of each month, return a copy of 
all such records for the month next preceding to the clerk or registrar 
of the city or town in which the marriage was solemnized, and shall, 
when one or both of the parties to the marriage resided in a city or 
town other than that in which the marriage was solemnized, return a 
copy of the record of such marriage to the clerk or registrar of the 
city or town in which either party resided, and to the clerks or regis- 
trars of both cities or towns when the parties resided in different 
places. All marriages so returned shall be recorded by the clerk or 
registrar, and every person neglecting to make the returns required by 
this section shall forfeit for each neglect not less than twenty nor more 
than one hundred dollars. 

Secor. 25. <A justice of the peace or minister who joins persons in 
marriage contrary to the provisions of this chapter, knowing that the 
marriage is not duly authorized, shall forfeit not less than fifty nor more 
than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 26. Whoever undertakes to join persons in marriage, know- 
ing that he is not authorized so to do, shall be imprisoned in the jail 
for a term not exceeding six months, or pay a fine of not less than fifty 
nor more than two hundred dollars. 

Srcr. 27. No marriage solemnized before a person professing to be 
a justice of the peace or a minister of the gospel, or solemnized in the 
society of Friends according to the usages of said society, shall be 
deemed or adjudged to be void, nor shall the validity thereof be in any 
way affected by want of jurisdiction or authority in such person or 
society, or by an omission or by informality in the manner of enter- 
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ing the intention of marriage, if the marriage is in other respects 
lawful, and is consummated with a full belief on the part of the per- 
sons so married, or of either of them, that they Lave been lawfully 
joined in marriage. 

Secor. 28. Marriages solemnized in a foreign country by a consul 
or diplomatic agent of the United States shall be valid in this Com- 
monwealth. 

EVIDENCE OF MARRIAGE. 


Sect. 29. The record of a marriage, made and kept as prescribed 
by law by the person before whom the marriage has been solemnized, 
or by the clerk or registrar of a city or town, or a copy of such record 
duly certified, shall be received in all courts and places as presump- 
tive evidence of such marriage. 

Sror. 30. When a marriage has been solemnized by a consul or 
diplomatic agent of the United States, a copy of the record or a cer- 
tificate from such consul or agent shall be presumptive evidence of 
such matriage. 

Sect. 31. When the fact of marriage is required or offered to be 
proved before a court, evidence of the admission of such fact by the 
party against whom the process is instituted, or evidence of general 
repute or of cohabitation as married persons, or any other circumstan- 
tial or presumptive evidence from which the fact may be inferred, shall 
be competent. 


CHAPTER 199 OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 


TOWN CLERKS. 


SrctT. 16. The fees of town clerks shall be as follows: 

For entering notice of an intention of marriage and issuing the 
certificate thereof, and for entering the certificate of marriage filed 
by persons married out of the state, fifty cents, to be paid by the 
parties. 

For a certificate of a birth or death, ten cents. 


MINISTERS, ETC., FOR MARRIAGES. 


SroT. 17. For lawfully solemnizing and certifying a marriage, a 
minister or justice of the peace shall be entitled to receive one dollar 
and twenty-five cents. 


CHAPTER 207 OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 


FRAUDULENT NOTICES. ? 


Srot. 68. Whoever wilfully sends to the publisher of a newspaper, 
for the purpose of publication, a false notice of a birth, marriage or 
death, shall be punished by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


CHAPTER 124 OF ACTS OF 1883. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE REMOVAL AND TRANSPORTATION OF CER- 
TAIN BODIES FOR BURIAL. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. Section five of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes, 
relating to the burial or removal of bodies for burial, is amended by 
inserting in the eleventh line thereof, after the word ‘‘ bury,” the 
words ‘‘ or remove.” 
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Secor. 2. Norailroad corporation, or other common carrier or per- 
son, shall convey or cause to be conveyed, through or from any city 
or town in this Commonwealth, the remains of any person who has 
died of small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or typhoid fever, until 
such body has been so encased and prepared as to preclude any danger 
of communicating the disease to others by its transportation; and no 
local registrar or clerk shail give a permit for the removal of such 
body until he has received from the board of health of the city, or the 
selectmen of the town where the death occurred, a certificate, stating 
the cause of death, and that said body has been prepared in the manner 
set forth in this section, which certificate shall be delivered to the agent 
or person who receives the body. 

Secr. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


Approved April 11, 1883. 


CHAPTER 158 OF ACTS OF 1883. 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE RETURNS OF BIRTHS BY PHYSICIANS AND 
MIDWIVES. 


Be wt enacted, etc., as follows: 


SecTion 1. Section seven of chapter thirty-two of the Public Stat- 
utes is amended so as to read as follows: ‘‘Sect. 7. Physicians and 
midwives shall on or before the fifth day of each month report to the 
clerk of each city or town, except Boston, a correct list of all children

A physician who has attended a person during his last 
illness shall, when requested, forthwith furnish for registration, a cer- 
tificate stating, to the best of his knowledge and belief, the name of 
the deceased, his age, the disease of which he died, the duration of his 
last sickness, and the date of his decease. If the physician neglect or 
refuse to make a certificate as aforesaid, he shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sect. 2. Section five of said chapter, prohibiting the burial or re- 
moval of a human body until a proper certificate is furnished, is 
umended so as to read as follows: 

Section 5.. No undertaker, sexton 
or any other person shall bury in acity or town or remove therefrom the 
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body of a deceased person until he has received a permit so to do from 
the board of health or its duly appointed agent, or, if there is no board 
of health in such city or town, from the city or town clerk. No such 
permit shall be issued until there has been delivered to such board, or 
agent or clerk, as the case may be, a satisfactory written statement 
containing the facts required by this chapter to be returned and re- 
corded, together with the certificate of the attending physician, if any, 
as required by section three of this chapter, or in lieu thereof a certifi- 
cate as hereinafter provided. Ifthere is no attending physician, or 
if the certificate of the attending physician cannot be obtained, for 
good and sufficient reasons, early enough for the purpose, the chair- 
man of the board of health or any physician employed by a city or 
town for the purpose shall, upon request of said board, agent or 
clerk, make such certificate as is required of the attending physician ; 
and in case of death by violence the medical examiner shall, if re- 
quested, make the same. When such satisfactory statement and cer- 
tificate are delivered to the board of health or to its agent, the board 
or agent shall forthwith countersign and transmit the same to the 
clerk or registrar for registration.

Whenever the records of any city or town do not contain 
the facts relating to a birth, death or marriage which occurred therein, 
or whenever such facts are not fully or correctly stated on such records, 
the clerk or registrar of such city or town may receive a deposition, un- 
der oath, containing such facts as are desired for record, and shall then 
file said deposition and record said facts in a book to be kept for that 
purpose, stating in addition thereto the name and residence of the de- 
ponent and the date of such record. The clerk or registrar shall keep 
such book separate and apart from the official records of his office, and 
may certify to the facts contained therein; provided, however, that such 
certificate shall state in addition to all the facts so recorded that the cer- 
tificate is issued in accordance with the provisions of this act. 

Secor. 2. A clerk or registrar shall not alter or amend the record of 
any former clerk or registrar, nor any record made while he is in office, 
except to correct a clerical error made by himself or some person under 
his direction. Whenever it is deemed expedient to make a new copy 
of any earlier records, each page shall be verified and signed by the 
clerk or registrar, and such record while preserved in proper custody 
shall have the same force and effect as the original record. 

Sect. 8. Any person who shall make a false return in regard to any 
birth or death shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars.

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CHAPTER 314 OF ACTS OF 1892. 
AN ACT CONCERNING THE CITY REGISTRAR OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The mayor of the city of Boston shall appoint, subject to 
confirmation by the board of aldermen of said city, a city registrar, who 
shall have charge of the registry department of said city and shall have 
all the powers and perform all the duties appertaining to registrars of 
cities provided for in section sixteen of chapter thirty-two of the Public 
Statutes; and said city may from time to time assign to said city regis- 
trar any other duties. Chapter two hundred and sixty-six of the acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five and chapter four hundred and 
eighteen of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety, and all other 
acts relating to departments of the city of Boston and officers in charge 
thereof, shali apply to said registry department and to said city registrar. 

Sect. 2. The said city registrar shall, from his subordinates, appoint 
two assistant city registrars, who may, in the absence of the city regis- 
trar, perform his duties; and the certificates or attestations of either 
assistant city registrar shall have the same force and effect as that of the 
city registrar; said city registrar may pay, out of any funds received by 
him, the fees due to persons making returns under the requirements of 
law, and shall on or before the twentieth of each month transmit the 
accounts and vouchers for all funds so received and fees so paid to the 
city auditor. 

Sect. 3. The duties imposed upon the clerks of cities or towns under 
sections fourteen and fifteen of chapter thirty-seven of the Public Stat- 
utes shall in Boston be performed by the city registrar. 

Sect. 4. Said city may from time to time, by ordinance, direct the 
head of any department, including the city clerk, to place in charge of 
the city registrar any of the books or papers of such department bearing 
date prior to the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five, and may in like 
manner direct their return. 

Sect. 5. In the city of Boston the penalties or forfeitures established 
by section seventeen of chapter thirty-two of the Public’Statutes, or by 
acts supplementary thereto, shall be recovered on complaint, in the same 
manner as penalties for breaches of the ordinances of said city, and all 
fines paid on such complaints shall enure to said city for such uses as it 
may direct.

No town or city clerk or registrar shall receive a notice 
of the intention of marriage of any male under the age of eighteen years, 
nor of any female under the age of sixteen years, except as hereinafter 
provided. 

SEcT. 2. The judge of probate in any county, after due hearing, 
may make an order allowing the marriage of a minor under the age 
specified in the preceding section: provided, that said minor resides in 
a city or town within the county wherein said judge holds court; and 
provided, also, that the father of such minor, or in case of his death the 
mother, has consented to such order, and that in case neither parent is 
alive and resident in this Commonwealth a legal guardian has been 
appointed, whose consent has been given to such order. On the receipt 
of a certified copy of such order by the clerk or registrar of the town 
or city where such minor resides, he shall receive the notice required by 
law and issue a certificate as in other cases.

CHAPTER 409 OF ACTS OF 1894. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO MARRIAGES AND THE ISSUING OF CERTIFICATES 
THEREFOR. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. City clerks and registrars may require notices of inten- 
tion of marriage to be given to them in writing, on blanks to be fur- 
nished by them, by one of the parties to such intended marriage, or by 
his or her parent or legal guardian, and may require the party giving 
such notice to make oath before them to the truth of all the statements 
therein whereof he or she could have knowledge. No fee shall be 
charged for administering such oath. 

Srct. 2. Any city clerk or registrar may refuse to issue a certifi- 
cate to any parties, in case he has reasonable grounds to believe that any 
of the statements contained in the notice of intention of marriage are in- 
correct; but he may, in his discretion, accept depositions uncer oath, 
made before him, and such depositions shall be taken and deemed to be 
sufficient proof of the facts therein stated to authorize the issuing of a 
certificate. A city clerk or registrar may dispense with the statement of 
any of the facts required by law to be given in notices of intention of 
marriage, whenever such facts do not relate to or affect the identity or 
age of the parties, if he is satisfied that the same cannot be obtained with 
reasonable effort. 

Sect. 3. No city clerk or registrar shall be required to receive 
notices of intention of marriage at any place except his office, nor shall 
he be required to receive such notices on the Lord’s day or public holi- 
days. 

Sect. 4. Whenever, in the marriage of a minor, it is necessary. to 
give notice in two towns or cities, the town or city clerk or registrar who 
first takes the consent of the parent or guardian shall take it in dupli- 
cate, retaining one copy and delivering the other duly attested by him to 
the party obtaining the certificate, to be given to the clerk or registrar 
issuing the second certificate; and no fee shall be charged for such 
consent or copy. 

Secr. 5. Any clergyman or rabbi duly authorized to solemnize a 
marriage in this Commonwealth may perform the ceremony anywhere 
within the same. 

Sect. 6. No person shall give the notice of intention of marriage 
required by law without the consent of both the parties to such intended 
marriage, and any person giving such notice without such consent shall 
be liable in an action of tort to the person whose name was so used with- 
out such consent for all damages thereby sustained by such person. 

Sect. 7. The superior court, upon petition of either of the parties 
alleged to intend marriage in a notice of intention of marriage, given 
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without the consent of both parties therein alleged to intend marriage, 
and not followed by a marriage between said parties, may, upon such 
notice as said court may order and after a hearing upon such petition, 
adjudge that such notice of intention of marriage be cancelled and ex- 
punged from the records of the city or town in which the same was 
recorded. 

Sect. 8. Whoever violates any of the provisions of this act shall, 
upon conviction thereof within one year after such violation, be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars or by imprisonment in 
jail or in the house of correction for not more than one year, or both.

CHAPTER 427 OF THE ACTS OF 1895. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO MARRIAGE AND THE LEGITIMACY OF CHILDREN. 


Be wt enacted, etc., as follows: 


Where a marriage contract has been entered into with due legal cere- 
mony and the parties thereafter live together as husband and wife; and 
where at the time of such marriage ceremony a former husband or wite 
of one of the parties was living, and the former marriage with such person 
was still in force; and where such subsequent marriage contract was 
entered into by at least one of the parties in good faith, in the full belief 
that the former husband or wife was dead, or that such former marriage 
had been annulled by divorce ; or without knowledge on the part of one 
of them of such former marriage; and where the impediment to such 
subsequent marriage existing by reason of the former marriage is 
removed by the death of the other party to the former marriage, or by 
a proper decree of divorce, and the parties to such subsequent marriage 
then continue living together as husband and wife in good faith, on the 
part of at least one of them, they shall be taken and deemed to have 
been legally married from and after the removal of such impediment, 
and the issue of such subsequent marriage shall be deemed to be the 
legitimate issue of both parents.

CHAPTER 499 OF THE ACTS OF 1896. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO MARRIAGE AND THE LEGITIMACY OF CHILDREN. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


The provisions of chapter four hundred and twenty-seven of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-five shall apply to cases in 
which the impediment to marriage therein referred to was removed 
prior to the date when said act took effect, as well as to cases in which 
such impediment was removed s"1bsequent to such date: provided, that 
no marriage otherwise valid shall hereby be rendered invalid.

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CHAPTER: 306 OF “THE VACTS (OPSiea7: 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO MARRIAGES. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

SECTION 1. Any person duly authorized to solemnize marriages in 
this Commonwealth who shall join in marriage persons who have not 
complied with the statutes in regard to procuring certificates of notice 
of intention of marriage shall be punished by a tine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars. 

Secr. 2. Whoever, not being duly authorized by the statutes of this 
Commonwealth, undertakes to join persons in marriage in this Com- 
monwealth shall be punished by a fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars or by imprisonment in jail or in the house of correction not ex- 
ceeding one year, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Secr. 3. Sections twenty-five and twenty-six of chapter one hundred 
and forty-five of the Public Statutes are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 4. No person shall solemnize a marriage in this Common- 
wealth unless he is able to read and write the English language, and 
no rabbi of the Israelitish faith shall solemnize marriage until he has 
filed with the clerk or registrar of the town or city where he resides a 
certificate of the establishment of the synagogue of which he is rabbi, 
and of the date of his appointment thereto, and of the term of his en- 
gagement.

Section 1 of chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876 provides that 
the sealer of weights and measures shall annually give pub- 
lic notice, by advertisement, or by posting notices in one or 
more public places, to all inhabitants or persons having a 
usual place of business therein, who use scales, weights, or 
measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, to 
bring in their scales, weights, and measures to be adjusted - 
and sealed. 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the sealer of weights and 
measures no fees shall be charged for such services.’ 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section, 
it is customary for the Sealer to notify annually, i in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publish- 
ing the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this 
office their scales, weights, and measures, to be tested and 
sealed. 

Section 2 of chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended by 
section 2 of chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides that 
at any time after said notice the said Sealer of Weights and 
Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and shops of persons 
mentioned in the foregoing section, who have neglected to 
comply with the notice given thereunder, and having entered 
the same, with the assent of the occupants, shall adjust and 
seal their nealse weights, and measures, and shall be entitled 
to receive for said service the compensation set forth-in 
chapter 51, section 14, of the General Statutes. 

The customary notice having been published, after a 
reasonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit 
the places where scales, weights, and measures were in use; 
and, having informed the owners thereof that it was optional 
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with them whether their scales, etc., should be tested at this 
office or at their places of business, and in the former case 
no charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent, to test and seal the same.

Sir: In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the Street 


Department for the year 1895 is herewith respectfully 
submitted. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department during the past year has been 
carried on under the same organization that was effected 
when the consolidated department was created in 1891, with 
the exception that, as recommended in the last report of the 
department, a Street-W atering Division has been established, 
and the work of street watering, formerly carried on by the 
Paving Division, with a foreman in charge, now devolves 
upon the Deputy Superintendent of this division. 

By the provisions of Chapter 449 of the Acts of 1895, 
the Ferry Department, on July 1, 1895, became a part 
of the Street Department, and was on that date organized 
as the Ferry Division. 

The several divisions of the department are as follows : 


The Central Office. 
Bridge Division. 
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Boston and Cambridge Bridges. 
Ferry Division. 

Paving Division. 

Sanitary Division. 

Sewer Division. 

Street-Cleaning Division. 
Street-W atering Division. 


Each of the above divisions, with the exception of the 
Central Office Division and the Boston and Cambridge 
Bridges, is in charge of a Deputy Superintendent. 

The Boston and Cambridge Bridges are managed by two 
commissioners, the Superintendent of Streets being the com- 
missioner for the city of Boston, the other commissioner 
being appointed by the Mayor of the city of Cambridge. 


Much confusion has in past years resulted from the fact 
that the district lines were differently drawn in the several 
divisions, while the work of one division in a district often 
required the codperation of another; the openings made by 
a foreman of the Sewer Division, in a district, require the 
attention of the paving foreman, and in, the central portion 
of the city, the district foreman of paving assists the district 
foreman of the street cleaning in times of storm. Formerly 
the district of one division overlapped and included portions 
of several districts of another division. 

The organization has been much improved, the work sim- 
plied, and codperation made more easy by the rearrangement 
of the city into new Street Department districts which are 
the same for all divisions, the order for which was issued as 
follows :

Tremont street to Court, Court street to State, State street to Kilby, 
Kilby street to Oliver, Oliver street to Fort Point Channel.

The result anticipated has been fully realized, and espe- 
cially has this been demonstrated in the Street-Cleaning 
Division, whose district lines most sadly needed alteration, 
having been practically unchanged since their first establish- 
ment by Superintendent Forristall, of the old Health De- 
partment. Economy of operation and increased efficiency 
resulted from the change, and the consequent reorganiza- 
tion, as is shown in the report of the Deputy Superintend- 
ent (Appendix F) ; the average cost of cleaning streets per 
mile, exclusive of supervision, last year, under old system, 
was $12.57; this year, under new organization, $11.80; the 
average cost, inclusive of supervision, yard and _ stable 
expenses, etc., last year, $15.61; this year, after reorgani- 
zation, $14.40, showing saving of $0.77 per mile in actual 
work of cleaning, and an additional savihg of $0.44 per 
mile in supervision. 


Increased efficiency of the administrative force of the 
Sewer Division has been obtained by the removal of the 
offices to the Probate Building, Court square. Previous to 
this the Deputy Superintendent, clerks, and permit office 
of the Sewer Division were in City Hall, Room 44, the chief 
engineer, district engineers, and draughtsmen in six small 
dimly lighted rooms in a wooden addition in the rear of No. 
14 Beacon street; here all the working and many record 
plans were necessarily kept, and much time consumed in 
travel over nearly one-quarter of a mile intervening between 
these offices and City Hall, plans for immediate reference 
being required by the Superintendent many times daily. 
‘Had fire swept these offices, the loss to the’city would have 
been immeasurable. The office of the Street-Watering 
Division and of the Permit Office of the Paving Division 
were in the Old Court-House, and this separation of the 
two permit offices of the department in different buildings 
made needless confusion and annoyance for the public. By 
the occupancy of the Probate Building, a fire-proof structure 
of four stories, which was entirely renovated, the entire 
Sewer Division offices were consolidated upon the three 
upper floors, much-needed room and light acquired for 
draughting, and proper fire-proof storage given for plans. 
Upon the lower floor were located the permit office of the 
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Paving Division ane the Street-W atering Division, and this 
building being entirely occupied by offices of the Street 
Department, was connected with the general office of the 
Superintendent of Streets in City Hall by an iron covered 
bridge, bringing them, to all intents and purposes, under 
the roof of City Hall and within the personal reach of the 
Superintendent. Events have proved that had it not been 
for this consolidation of forces and increased working space, 
it would have been impossible to have carried on the engi- 
neering and administration of the vast amount of sewer 
construction undertaken this year. 


PURCHASING. 


Early in the year a change was inaugurated in the methods 
and forms of purchasing supplies for the departments, the 
office of Purchasing Agent was abolished and the Superin- 
tendent became personally responsible, as he should be, in 
all matters of expense charged to the appropriation of this 
department ; these methods resulted in reducing the amounts 
purchased by deputies, foremen, and others to a minimum. 
New forms of duplicate bills were introduced ; before a bill. 
is now passed for payment the signature has been obtained 
of the foreman who received the goods, of the chief clerk of 
the division ordering, of the Deputy Superintendent, the 
purchasing clerk, and the Superintendent of Streets. 

Responsibility for the order, receipt, quality, and price 1s 
therefore fully fixed. The results obtained are made appar- 
ent by a comparison of the percentages of the total annual 
expenditure paid for bills and for labor last year and this, 
showing a saving of some 64 per cent. in bills, which con- 
sequently gave opportunity for an increased percentage of 
expenditure in labor upon the streets; a part of this saving 
has been so expended and the balance of the appropriation, 
$24,822.37, has been returned to the city treasury. 


YARDS AND STABLES. 


In South Boston, the stables, yards, and offices of the Pav- 
ing, Street-Cleaning, and Sanitary divisions are upon leased 
property, the Sewer Division yard and Paving wharf are upon 
city property included in the limits of the Strandway, which 
must soon be vacated, and the Bridge Division is obliged to 
rent a stable and has no fit accommodations for office and 
storehouse. A piece of land with wharf privileges should be 
purchased and buildings for the use of these four divisions 
erected upon it. 

In East Boston, the quarters of the Paving and Sewer 
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divisions on city land are inadequate and unsatisfactory and 
the buildings must soon be rebuilt; the city owns no wharf 
privilege, although in the district all supplies of paving and 
crushed stone must reach it by water; there is no yard for 
the Sanitary and Street-Cleaning divisions ; the collection of 
ashes and offal therefore must be done by contract, and the 
Charlestown street-cleaning force journeys to East Boston 
in order to give it an aspect of cleanliness twice a week. 

These conditions should be changed and a location provided 
on the water-front for these four divisions, with suitable build- 
ings for each. 

‘The Back Bay district has in its yard no stable accommo- 
dations except for the driving-horse of the foreman, and con- 
sequently all teams here employed are hired ; sufficient room 
should be provided to give stabling to the minimum number 
of horses required. 

Attention is also called to the entirely inadequate quarters 
at the Main and Intercepting Sewer yard on Massachusetts 
avenue, near Albany street. Negotiations were opened dur- 
ing the year for the purchase of the buildings of the New 
England Construction Company, on the city land at Gibson 
street, Dorchester, for this purpose, but were not satisfac- 
torily terminated. 

The city should and could economically maintain a suffi- 
cient force of horses to do its entire work at the periods of 
ordinary demand, and the hiring of teams should be elimi- 


nated as far as possible, and a certain and considerable saving — 


would then accrue to the city. 

But the accommodations are at present insufficient, and 
no money is available for additions either to stable or stock ; 
the maintenance appropriation, which is the only one avail- 
able, being severely taxed to replace with sufficient rapidity 
the horses who outlive their usefulness or become injured in 
the city’s employ. Additional stables and stock of 75 
horses in the different divisions are required, and would 
result in an annual saving of about $150 per single team 


(horse and man), besides giving employment to an equal 


number of citizens. A better service would be obtained than 
of the under-paid alien in charge of the hired horse of none 
too active character. 


Stony Brook. 


The question of the relation of Stony brook to the exten- 
sion of Columbus avenue and the raising of the tracks of the 
Providence Division of the N. Y., N. H., & H. R.R. Goz 
was quite fully discussed in last year ’s report; and as the 
result of the studies made at that time it was decided, for 


j 
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the reasons therein set forth, to locate the channel proposed 
by the Stony Brook Commission of 1886 within the lines of 
the avenue, and to build it between the existing portion 
of the same channel which now ends at the Inlet Chamber 
and the section of improved channel built during the year 
by the N. Y:, N. H.,& H. R.R. Co. from near Ritchie street 
to 400 feet south of Boylston street, as a part of the con- 
struction of the avenue, and it has been so ordered by the 
Street Commissioners in their order of construction of the 
avenue. 

The necessity for extending the Commissioner’s channel 
down to meet that now ending at the Inlet Chamber is 
clearly shown by the photograph inserted in this report, 
showing the arch of the channel nearly submerged, and the 
channel entirely inaccessible for cleaning out or the removal 
of obstructions, accumulations of lumber, rubbish, ete. 

The scheme discussed for building a low level sewer, in 
connection with this channel, for those portions of West Rox- 
bury which cannot be sewered by extensions of the existing 
system of sewers has also been adopted, and a portion of it 
2,092.5 feet long has been built on the haunch of the arch of the 
channel built last season bytheaN ey Ny Ay, & A RORsGo.s 
and the bill for the same has been paid by the city. Another 
portion of the low level sewer has been built in Tremont 
street, between the Roxbury Crossing and Texas street, the 
sewer ‘being built inside of the existing 7 feet X 7 feet channel 
of Stony brook, and paid for by the abutter, as a part of the 
cost of diverting the brook around his premises. Plans are 
in progress for the construction of those sections of Columbus 
avenue between the Roxbury Crossing and Ritchie street, in 
which the Stony-brook channel and the West Roxbury low 
level sewer form a part of the system. 

This channel, carrying the sewer, should be built in advance 
of any other work of construction on this part of the avenue, 
because it requires the deepest excavation ; its construction 
should certainly precede the laying of any large water-mains. 

As a portion of, or possibly the entire present course of, 
the brook between the Inlet Chamber and the land of the High- 
land Foundry Company will probably have to be followed in 
building the new channel, and as this location is parallel and 
adjoining that of the Providence Division, this portion of 
the channel should be built before the railroad company 
begins to build its retaining-wall for raising its tracks, which 
will be begun by midsummer. 

The discussion in last year’s report upon the route to be 
followed in building the new channel from the corner of Pyn- 
chon street (or Columbus avenue) and Centre street to Amory 
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street, and thence to connect with the northerly end of the 
new channel just built by the N: Y., N. H., & H. RokeCos 
proceeded upon the assumption that the pr esent location of 
the brook would be followed, and the cost of building the 
connecting link between the last-mentioned portion of the 
new channel and the portion to be built in Columbus avenue, 
ending near Ritchie street, was included in the estimate of 
cost, but this portion was not included in the order of con- 
struction by the Board of Street Commissioners. But now, 
on account of the removal of buildings and additional takings 
made by the railroad company at the corner of Centre and 
Amory streets, a shorter route may be found .by following 
Centre street from its present intersection with Pynchon 
street to the easterly side of the railroad location, thence 
along the easterly side of this location to the northerly end 
of the channel, as already built by the railroad company. 
This route is about 250 feet shorter than the present route 
of the brook, which would represent a saving of about 
$20,000, based upon the figures of the Commission of 1886, 
and beanld probably reeatt in a larger saving, as a large 
amount of ledge, and also the handling of the water of the 
brook during construction, would be avoided ; this last con- 
sideration is one which would be highly appreciated by con- 
tractors. This portion of the channel should not be built 
until the grade of Centre street has been lowered by the 
railroad company in order to carry it under their proposed 
bridge, but should be done immediately after and_ before 
Centre street is resurfaced. 

An additional reason for promptness is that the old channel - 
between Centre and Ritchie streets cannot be filled in (and 
Columbus avenue cannot therefore be finished) until the new 
channel is completed. 


The question as presented in last year’s discussion 1s eee | 


an open one as to the adoption of means by which water 
shall be furnished to the Boston Belting Company, if a settle- 
ment of their claim to the water of the brook is not made. 

Such a settlement seemed probable in the latter part of the 
year, the Mayor being authorized by the City Council to make 
such arrangements as it was hoped would relieve the city of 
one complication of the Stony-brook problem, which has 
vexed it for so many years; but no agreement seems to have 
been reached. 

The building of an auxiliary channel from the farthest point 
up stream of ‘the low-grade channel as improved, has, how- 
ever, been abandoned, and the water of the brook must be fur- 
nished, if at all, either by the erecting of amovable dam or the 
setting up of a pumping plant at the present Inlet Chamber. 


Se en eee 
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The question of the treatment of Stony brook at one other 
point has arisen during the year; namely, at the Washington- 
street crossing of the N. Y., N. H., & H. R.R. near Forest 
Hills Station, occasioned by the proposed construction of the 
bridge abutments at this point necessary for the raising of 


the tracks of this railroad. 


Two alternatives presented themselves: either to construct 
a section of the improved low-grade channel at this point, 
forming another pocket and settling basin, which a continua- 
tion of the improvement would not reach for many years, 
or to abandon this location, since after the construction of 
the abutments no excavation for such a purpose could safely 
be made between them. It was found that the construction 
of the section would be very expensive and difficult even at 
this time, and it was therefore decided that a preferable ex- 


‘pedient would be to construct the conduit when future needs 


required, by extending it upon the easterly side of the rail- 
road upon a taking to be made for that purpose, either within 


or without the railroad location, to a point at which it might 


cross under the proposed embankment of the railroad to join 
the existing channel upon the other side. This arrangement 
not only obviated the necessity of present outlay, for no im- 
mediate advantage, but the new location willundoubtedly avoid 
a pocket of quicksand existing near the present crossing, and 
result in far more economical construction without material 
increase in the length. 

The consent of the railroad by its chief engineer has been 
obtained to the crossing of its right of way with this channel, 

“ provided the city will agree to bear all the expense, when the 
conduit is constructed, in protecting the company’s tracks,” 
ete. —a usual and satisfactory condition. 


“Tot BOULEVARDS.” 


The four avenues, Blue Hill, Columbus, Huntington, and 
Commonwealth extension, which have come to be popularly 
known as “The Boulevards,” have required a large amount 
of engineering, draughting, and supervision, and that portion 
upon which construction has been ordered by the Street Com- 
missioners has been divided for purposes of reference and 
contract into 38 sections; these include the whole of the 


proposed avenues except that portion of Blue Hill avenue, 


from Walk Hill street to Milton line, which crosses the 
N. Y. & N. E. R.R., and upon which construction will not 
be ordered until the grade-crossing problem is solved at 
this point. 

Contracts, forty-two in number, have been let as required 
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by law, and work commenced either upon sewer construction 
or grading, in some cases both, upon every one of these 38 
sections, except four on Columbus avenue lying between Rox- 
bury Crossing and Centre-street bridge, for which distance 
the avenue is laid out over the existing Pynchon street. 

Because of the fact that the operations of the N. Y.,.N. 
H., & H. R.R. in raising its tracks between these points 
might inconvenience public travel, it seemed unwise to 
disturb the paved surface of the str eet and thus increase the 
burden upon heavy traffic in this vicinity, while either end 
of the avenue required such extensive work and was 
so far from completion. It is in these four sections, more- 
over, that Stony brook must go, and much aideintiete time 
was required for the completion of the plans and the work- 
ing out of details. ‘There seems to be now no good 
reason why operations should not. commence in the early 
spring upon the important work of these sections, which in- 
cludes the provision for Stony brook before referred to. 

In connection with the construction of these avenues, the 
West End Street Railroad Company has agreed, because of 
the privilege of location, to loam the entire width of all the 
reserved spaces to a depth of eight inches, at its sole cost 
and expense. 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


Work upon that portion of Commonwealth avenue which 
many years ago was laid out under the general law, has been 
continued during the year. Early in ‘the season the short 
portion of the southerly roadway between Beacon street and 
Cottage Farm at the bridge remaining uncompleted was 
evaded, and the roadway opened to travel. 

The widening of the bridge has been commenced. From 
the bridge to Brighton avenue the southerly roadway will be 
used as a speedway, and this is entirely subgraded, edge- 
stones set, and gutters paved and partly g oravelled with loose 
material for this purpose; a few days only of good weather 
will serve to complete it. The portion of the northerly 
roadway between the bridge and St. Paul street has been 
graded, curbing set, and cutters paved and constructed of 
Telford macadam, completing this section of the work. 

Beyond the intersection of Brighton avenue the character 
of the avenue changes, having no loamed reservation for 
street railway, but a wide central roadway instead, with 
winding side-roads on either hand. The westerly roadway 
has been graded, and a Telford road, with paved barrel-gut- 
ters, has been constructed to Warren street; a portion of it 
requires binding and rolling only. The easterly roadway 
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has been subgraded to Warren street, and constructed from 


Brighton avenue to Harvard avenue, with Telford macadam 
and paved barrel-gutters. 

_ A balance of $87,227.88 remains unexpended of an appro- 
priation of $170,000, which it was estimated would complete 
the avenue to Warren street, and which appears to be more 
than amply sufficient. The surplus may be used to coutinue 


the work beyond Warren street. 


The principal features of the work of the year may be 
summarized as follows: 

Paving with granite blocks, and regulating 35 streets, or 
parts of streets, in various districts. 

Construction of Telford macadam roadways on Common- 
wealth avenue, from Cottage-Farm bridge to Warren street ; 
on Talbot avenue, from Wells avenue to Washington street, 
and on Harvard avenue, Norway street, Parker street, and 
St. Germain street. 

Construction of sewers and grading upon Blue Hill, Co- 
lumbus, Commonwealth extension, Huntington, and Brigh- 
ton avenues. 

Constructing three other macadam streets, under Chapter 
323 of the Acts of 1891, and commencing eight others. 

Setting 51,669 linear feet of new edgestone, and laying 
20,632 square yards of new brick sidewalks, and 12,295 
square yards of new granolithic sidewalks, besides resetting 
and regulating 113,806 linear feet of edgestone, and relaying 
72,360 square ° yards of brick sidewalk. 

Increasing our asphalt pavements by 17,933 square yards. 

The completion of Chelsea-street bridge ; the rebuilding of 
Chelsea, north, with new steel retractile draw ; the extension 
of the pier and widening of Cottage-Farm bridge, and the 
construction of Gold-street bridge. 

Building over 33 miles of sewers and 570 catch-basins and 
drop inlets, repairing 561 and cleaning 6,509 catch-basins, 
removing therefrom about 18,264 cubic yards of filthy 
material. 

Cleaning about 11,419 miles of streets, removing 122,544 
loads of dirt. 

Sprinkling 338.13 miles of streets during the season. 

Collecting and removing 336,886 loads of house-dirt and 
ashes. 

Collecting and removing 51,327 loads of house-offal. 

During the 3 rear, work has been completed upon streets, 
five in number, previously laid out and commenced under 
Chapter 323 of 1891, etc., and work has been commenced 
and prosecuted upon eleven others, upon which construction 
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has been ordered; one only, Audubon road, has not been 
begun, as the date of the order (Nov. 7, 1895) made it im- 
practicable. | , 

The work begun last year upon Boylston-street extension 
has also been prosecuted. 

The report of the Executive Engineer, which follows, 
alludes to the work of the Central Office, and includes a state- 
ment of the general finances of the department, with appro- 
priations and expenditure from loans for special work, 
together with a valuable table of prices that obtained upon 
a contract basis. 

Attention is also called to the general work of the divi- 
sions, under the special division headings following. 

In addition to this report, seven appendices are herewith 
submitted, in which will be found the reports of the several 
Deputy Superintendents, showing the expenditures of each 
division in detail. They are as follows:

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EMPLOYMENT OF LABOR. 


During the year ending February 1, 1896, 122 applications 
were made upon the Civil Service Commission for 428 
employees of various grades, and 671 names were submitted 
by them, of which number 442 were given employment in 
the several divisions; of the 442 persons employed, 36 were 
appointed provisionally (Civil Service, Rule 36), 5 were 
given non-competitive examinations, 2 promoted, and 93 
were veterans. 

During the year 131 persons were transferred to this 
department from other city departments; making a total of 
573 persons employed during the year. 

Notices of 319 discharges from the department rolls were 
sent to the Commission. — ; 

The department records show that there are 3,044 persons 
eligible for employment in the various divisions, and of that 
number 2,531 were upon the pay rolls on the week ending 
January 23, 1896. 

On July 1, 1895, the list of Ferry Dian oniplenes 
(195) was added to the department register.

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3RIDGE DIVISION. 


The total number of bridges in Boston in the care of the 
Bridge Division, not including culverts, 1s one hundred and 
thirteen. Thirty-four of these are wholly supported by rail- 
road corporations. | Four— Harvard, Canal, Prison-Point, 
and West Boston bridges — all connecting Cambridge, are in 
the care of two commissioners, one appointed by the City of 


Cambridge, the Superintendent of Streets being the Boston 


Commissioner, ex-officio. The remainder, seventy-five in . 


number, are supported, wholly or in part, by the City of 
Boston, and are in the care of this division, including 
twenty-thr ee tide-water bridges, with draws, alone requiring 
for their operation seventy draw-tenders, assistant draw- 
tenders, and engineers. A complete and systematic record 
of the openings of the draw bridges, giving numbers and 
time of openings and other data, appears in Appendix A. 

The following table shows the amounts expended from the 
maintenance appropriation of the Bridge Division for the 
past five (5) years:

There has not been an accident or a break-down incon- 
veniencing public travel during the year. Charles-river 
bridge was closed to public travel from June 19 to. Aug. 1, 
while extensive repairs, under the direction of the City Engi- 
neer, were made, and Mystic-river bridg 
and the B. & M. R.R. tracks, which has been closed to public 
travel during all of the year previous to Jan. 1, 96, while in 
process of building, has been reopened to the public. Some- 
thing has been done toward modifying the smoke and _ hot- 
cinder nuisance, so very disagreeable to pedestrians, and 
often so disastrous to horses and vehicles on Broadway and 
the Dartmouth-street bridges, by the erection of a shield on 
either side of both these bridges, which has thus far given 
most satisfactory results. Broadway bridge, because of its 
very large span, has always been very dark at night until 


ve, over that river 
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this year. In coéperation with the Lamp Department, a large 
electric light has been placed in the exact centre of the draw 
by a device which works perfectly, permitting the opening 
of the draw without disconnecting the electric current, light- 
ing up not only the roadway, but the water way as well, ‘and 
proving a great convenience to navigation. 

Attention is again called to the necessity of proper head- 
quarters for the South District of this division, which is still 
located on Foundry street, in a small building which has to 
suffice as an office and storehouse, the stable and storehouse 
of the district having been entirely destroyed by the 
strengthening of Broadway Bridge nearly two years ago. 
A portion of a stable, situated some distance away, was leased 
as temporary quarters and has been occupied ever since. 
Proper accommodations are badly needed in order that sup- 
plies may be purchased in quantity and arrangement made 
to properly protect them and check their delivery, : as well 
as for stable purposes. 

Of the bridges of oe importance but two are now 
operated by hand-power and Mount Washington- 
avenue —and one, Mae dimiesirent, by horse-power ; rather 
primitive methods for these advanced times, and it is expedi- 
ent that these be added to the list of those now operated by 
electric motors, of which there are three — Chelsea North, 
Dover, and Federal street bridges. The others use steam, 
but experience indicates electricity to be the best from every 
standpoint. The cost of coal for engines is a very consider- 
able item in the expense of the division, while the cost of 
electricity is very trifling; the cost of repairs on engines far 
exceeds that on motors. There is the further consideration 
of space and cleanliness, all favorable to the motor. After 
making some inquiries, and investigation with reference to 
Warren bridge, it appears that complete electric power could 
be installed there for about $2,000. The boilers and engines 
could be sold, and a saving of about $700 per annum made 
on coal, and something additional saved on repairs, indicating 
a mistaken economy in retaining the engines. 

One bridge has been added to those in the care of the 
division —a temporary foot-bridge over the N. Y., N. H., & 
H. R.R. at Roxbury Crossing, erected during the year at a 
cost of $981, charged to the maintenance account. 

Constructive work inthe Bridge Division, for which money 
is provided by loan, has been of unusual proportions during 
the past year. The rebuilding of Chelsea-street bridge, com- 
menced last year, has been completed, and in addition to the 
work done by the B. & M. R.R., at Chelsea bridge, the draw 
over the North channel has been entirely rebuilt. Charles 
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river-bridge draw pier has been remodelled and rebuilt. 
Gold-street bridge abutments and iron superstruction have 
been completed, and Cottage Farm bridge is in process of 
construction.

The following statement of the City Engineer contains the 
main features of the special work of construction assigned to 
him by this department for engineering supervision : 


Crry oF Boston, ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT, 
50 City Harty, January 31, 1896. 
Mr. B. T. Wueeter, Superintendent of Streets: 

Str: I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done under my direction for the Bridge Division of the 
Street Department during the year 1895. 

The following are the principal items of work done : 


Charles-river Bridge. — A contract was made June 14, 
1895, with J. N. Hayes & Co., for repairing the draw and 
draw foundation. The cost of the entire work was $4,259.51. 

Chelsea Bridge North. —May 23, 1895, a contract was 
made with Augustus Bellevue & Co. to rebuild the draw 
foundation, about fifty-four feet of bridge, and the wharf, 
and to lengthen the up-stream pier fifty feet, and the down- 
stream pier sixty feet ; under another contract the same firm 
rebuilt the wood-work of the bridge above the piles for a 
length of fifty-three feet. The draw has been replaced by a 
new steel draw of the retractile style, built by the Penn 
Bridge Company of Beaver Falls, Penn. ; it is operated by 
electricity, the motor being furnished by the General Elec- 
tric Company ; the draw has been in use since December 28, 
1895. The total cost of the work charged to this appopria- 
tion to February 1, 1896, was $33,827.91. 

Ohelsea-street Bridge. — As mentioned in the last annual 
report, the pile structure was rebuilt by B. F. Nay & Co., 
and the steel draw was built by the Boston Bridge Works. 
The bridge was opened to team-travel February 26, 1895. 
The cost of the contract-work on the pile bridge was 
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$15,241.53; on the steel draw, $8,450. The sheathing of 
the bridge and draw was done by the Bridge Division. 

Cottage Farm Bridge (over the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road). — During the past year the following work has been 
done on the northerly section of the bridge: The middle pier 
has been extended 210 feet 6 inches, and the parapets on the 
abutments set by David 8. Crockett & Co., the stone for 
the parapets being furnished by the Cape Ann Granite Com- 
pany ; two steel girders have been built and set in position by 
the Boston Bridge Works; 20-inch steel beams have been 
furnished by Page, Newell, & Co., but are not yet in place ; 
and hollow bricks and skewbacks have been furnished by 
the Boston Fire Proof Company. 

Gold-street Bridge. —Under an order from the Street — 
Department, dated May 13, 1895, plans and _ specifications 
were prepared for a bridge over the tracks of the New York 
& New England Railroad at Gold street. 

A contract for the abutments was made with Frank H. 
Blaisdell, dated June 11, 1895, for the sum of $1,850, 
and subsequently an agreement was made with him for 
building two short return-walls at the ends of the west abut- 
ment. Work was begun July 1 and completed about Jan- 
uary 1. The total amount paid under these two agreements 
was $2,333.45. 

A contract was made with the Boston Bridge Works, dated 
June 11, 1895, for the superstructure of the bridge, for the 
sum of $1,570, and the work was completed January 20, 1896. 

This department was also requested to see that the work 
of raising the building on the northerly side of Gold street, 
adjoining the east abutment, was carried out in accordance 
with an agreement made by the Street Department with F. 
H. Blaisdell, dated September 18, 1895. This work was 
finished early in January, satisfactory to the Building Depart- 
ment, and a final estimate made January 24, 1896, for the 
sum of $2,082.37. 

West Newton-street Bulkhead. — A timber bulkhead was 
built across the end of West Newton street abutting on the 
line of the Boston & Albany Railroad, under a contract 
with A. Bellevue & Co., for the sum of $344. 

Temporary Foot-bridge at Roxbury Crossing. — A wooden 
foot-bridge was built over the tracks of the New York, New 
Haven, & Hartford Railroad at Roxbury Crossing, on Tre- 
mont street, under a contract with Josiah Shaw, dated June 
11, 1895, at a cost of $981.

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BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES 


CANAL OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


The sidewalk on the south side of the Cambridge end 
should have been rebuilt this year; but not having sufficient 
appropriation to do the work in a thorough manner, it has 
been temporarily repaired. It will be necessary to rebuild 
it next year. 

The piles on the Cambridge end have been in place about 
100 years. They are now very much decayed on the upper 
part where the salt water does not reach them. The piles in 
four bents have been pieced out and new hard-pine girders 
and trusses have been firmly bolted to them. 

The current repairs have been made, such as painting and 
sheathing the draw, cleaning roadway and sidewalks; and 
repairs on boiler and machinery to move the draw. 

The above work has been attended to by the men on the 
bridge. The roadway of the bridge has been watered with 
salt water. 

HarvArRD Brince. 


The roadway has been replanked for the entire length of 
the bridge with 2-inch spruce plank, costing $1,519.41 for 
each city. 

It will be necessary to do this work every year. 

The West End Street Railway Company. replanked the 
space between their tracks with 3-inch spruce, which makes 
a much smoother surface for travel than the 2-inch plank 
did which was formerly there 

The asphalt sidewalks are in poor condition and are to be 
relaid next summer by the contractors, at their expense, in 
accordance with the terms of the contracts, which require 
them to keep the sidewalks in good repair for five years. 

The iron-work on this bridge is in bad condition from 
rust. . It will have to be painted in 1896. 

The men employed on the bridge have done all the clean- 
ing without extra cost to the two cities. They also clean all 
the lamps and make all small repairs. 


PrRIsOoN—Point BRIDGE. ’ 


The draw on this bridge is in very bad condition. It is 
almost impossible to raise it. It is not proposed to expend 
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much money.on the bridge at the present time, as the grade 
crossing of ‘the Boston & Maine Railroad at this point’is to 
be abolished. A commission has been appointed, and the 
proposed changes include a new highway bridge and draw 
built at a higher grade. It is expected that the work will 
be completed within three years 

Current repairs have been attended to, such as planking 
and sheathing draw, etc. | 


West Boston BRIDGE. 


In October a portion of the bridge near the draw on the 
Cambridge side commenced settling. It was found that the 
piles in three bents, or sections, had settled about five inches 
and were still going down. ‘Twelve new piles were driven: 
five in one section, four in another, and three in another. 
The work was done from the top of the bridge, taking one 
side at a time, by placing a scow on the outside of the 
bridge with an engine on it with the pile-driver on the 
bridge. The work was done without in terruption to travel, 
and without frightening horses, as would have been done if 
the engine had been placed on the bridge in the usual 
manner. 

After driving the piles from above, the work was finished 
under the bridge by bolting extra girder caps to the piles 
that were driven. Sixty-six braces, 3 X 12 spruce, 20 and 
25 feet long, were firmly secured to piles distributed in dif- 
ferent bents. 

The wheel-guard on both sides of the draw, the entire 
length, has been renewed with hard pine-timber. On the 
side of the wheel-guard, an iron plate 4 inches wide 

2 inches thick, has been bolted to the timber for the whole 
perth of the draw to protect the wood-work and to keep 
teams from injuring the draw. 

The bridge is very weak in places. It has to bear a great 
strain when the ice is breaking up in the spring. Next year 
it will need a thorough repairing, and possibly more piles 
will have to be driven. 

When this bridge was rebuilt it was not expected there 
would be such an amount of travel over it as there is at 
the present time, especially such heavy teaming and such 
heavy electric cars. The spaces between bents of piles are 
18 and 19 feet, and they should be not more than 16 feet. 

The men on the bridge do the ordinary repairs, looking 
after the cleaning, keep the machiner y for moving the draw 
in good condition, their engine- house clean, and do all paint- 
ing of wood and iron w ork on the draw and house. 
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The roadway of the bridge has been watered with salt 
water. 

The West End Street Railway Company relaid their track 
the entire length of the bridge in October, and, in so doing, 
relaid the paving on the sides of the rails in a satisfactory 
manner. 

IN GENERAL. 


The usual statement is appended of the number of draw 
openings and the number of vessels which passed through, 
also table showing the traffic over bridges in September. 

The amount of revenue received for rents, dockage, 
repairs to West End Street Railway Company’s tracks, ete., 
during the year, has been $2,303.70, one-half, $1,151.85, has 
been paid to each city.

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FERRY DIVISION. 


On July 1, 1895, the Ferry Department was consoli- 
dated with the Street Department, and has been operated 
since that time as the Ferry Division, with a Deputy Super- 
intendent in charge. Of the seven ferry-boats belonging to 
the division, six are in active use each week-day : three at 
the North and three at the South Ferry; one is kept as a 
spare boat; three are used on Sundays — two at the North 
and one at the South F erry. 


The following table shows the amount expended for main-:

The boats of the division are from twenty-five to five years 
of age, and while their condition is good, each one of them 
having been thoroughly overhauled Aa painted during the 
past year, they should unquestionably be taken out, stripped, 
calked, and coppered, as some of them have not been out 
of the water for nine years. One of them, the “Ben Frank- 
lin,” has been built up twelve ( 12) inches, in order to fit the 
drops, and the “ East Boston,” atuand five years old, has 
been first put in commission this year. 

The head-house at the South Ferry, East Boston side, is 
not a credit to the city, especially as to its sanitary arrange- 
ments, which have been complained of by the Board of 
Health; and the coal-shed at this place is old, and its fall is 
not unlikely at any time. 

The improvement in the service and equipment since 
May 1, 1895, the cost of which has been charged to mainten- 
ance, may be here referred to. A third boat has been oper- 
ated at the North Ferry, as it had been apparent for some 
time that it was necessary for the proper service of the pub- 
hie, and it has been run every day except Sundays, from 7 
A.M. to 7 P.M., entailing an additional expenditure from 
maintenance of sari $8,000. 

The spare dock on the South Ferry, East Boston side, has 
been dredged at an expense of $600. This dock is used to 


7 
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haul off boats that are to undergo repairs, and there was so 
little water in it at low tide that the boats rested on the bot- 
tom. One of the boats (“ East Boston”) was never in this 
dock, as it was unsafe to put her in there, and she always 
had to be laid at an outside wharf. 

Passenger supplementary drops have been put in on South 
Ferry on both sides, same as at North Ferr y, at a cost of 
about $1,200. These were needed very badly, and should 
have been put in years ago, as their absence has undoubtedly 
been the cause of many accidents and subsequent payment of 
damage. 

Another i improvement was the running of the second boat at 
North Ferry at night, until 12 o’clock. Formerly it stopped 
at 11 o’clock, thereby discommoding hundreds of people. 

By order of United States Steamboat Inspectors, the life- 
boats have been removed from over the wheel- houses to for- 
ward end of canopies on all of the boats, and a skiff, with 


water-tight compartments, has been put on each end of can- 


opies on ladies’ side, so now each boat is equipped with a 
life-boat and two skiffs. These have cost about $700. 

The drops and piers at both ferries have been equipped 
with electric lights, superseding the old-fashioned lanterns 
and gas. ‘This is one of the ereatest improvements that could 
have been made at small expense, and it has proved an un- 
qualified success. 

During the year a pass system has been introduced on the 
ferries, principally for the purpose of obtaining an account 
of the number of teams and foot-passengers carried free, but 
also to restrict as far as possible the unwarranted free use of 
the boats. Return is now made by gatemen and collectors, 
of travel of this class, amounting to 2,406 teams in seven 
months, and 13,077 foot-passengers in three months, the 
time during which this method has been in operation. 

The constructive work, which is paid for from loans pro- 
vided for permanent improvements, has not been large during 
the year ; the remodelling of the “ East Boston ” has been com- 
pleted, and a new drop constructed for the South Ferry and 
put in place.

North Ferry Pier. — March 27, 1895, a contract was made 
with W. H- Ellis & Co., for extending the middle pier at 
the East Boston side of the North F erry. The pier was ex- 
tended 30 feet at a cost for contract work of $1,775.60. 

New Drop. — A contract was made by the Superintendent 
of Ferries, June 20, 1895, with William McKie, to build 
a new ferry drop to replace the old one at the southerly side 
of the Boston landing of the South Ferry for $5,611. The 
old drop was delivered to the Ferry Division, its machinery 
being removed to the new drop, and the necessary changes 
of the foundation and landing being made.

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The following statement of the City Engineer contains the 
main features of the special work of construction assigned to 
him by this department for engineering supervision : 


City or Boston, ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT, 
50 Crry Haiti, January 31, 1396. 


Mr. B. T. Wueeter, Superintendent of Streets: 

Sir: I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done under my direction for the Paving Division of the 
Street Department during the year 1895. | 

The work done is similar to that heretofore, with the 
addition of a large amount of work upon the five main ave- 
nues, the construction of which was authorized by the Leg- 
islature of 1895, Chapters 268 ane 334, referring back to 
Chapter 323 of the Acts of 189 1% namely, 3lue Hill avenue, 
Columbus-avenue extension, Huntington avenue, Common- 
wealth-avenue extension, and Brighton avenue. These acts 
require the construction of sewers, gas, and water pipes in 
each avenue, with house connections for all abutting lots. 
The construction of these, together with other miscellaneous 
structures, such as water-main pipes, underground wires, 
and surface drains, intended to forestall the necessity for 
breaking up the surface of the finished street, require a large 
amount of labor to be performed before the surfacing of 
the street can be commenced. 

In these avenues, a very large amount of this preliminary 
work has been.done. Early in the year estimates were 
made of the cost of construction of. these avenues, exclusive 
of sewers and land damages, upon a definite plan, and such 
rough grading as could be done in advance of sewer con- 
struction was commenced then as fast as the sewer construc- 
tion was completed ; contracts were made for grading. The 
work of grading has been in progress during the winter, and 
with a single exception, all the rough erading contemplated 
at pre esent is under contract and should be completed by 
June 1, 1896. The exception referred to consists of about 
20,000 cubic yards of surplus material on Blue Hill avenue 
opposite Franklin park. A part of this material can be 
used to supply a deficiency in Columbus avenue, and it is 
probable that the remainder can be used for contemplated 
improvements in the near vicinity. 


Brut Hint AVENUE. 


The portion of the avenue laid out under the act com- 
mences at Washington street or Grove Hall, and follows the 
course of the old Blue Hill avenue to the Neponset river at 
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Mattapan, a distance of 2.86 miles, nearly i in a straight line. 


The part between Washington and Walk Hill streets, a dis- 
tance of 2.21 miles, has ‘been ordered to be constructed. 
The part under construction borders on Franklin Park for ; 
distance of 2,670 feet, and Franklin Field, a distance of 1,34 
feet. It is 120 feet wide throughout, and will be built for the 
greater part of its length with two roadways, each 32.5 
Fat wide, a central reservation 25 feet wide for street-cars, 
and two sidewalks, each 15 feet wide. The sidewalk will 
have a loamed space 5 feet in width next the roadway, and 
the central reservation will be loamed and grassed. 

In front of Franklin Park this construction will be varied 
and provision made for easy access to the park. The road- 
ways are to be built of Telford macadam, with paved 
cutters, but with edgestone from Washington street to the 
circle at Talbot avenue only. Ten contracts for rough grad- 
ing have been made, seven of which are not completed at 


this date. One of these contracts includes the road con- 


struction opposite the main entrance to Franklin Park, and 
calls for completion of this section by August 1, 1896. 

Provision has been made for saving all stone suitable for 
use in constructing roadways, but a large part of the rock 
excavated is of such inferior quality as “to be only suitable 
for filling. The estimated quantities of grading to be done | 
under these contracts, and the corresponding cost of doing 
the work, is as fellows. . 


Earth excavation . mal OO2796. Ciicubic yards. 
- Rock excavation. 25,000 cubic yards. 


The average prices to be paid are as follows: 


Earth excavation. . $0.356 per cubic yard. 
Rock excavation . . 1.023 per cubic yard. 


The total amount paid to contractors for work done to 
February 1, 1896, is $18,663.35. 


CoLumMBuSsS AVENUE EXTENSION. 


This avenue extends from Northampton street to Frank 
lin Park, by the way of Roxbury Crossing, along Pynchon to 
Centre street, then through vacant land to and across Wash- 
ington street and by way of Seaver street to Franklin Park, — 
a total distance of 2.21 miles. It is generally 80 feet wide, 
and is to be built without a special reservation for a street 
railway. ‘The section between Roxbury Crossing and Hog 


vridge is about 3,105 feet in length and includes the pres- 
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ent and prospective site of Stony brook; the improvement 
of the brook will necessarily precede the construction of the 
road, and, with the exception of the removal of the buildings, 


filling cellars, etc., no work has been or can be done at 


present. It is intended to pave this section with granite 
blocks. From Roxbury Crossing to the old part of the 
avenue, the roadway will be of asphalt. From Centre street 
to the park the roadway will be of Telford macadam. ‘The 
only work done by this department has been the rough grading 


between Washington and Centre streets. A considerable © 


part of the avenue will be in readiness for road-making on 
the opening of the working season, and with the exception of 
the Pynchon street section the work will be practically 


finished during 1896. 


HuntiINGTon. AVENUE. 


This avenue extends from Copley square, along the line of 
the old avenue to Tremont: street, and thence follows the 
former location of Tremont street to the Brookline line, at 
the Parkway, a distance of 2.25 miles. From Copley square 
to Massachusetts avenue, 2 distance of 3,240 feet, the boun- 
dary lines are unchanged, but the avenue will be rebuilt with 
a reserved space 25 feet wide for street cars, two roadways, 
paved with granite blocks, each 25 feet wide, and two side- 
walks, pav ed with bricks, each 124 feet wide. From Mass- 
achusetts avenue to Tremont street, a distance of 1.15 miles, 
the avenue is widened to 100 feet, laid out in the same man- 
ner and built with Telford macadam roadways and gravel 
sidewalks. The part of Tremont street renamed Huntington 
avenue, 2,563 feet in length, has been widened to a general 
width of 80 feet. In this Baction there will be no reservation 
for street-cars. Roadways will be built of Telford macadam, 
and the sidewalks, which will be 13 feet wide, will be halt 
of gravel. The preliminary underground work is well ad- 

vanced on this av enue, and it is expected that the surfacing 


can be begun early in the season. The work done by this | 


departme nt was the resetting of the edgestones and the reg- 
ulating of the sidewalks on the northerly side, between 
Copley square and Massachusetts avenue, and the depositing 
of about 10,000 cubic yards of filling between Gainsborough 
street and Longwood avenue. This will not complete the 
tilling between these points, and the balance of about 15,000 
cubic yards will be supplied from the surplus on the remain= 
ing parts of the avenue. The gravel filling referred to is 
being furnished for $0.79 per cubic yard, and the work will 
be completed in February, 1896. 
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BRIGHTON AVENUE. 


This avenue extends from Commonwealth avenue to Union 
square, Allston, a length of 0.67 miles. It is 100 feet wide, 
and will be built with a central reservation 25 feet in width 
for a street railway, two roadways, the northerly one 30 feet 
wide and the southerly one 25 feet wide, and two sidewalks 
each 10 feet wide. The roadways are to be built of Telford 
macadam. 

Preliminary underground work is well advanced and the 
surfacing is under contract, conditioned to be completed on 
September 1, 1896. Amount paid to contractors for grading, 
to February 1, 1896, is $2,467.63. 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE EXTENSION. 


Commonwealth avenue has been extended from Chestnut 


Hill avenue, Brighton, to the Newton line, there connecting 


with the Newton boulevard; the extension is 0.71 mile in 


length and 120 feet in width. It is to be built with a central 
reservation 25 feet in width for a strect railway, two road- 
ways, the northerly one 25 feet wide and the southerly one 
40 feet wide, and the two sidewalks each 15 feet wide. The 
roadways are to be built of Telford macadam. Four con- 
tracts for rough grading have been let, one of which is still 
unfinished. A large quantity of excellent stone for road 
construction has been found, and there will be a considerable 
surplus of stone and of loam available for other avenues. 

Trap rock of excellent quality is now being delivered at the 
city stone-crusher near by, and is being crushed and piled 
for future use. Eleven thousand one hundred and fifty cubic 
yards of surplus filling has been delivered on the adjoining 
section of .Commonwealth avenue. The rough grading, 
including rock excavation, will be completed early in the 
season, and it is expected that the underground work can be 
completed in time to allow of the entire completion of the 
avenue during 1896. The total amount of earth excavation 
is estimated at 35,732 cubic yards, and of rock excavation 
at 9,200 cubic yards. Earth excavated and delivered within 
three-quarters of a mile has cost an average of $0.284 per 
cubic yard; earth delivered on the adjoining section of 
Commonwealth avenue, hauled about one mile, has cost 
$0.228 extra per cubic yard for hauling. Rock excavation, 
including breaking, mle and piling, has cost an average 
of $1. 30) per cubic y yard measured in the cut. The total sum 
paid to the contractors for grading, to February 1, 1896, is 
$14,070.79. 


The table showing lengths and areas of paving on accepted 
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streets has been carefully revised and compared with the 
list of streets in Boston, published by the Street Commis- 
sioners. As has been before stated, there is and can be no 
complete and authoritative list of public streets in Boston. 
The older streets have become public in many instances 
without record, and frequently the status of streets and alley- 
ways has been questioned in the interest of abutters. The 
manuscript list in this office, and from which the table has 
been made, is as nearly complete as it can be made at this 
date. In this connection it should be stated that 3,600 
square yards of asphalt pavement, commenced (the concrete 
base only being laid) in 1894 and completed in 1895, have 
been credited to 1894 in the tables. | 

3lock-stone pavement has been laid with concrete 6 inches 
thick with a cushion coat of sand about 14-inches thick. 
The material used for filling joints, adopted by the Street 
Department, was pebbles dni Portland cement grout. The, 
cement grout has been mixed with sand in varying quantities 
for experimental purposes. The proportion of one part cement 
to one-fourth part of fine house sand was found to give the. 
best results, and was adopted for most of the work done, 
The quantity of cement used varied greatly on different jobs, 
the average of all work so done being 9.94 square yards of 
pavement per cask of cement, at a cost for cement of $0.231 
per square yard. The cost of filling joints in this manner 
has been about $0.20 less than the sum paid in 1894 for pitch 
and pebble joints. 

Street paving, on old and new streets, has been supervised 
in all cases where requested, and the following quantities 
have been laid under contracts ae by this depart- 
ment: 

Block-stone pavement, on a concrete base, laid. with Port- 
land cement grout joints, 14,428 square yards, at an average 
cost of about “$4. 25 per square yard. 

Block-stone pavement, on a gravel base, laid with Portland 
cement grout joints, 11,405. 6 square yards, at an average 
cost of about $3.10 per square yard. 

Block-stone pavement, on a gravel base, laid with gravel 
joints,. 18,579 square yards, at an average cost of about 
$2.75 per square yard. 

Trinidad sheet asphalt, with a binder course of asphaltic 
cement concrete, on un American cement concrete base, 
10,639.38 square yards, at an average cost of about $3.65 per 
square yard. 

Sicilian rock asphalt, on an American cement concrete 
base, 7,293.7 square yards, at an average cost of about $3.65 
per square yard. 
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Edgestones set, 36,093 linear feet; brick sidewalks laid, 
20,621.5 square yards; gravel sidewalks constructed, 1,835 
square yards; flagging crosswalks laid, 2,217 square yards. 
The following is a sti itement of the streets paved and con- 
structed, for which plans were made and grades given, and

Ash Street. — From Oak to Nassau street was paved by 
H. Gore & Co. with Sicilian rock asphalt, with a base course 
of bituminous concrete on the existing cobble-stone pave- 
ment.

Barton Street. — From Leverett to Milton street was 
paved with Sicilian rock asphalt on an American cement 
concrete base. ‘The old pavement was removed and the sub- 
grading was done by the Paving Division. ‘The concrete 
base and asphalt surface was laid by the Boston Asphalt 
Company. ‘The edgestones were reset and the brick side- 
walks relaid by H. Gore & Co. The pavement removed was 


-old cobble-stones and granite blocks. 


Billerica Street. — From Causeway to Minot street was 
paved with large granite blocks, on a gravel base, with Port- 
land cement grout joints. The old pavement was removed 
and sub-grading done by the Paving Division. The roadway 
was paved, brick sidewalks relaid, and edgestones reset 
by A. A. Libby & Co. The pavement removed was old 
cobble-stones. 

Bond Street. — From Hanson to Milford street was paved 
with Trinidad asphalt, with asphaltic cement concrete binder 
on an American cement concrete base. The street was sub- 
graded by the Paving Division. The concrete base and 
asphalt surface was laid by the Barber Asphalt Paving Com- 
pany. The edgestones were reset ‘and brick side walks relaid 
eee EL, & W. A. Payson. The former surface was 
macadam. 

Brimmer Street. —From Beacon to Pinckney street was 
paved with Trinidad asphalt, with asphaltic cement concrete 
binder on an American cement concrete base. The sub- 
grading was done by the Paving Division. ‘The concrete 
base and asphaltic surface were lnid by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company. Edgestones were reset, brick sidewalks 
and flagging cross-walks were relaid by T. H. & W. 
Payson. The former surface was macadam. 

Chambers Street. — From PB srighton to Charles street was 
paved with Trinidad asphalt, with asphaltic cement concrete 
binder. That portion from Brighton street through Auburn 
street has an American cement concrete base; that portion 
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from Auburn to Charles street was laid on old cobble-stone 
pavement. “The concrete base and asphalt surface were laid 
by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. Sub-grading was 
done by the Paving Division. Edgestones were e reset, ‘brick 
sidewalks and flagging cross-walks relaid by “T..higa W. A. 
Payson. The former pavement was old cobble-stones. 

Charles Street (easterly side). — From Pinckney to Cam- 
bridge street, including the easterly track of the West End 
Street Railway, and also the four-foot space between the 
tracks, was paved with large granite blocks, with Portland 
cement grout joints, on an American cement concrete base. 
The old pavement was removed and sub-grading done by 
the Paving Division. Concrete base and block paving was 
laid, edgestones reset, and brick sidewalks relaid by H. 
Gore & Co. The former pavement was old granite blocks. 
The West End Street Railway, by agreement, paid for the 
work done in their tracks. Work in front of the Eye and 
Ear Infirmary, which had been postponed on account of 
unfavorable weather the previous season, was completed. 
The crushed stone, which was used to make the street pass- 
able temporarily, was taken off and about four inches of the 
concrete base was removed and replaced with four inches of 
Portland cejnent concrete, on which 24 inches of Sicilian 
rock asphalt was laid by H. Gore & Co. 

Charter Street. — From Unity street to Jackson avenue 
was paved With large granite blocks, on a gravel base, with 
Portland cement grout joints. The old pavement was 
removed and the sub- grading done by the Paving Division. 
The roadway was paved, brick sidewalks relaid, and edge- 
stones reset by C. L. Ward. ‘The pavement removed was 
old cobble-stones R 

Columbus Avenue. — From Park square to beyond Ferdi- 
nand street was paved with large granite blocks, on an 
American cement concrete base, with Portland cement grout 
joints. The old pavement was removed, the sub- erading 
done, the concrete base laid, the roadway paved, edgestones 
reset, and brick sidewalks relaid by H. Gore & Co. The 
West End Street Railway, by agreement, paid for the work 
done in their tracks. Two new catch-basins were built. 
The former pavement was old granite blocks. 

Devonshire Street. —From Franklin to Milk street was 
paved with large granite blocks, on an American cement 
concrete base, with Portland cement grout joints. The old 
pavement was barred out and loaded, the sub-grading was 
done, concrete base laid, the roadway paved, and flagving 
cross-walks laid by James Grant & Co. The Paving Division 
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furnished teams for carting: away surplus material. The 
former pavement was old gr ranite blocks. 

Edinboro’ Street. — From Essex to Beach street was rosie 
with Trinidad asphalt, with an American cement concrete 
base and asphaltic cement concrete binder, by the Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company. The sub-grading was done by 
the Paving Division. The edgestones were ronan and , brick 
sidewalks relaid by P. Brennan & Co. The former surface 
was macadam. 

Fabin Street. — From Newland to Ivanhoe street was 
paved with Sicilian rock asphalt, with an American cement 
concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. The sub- 
grading was done by the Paving Division. Edgestones were 
reset, brick sidewalks and cross-walks relaid, by H. Gore & 
~Co. The former pavement was cobble-stones. 

FHlarrison Avenue (westerly side). — From about 85 feet 
south of East Newton street to about 100 feet south of East 
Springfield street, and (easterly side) from Hast Newton 
street, through Stoughton street, was paved with Trinidad 
asphalt, on an American cement concrete base, with asphaltic 
cement binder, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. 
The sub-grading was done by the Paving Division. The 
former pavement was granite blocks. 

Henchman Street. — From Charter to Gourcencu street 
was paved with large granite blocks, on a gravel base, with 
Portland cement orout joints. The sub-grading was done 
by the Paving Division. The roadway was paved, edge- 
stones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging cross- Penile relaid 
by J. B. O'Rourke & Co. The former surface was mac- 
adam. 

Lancaster Street. — From Causeway to Merrimac street 
was paved with large granite blocks, on a gravel base, with 
Portland cement erout joints. The sub- erading was done 
by the Paving Division. The roadway. paved, edgestones 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging cross-walks relaid by 
John Turner & Co. The former pavement was asphalt, so 
worn that the cobble-stones on which it was laid were ex- 
posed for large areas. 

Massachusetts Avenue (southerly side).— From Wash- 
ington to Albany street was paved with Sicilian rock asphalt, 
on an American cement concrete base, by H. Gore & Co. 
Work on the above, which had been postponed on account 
of unfavorable weather the previous season, was completed 
in June, 1895. <A part of the asphalt surface, which was laid 
in 1894, was taken up and relaid, the surface of the concrete 
base scraped off and repaired, in part with Portland cement 
concrete, and in part with an asphaltum concrete binder. 
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Merchants Row. — From State to North street was paved - 
with large granite blocks, on an American cement concrete 
base, with Portland cement grout joints. The sub-grading 
was done by the Paving Division. The concrete base put 
down, paving laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and 
flagging cross- -walks relaid, by A. A. Libby & Co. The 
former pavement was granite blocks. 

North Margin Street. — From Thatcher to Stillman street 
was paved with Trinidad asphalt, on an American cement 
concrete base, with asphaltic cement concrete binder, by the 
Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The sub-grading was 
done by the Paving Division, edgestones were reset, and 
brick sidewalks were repaved by T. H. & W. A. Payson. 
The former pavement was part cobble-stones, part old asphalt 
on cobbles, and part macadam. 

Otis Street. — From Summer street to Winthrop square 
was paved with large granite blocks, on gravel base, with 
Portland cement grout joints. The old pavement was barred 
out and loaded, the sub-grading was done, the roadway 
paved, and the flagging cross-walks relaid by James Grant 
& Co. The Paving Division furnished teams for carting 
away the surplus materials. The former pavement was old 
granite blocks. 

Oxford Street. —From Beach to Essex street was paved 
with Trinidad asphalt, on existing macadam, with asphaltic 
cement binder and base course, by the Barber Asphalt Pav- 
ing Company. 

Pinckney Street. — From Charles through Brimmer street 
was paved with Trinidad asphalt, on an American cement 
concrete base, with asphaltic cement concrete binder, by the 
Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The sub-grading was 
done by the Paving Division. The edgestones were ‘yeset, 
and the brick sidewalks repaved by T. Ho Was Payson. 
The former surface of the street was macadam. 

Prince Street. — From Hanover street to Bennett avenue 
was paved with Sicilian rock asphalt, on an American cement 
concrete base, by H. Gore & Co. The existing block pave- 
ment was removed, and the sub-grading done by the Paving 
Division. Edgestone were reset, brick sidewalks and flag- 
gine cross-walks were relaid by H. Gore & Co. The old 
paving-blocks were used on Barton street and on Noyes 
place. The former pavement was old granite blocks. 

Spring Street. — From Poplar to Leverett street was paved 
with Trinidad asphalt, with asphaltic cement concrete base 
course and binder, on existing cobble-stone pavement, by the 
Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The edgestones were 
reset, and the brick “aidawalice and flagging crosswalks 
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reliid by J. Turner & Co. The former pavement was 
cobble-stones. ise 

Summer Street (northerly side).— From Washington 
to Federal street, with the exception of a part at High street, 
was paved with large granite blocks, on an American cement 
concrete base, with Portland cement joints. The sub-grad- 
ing was done by the Paving Division. The paving was ‘daid, 
the edgestones reset, and the brick sidewalks and flageing 
cross-walks relaid by James Grant & Co. By agreement, 
the West End Street Railway Company paid for 1,438.7 
square yards, at the rate of $0.38 per square yard; and the 
Edison Electric Hluminating Company paid for 936.3 square 
yards, at the rate of $0.38 per square yard. The former 
pavement was old granite blocks 

Tileston Street — From Salem to Wiggin street. was paved 
with Trinidad asphalt, on an American cement concrete base, 
with asphaltic cement concrete binder, by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company. The sub-orading was done, the edge- 
stones were reset, and the brick sidewalks relaid by the 
Paving Division. The former pavement was old cobble- 
stones. 


Warren Street (Charlestown) .— From Winthrop to Soley 
street was paved with Sicilian Rock asphalt, on an American 
cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. The 
sub-grading was done by the Paving Division. The edge- 
stones were rest, the brick sidwalks and flagging crosswalks 
relaid by John Turner & Co. The pavement removed was 
old granite blocks. 

West Street.— From Tremont to Washington street was — 
paved with large granite blocks, on an Ameritan cement con- 
erete base, and Portland cement erout joints. The old 
payment was removed, the sub-grading done, the concrete 
base laid, the paving laid, the edgestones reset, the brick 
sidewalks and flagging cross-walks relaid by H. Gore & Co.

NEw STREETS. 


Construction on the following streets has been done under 
Chapter 323 of the Acts of the Legislature of Massachusetts 
of 1891, and Acts in amendment thereof or in addition 
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thereto. Five of them; namely, Boylston street, Ivy street, 
Norway, Parker, and: St. Germain streets were commenced 
in 1894. 

Boylston Street. — From Boyston road to Brookline line 
is about 2,070 feet long. The work of filling to sub-grade 
was begun on this street in 1894 and completed April 27, 
1895, at a total cost of $47,819.37, at the rate of $0.62$ per 
cubic yard. The contractor was John O’Brien. No con- 
tracts have yet been made for constructing the street, as ex- 
tensive sewer construction upon piles is in progress. 

Flarvard Avenue. — From Commonwealth avenue to the 
Brookline town line is about 550 feet long. The contract 
for constructing this avenue was awarded to William Scollans. 
Work was commenced October 19, 1895, and completed De- 
cember 21, 1895, at a total cost of $3,313.09. This is a 
Telford macadam road, with gravel sidewalks; the base is 
eight inches and the surface four inches in thickness. ‘Tel- 
ford stone and crushed stone was furnished and delivered by 
the city; the edgestones were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. 

Ivy Street. — From St. Mary to Mountfort street, not in- 
cluding the Audubon road intersection, is about 772 feet 
long. Work was begun on this street in 1894 and completed 
June 15, 1895, at a total cost of $7,322.44. It is a 6-inch 
macadam road with brick sidewalks. The contractors were 
James Grant & Co. Crushed stone was furnished and deliv- 
ered by the city ; the edgestones were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. 

Erenmore Street. — From Commonwealth avenue to New- 
bury street is about 239 feet long. The contract for con- 
structing this street was awarded to Doherty & Connors. 
Work was begun July 22, 1895, and completed August 12, 
1895, at a total cost of $974.23. It is a 6-inch macadam 
road with brick sidewalks. The crushed stone was furnished 
and delivered by the city ; edgestones were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contr actors. 

Norway Street. — From Massachusetts avenue to Falmouth 
street 1s about 610 feet long. The contract for constructing 
the street was awarded to Quimby & Furguson. Work was 
begun May 21, 1895, and completed August 7, 1895, at a 
total cost of $3,162.27. Thisis a Telford macadam road, with 
brick sidewalks, the base is-eight inches and the surface four 
inches in thickness. Telford stone and crushed stone were 
furnished and delivered by the city; the edgestones were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractors. 

Parker Street. —From Huntington avenue to Westland 
avenue is about 1,687 feet long. Work was begun on this 
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street in 1894, as noted above, and completed June 19, 1895, 
at a total cost of $23,850.26. The contractors were Doherty 
& O’Leary. It isa Telford macadam road, with brick side- 
walks; the base is ten inches and the surface six inches 
thickness. ‘The contractors furnished all materials used in 
constructing this street. . 

St. Germain Street. — From Massachusetts avenue to Dal- 
ton street is about 749 feet long. Work was begun on this 
street in 1894, and completed June 8, 1895, at a total cost 
of $4,923.36. The contractors were Quimby & Ferguson. 
It is a Telford macadam road, with brick sidewalks; the 
base is eight inches and the surface four inches in thickness. 

Sherborn Street. — From Commonweath avenue to Charles 
river is about 464 feet long. The contract for constructing 
this street was awarded to Doherty & Connors. Work was 
begun July 28, 1895, and completed October 5, 1895, at a 
total cost of $4,214.21. This is a 6-inch macadam road,with 
gravel sidewalks. In- addition to the above work, a cap- 
stone and iron fence were placed upon the sea-wall at the 
river; the capstone was furnished and laid by Joseph Ross 
for $4.92 per lin. foot for 64 feet, or $315. The iron fence, 
built and erected by P. J. Dinn, for $118, is 63 feet 9 
inches long. Crushed stone was furnished and delivered by 
the city; edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor.

The 
roadway was paved, the edgestones reset, and the brick side- 
walk relaid by A. A. Libby & Co. The former pavement 
was of cobble-stones. 

Barton Street. — From Leverett street to Lowell street was 
paved with granite blocks taken from Prince street and from 
part of Barton street. The blocks were laid on a gravel base 
with gravel joints. The old pavement was taken up and 
sub-grading done by the Paving Division. The roadway 
was paved, the edgestones reset, and the brick sidewalks re- 
laid by J. Turner & Co. The pavement removed was of old 
granite blocks. 

Castle Street. —From Washington street to Tremont 
street was paved with granite blocks, on a gravel base, with 
Portland cement grout joints. The sub-grading was done 
by the Paving Division; the roadway was paved, the edge- 
stones reset, brick sidewalks and crosswalks relaid by James , 
Grant & Co. The old pavement was taken up and relaid. 
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Commonwealth Avenue. — From Cottage Farm bridge to 
Warren street, lines and grades were given and measure- 
ments made for a large amount of work done upon this part 
of the avenue by the Street Department. 

East Highth Street. — From H street to K street was paved 
with large granite blocks on a gravel base, with gravel joints. 
The sub-grading was done by the Paving Division. The 
roadway was paved, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and 
cross-walks relaid by J. B. O'Rourke & Co. “Two new 
catch-basins were built. The former surface was macadam. 

East Sixth Street (northerly side). — From N street to O 
street was paved with large granite blocks, on a gravel base, 
with gravel joints. The sub-grading was done by the Paving 
Division. The roadway was paved, edgestones reset, and 
the brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by J. B. 
O'Rourke & Co. The former surface was macadam. 

Lewis Street. — From Commercial street to North street 
was paved with large granite blocks, on a gravel base, with 
Portland cement joints. The sub-grading was done by the 
Paving Division. ‘The roadway was paved, the edgestones 
reset, and the brick sidewalks and flagging cross-walks relaid 
by A. A. Libby & Co. The former pavement was cobble- 
stones. 

Maverick Street. — From Chelsea street to the B. & M. 
R.R. crossing was paved with large granite blocks, on a 
eravel base, with gravel joints. The sub-grading was done 
by the Paving Division. The roadway was paved, the edge- 
stones reset, and the brick sidewalks relaid by C. L. Ward. 
The former pavement was part cobble-stone and part macadam. 

if eas — From Fourth street to Sixth street was paved 
with large granite clocks, on a gravel base, with Portland 
cement a, joints. The sub- orading was done by the 
Paving Division. The roadway was paved, the edgestones 
reset, and the brick sidewalks relaid Dyas O’Rourke & 
Co. The former surface was macadam. 


The work done by the Surveying Division of this depart- 
ment, for the Street Department, has been almost exclusively 
in the giving of street lines and grades, for setting and re- 
setting -curbstone, laying brick sidewalks, and the measure- 
ment of the work so constructed, together with the measure- 
ment of some granite paving- -work, not supervised by this 
department, on Baldwin, Burbank, Bristol, D, Chambers, 
Merrimac, Oak, Richards, and Wapping streets,

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STREET OPENINGS. 


A fertile source of annoyance to the travelling public, the 
real-estate owner and this department, is the subject of 
street openings. The recent acts by which streets are con- 
structed and assessed upon the abutters, provide that service- 
pipes for sewer, water, and gas shall be laid to the sidewalk 
line, and that the street shall not be again opened for the 
space of two years, “except in case of obvious necessity.” 
An ordinance of the city of Boston provides that when about 
to construct or resurface a street, the Superintendent shall 
give notice to all persons authorized to place any structure 
in such street, and after the completion of the work shall not 
permit an opening to be made therein for the space of one 
year, “except in case of obvious necessity.” 

It is apparent at once that the construction of the words 
‘obvious necessity ” must be a much disputed subject. 

There is still a larger number of streets which have no 
legislative protection, but whose constant reopening and 
repair of surface thereafter is a continual drain upon the 
public treasury : 

The landholder, who is about to construct a building, and 
who claims not to have seen the published notice, requires 
water, gas, and sewer connections, and while in most cases 
he has been careless or indifferent in providing himself with 
these necessities to a tenantable building, the blame is usu- 
ally charged to the contractor or to some one for whom the 
owner does not feel personally responsible ; and a claim is 
made that no encouragement is given for the development of 
property and increased taxation if the owner is compelled to 
hold his property useless for a year or a portion thereof. 

There is a certain claim of right in this, and it may be said 
that real-estate owners have a right to these necessities at all 
reasonable seasons of the year; granted that such openings 
should be permitted in a newly surfaced street, some method 
other than those at present in vogue must be employed to 
protect the department and the tax-payer against increased 
outlay and expense on this account. The difficulty is not 
that the corporation or persons so opening cannot, but that 
they do not replace the pavement in as good condition as 
when originally laid. 

The remedy, then, seems to be, that every party, having 
the right to-open the streets, be required to make a deposit 
with the City Treasurer, upon which this department may 
draw for the expense in making the pavement good with its 
own force, and that this deposit be renewed from time to 


time as required by the department, no permit being issued 
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until such deposit is made. This, in itself, would have a 
salutary effect in causing the exercise of greater care in com- 
plying with the regulations of the department, and would 
make it possible to restore the surface to its original con- 
dition without expense to the department and the public. 


In an attempt with the authority the department now has 
to get the best results possible from the work of the com- 
panies opening the streets, the following regulations and 
instructions were issued : 


CITY OF BOSTON. 


STREET DEPARTMENT — PAVING DIVISION. 
Instructions for Inspectors. 


Inspectors are to be appointed by the Superintendent of Streets, and 
are to have charge, under the direction of the Deputy Superintendent 


of the Paving Division, of all openings made in, and obstructions of, 


the public streets of the City of Boston, by corporations having the 
right to lay, maintain, or repair rails, wires, pipes, or conduits therein. 

Inspectors are to be paid by the corporation whose work they have 
in charge at the rate of $3.00 per day of nine hours. When their ser- 
vices are required for ten hours, they are to receive 30 cents for the 
tenth hour; for all time over this, and for all work on Sundays and 
holidays, they are to receive ‘‘ time and a half,” or 45 cents per hour. 
When corporations are excavating trenches over time, they will not 
require the service of an Inspector; but when they are back-filling or 
surfacing the street, the Inspector must be present. 

The Inspector must make a daily report, in writing, to the Deputy 
Superintendent of the Paving Division of the work of which he is in 
charge; and he must also be on his work from 7 A.M. to 5 P.M. 
There is to be only one Inspector on a trench, and he is to be held 
responsible for the condition of the trench. 

In the refilling of trenches the best of the excavated material is to 
be carefully replaced in the trenches, and thoroughly consolidated by 
ramming. : 

Paved Streets. —'The trenches are to be refilled and paved to an even 
longitudinal grade, and in case this method leaves any sags or depres- 
sions in the existing roadway, within a distance of ten feet from the. 
side of the trench, such sags are to be taken up and repaired with 
material of the same character and quality. If any of the paving stones 
are broken, or are unfit for use, they must be replaced with large 
granite blocks of the standard specifications of the Street Department. 

Macadam Streets. —'The trenches are to be refilled to an even longi- 
tudinal grade, and all macadam material is to be replaced on top of 
the trench; and in case the macadam has been wasted, or is insufficient 
to make a depth of eight inches, new crushed stone is to be furnished. 
In case this method leaves sags or depressions in the present roadway, 
within a distance of ten feet from the side of the trenches, such sags 
are to be refilled with crushed stone, and the whole surface of the trench 
and the sags which have been refilled are to be covered with gravel 
binder, thoroughly wet down, and rolled to a hard, uniform surface. 

The above directions apply also to gravel streets, except that a good 
quality of coarse gravel shall be used instead of broken stone. 

The above directions apply to all ordinary work; and inspectors are 
to carefully examine all permits that are granted for opening trenches, 
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in order to see whether they contain special instructions for doing the 
work; and in case such special instructions are given, the Inspectors 
are to see that they are carefully followed. 

The Inspectors can allow parties opening streets under a permit to 
tunnel under crossings; but after the pipes are laid and the back-filling 
commences, the Inspectors must see that the tunnel is broken down, 
and the crossings carefully relaid. ; 

In case any corporation refuses to obey these instructions, the In- 
spector on the work is to take the permit, and report to the Deputy 
Superintendent of the Paving Division; and this shall be a revocation 
of the company’s right to open the streets.

Twenty thousand four hundred and forty eight (20,448) 
permits were granted during the past year to open streets. 
The excavations made under these permits aggregate 266.4 
miles in length, and show the extent of this work. 

The Street Department has been accustomed to grant to 
the various gas and other companies, whose work would in 
certain cases admit of no delay, a so-called “ emergency 
permit,” which allowed excavations to be made without 
special permission being obtained, the only requirement 
being that a daily return of openings made under this form 
of permit should be forwarded to the office of the superin- 
tendent. 

Five thousand and ninty four (5,094) openings of an 
average length of six feet each were made under “emer- 
gency permits” for breaks in water and gas pipes which 
were alleged to require immediate attention. These open- 
ings were made under 106 permits. 

In addition to the above permits, various other permits 
have been issued to pedlers, mechanics, and others, for 
different purposes, fifteen thousand eight hundred and thirty 
six (15,836) in number; making the total number of per- 
- mits issued thirty six thousand two hundred and eighty four 
(36,284). 


SMoKE NUISANCE. 


A review of the work of the past year, in enforcing the 
statutes for the abatement of the smoke nuisance in the City 
of Boston shows very good results not alone in the adoption 
of many patent devices and the use of smokeless fuels, but 
since the passage of the new law, operative on July 1, 1895, 
owners of estate have shown a very liberal spirit in the 
matter. This is mainly due to the persistent work of the 
observers and the almost constant patrolling of the city, which 
is divided into districts, more especially the congested or 
business portion, This section of the city has been receiving 
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special attention, the observers patrolling some part of it 
every day, and so familiar have they become with the condi- 
tion and location of the various stacks that any slight change 
is immediately noticed and steps are at once taken to find 
out the causes. ‘This diligence on the part of the observers 
has resulted in the discovery of two places using a cheap 
and inferior grade of fuel, presumely on trial. 

It was formerly the custom to bring the complaints to the 
attention of the engineer in an effort to keep them within 
bounds, but of late these complaints have been brought 
directly to the attention of the owners, and frequent visits 
have resulted in changes which have been very beneficial to 
the community and in the direction of economy. 

While the work performed by the observers and the fre- 
quent visits to the owners has had a most salutary effect, and 
tends to keep in check a great deal of carelessness hereto- 
fore exhibited by the stokers, yet the increased consumption 
of coal, made so by the additional demands on the plant, and 
in some cases, the addition of work beyond the capacity of 
the boilers, makes the usefulness of the patrol system more 
and more pronounced. 

During the past year 11 complaint notices were served and 
. 12 inspections made, making a total of 330 notices served 
and 312 inspections completed. This shows 18 more notices 
served than inspections made, which inay be classified as fol- 
lows: Error, 1; duplicates, 2; refused to give information, 
3; moved or closed down, 12. 

In the latter part of 1894, it was very evident that the 
law of 1893, Chap. 353, entitled “An Act to Abate the 
Smoke Nuisance in Large Cities,” was very lenient, and to 
say the least, somewhat inoperative, in view of which the 
matter was taken up by many merchants doing business in 
the central section of the city, who were affected by the then 
existing smoke nuisances, and a bill embodying their ideas 
was submitted to the Legislature of 1895, and was referred 
to the Committee on Cities. After a two days’ hearing, the 
Merchants Association, being represented by Hon. A. E. 
Pillsbury, the soft coal dealers and consumers by Mr. E. W. 
Burdett, and the City of Boston by Corporation Counsel A. 
J. Bailey, the committee reported a bill — House Document, 
No. 1048 — now known as Chap. 889, entitled “An Act to 
Abate the Smoke Nuisance in the City of Boston.” ‘his 
Act was signed by the Governor in the latter part of May, 
to take effect July 1. 

Immediately following the passage of said Act, the chief 
inspector waited upon the owners or representatives of a num- 
ber of boiler plants that were likely to become amenable to 
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the law, sooner or later, when the demand on their plant 
should happen to be increased, and called their attention to 
the new law, and of the intention of this department to 
strictly enforce the same. 

The success of this method of notification was very grati- 
fying, as in nearly every case visited a disposition was shown 
to comply with the law, either by the adoption of a smoke- 
consuming device or a change of fuel; in some cases it 
simply requiring a closer attention to the boilers, and a 
change in the method of firing by the stoker. In some 
instances the owners were willing to subject themselves to 
considerable expense, that they might, as law-abiding citi- 
zens, contribute to the public comfort and general cleanliness 
of the city. ,

Of the above, the Cobb Boston Tea Company, City Hos- 
pital (new), J. W. Dammerall, Moulton Café, Pigott & Son,

H. & J. Pfaff and Shepard, Norwell, & Co. were equipped 
with a fire brick arch furnace, known as the “ Central Draft 
Furnace,” and in both plants the device was short-lived. 
G. W. Young, who burns mainly shavings, equipped his 
plant of two boilers with the “Lord Device,” a steam and 
air arrangement, and the device not proving satisfactory has 
since been ordered out. Smith’s Brewery, Marginal street, 
East Boston, was equipped with the “Andrews Hot Air 
Device,” and a recent visit to the plant found it burned out. 
A. W. Perry, Sullivan place, was equipped with a patent 
deflector inserted in the smoke-flue, and the same has been 
recently taken out. 

In addition to the above work, the observers were noti- 
fied to report all upright boilers used by contractors, if 
burning soft coal. When these were found on principal 
thoroughfares, the owners attention was called to the new 
law, and also to the menace and nuisance likely to exist, and 
they invariably adopted the use of hard coal, that being 
particularly adapted to the upright type. Among these 
notified were the three subway contractors, Messrs. Jones & 
Meehan, Mr. Everson and Mr. Shaw, John S. Jacobs & Son, 
C. H. Williams, and Mr. Carson, Chief Engineer of the 
Boston Transit Commission. 
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OBSERVATIONS. 


A large number of short observations, covering only a few 
firings, have been taken by the observers on various plants 
throughout the city since the passage of the new law, with a 
view of getting violators of the five-minute clause. When a 
violation is found, the attention of the boiler- plant. owner is 

called to it, and assurances are received that the matter will 
receive his earliest attention. Other observations have been 
made at the request of boiler-plant owners, who having 
equipped their plant with devices, and before accepting the 
‘same, wished the city to pass upon them. These latter 
observations with reports are on file. |

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SANITARY DIVISION. 


The work of the Sanitary Division includes the removal 
of house-offal and the removal of house and store dirt and 
ashes, accumulated from the burning of materials for heating 
buildings and for domestic purposes. |

maintenance of the Sanitary Division for the past five (95)

But few complaints have been received concerning the 
failure of the division to promptly remove offal and ashes ; 
investigation of these has usually shown that either offal has 
not been properly separated from ashes or other refuse, as is 
insisted upon by the department, or else that the receptacles 
were deposited in some inaccessible place, or were larger 
than the ordinances provide and the regulations of the depart- 
ment permit. 

In order that householders might understand these regu- 
lations, and that easy access would be given employees to 
the receptacles, and the work not unnecessarily delayed, the 
following circular was issued : 


CITY OF BOSTON. 
STREET DEPARTMENT — SANITARY DIVISION. 


Notice to Householders. 


Attention is called to the following sections of the revised ordinances 
of the City of Boston: 


CHAPTER 43. 


SEcT. 14. No person shall keep in his house, or on his land, any 
house-offal, unless the same is placed in a suitable vessel, free from 
ashes and other refuse matter, and so placed as to be easily removed. 

SECT. 17. No person shall place or keep, in or near any building, 
ashes or cinders in such a manner as to be liable to'cause fire, nor mix 
them with other substances, nor place or keep them except in metallic 
vessels, so placed as to be easily removed. 
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The regulations of this department require that all receptacles for 
ashes or offal, shall be placed either at the curbstone or in an easily 
accessible place on the level of the lot on which the building stands. 

Employees of this department are not supposed to enter cellars, cellar- 
ways, areas, or bulkheads, for the removal of ashes or offal. 

The use of receptacles larger than an ordinary flour barrel is strictly 
prohibited.

During the past few years the shops of the division at the 
South Yard had: been almost entirely discontinued. These 
have now been reéstablished with competent mechanics upon 
the same basis as any journeyman shop in the city, and the 
repairs and some constructive work of this and other divi- 
sions has been done cheaply and well. 

To the operation of these shops and the methods estab- 
lished there, is due in large measure the decreased expense 
of operating this as well as other divisions of the depart- 
ment. ‘These consist of a wheelwright and blacksmith shop, 
paint shop, harness’ shop, and horse-shoeing shop, and a 
statement of the work performed will be found later in Ap- 
pendix D. 

The following table shows the number of loads of offal 
collected and removed in the last five (5) years, since re- 
organization as a division by the Street Department :

Each load of offal is equivalent to fifty-seven (57) cubic. 
feet and has a maximum weight of one and one-half (14) tons 
tons at certain seasons of the year. 

The above table does not include previous to the year 
1893 the amount collected by contract in East Boston and 
Brighton, which amounted to about 5,100 loads per year. 
Of the amount (51,327 loads) collected during the year 
1895, 3,732 loads were collected by the East Boston con- 
tractor, 1,419 loads were collected by the Brighton contrac- 
tor, and 4,179 loads were collected by the Dorchester 
contractor, and 517 loads were collected by the West Rox- 
bury contractor, leaving 41,480 loads collected by city teams. 

The collection of this material is attended to in winter by 
an average regular force of 77 city offal carts and 169 men, 
and on contract work 16 offal carts and 82 men; making a 
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total of 93 offal carts and 201 men. At different times, and 
especially in summer, an approximate extra force of 21 
teams and 42 men are employed. 

The disposal has been made during the year in the follow- 
ing manner: The offal from the markets, and offal that is 
decayed, is put on board a scow and towed to sea; the offal 
of Charlestown is taken to the yard at Malden bridge and 
there disposed of to farmers; the offal of East Boston is 
collected by contractors, and is removed to Revere; the 
offal of the City Proper and South Boston is conveyed to 
the yard at the South End, and disposed of to farmers, who 
remove it daily; the offal of Roxbury and a part of West 
Roxbury is conveyed to the yard on Highland street, and 
disposed of to farmers; a portion of the collections of West 
Roxbury is collected by contract and removed to Needham ; 
the offal of Brighton is collected by contract and disposed 
of outside of the district; the offal in Dorchester, commenc- 
ing January 21, 1895, was delivered to the New England 
Construction Company, at its plant on Gibson street, under 
a contract made July 25, 1894, for reduction and final dis- 
position; teams which had made the collection formerly, 
under a contract which was rendered void upon the opera- 
tion of this plant, were hired by the day, and this continued 
until the complaints of the residents of the locality caused 
the plant to be adjudged detrimental to the public health, 
after an examination by the Board of Health, and the process 
was discontinued on April 18, 1895; since that time the 
offal has been collected by a contractor, who in turn sells 
it to farmers from his own offal-sheds near Commercial 
Point.

The experiment in the disposal of offal which resulted in 
the construction of the reduction plant of the New England 
Construction Company, demonstrated that public opinion 
will not permit the establishment of such a process in a 
settled portion of the community. The representatives of 
other processes, both of reduction and incineration, claim’ 
them odorless and unobjectionable, but even if this be true 
in itself, their establishment must result in the concentra- 
tion of the offal collection at this point. When the present 
methods of disposal become detrimental to the health of the 
community, or are made impossible by legislative enact- 
ment, the plant of the process adopted should be located 
upon some island in the harbor, and the collection should be 
made in covered cans or detachable wagon bodies, and 
delivered on the water front at many and widely distributed 
points ; it could then be taken by scow to the point of final 
disposition without rehandling, and the most objectionable 
feature of garbage collection thus obviated. 


REMOVAL OF ASHES AND HovusE-D1IrtT. 


The removal of ashes, house and store dirt has been 
attended to during the year by a minimum force of 223 
men and 93 city carts, also by 6 carts with an East Boston 
contractor, 5°carts with a South Boston contractor, 10 carts 
with a Dorchester contractor, and 3 carts with a West Rox- 
bury contractor. At different times, and especially during 
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the winter months, an additional force of 37 teams and 74 
men are employed. eet 

This work shows a constant increase from year to year, 
as will be seen in the following table, and is an indication of 
the actual growth of the city:

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SEWER DIVISION. 


The maintenance force of this division is engaged in the 
operation and repair of the Main Drainage Works, at Old 
Harbor Point and Moon Island, as well as the repair and care 
of the entire sewer system of the city, including the flushing 
and cleaning of sewers and catch-basins. 

The following table shows the amounts expended from the 
maintenance appropriation of the Sewer Division for the past 
five (5) years:

The past year has been one of such unusual activity that 
the amount of sewer construction in 1894, previously the 
largest in the history of the division, has been exceeded in 
the number of lineal feet of sewer built by over fifty per 
cent. (0% ) 

The city has built with its own labor and by contract 
139,200.09 linear feet of sewers, and designed and inspected 
36,287.35 linear feet for private parties building under 
release; making a total for the year of 175,487.44 feet, or 
over thirty-three miles. The total mileage of sewers now 
built 1s 416.45, of which 22.93 miles are intercepting sewers. 
Many new catch- basins and culverts have been built and old 
ones repaired. Over sixteen miles of sewers have been 
cleaned and flushed, and 18,264.25 cubic yards of sludge re- 
moved from various catch-basins. 

All sewers, with four exceptions, when the law under 
which they were constructed permitted, have been built by 
department day labor; the sewers in all streets laid out 
under Chap. 323 of 1891, and Acts amending and referring 
thereto, including “The Boulevards,” have ‘been built by 
contract, as well as all surface dates catch-basins, and 
house connections therein, which will ever be required, 

carrying the latter to within the curb-line. 

In addition to the 74 miles of boulevard, requiring two 
sewers, with house connections and a surface ‘deen with con- 
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necting catch-basins for nearly the entire distance, sewers, 
with house drains, or surface drains, or both, have been 
constructed in the following “ Board of ey ” streets, so 
called : 

Abbotsford street, Bay State road, Brighton avenue, 
Granby street, Greenbriar street, once. avenue, eee 
avenue, Josephine street, Kenmore street, Lauriat avenue, 


St. Alphonsus street, and Sherborn street. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


The attention of the City Government and the public is 
again called to the subject of surface drainage and the neces- 
sity for legislation to protect natural water-courses from 
obliteration. It is unfortunately the fact that private inter- 
est is rapidly filling up these outlets which Nature provided 
for the surface drainage of the water-sheds, and considers 
‘itself injured when flooded thereby in time ‘of storm; con- 
necting the City of Boston in some unaccountable way with 
the injury, and unfairly demanding the construction of catch- 
basins for this flow to be connected with the public sewers 

A portion of the article on “Surface Drainage” published 
in the report of last year seems worthy of reproduction in 
an attempt to bring forcibly to public attention the necessity 
of immediate legislative action : 

“While the sewers in the City Proper, East and South 
Boston, and Charlestown are, in the main, large enough to 
carry both the sewage and surface water, those of the out- 
lying districts are altogether too small to take the surface 
water, the areas to be drained being enormously larger than 
in the districts first mentioned. As the sewer system has 
been extended, year by year, into these outlying districts, 
the sizes designed have been but little larger than what was 
necessary to serve the needs of the district at the time of 
building. For many reasons this policy has been unavoid- 
able; the size of oulets limits the size of extensions, and 
scarcity of funds often makes it imperative to build a sewer 
smaller than good judgment would dictate, in order to reach 
some community where the public health is endangered for 
lack of sewerage. 

“In many cases it would be not only financially impracti- 
cable but would show bad business judgment to sink large 
sums of money in building sewers large enough for all time, 
when the development of the district is uncertain or likely 
to be slow. The result of these various causes is, that the 
sewer system in Dorchester, West Roxbury, Brighton, and 
parts of Roxbury, while large enough in general to take care

of the house sewage and the street-water during light rains, 
is totally inadequate to carry off the surface-water of heavy 
rains. | 

“The state of things is growing constantly worse as the 
city grows, because, as new  atreata and houses are built, the 
proportions of impervious service from which the rain runs 
off rapidly, is being increased, causing the rainfall upon any 
given area to be concentrated and discharged in less time 
than in former years 

“The inadequacy of the sewer systems to carry the storm- 
water becomes, therefore, more apparent every year as this 
change in the character of the surface of the ground goes on. 
It is also apparent that it becomes correspondingly impor- 
tant to preserve and improve the natural water-courses to 
serve as carriers of the bulk of these floods, as the alterna- 
tive to this is practically to rebuild the whole sewer system 
of the suburban districts upon a larger scale. 

‘In other words, we shall be compelled to regard our sewers 
as part of a partially separate system, although they were 
built and have been used upon the combined principle. 

“By confining the sewers to the duty of carrying the house 
sewerage and the discharge from a limited number of catch- 
basins only, they will prove in most cases large enough, while 
the natural water-courses, supplemented by surface drains in 
the streets, will have to be developed into a sha for car- 
rying away the storm-water. 

“It is also important to keep as much surface-water as pos- 
sible out of the sewer system, for the additional reason that 
all water, whether sewerage or rain water, has to be lifted by 
the pumps of the intercepting system. ‘ 

“But however much those whose business it is to care for 
the city’s interest may be impressed with the importance of 
preserving the water-courses, it is very difficult to impress. 
the general public’ with its importance. This department is 
constantly Involved in contests with land-owners who are 
filling up and obliterating these water-courses, heedless of 
well-defined channels or conspicuous street culverts. And 
here comes in play that discouraging phase of human nature, 
In consequence of which men, who are honorable in their 
dealings with their fellows, seem to be able to make use of a 
much lower code of morals when they come to deal with that 
impersonal entity called the city. 

“ Although it may be explained to them that their course 
will entail upon the city in a few years an enormous expense 
for rebuilding the sewers of larger size, and although the 
law is perfectly clear that no man has a right to obstruct a 
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Eatcal water-course and thereby damage his neighbor, still 
their personal gain outweighs these theoretical consider- 
ations, and they will persist in obliterating the channel, and 
will bring every political and other influence to bear to the 
end that the water which should flow in that channel be 
turned into the sewer, and have in many cases succeeded. 

“No one can pretend that the land speculator suffers any 
hardship by not being allowed to improve his lot in this 
manner, because the depreciation in the value of the land 
caused by the presence of the water-course has undoubtedly 
been discounted in the purchase price in every transfer 
through which it has passed, and certainly no one can claim 
that he has any moral right to the increment of value added 
thus at the city’s expense. Unfortunately, his legal right to 
it is clear if he can get the thing done, and therein lies the 
temptation. 

“ Now, the city’s interest is such a vital one in this matter 
that it cannot afford to remain passive; its course must be 
more aggressive in the future, or many of the most impor- 
tant of these water-courses will be practically obliterated 
within a few years, as a perusal of the paragraphs describ- 
ing their present condition will prove. 

©The law, as it stands, gives the city no rights which are 
at all commensurate with its interest in the matter. 

“The city’s obligation is to keep a good and sufficient 
culvert in operation on every water-course which crosses a 
public street. 

“If an abutter upon a water-course starts filling it in, the 
city can take no action until actual damage has resulted from 
flooding the street. 

“This is the sum total of the city’s duties and rights in 
regard to these channels.” 

Following this were » suggestions for new legislation, the 
object of which would be to “keep the existing channels open, 
also to improve the same without the necessity of making 
takings, and the consequent liability for damages; and also 
to enable the city to assess the cost of improvements upon 
lands abutting upon such stream. 

This last phase of the question deserves further discussion. 

Abutting lands are not the only lands benefited or served 
by an improvement of a water-course. Let us consider 
What are the causes which bring about the necessity of im- 


ro) 
proving, that is, enlarging the capacity of a water-course. 
It is not only the desire to utilize, by building upon, the 
low lands near the brook, but it is the actual change in the 


nature of the surface of the entire valley or water-shed for 
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which the brook serves as the natural drain, caused by the 
grading, filling of hollows, construction of streets, houses, 
etc., whereby the proportion of impervious surface is in- 
creased, and the surface-water discharged more quickly into 
the water-courses, as previously explained. 

Although the total quantity of water to be provided for 
is not increased, the effect is the same as though there were 
an actual increase, because the same quantity is discharged 
in less time; enlargement of the discharging channels there- 
fore becomes necessary, for the channel must be equal to the 
maximum demand upon it, even if that demand be of short 
duration, or a flood ensues. 

The service which such an enlarged water-course per- 
forms, then, is to drain off the surface-water of all the land, 
high as well as low, which lies within its water-shed ; in- 
deed the changes just described usually take place first upon 
the high lands, which are naturally occupied and developed 
before the low lands. It is evident, therefore, that the cost 
of enlargement should be assessed upon all the lands within 
the water-shed of that portion of the brook which is enlarged, 
and, in equity, the assessment should be confined to such 
lands as the city, outside of such water-shed, is not benefited 
or served in any way by the improvement. But the low 
lands, which have always been liable to be flooded, receive 
a benefit in addition to the service which the brook renders 
them in common with all the land of its water-shed, — they 
become habitable; whereas before the enlargement, which 
means deepening and lowering, of the brook they were not. 
Hence, a larger proportion of the cost of improvement 
should be assessed upon them than upon the high lands. 

The difference in the valuation of the low lands, as shown 
by the assessors’ books, in the year following the completion 
of the improvement, as compared with the valuation in the 
year before the improvement was begun, might fairly be 
considered as measuring the benefit received by them, and 
an assessment to defray the cost of the improvement might 
be made to equal this amount, the remainder of the cost of 
improvement, if any, being assessed equally upon all the 
lands within the water-shed, including the low lands; in the 
case of the latter, the last described increment of assessment 
(representing service) being added to the first described 
increment (representing benefit received), and constituting 
the total assessment upon the low lands; that upon the high 
lands being the increment which represents service only. _

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STREET-CLEANING DIVISION. 


The Street-Cleaning Division has charge of the cleanliness 
of the public ways in the central portion of the city in which 
there are paved streets; namely, in seven districts, while the 
suburban districts — No. 4, Brighton; No. 5, West Rox- 
bury, and No. 6, Dorchester — are cared for by the Paving 
Division. 

The following table shows the amounts expended for the

STREET—CLEANING. 


With an expenditure of $305,998.50, this division has 
cleaned 11,418.99 miles of streets, removing 122,544 loads 
of street-dirt; has also cleaned 2,718.45 miles of paved 
gutters on macadamized streets, including special work on 
crossings, maintained 16 dumping-stations, removed excess 
of snow from pavements and crossings, paid special atten- 
tion to the collection and removal of leaves in the fall of the 
year, maintained a paper-patrol in freezing weather and a 
push-cart patrol in the retail district, which has been ex- 
tended during the year into the business section of Roxbury ; 
and, besides making necessary repairs to its plant and pur- 
chasing the new stock needed, made a disposal at sea of 
31,278 loads of street-dirt. The average cost of sweeping 
streets, including supervision, labor, yard, and stable ex- 
penses, pro rata of dumps, and removal, was, by improved 
organization and supervision, reduced from $15.61 (the cost 
last year) to $14.44 per actual mile of street swept, during 
the last eight and one-half months of the year. In the care 
of the three suburban districts, the Paving Division removed 
from macadamized streets 22,636 single and 2,107 double 
loads of street-scrapings. After a severe snow-storm, the

In addition to the above-mentioned carts, the division 
hires about 43 extra teams. 

During the summer an extra single team and helper were 
hired, to. empty the public waste- barrels located throughout 
the city.

Notice to Occupants. 


_ Your attention is hereby called to the following sections of the Revised 
Ordinances in relation to 


Throwing or Sweeping Dirt of any kind into the Public Streets. 
CHAPTER 43. 


SeEcT. 38. No person shall, except in accordance with the permis- 
sion of the Superintendent of Streets, or in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Section 42 of this Chapter (providing for the sanding of side- 
walks), sprinkle, scatter, put, or place, any earth, dirt, gravel, sand, 
cinders, ashes, sawdust, salt, or mixture of salt, in or upon a street, not 
-nor shall any person, except in accordance with the permission of the 
Superintendent of Streets, remove any manure or dirt from any street. 

SEcT. 39. No person shall throw, or sweep into, or place or drop 
and suffer to remain in any street, any piece of hoop, board, wood, wire, 
paper, or any nails, sweepings, sawdust, soot, ashes, cinders, shavings, 
hair, manure, oyster shell, clam shell, lobster shell, card, hand-bill, or 
rubbish or filth of any kind, or any noxious or refuse liquid or solid 
matter or substance. 

Sect. 103. Whoever violates any provision of this Chapter, shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offence, and 
not only the person actually doing the prohibited thing, but also his 
employer and every other person concerned in so doing, shall be pun- 
ished by the said fine. 


Sweeping store dirt to the sidewalks, and thence to the gutters, is in 
violation of the above ordinances. Youare therefore notified to provide 
other measures for the removal of all sweepings and litter, as the above 
ordinances. will be enforced.

If the existing ordinances regulating the conduct of the 
public with respect to cleanliness were faithfully observed 
and duly enforced, the task of the Street-Cleaning Division 
would be greatly lightened. With streets swept every night 
and patrolled during the day, no condition of cleanliness can 
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be preserved when the operations of the department are fol- 
lowed by a procession of the thoughtless, the indifferent, 
and the ignorant, casting from them into the street refuse of 
fruit, torn scraps of letters, destroyed after perusal, the 
daily papers, and everything which ceases to have a use, 
while they are conveniently near a public way. 

The number of public waste-barrels has been largely 
increased during the year, and the tendency of fruit dealers 
and others selling goods, under a permit from this depart- 
ment, to throw refuse into the streets has been largely 
checked by the issuance of the following letter, and if com- 
pliance therewith has been refused the permit to sell has 
been revoked :

DEAR Sir: Complaint having been made of the condition in which 
the street is kept in front of your premises, where you are doing busi- 
ness under a permit obtained from the Street Department, you are 
hereby notified that it will be necessary for you to procure a waste 
barrel, to be located in the immediate vicinity of your stand. In order 
that these barrels may be of uniform dimensions, color, and lettering, 
you will be obliged to purchase the same of the city of Boston. Appli- . 
cation for one of these barrels must be made to the Deputy Superin- 
tendent of the Street-Cleaning Division, at his office at 14 Beacon street, 
within ten days from date.

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STREET-WATERING DIVISION. 


This division was made a separate and distinct part of the 
Street Department, with a Deputy Superintendent in charge, 
March 6, 1895. Heretofore the street-watering has been 
conducted by the Paving Division, with a foreman in charge. 
That the change fixes responsibility and increases efficiency, 
the service rendered by the division during the year and the 
reduced expense will prove clearly. 

The following sums have been expended for street-water- 
ing during the past five (5) years:

In the past it was deemed proper that the watering in the 
Back Bay andthe South End should be done by contract 
rather than day work. ‘This method at best is unsatisfactory, 
as the division and the contractor would often be of counter 
opinions as to when the carts are needed, and the supervising 
force compelled to be constantly on the alert to provide for 
the conditions before their tardy appearance. <A contract, 
in street-watering at least, no matter what rebates it con- 
tains for poor service, does not give the satisfaction that day 
work does. [or this reason, after due consideration, day 
work was substituted for contract work in the Back Bay and 
the South End districts, with the gratifying result that the 
watering was better done in those localities and at an aston- 
ishingly smaller expense than formerly. The cost of water- 
ing the Back Bay under contract in 1894 was $6,696.02 ; 
this year under day work the expense was $4,990. The 
cost of watering the South End under contract in 1894 was 
$9,128.50, against $2,540 for day work this year. A saving 
in both districts of $4,294.52 in day work over contract. © — 

This saving in the South End is, of course, partly due to 
the discontinuance of the use of salt-water fliirnished by the 
contractor. 

The past season was not excessively hot nor yet partic- 
ularly wet. The greatest advantage was taken of the rain- 


fall. 
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Complaints made of the work of the division are of two 
kinds, one from the householder, who considers the flooding 
of the street from curb to curb onl y sufficient for his taste ; 
the other, from drivers and cyclists who appreciate proper 
and intelligent street-watering to be the laying of the dust 
without soaking the street into mud. 

Unusual attention has been given to the prevention of this 
flooding of macadam streets, a custom heretofore prevailing 
to the utter ruin of the street, but to the advantage of the 

water-cart owner since it permitted him to make fewer trips 
over his route, without complaint from the abutters because 
of dust; and it has been the constant aim of the division to 
acquire that happy medium so difficult to attain, which will 
give protection from dust to the abutters, and freedom from 
mud to the cyclist, meanwhile saving the city the thousands 
of dollars in the cost of maintenance which improper water- 
ing of its macadamized streets has always cost it. 

Better results were made possible by more complete super- 
vision, and to increase the efficiency of the inspecting force, 
its members were provided with bicycles. The effect of this 
improved organization has been to give much better watering 
in the districts where in the past negligence in watering was 
due to the large territory assioned to the inspectors, averag- 
ing over twenty-five miles each, and which it was impossible 
for them to cover twice a day as is now done with the-aid of 
the bicycles. The utter absence of any grave street-water- 
ing complaint, the work of the year having been subject to 
the smallest number of complaints of any kind ever known, 
is unquestionably a remarkable testimonial to the efficiency 
attained by the division. It has been brought about with 
the assistance of the bicycle, and the excellent. telephone 
system arranged with the inspectors whereby they are in 
communication with the Deputy Superintendent morning 
and noon. 

There is still a false impression in some Sectors that the 
division waters paved streets, whereas the watering is done 
as formerly by the subscriptions of the abutters; this is 
because of the extra original cost of paved streets over mac- 
adam, and the further fact that it is possible to keep them 
clean by sweeping. Corporations are compelled to water 
after finishing their operations in paved streets. The divi- 
sion is always walling to assist the abutters in having any 
nuisance abated, and invariably the contractors are ready to 
meet the extra demand upon them in the matter of operations 
in paved streets. 

The use of salt-water on macadam streets is impracticable 
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save in a very few locations, and is an undoubted injury to 
the better class of vehicles, and it has therefore been entirely 
discontinued.

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It will be noted that the largest outlay for maintenance was 
upon the Boylston-street bridge, over the Boston & Albany R.R.., 
for cleaning and red-leading all the ironwork, and redecking and 
sheathing the same. ‘This was done upon the recommendation of 
the City Engineer, and cost for labor and material, $2,805.55. 

All of the bridges requiring it have been painted during the 
year, and all of the draw-houses have had all sanitary necessities. 
put in complete good order. Water has been connected at L- 
street bridge, and the water connections have been made more 
complete at Congress street, which will result in a considerable 
saving for water formerly bought of water-boats. The men’s 
quarters at draw-houses have been renovated and repainted. ‘The 
carpenters have done a great deal of work and done it well, the 
roadways on all the bridges being in excellent condition. 

The names of each of the principal bridges have been painted 
and set up in conspicuous places on them. 

Work upon the inland bridges, in addition to repairs, includes 
keeping them clean. They have been swept regularly and 
thoroughly, and in winter kept clear of snow.

PLANT AND PROPERTY IN CHARGE OF THE FERRY DIVISION. 


South Ferry, East Boston side, located at the terminal of Lewis 
street, covers an area of 68,725 square feet of land and.water. 
On these premises there is one head-house, one coal-shed, one 
work-shop for carpenters, machinists, and blacksmith, one gate- 
room and oil-room, three piers, which form the two ferry slips, 
two drops and tanks, and one dock, where boats are laid when not 
in use or while undergoing repairs. 

South Ferry, city side, located at the terminal of Eastern 
avenue, covers an area of 28,135 square feet, upon which is 
erected one head-house, with canopies extending over driveways, 
also boiler-room and gate-room, three piers, which form the two 
slips, and two drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, city side, located at the terminal of Battery street, 
covers an area of 45,000 square feet of land and water, upon 
which is erected one head-house, with canopies, boiler-room, gate- 
room, store-shed, etc., three piers, which form the two slips, and 
two drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, East Boston side, located at the terminal 6f Border 
street, covers and area of 62,138 square feet of land and water, 
upon which is erected one head-house, with canopy, boiler-room, 
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gate-room, oil-room, stable and coal-shed, three piers, which form 
two slips, two drops and tanks. 


The wharf property adjoining the head-house on Eastern avenue 
was leased several years ago by the Ferry Department for $4,000 
per year. The whole premises are now sublet to the Institutions 
Department for $2,000 per year. 

Of the drops there 
been built in 1894 and the other in 1895. 

Of the other six, four of them are in good condition, two are 
not so good. 

The South drop on North ferry, Boston side, is poor, but per- 
fectly safe. 

The North drop on South ferry, Boston side, is in the same 
condition. 

All the piers, twelve in number, are now in fair condition. 

- The North pier on South ferry, Boston side, has just been 
repaired at a cost of over $1,300. 

The several head-houses and buildings are in good condition, ~ 
except the head-house and the coal-shed at the South ferry, East 
Boston side, which must soon be replaced by new ones. 

The head-house on South ferry, Boston side, should be moved 
over to one side same as at North ferry, thereby making it safe and 
more convenient to foot-travel and greatly facilitating team traftic. 

Battery street should be widened on westerly side between 
Commercial street and ferry gate. This has been agitated for a 
long time without success, but should be done. 

With the codperation of the Board of Police, patrol-boxes have 
been placed at each of the head-houses, and better protection thus 
secured to person and property of the patrons of the ferries.

Buildings and wharf on Albany street, opposite Sharon street. 
The building is of brick and wood, and covers some 8,000 square 
feet of land, “and is divided into a ‘shed for storage, blacksmith’ S 
and carpenter’s shops, tool-room, and stable. The total contents 
of the lot, including wharf and building, are 63,180 square feet. 

Fort- hill Wharf, ‘containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge 
of the Paving Department May 18, 1874, to be used for the land- 
ing and storage of paving-blocks and gravel until such time as 
said wharf shall be wanted for the extension of Oliver street. The 
greater part of said wharf is occupied by the Sanitary Division as 
a garbage-dump, and the building thereon is leased to a tenant. 

Lot on Chelsea, Marion, and Paris streets, Kast Boston, con- 
taining 43,550 square feet. Part of this lot used by the Sewer 
Division. 

Ledge lot on Washington street, corner Dimock street, Roxbury, 
containing 134,671 square feet. Upon this lot are buildings con- 
taining a steam-engine and stone-crusher. 

Highland-street Stable lot. Upon this lot is a large brick 
stable, erected in 1873, and occupied by the Sanitary and Paving 
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Divisions ; also a brick building used as a blacksmith’s shop, and 
a shed for the storage of tools, etc. 

Ledge lot on Codman street, Dorchester, containing 299,000 
square feet, was purchased in 1870. ‘Upon this lot is a shed con- 
taining a steam-engine and stone-crusher; also a stable and tool- 
house. : 

On the Almshouse lot, Hancock street, Dorchester, there are 
two stables; also a shed and tool-house. 

Ledge lot on Magnolia street and Bird place, Dorchester, con- 
taining 81,068 square feet.

On Child street, West Roxbury, a lot of land containing 43,024 
square feet, upon which are a stable and shed, blacksmith’s shop, 
and tool-house. 

Gravel lot in the town of Milton, on Brush Hill road, containing 
64,523 square feet, hired by the town of Dorchester for nine hun- 
dred and ninety-nine years. 

Gravel lot on Morton street, Ward 23, containing about one- — 
third of an acre, purchased by the town of West Roxbury in 1870, 
used for storage purposes. 

Ledge and gravel lot, rear of Union street, containing about 
37,000 square feet, purchased by the town of Brighton. This lot 
is at present leased. 

Ledge lot on Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton, containing about 
thirteen acres, upon which are an office. engine- howe: stable, and 
crusher plant. 

On Medford street, Charlestown, a wharf lot, foot of Elm street, 
containing 8,000 feet, upon which are sheds, office, stable, ete. 

In South Boston, corner of H and Ninth streets, stable, car- 
riage-house, shed, tool-house, and office on leased land. 

On Hereford street, a -yard with shed, tool-house, and office. 

Wharf, known as Atkin’s wharf, 521 Commercial street, pur- 
chased in 1887 for $24,000, containing 22,553 square feet, having 
on it an office and stable. 

On Kenney street, Roxbury, buildings containing engines, 
stone-crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

Property belonging to the Paving Division, consisting of 91 
horses, 71 carts, “46 a -carts, ri wagons, 3 steam-rollers, 7 
stone-crushers, and 7 engines.

There have been 13,334 notices sent to the various foremen 
directing them to repair defects in the streets, which have been re- 
ported by the police, or from other sources; also 2,424 notices to 
private parties to repair work which had been improperly done by 
them where they had received permits to open the streets, and to 
owners of estates where there were defective coal-holes or Hyatt 
lights. 

In accordance with Sect. 8, Chap. 86, Revised Ordinances of 
1892, 328 notices have been sent to the foremen of the several 
districts, directing them to make, if necessary, repairs where parties 
making openings had neglected to attend to them within a specified 
time after being notified to do so. 

Three hundred and nine notices have been sent to departments, 
and others, regarding proposed street improvements. 

There have been 544 new bonds filed; also 316 applications re- 
ferred to the Police Department, asking for information regarding 
locations where permits had been asked for to sell fruit, ete., from 
windows, bulkheads, and areas, and the granting or refusal has 
been governed by the recommendations received. The same course 
has been pursued in cases of individuals desiring to occupy 
sidewalks for more than ten minutes at a time to load or unload 
goods. 

The inspectors connected with the Paving Division have reported 
to this office at an appointed hour daily, and presented in writing a 
statement of their doings of the previous day, all of which have 
been examined, and such notices or correspondence as becomes 
necessary by reason of their reports, forwarded. During the open 
season there have been a number of extra inspectors employed to 


7 
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watch over the work of companies opening long trenches. ‘Their 
reports were also made in writing daily, giving the number of feet 
opened, amount of pipe or conduit laid, also the amount of back- 
filling, material used, and quality of the work in refilling and resur- 
facing, thus giving an idea of the condition of the streets at the 
points ‘of opening. 

These inspectors were paid by the companies to whose work 
they were assigned. 

Since the removal of this office, on April 15, from Room No. 7, 
Old Court-House to the present quarters, Old Probate Building, 
No. 28 Court square, where, for the first time there is sufficient 
accommodation for the work of the office, all plans of street-rail- — 
way tracks, poles, etc., and underground pipes or conduits have 
been removed from the office of the Paving Division to this office, 
and together with all other plans showing locations of electric 
poles, underground conduits, etc., are now being arranged and 
indexed. No plan is now loaned to any department or person 
without a receipt being taken for the same. 

‘Karly in March a new duty was assigned to this office, in the’ 
examination of conditions of streets and sidewalks at points where 
it had been claimed that accidents had happened, and from state- 
ments received from the Inspector of Claims for the city, it seems 
to have been of much value. The following is the summary of 
this work during the season: 

The number of claims filed against the department since March 
12 is 100. 

The general character of these claims is found upon inspection 
to be based on various alleged defects. When received at this 
office the claim is carefully investigated by the examiner, the place 
measured, and a sketch made of the location, report is made to the 
Superintendent of Streets, and is filed in his office for reference ; to 
be used also for the benefit of the committee on claims, and as 
evidence in court if necessary, and a duplicate report is also kept 
in the Permit Office. 

A great many of these claims are in reality for no defects in the 
highway, but are traced to the negligence of corporations, contrac- 
tors, builders, drain-layers, etc., who fail to properly light or guard 
their trenches or obstructions, and who do not put the street back 
in a workmanlike or satisfactory manner, therefore a new feature 
has been added to fit these cases in the form of a notice which is 
sent to the parties who have or had permits for openings, obstruc- 
tions, etc. As will be readily seen, they place the responsibility 
for these accidents and defects on the proper parties. It is alsoa 
matter of importance to know that these notices greatly aid the 
Inspector of Claims in the settlement of a number of such cases.

HoOUSE-OFFAL. 


There are employed in the removal of house-offal 201 men and 
93 wagons. ‘The offal is removed from dwelling-houses twice a 
week during the summer months, and once a week during the 
winter ; from hotels, markets, and restaurants it is removed daily. 

The men are required to enter the yards, collect the offal, empty 
into wagons, and deliver at the depots, located as follows: one on 
Albany street, one on Highland street, Roxbury; and one at the 
Almshouse, Charlestown ; ; also to the dumping-boats located at 
Fort Hill wharf, on Atlantic avenue. 3 

The offal is largely sold to farmers of adietane towns, the 
remainder is dumped. on the scows and carried to sea. About 
nine per cent. of the quantity collected during the past year has 
been disposed of in this manner. 

On January 21, 1895, the New England Construction Company 


commenced the disposition of the offal collected under the , 


McShane contract at the plant erected by them on the city land 
located on Gibson street, Dorchester. They disposed of 9104 tons 
under their patented process, for which they received $569.44 ; 
but the residents of Dorchester objected to the process and loca- 
tion of the plant, and held public indignation meetings, appealing. 
to the Board of Health to stop the running of the plant, and finally 
applied to the Courts for an injunction; this was granted, and on 
April 18, 1895, it was closed, and stiil remains so. 
The Dorchester contractor disposes of the offal at present in the 
same manner as the city itself, by sale to farmers. 
At present there are four sections of the city let out by contract 
for the collection of house-offal: East Boston, by Thomas Mulli- 
gan ; Dorchester District, by John McShane; Brighton District, ny 
Py B. Morrill; and a portion of West Roxbury, by George T 
Barnes.

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The money received from the sales of house-offal is deposited 
monthly with the City Collector, and then credited to the Sinking- 
Fund of the City of Boston. | 


Hovusk—pirt AND ASHES. 


In the collection of house-dirt and ashes there are employed 271 
men and 199 carts. ‘This material is removed from hotels, tene- 
ment-houses, and stores daily ; from dwelling-houses once a week. 
The City Ordinances of 1892 (Chapter 86) require that house-dirt 
and ashes shall be kept in an easily accessible place for their re- 
moval, the men being obliged to enter the yards and remove the 
receptacles to the sidewalks, where their contents are dumped into 
the carts. ‘The receptacles are then placed in their original posi- 
tion. The material is disposed of, if possible, on low lands, being 
used for filling, and is also dumped on scows, to be carried to sea. 
Of the amount collected last year, thirty-one per cent. was dis- 
posed of in this manner, viz., carried to sea. 

There are five sections of the city let out by contract for the 
collection of house-dirt and ashes. Both Dorchester contracts are 
held by John McShane; South Boston, west of Dorchester street, 
by Denis O’Sullivan; East Boston by Wm. F. Hedrington; and a 
part of West Roxbury by Matthew E. Nawn. 

At the expiration of one of the South Boston contracts — that 
one held by F. J. Mohan, — east of Dorchester street, on May 1, 
1395, the work was continued by day labor, with teams from the 
South yard. Later in the year, a stable and yard were hired on 
Ninth street, corner of Vale, and all of the teams for the collection 
of ashes in this section were located there, together with the offal 
wagons that were working in South Boston, in order that the work 
of collecting and removing both house-dirt and ashes and house- 
offal might be done by day labor. ° 


Division REPAIR-SHOPS. 


Located at the South End Yard, situated 650 Albany Street. 


At these shops all of the repairs on carriages, carts, wagons, 
etc., are made, together with the painting of same; all harnesses 
are repaired and many made, and a portion of the horse-shoeing 
done. 

The mechanics in these shops are engaged also in making 
repairs on the vehicles, etc., sent by the different divisions of the 
Street Department; all street-signs are painted for the Paving 
Division, and a certain amount of horseshoeing is done for the 
several divisions. 


Wheelwright and Blacksmith Shops. 


Cost to maintain during the past year, the sum of $10,005.23, 
of which amount $5,206.25 was expended for labor and $4,798.98 
for stock. The carts, wagons, and other vehicles of the division 
were properly overhauled, when in need of repairs, and the entire 
lot of ash and offal sleds were put in proper working order. Of 
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the above amount expended in maintaining these shops, the fol- 
lowing amounts were charged off to the several divisions and 
others for repairing, altering, and putting in good condition their 
carts, wagons, watering-carts, buggies, sleds, ete. :

South City Stables, Shops, and Sheds. 


Situated on Albany street, opposite Newton street. The lot 
belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, and con- 
tains 90,780 feet. ‘The stable and buildings connected there- 
with are brick. ‘There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, 
used for storing wagons, etc. ‘The stable is two stories high, with 
French roof, and has accommodations for 100 horses. Twenty- 
three horses are kept in sheds. ‘Total original cost, exclusive of 
land, $79,089.28. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith. wheelwright, painters, 
and harness-makers’ shops, in which the wagons, carts, harnesses, 
etc., used by the department are constructed and kept in repair. 


Offal Depot. 


Erected in 1864, on the wharf fronting on Albany street, oppo- 
site Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from that used 
by the Paving Division. The lot which the building occupied, and 
the yard attached to the same, contains 39,511 feet, and belonged 
to the city before being used for this purpose. ‘Total original cost 
of building, $18,578.89. This building is used for the deposit of 
house-offal daily collected in the city carts, and from which it is 
thence conveyed without the limits of the city proper by pur- 
chasers. 


West Stable and Sheds. 


The stable is a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet 
by 50, located on North Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable 
outbuildings attached to the same. It has accommodations for 83 
horses, in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 45,152 


_ square feet. 


Highland Stable. 


With accommodations for 60 horses, on the old Almshouse lot, 
Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. ‘There is 
on this lot a brick stable, which cost $88,594.13. On this lot is an 
offal-shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12 


Charlestown Stable. 


With accommodation for 25 horses, is situated on Rutherford 
avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; stable built in 
1875, cost $5,083.07; sheds and outbuildings built in 1879. 
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Fort Hill Wharf. 


Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the Sanitary 
Division, used as a dumping station for the city’s garbage and ref- 
use, and as a landing-place for scows, which convey this stuff to 
sea. There are two dumping-boats, known as the Barney dumping- 
scows, and these are in continual use for the above purpose, and 
are towed to sea by the Street Department steam tug-boat ‘* Cor- 
morant.” The tug-boat is also used by the Sewer Division. A 
portion of this wharf is used by the Street-Cleaning Division as a. 
locker for push patrol-carts, etc. ; a part is in charge of the Paving 
Division; and a portion occupied by a tenant. 


Gibson Street Plant. 


Containing 42,000 square feet, and situated in Dorchester dis- 
trict, which has been used and occupied by the New England Con- 
struction Company, for the treatment and disposition of offal, and 
which is now closed.

6. The granting of permits for all connections to be made with 
the common sewers, and the custody of bonds filed by drain-layers 
authorized to make such connections. 

7. The levying of assessments on estates benefited by the con- 
struction of sewers. 

One hundred and thirty-nine thousand two hundred (139,200) 
lin. ft. of sewers have been built during the past year by the 
city, and thirty-six thousand two hundred and eighty-seven (36,- 
287) lin. ft. have heen built by private parties according to the 
plans, and under the inspection of this division, and accepted by 
the city under the usual forms of release. 

Before submitting any of the details necessary to a compre- 
hensive statement of what has been accomplished by the Sewer 
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Division during the past year, your attention is called to the urgent © 
necessity of an increase in the maintenance appropriation over 
what we have had for the past two or three years. It is impossible 
to do justice to the citizens or the department without it. The 
amount received has been carefully expended, but it is impossible 
to keep the sewers and catch-basins in anything like a sanitary 
condition without an increase. ‘To emphasize the fact, I have 
only to state that fifty-five (55) miles of sewers and five hundred 
and seventy (970) catch-basins have been added to the system in 
the last two years alone, and yet instead of an increased appro- 
priation to care for the same, the division had appropriated for 
maintenance the past year $50,000 less than in 1893. 

Another item that should be recognized in providing for the 
maintenance of the division is that of repairs to the plant at the 
pumping-station. Money must be provided to do the necessary 
work, or the vital point in the whole sewer system will some day 
become suddenly inoperative. 

The experience of the last few years has proven that money 
for this work cannot be obtained outside of the maintenance 
appropriation. 

It would seem that the healthfulness of the city, which is to a 
great extent dependent upon the proper sanitary condition of the 
sewer system, would be reason enough to furnish a sufficient 
amount to properly maintain the system, even if some less urgent 
matters were curtailed in consequence. 

The city is growing fast, new territory is being developed, the 
sewer system expanding proportionally, and it is impossible to 
maintain if properly without a somewhat nearly corresponding 
increase in appropriation. 


City PRorPerR AND Back Bay. 


The system of sewers in the vicinity of Haymarket square, 
bounded roughly by Causeway, Hanover, Endicott, and Merrimac 
streets, and having its outlet through Canal street, remains in the 
same condition in which it was left by the building of the west- 
side intercepter in 1883. 

It was assumed by the authorities of the Improved Sewerage at 
that time that the city would proceed at once to rebuild this sys- 
tem, but it has been put off from year to year until now thirteen 
years have elapsed, and the sewers are filled nearly to the top 
with sewage deposit. 

A more unsanitary condition of things can hardly be found in any 
large city in this country than exists in this district. This whole 
matter, and the possible remedies therefor, were fully discussed in‘ 
the annual report for 1891, to which reference is made. Briefly, 
there are two courses which may be pursued, one, to rebuild all 
the sewers at an elevation several feet higher to correspond with 
that of the west-side intercepter; the other, to build a new sewer 
across the city from the east-side intercepter low enough to drain 
out these sewers; a plan which is feasible from the fact that the 
east-side intercepter is about four feet lower than that of the west- 
side. The latter plan is favored on account of its being somewhat 
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cheaper, and affording a system of sewers at a lower grade, a 
desirable object for this business section of the city, where cellars 
will probably be deeper in the future than they are now. 

The completion of the Beach-street system should be under- 
taken, or at all events, that portion which includes the rebuilding 
of the contracted section of the Harvard-street outlet sewer; the 
flooding of cellars connected with this system demonstrates its 
necessity. 

The sewer in Falmouth and Norway streets, which is badly 
settled and broken, should be rebuilt without further delay, as its 
collapse would dam up the sewage of a considerable section. 
The main sewers in Berkeley, Dartmouth, Fairfield, and Hereford 
streets are contracted at their storm outlets into Charles river; 
these outlets should be enlarged and tide-gates of sufficient 
capacity provided. 

The perfection of the surface drainage system of the Back Bay, 
for which a study was made last year, should be attended to; 
about one hundred and thirty-three catch-basins and seven thou- 
sand linear feet of pipe sewers and surface drains are needed. 

Twelve catch-basins in Charlesgate East are connected with a 
sewer, while the covered channel of Stony brook lies in the same 
street. | 

These basins should never have been connected with a sewer 
when a large surface drain was almost equally convenient. ‘Their 
connections should be removed from the sewer and put into the 
brook ; an inexpensive change by which a considerable amount of 
surface-water could be kept out of the Hereford-street sewer 
system. 

The houses on the water-side of Beacon street still drain into 
Charles river. A sewer should be built for these houses whenever 
the proposed boulevard along the bank of the river is built. 

A very large number of sewers in the city proper, especially in 
the South Cove, are settled and defective. The following list will 
give an idea of the extent to which the city will be called upon to 
rebuild sewers in the near future; the rebuilding of a large pro- 
portion of these cannot be much longer postponed, and should not 
be any longer delayed, if funds can possibly be secured, as the 

cleaning of them is continuous and expensive : 


Brighton street, from Milton to Leverett street. 

Wall street, from Minot to Causeway street. 

Wiget street, from N. Margin to Salem street. 

Webster avenue, from Hanover to Unity street. 

Hull street, from Commercial to N. Hudson street. ~ 

S. Market street, from Commercial street to Merchants row. 
Haverhill street, from Traverse to Causeway street. 
Nashua street, from Minot to Causeway street. 

India street, from Central street to India square. 

Milton street, from Brighton to Spring street. 

_Leverett street, from Causeway to Green street. 

Chatham street, from Commercial street to Merchants row. 
Bread street, from India to Broad street. 
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Part of sewer at Prince and Thacher street. 

Stillman street, from Charlestown to Salem street. 
Way street, from Harrison avenue to Albany street. 
East street, from Federal to Lincoln street. 

Edinboro’ street, from Essex to Beach street. 

South street, from Beach to Kneeland street. 
Winchester street, from Church street to Edgerly place. 
Appleton street, from Tremont to Berkeley street. 
Albany street, from Genesee to Troy street. 

Oak street, from Albany to Hudson street. 

Warren avenue, from Dartmouth to Clarendon street. . 
Passageway between Concord street and Worcester square. 


St. Charles, Guy, Piedmont, Ferdinand, Fayette, and Kirkland 
streets are badly settled and need either partial or complete re- 
building. 

Work done during 1895. 


The defective drainage of the Quincy Markets, frequently men- 
tioned in previous annual reports, is in a fair way to be remedied, 
the special sewer for that purpose being now under way, including 
a large tank for the storage of sewage during those periods of rain 
and high tide when the common sewers do not afford drainage to 
low cellars. 

The cellars of business blocks in this vicinity are in much the 
same condition as those of the markets, and it would be a desirable 
thing, if funds were available, to build similar systems for their 
accommodation. 

Five thousand seven hundred and thirty-seven (5,737) linear 
feet of sewers and surface drains were built by the city by day 
labor and contract, and two thousand one hundred and sixty-two 
(2,162) linear feet by private parties and released to the city. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


A sewer will have to be built in Chelsea street, between Med- 
ford street and Scott’s court, to conduct the sewage of the court 
into the Metropolitan sewer, which ends at Medford street. 

- Twelve connections, costing about $380,000 in the aggregate, 
will have to be made with the Metropolitan sewers the coming 
season, as was stated during the year in a communication to the 
Mayor, transmitted by him to the City Council. 

New sewers are needed in Arlington avenue, Russell street, 
between Mead and Eden streets, and in Concord street. 

The Beach-street outlet should be rebuilt of increased size, the 
backing up of sewage in the Cambridge-street sewer being largely 
due to the outlet. 

Old and defective sewers in the following streets should be 
rebuilt : 


Lyndeboro’ street, Essex to Middlesex street. 
Beacham street. 

Monument avenue, Warren street to Monument square. 
Rutherford avenue, Chapman to Dunstable street.

Work done during 1895. 


One thousand three hundred and eleven (1,311) linear feet of 
sewers and surface-drains were built by the city by day labor. 


East Boston. 


The outlet-sewer for Leyden street, west of Breed street, is now 
under way. It will serve for the outlet for sewers on tlfe south- 
western part of the bill. 

The Havre-street sewer, between Meridian and Sumner streets, 
should be rebuilt; and a main sewer should be started in Chelsea 
street, near the bridge. 

The following sewer-outlets need rebuilding : 


Porter street. 

Putnam street. 

Jeffries street. 

Decatur street. 

Brooks street. 

Outlet at Dock No. 13. 


Highbteen connections with the Metropolitan sewer system, esti- 
mated to cost $45,000, should be made during the coming year. 


Work done during 1895. 


The Orleans-street sewer, between Maverick and Porter streets, 
has been completed, and a connection made with the Metropolitan 
sewer. 

Three thousand four hundred and fifty-four (38,454) linear feet 
of sewers have been built by the city by day labor. 


BRIGHTON. 


Complaints are constantly coming in to the department from res- 
idents on Union, Shepard, Winship, and Washington streets, on 
account of their cellars being flooded during every considerable 
rain-storm. ‘lhe trouble has been exhaustively discussed in nu- 
merous past reports; briefly, it is due to the fact that the sewers 
are too small to carry the surface-water during storms, and the 
brook, which formed the natural drain for this district, has been 
almost completely obliterated by the abutters, who now suffer the 
natural consequences of their folly. 

The city, too, is not blameless, its agents in past times having 
yielded to the importunities of these saine abutters, ard connected 
the brook at various places with the sewers. ‘This department 
has but two alternatives to consider in devising a remedy: either 
to restore the brook channel upon the old route, or by arrange- 
ment with the abutters, upon lines near those of the old route, or 
to build an expensive surface drain located in the streets. The

Board of Health has the power, which this department does not 
possess, to enter upon private lands and restore the old channel 
and assess the cost of the work upon those benefited, and should 
take this action in the interest of public sanitation. 

The house sewer and surface drain, contemplated for several 
years, for North Harvard street, should be built. Sewers should 
also be built in the following streets : 


Newton street. 
School street, from Market to Portsmouth street. 
Allston square, from Commonwealth avenue to Allston street. 


A sewer should be built from Buffalo to Everett street, there to 
connect with the Everett-street sewer, to take the sewage from 
the stock yards, leaving the old culvert, through which the sewage 
of the stock yards now drains, to carry the surface-water from the 
road-bed of the B. & A. R.R. and the water from the old brook. 

An outlet should be provided for the: surface-water of Lincoln 
street, near where the track of the Sewall & Day Cordage Com- 
pany crosses it. 

Our topographical plans show that a small branch of the brook 
mentioned in the preceding paragraph formerly flowed along and 
across the tracks of the B. & A. R.R. at this point; this should 
be restored and the Lincoln street catch-basins drained into it. 


Work done during 1895. 


The sewer system of Harvard-avenue has been built, and also 
those of Sections 1, 2, 4, 6, and 8 of Commonwealth-avenue 
boulevard. 

Section 3 is being built, as are the outlet sewers in Chestnut 
Hill avenue. A long and expensive outlet remains to be built in 
new streets, between Foster and Lake streets. The Lake-street 
sewer, completed in 1895, is the outlet for a portion of Common- 
wealth avenue and fora part of the Newton boulevard. A new 
main sewer, connecting with the Metropolitan sewer at Faneuil Sta- 
tion, has been built, and will afford an outlet for sewers in the 
streets on the northerly side of Bigelow hill. 

Twenty-eight thousand three hundred and eighty-four (28,384) 
linear feet of sewers and surface drains have been built by the 
city by day labor and contract, including the sewers of the boule- 
vards, and four thousand six hundred and sixteen (4,616) linear 
feet by private parties. 


SoutH Boston. 


The sewer outlets along the southern shore of the peninsula at 
H, I, K, N, P,and Q streets are all in very bad condition and should 
be rebuilt. As the Park Department is engaged in building the 
Strandway along this shore, the rebuilding and extending these 
outlets must be done in connection with the work of the Park 
Department. The latter department should pay the cost of 
extensions beyond the present shore line, necessitated by the 
Strandway. 
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The B and Seventh street outlet, from the junction of these 
streets to South Bay, should be rebuilt, both on account of its insuf- 
ficient size and defective condition. If funds can be made avail- 
able the whole scheme, discussed in several previous reports, of 
sewering Dorchester avenue between B and D streets, and rebuild- 
ing D-street sewer, between Dorchester avenue and Eighth streets, 
should be carried out in connection with work on the outlet. The 
sewer in Seventh street, also, between B and D streets, should be 
rebuilt, as it is in bad condition. 

The outlet at Dorchester avenue and Dorr street will have to be 
extended, as parties owning the flats are filling in, and have nearly 
shut off the outlet. The Kemp-street outlet, which has been 
broken down for years, should be rebuilt and made of sufficient 
size to serve for an overflow for the South Boston intercepter.., 

The sewers in Dorchester avenue, between D and Dexter streets, 
and in KE street, between Seventh and Eighth streets, are broken and 
settled and liable to fallin at any time; they should be rebuilt at 
once. 

The sewer in Silver street, between C and D streets, is broken in 
in so many places that the flow of sewage is obstructed and backs 
into the cellars; only temporary relief can be given by frequent 
cleaning. 

It should be rebuilt immediately, as the cost of cleaning it, in its 
present condition, will soon exceed the cost of rebuilding. 

The sewers in Dexter and Ellery streets are so badly broken 
and settled that the cleaning-rods cannot be pushed through them, 
houses are flooded, and complaints are numerous. ‘They should 
receive early attention, and be rebuilt upon a substantial foundation. 

The sewer in Mercer street should be rebuilt of larger size, to 
prevent further flooding on Mercer and Vale streets. 

Many new eatch-basins are asked for by the Paving Depart- 
ment, and many new manholes are needed on old sewers, as the 
distance between existing manholes is too great to admit of proper 
cleaning. A fund should be provided for building these in this 
district, and also for repairing defective catch-basins and man- 
holes. 

A sewer in Dorchester avenue, between B and D streets, is de- 
sirable, but not imperative, at the present time, and the D-street 
sewer, between Dorchester avenue and Eighth street, should be 
built, as it is settled so much as to form a poor outlet for the 
lateral sewers connected with it. 


Work done during 1895. 


The Dorchester-avenue sewer, between Fort Point channel and 
Broadway, has been rebuilt in a substantial manner. 

Two thousand and ninety-seven (2,097) linear feet of sewers 
were built by the city by day labor. 


DORCHESTER. 


The sewer outlet and overflow for the Dorchester intercepting 
sewer, at the corner of Freeport and Shamrock streets, has been 


‘ 
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obstructed by filling in of the flats during the past year; a large 
wooden outlet sewer should be built at this point as soon as prac- 
ticable and carried out upon the flats as far as the wharves now 
eXtend. Any serious obstruction of this outlet will result in flood- 
ing of cellars all along the line of the intercepter. 
The Dorchester intercepter should be provided with a capacious 
overflow outlet at or near Crescent avenue.’ This sewer is con- 
trolled by a single regulator, situated at its junction with the main 
at Mount Vernon street; when the regulator shuts during storms 
there is no relief for the sewer nearer than Glover’s Corner, about 
one mile away. All the sewers which connect with it between 
these points are consequently backed up at such times, and re- 
main so until the regulator opens again the connection with the main 
intercepter. The building of this overflow sewer, which should 
properly have been built in connection with the building of the 
regulator, has now become a necessity, and should not be longer 
delayed. Another locality which stands in pressing need of relief, 
and the condition of which has been discussed in numerous pre- 
vious annual reports, is the Gibson and Park streets district. So 
greatly are the sewers overcharged with water during storms that 
the manhole covers are. thrown off, and the water spouts so high 
from them as to scour out the hard frozen macadam surface of the 
streets and make it necessary to fence off these places until the 
streets can be repaired; the sewers in these streets, together with 
Tenean_ brook, drain a very large territory, and their capacity, 
combined with that of the brook, is entirely inadequate to carry 
off the water of a storm. Tenean brook, between Park street, 
near Clayton street, and the Shawmut Branch of the Old Colony 
Railroad at Geneva avenue, inclusive, should be largely deepened 
and widened, and would then be an effective aid to the sewers. 
The temporary plan for sewering Lauriat avenue and vicinity has 
been adopted, the gravity main from Talbot avenue to Lyons 
street begun, and land purchased for a pumping-station, on the 
corner of Chapman avenue and Lyons street. The main sewer, 
extending southerly and easterly from Lauriat avenue, to receive 
the sewers of the Nelson and Corbet streets district, should be 


built this year, and also as many of the laterals in the streets of — 


this district as possible. 

This will provide for the house sewage of the district, but not 
for the storm-water, for, inasmuch as all the sewage must be 
pumped once at Lyons street and again at the pumping-station of 
the main intercepter at the Calf Pasture, no surface-water can be 
admitted into these sewers. 3 

This region is now overflowed and the streets rendered impassable 
at nearly every storm, owing to the inadequate size and obstructed 
condition of the Canterbury branch of Stony brook. An extensive 
improvement of this branch of Stony brook will have to be under- 
taken by the city, and either the cost assessed upon the lands bene- 
fitted, as elsewhere discussed, or borne by the city in general, in 
the interest of the public health. This work cannot be much longer 
postponed as the region is being rapidly settled, on account of the 
proximity of the stations on the New York & New England Rail- 
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road. The improvement must be started at least as far down 
stream as the culvert on Walk Hill street, and extended to con- 
nect with the drainage ditch dug by the Park Department around 
Franklin field. Another region where a similiar improvement 
must be undertaken in the near future is that drained by the Mat- 
tapan brook; a main sewer will also have to be built in this valley, 
to connect with the Neponset Valley interceptor, when the latter 
sewer reaches this locality. The Satie of the Neponset Valley 
interceptor is being undertaken by the Metropolitan Sewerage 
Commission, and none too soon, as no sewers can be built in those 
portions of Dorchester and West Roxbury which slope towards the 
Neponset and Charles rivers, until the intercepting sewer is ready 
to carry away the sewage; the presence of sewage could not be 
tolerated in the mill ponds of the Neponset river. 

The sewer system of Geneva avenue, Greenbriar street, Tose) 
phine street, all laid out under Chapter 3238 of the Acts of 1891 as 
amended by Chapter 418 of the Acts of 1892, have been completed, 
as have also those of Sections 5, 6, 8,10, 11, and 12 of the Blue 
Hill-avenue boulevard; Sections 1 and a-part of 2 and 3 are under 
contract and in progress, and the same is the case with Lauriat 
avenue. 

Four thousand one hundred and thirty-nine (4,139) linear feet 
of sewers and surface drains have been built by the city by day 
labor and contract, including the boulevard systems, and eighteen 
thousand six hundred and fifty- two (18,652) linear feet by private 
parties. 


RoOxBURY. 


Dorchester-brook sewer, between Norfolk avenue and Clifton 
street, a stone arched channel with very slight covering, has col- 
lapsed, the arch having probably been lifted by internal pressure 
from the volume of water which it had to carry in storms, as it 
was much too small. It is about to be rebuilt of brick of much 
larger size, and at a greater depth. The new channel will be a 
continuation of the channel built during the last few years from 
the South Bay up to the point in Norfolk avenue where the old 
sewer formerly crossed it. ‘The location will be changed and will 
lie in the centre of a new street recently laid out by the Board of 
Street Commissioners, nearly parallel with Pontine street. 

Numerous complaints of flooding have been made along the line 
of this sewer up as far as Quincy street ; it is undoutedly too small 
for the constantly increasing volume of water which it has to carry, 
and will have to be rebuilt before long up to this point. 

Complaints of flooding are received at every storm from the 
residents of Orchard park and Yeoman street. Some good can be 
done by building a surface drain in Orchard park, but the sewers 
in Yeoman, Chadwick, and Hampden streets are all too small and 
will have to be rebuilt or their capacity supplemented by new 
sewers. Meanwhile the residents should protect themselves from 
flooding by putting back-water traps upon their connections with 
the sewers. 

Guild row is another locality which frequently suffers from floods 
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due to the insuflicient size of the sewers. ‘The plan for extending 
the large Vernon-street sewer to this locality should be cayried out. 

The projected system of sewers in Columbus-avenue extension 
will afford an outlet for a sewer to relieve Notre Dame street, 
which now suffers from the inadequacy of the sewer in this street 
and Bragdon street. 

A system of pipe-sewers is necessary to take the drainage from 
the houses on both sides of the old channel of Stony brook 
between Huntington avenue and the Roxbury Crossing. (See 
the Annual Report Lord 892: 

Until these sewers are built, about 3,000 feet in all, Stony brook 
will continue to be somewhat polluted ah sewage. 

The Harrison-avenue sewer, between Northampton and Eustis 
streets, is settled so much that it cannot be cleaned without pump- 
ing it out with a steam-pump. Although the rebuilding of this 
sewer will be very expensive, it should not be put off any longer. 

The following is a list of defective sewers requiring rebuilding :

Chadwick street, from Ambrose to Yeoman street. 
Marshfield street, from Batchelder street to Norfolk avenue. 
Hunneman street, from Brown street to Harrison avenue. 
Harrison avenue, from Eustis to Northampton street. — 
Newcomb street, from Reed street to Harrison avenue. 
Lenox street, from Sanford place to Harrison avenue. 
Haviland street, from Parker street to Massachusetts avenue. 


Work done during 1895. 


Main sewers have been built in Massachusetts avenue, Gerard 
street, and Boylston-street extension ; the latter a difficult and ex- 
pensive sewer to build, the street consisting of a new gravel fill 
upon deep beds of mud and peat. ‘The sewer system of the Hunt- 
ington-avenue boulevard is practically completed, with the excep- 
tion of a few unimportant items, and also with the exception of 
the work of strengthening the arches of the old stone channel of 
Stony brook. ‘The sewer system of Columbus-avenue boulevard 
is also practically completed from Northampton to Rigel street, 
and is under contract up to the Roxbury Crossing. 

The sewer system of the last section of the avenue, from a point 
between Dimock and Brighton streets to Franklin park, is also 
completed. 

A section of the channel for Stony brook, recommended by the 
Commission of 1886, has been built by the N.Y., N.H., & H. R.R., 
in connection with the raising of the tracks ‘of its Providence 
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Division from the bend of the brook at the railroad near Amory 
street to a point 400 feet south of Boylston street, in West 
Roxbury. 

This channel is submerged nearly to the top of the arch, and 
will remain so until the new channel is built at the low grade, 
from the inlet chamber up to join it. A section of the West Rox- 
bury low-level sewer, discussed in previous annual reports, was 
built in connection with, and supported on the haunch of, the 
Stony-brook channel, and paid for by the city, for the reason that 
it could be built cheaper at this time and in this manner than at 
any subsequent time. 

Forty thousand seven hundred and sixty-two (40, 762) linear 
feet of sewers and surface drains were built by the city, by day 
labor and contract, including the sewer systems of the -boule- 
vards mentioned, and four thousand one hundred and forty (4,140) 
linear feet by private parties, including sewers and surface drains 
built by the N. Y., N. H., & H. R.R. in connection with raising 
the tracks of the Providence Railroad.

West Roxsoury. 


There is a large region in the southern and western quarters 
of Roslindale, part newly settled and part old, which is without 
sewers, although fairly populous. This region embraces, among 
the older streets, Hemlock, Bellevue avenue, eté., south-west of 
Roslindale village; also a number of new streets, which have 
been graded off of Bellevue and Belgrade avenues, such as 
Orange, Berry, Newburg, Aldrich, and Colburg streets. All of 
these could be drained directly, or with short outlets, into the 
West Roxbury trunk sewer. Another group, embracing South 
Fairview, South Walter, and Brookfield streets, etc., would need 
an outlet across the Dedham Branch Railroad, just west of Roslin- 
dale Station, into the Brandon and Corinth streets sewer. This 
outlet would eventually be continued across South street to accom- 
modate Farquhar and Selwyn streets, and indeed all of that valley 
south-west of Hewlett street, the sewer in which has already been 
built to go into the existing sewer in Walter street. 

Streets which have been laid out across the lowlands adjoining 
Stony brook, in Jamaica Plain, such as New Keyes and Williams 
streets, have needed sewerage for a long time, but could not be 
accommodated because the existing sy stem of sewers is too high 
to be extended into them. If the West Roxbury low-level sewer 
should be completed as far as Boylston Station during this ceming 
year,.in connection with the building of the Columbus avenue 
boulevard, as now seems probable, it will then be within a 
reasonable distance of these streets, and it will then be possible 
to extend it to them and sewer them at moderate cost. 

Those valleys which lie between the Stony brook divide and 
Charles river can be sewered as soon as the Neponset valley and 
Mother brook intercepting sewer is completed. As the work of 
building this sewer has been taken up by the Metropolitan Sewer- 
age Commission, there seems to be a probability of being able to 
sewer these districts properly in the near future. 
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The streets in the vicinity of Florence, Sycamore, Ashland 
street, etc., have been in need of sewerage for a long time; a 
branch of the Roslindale main sewer will have to be extended to 
this neighborhood from the northerly of the two intersections of 
Washington and South streets. 


Work done during 1895. 


Work is in progress upon a sewer, upon the separate principle, 
to extend from the Roslindale main sewer at Franklin place to the 
Insane Asylum on Walk Hill street. This sewer will afford house- 
sewerage only for streets along its route, but cannot receive the 
flow from catch-basins. 

Seventeen thousand three hundred and fifty-eight (17,358) linear 
feet of sewers and surface-drains have been built by the city 
by day labor and contract, and six thousand seven hundred and 
seventeen (6,717) linear feet by private parties, including sewers 
and surface-drains built by the N. Y:, N. H., &) Hy Ren 
connection with raising the tracks of the Providence Division. 


Main DRAINAGE WORKS. 


The amount of sewage handled at the Pumping-station is in- 
creasing so rapidly from year to year that it is imperative that 
some action should be taken towards increasing the high-duty 
pumping capacity or keeping surface-water to a greater extent out 
of the sewers. It was necessary the past year to run the low-duty 
pumps one-quarter of the time, which increased the coal consump- 
tion to a much greater extent than would have been the case if 
high-duty pumps only could have been used. 

So large an amount of surface-water now gets to the Pumping- 
station that, without the pumping capacity to handle it, it causes 


the regulators to be closed longer than they should be, discharging. 


more through the overflows than is advisable, and keeping the 
common sewers backed up more than is desirable. 

Another thing that is working to the detriment of the system is 
the continued postponement of building overflows for some of the 
intercepting sewers, that have been recommended for a long time, 
and are now an urgent necessity; also the failure to extend 
numerous overflows of the common sewers that are becoming 
obstructed to an unsafe extent by the filling-in of the flats at their 
outlets. 

These overflows are spoken of in detail elsewhere in the report 
under the districts in which they are. Mention was made in the 
last annual report of the inadequate accommodations of the force 
in charge of the main and intercepting sewers. Nothing has been 
done towards putting their quarters on Massachusetts avenue in 
shape. It should not be deferred longer. 

The construction of the many connections with the Metropolitan 
system in Kast Boston and Charlestown will add greatly to the 
work of this force, which will have to be increased, and proper 
buildings should be constructed for their use without delay. 

At the Pumping-station the conditions are about. the same as at 
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the beginning of the year. The amount of sewage pumped has 
increased materially, but the much-needed renewals and additions, 
spoken of so repeatedly in past reports, have, been held in abeyance 
by the lack of funds. The force has been kept very busy on the 


regular work and the incidental repairs absolutely necessary to 


keep the pumps in operation. 

Pump No. 4 was shut down while the boxes of the main and 
beam shafts were rebabbited, necessitating jacking-up the engine, 
at a cost exceeding $2,000. <A few of the items most needing 
attention are: 

New sleeves for plunger-rods, general repairs on air-pumps, and 
the substitution of rock-shafts for the present valve motion, all on 
pumps Nos. 1 and 2; extensive repairs on the pump-well gates, a 
duplicate main steam- -pipe from the boiler-house, and two (2) new 
cages at the filth-hoist. 

There has been more sludge removed from the de nbau luewer 
during the past year than ever before. Unusual quantities of 
soft sludge were deposited in the lower sections of the sewer 
during the hot months. a 

The following is some of the work accomplished by the outside 
force in addition to the regular work: The two scows were put on 
the blocks and thoroughly calked; the sea-wall at the west shaft 
was repointed over the whole face; the high board fence around 
the grounds was painted; and a new machine for moving the 
sludge in the north deposit-sewer is being constructed to replace 
the old one that gave out. 

The two sewer: boats, kept in the deposit-sewers, became useless 
and were replaced by new ones. ‘The sludge-tank is getting 
beyond many more repairs, and it is only a question of a short 
time before it will have to be replaced by a new one. ‘The 
flooring of the wharf will have to be renewed this year, as it is 
hardly” safe. 

When this is done, it would be well to make the extension that 
has been recommended in previous reports. Tests of the tunnel, 
to determine its condition as regards deposits, give a better result 
than has been shown for several years. Waves in the tunnel have 
been noticed more frequently than usual; and I would suggest the 
placing of automatic gauges, at favorable points, to obtain data, 
from which the cause might be determined. 

At Moon Island, considerable work has been done outside of the 
regular routine worl! The walls in two divisions of the reservoir 
were repointed, as also was considerable brick masonry on the 
buildings and ventilators of the discharge-sewers. A large 
amount of gravel was hauled to different points on this property, 
to repair damage done to banks and roads by the storms, and for 
the necessary filling in the cove. 

An old building was remodelled for the use of the night-men 
when off duty, to take the place of the inadequate quarters in the 
gate-house. 

Two old buildings at Squantum, that were unsafe, were razed. 

I give the following statement of what is needed at Moon 
Island and Squantum. It is imperative that some of this should 
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be done this year, but all of it is necessary: the building of a boat 
chamber on the outfall sewer; the laying of a 6-inch cast-iron 
water-pipe along the outfall sewer from the reservoir to the con- 
nection chamber, with a hydrant at each manhole, for use in wash- 
ing off the tie-rods and the upper sewer, to prevent odors; the 
complete renewal of upper staging in 6-foot gallery in each 
division of the reservoir, and also of all tie-rods and cross-pieces ; 
the building of a new barn and shed or storehouse at Moon 
Island; the building of a new shed or storeroom (temporary) at 
east shaft; the laying of a new floor at the lower gate-house ; 
the removal of iron gates in the outfall sewer, for repairing, and 
also for renewal of all anchor-bolts, which latter work cannot be - 
done until the boat chamber mentioned is built; pointing and 
repairing of walls in two divisions of the reservoir, and on the 
buildings ; setting of gauges at east shaft and at connection cham- 
ber; building a stone wall and repairing roadway at Squantum ; 
painting both iron and wooden fences at reservoir, and improved 
arrangements for handling grease at east shaft. 


Sewer assessments have been made by this division for the year 
ending, January 31, 1896, in accordance with Chapter 402 of the 
Acts of 1892, and amendments thereto, to the amount of 
$202,110.06, andi the bills have been deposited for collection with 
the City Collector. 

Bills for sewer assessments, amounting to $3,557.98, have also 
been deposited for collection, representing those estates assessed 
under Chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, and amendments thereto, 
which have made connection with the public sewers during the 
year ; making the total amount of assessments deposited for col- 
lection $205,668.04. 

There remain on the books of this division, at 5 per cent. inter- 
est, $32,864.35, representing the assessments under the Acts of 
1889, and amendments thereto, for these estates which have not 
been connected with the sewers for which they were assessed, and 
bills for which will be deposited for collection as the connections 
are made. This sum represents 24.8 per cent. of the total assess- 
ments made under those Acts. 

Entrance fees to the amount of $4,474.07 have been collected 
from estates upon which no sewer assessment was ever paid, 
in accordance with Chapter 36, Section 10, of Revised Ordinances. 
Permits have been issued to licensed drain-layers to make 3,071 
connections with the public sewers, and the work done under these 
permits has been inspected and a record of same made on the 
plans of this division.

During the year the Division watered in front of 127 school- 
houses, 9 police-stations, and 389 engine-houses. The Board of 
- Police and the Fire Department agreed to pay for the service, as 
they have formerly done, but the School Board refuses, on the 
ground that they have no appropriation for the purpose, although 
they did pay for such service in 1891 and 1892. It is customary 
for departments rendering service for other branches of the City 
Government to charge for the work done, as appropriations are 
made for specific public work, and each department has money 
or should have it for service which they are willing to accept or 
request. Why the School Board should refuse to pay our fair 
charge is not altogether apparent.

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This represents the watering done upon paved streets for and at 
the expense of the abutters ; it is not compulsory, resting entirely 
with the abutter whether or not he shall have it done. ‘The divis- 
ion’s concern in the premises is simply to check exorbitant charges, 
which it is but fair to state never occur, and to otherwise protect 
the rights of citizens and the city.

The carts used for street-watering this year were almost entirely 
of the improved style of manufacture. 

The division owns seven watering carts which were this year loaned 
to contractors who furnished horses and driver, and watered the 
streets at the rate of $4.50 per day, the division receiving thereby 
00 cents per day for the use of the cart. ‘This arrangement was 
deemed more profitable than providing horses and a driver for the 
carts. ‘lwo of the carts have been transferred to the Paving Divi- 
sion for use on new macadam work. 

The division is indebted to Mr. J. W. Smith, the Local Fore- 
cast Official, for the receipt of daily weather reports which 
assisted us very much in the working of the carts. 

To the Water Board also we owe our acknowledgments for the 
assistance rendered us in supplying standpipes, and in turning on 
and off the water. ;

Hon. JosiaH QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 
Sir: The Board of Street Commissioners present the fol- 
lowing as the report of the Street Laying-out Department, 
including a statement relating to public lands under their 
care, for the year ending January 31, 1896. 
Under the orders for Jaying out, widening and extending 
‘streets passed by the Board during the year, land to the. 
-amount of about 201,500 square feet was taken for street 
purposes ; the total eatiinated damages amounted to $330,069, 
and streets having a total mileage of 3.90 were made public 
ways. Under authority of the act of the Legislature of 1891, 
for the assessment upon abutting property of the cost of lay- 
ing out and constructing streets, there has been assessed, 
upon five streets, a total ‘of $53,246.89. 
The Board has issued fifty-nine orders of notice of inten- 
tion to lay out, widen, extend and discontinue streets or parts 
of streets, calling for public hearings ; it has received and con- 
_ sidered seventy-nine petitions for street improvements, and 
_ for hearings in the matter of payment for damages occasioned 
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by street improvements one hundred and sixty-nine petitions. 
Upon petitions in the matter of payment for damages, one 
hundred and seventy-eight hearings have been given ‘and one 
hundred aud twenty-one settlements reached. Four petitions 
for release of sidewalk assessments and three for release of 
sewer assessments have been received, and seven releases 
made by the Board, under authority of the act empowering 
them to release parts of estates from assessments for sewers 
and sidewalks upon payment of the proportional parts due 
upon the parcels released. 

Chapter 408 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1895 pro- 
vided, that the Board of Street Commissioners, at the request 
of the School Committee, shall take by purchase or other- 
wise such lands for school purposes as the School Com- 
mitte, with the approval of the Mayor, shall designate, etc., 
and that the damages sustained by any person under such 
taking shall be determined by agreement between said 
Board and person, etc. Under this act the Board have 
taken during the year the following lands: For a new school 
at the corner of Chestnut Hill avenue and Chiswick road at 
Brighton ; to enlarge the lot of the Bigelow School on E, West 
Fourth and Silver streets in South Boston; to enlarge the 
Washington Allston School estate on Cambridge street at 
Brighton ; to add to the Edward Everett School estate on 
Sumner street, at Dorchester ; for a school on Harvest street 
at Dorchester ; for an addition to the Cudworth School lot on 
Paris and Havre streets in East Boston; for a new school 
on Moulton, Vine and Pine streets at Charlestown ; to enlarge 
the lot of the Hancock School at the North End (land on 
Salter place taken), and for a new school on South Walter 
and Hewlett streets at West Roxbury. Settlements have 
been made with the owners of the two parcels of land taken 
in Brighton and for the Harvest-street and Cudworth School 
land, in all amounting to $50,669.50.

July 1, 1895, the Board of Street Commissoners, acting 
under the provisions of Sections 23 and 29 of Chapter 449 of 
the Acts of 1895, assumed the powers and duties previously 
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exercised by the Board of Survey and took charge of the 
work of plotting streets in suburban and undeveloped terri- 
tory 

The Board has carried on this work substantially on the 
lines of the system that has been in vogue during the past 
four years under the Board of Survey. 

Karly in August it was found advisable to establish more 
triangulation points. These are points that forma skeleton 
to which the various surveys in the different plans are con- 
nected, and a force of eight men, working under one head 
surveyor, was detached from the work of completing sec- 
tional plans and has been kept on this particular work a large 
part of the time since that date. This triangulation work is 
of great importance, must be very carefully done, and is neces- 
sarily slow in its progress, we sather conditions being an im- 
portant factor in arriving at correct results. On this account 
the filing of completed sections has been somewhat delayed, 
but it is hoped that after a few more months enough points 
will have been established so that the surveying work on sec- 
tional plans will be facilitated, the liability of variation in 
the surveys of different parties reduced, and as a result a 
larger number of the plans will be filed during the next year. 

The various surveying parties have been engaged the 
greater part of the time since July 1, 1895, on sections in 
the following plans: One party, consisting of a surveyor, 
transitman, and two rodmen, has been employed on Plan 7, 
which embraces the territory known as South bay. In this 
particular tract, lying immediately south of Swett street, 
west of Dorchester avenue, and east of Hampden and Dudley 
streets, four sections have been filed, while four more are in 
progress and will be ready for filing at an early date. A 
second party, similiar to the last, has been working in that part 
of Dorchester adjoining Blue Hill avenue and lying between 
Talbot avenue and Walk Hill street. In this territory three 
sections have been filed, while eight are in progress and will 
be ready for filing hefore the first of July. Another party, 
organized in September and kept on grade-work for nearly 
three months, is now w orking on sections in the above dis- 
trict, and on territory west of Blue Hill avenue and south of 
Franklin park. 

In that part of Plan 10, West Roxbury, bounded by 
Centre street, LaGrange street, and Washington street, one 
surveying party has been employed, six sections have ‘been 
filed and eight others are in progress, four of which will be 
ready for filing before July next. This party was also en- 
gaged on wor k in the grade department for about two months. 

In the Brighton district the work has been more or less 
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interrupted on account of surveyors leaving the department 
to accept other positions. ‘J’wo parties have, however, been 
employed about one-half of the time since July 1, 1895, on 
sections immediately west of Essex street at Cottage Farm 
lying between Commonwealth avenue and Charles river, and 
in the locality known as Aberdeen, and in property bordering 
along the extension of Commonwealth avenue. In the 
former tract six sections have been filed and two others are 
ready for filing. In the latter territory eight sections have 
been filed and seven are in progress, all of which, it is ex- 
pected, will be completed sometime during the year. 

Another surveying party has been engaged on preliminary 
work in Plans 13 and 14, which include that part of Roxbury 
and Dorchester lying south of Marcella, Munroe and Quincy 
streets, and extending as far as Franklin park, being between 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad and the 
New England Railroad, embracing the Grove Hall and Kgles- 
ton square districts -— in all about thirty sections. 

It is expected that from twelve to fifteen sections in this 
territory will be ready for filing this year, as triangulation 
points will be established in both Plans 13 and 14 during 
the next two or three months. 

Two parties previous to September and three parties since 
that time have been kept busy in the grade department mak- 
ing plans and profiles of all streets shown on sections and on 
contour work in Dorchester and Brighton. What they have 
accomplished is given in detail in other parts of this report. 

The number of conveyances looked up and deeds copied is 
also given under the various descriptions of work mentioned 
as, being done in the several plans. 

F The plan of Boston accompanying this report shows aie 
progress of the completed work of plotting streets in the out- 
lying districts, accomplished since May, 1891, and the 
various boundary lines between Boston and -the several ad- 
joining cities and towns to be perambulated this year, also 
the boundary lines in tide-water, as located and defined 
under the provisions of Chapter 196 of the Acts of 1881.

One Second Hearing was given by the Board of Survey on 
this plan during the early part of the year. Work in this dis- 
trict was somewhat interrupted, but a number of sections were 
completed and have been filed.

During the year, two Second Hearings were given by the 
Board of. Survey, and a large amount of work had been 
done by them previous to July 1. Since then the present 
Board has continued the work on the same lines with very 
satisfactory progress. 

During the year twenty-seven sectional plans, represent- 
ing an area of about 620 acres of land, have been filed. 

Several of the plans covered and provided for a number 
of anticipated improvements in thoroughfares; notably, 
North Beacon street to 80 feet in width, Cambridge street to 
80 feet in width, Brighton avenue to 100 feet in width, and 
Chestnut Hill avenue to 80 feet in width. 

The large tract of land lying along Commonwealth avenue 
from Malvern street to Essex street, and northerly to the 
Charles river, has been covered by the completed work. 

A provision has been made to make a connecting thorough- 
fare, with a proposed new bridge, to Cambridge, by the 
extension of Pleasant street in Brookline with a width of 60 
feet, at an easy rise from Commonwealth avenue, crossing a 
proposed extension of Bay State road at a high grade to 
meet a proposed extension of Magazine street in Cambridge. 

Bay State road is extended from Essex street, 60 feet 
wide, along the river front through all the plans which 
border on Charles river. 

Other plans covered by the work comprise those showing 
a development of the property belonging to the Westmin- 
ster Land Company, in the district known as “ Aberdeen ; ” 
others in the vicinity of the Reservoir grounds and along 
the line of the new extension of Commonwealth avenue. 

A thoroughfare which is destined to become a very valu- 
able and useful one, is a proposed extension of Chestnut 
Hillavenue, 60 feet wide, from its junction with South street, 
in a district line to Lake street, opposite Kenrick street, the 
initial plan for which was filed this year.

A force detailed on the work here has continued uninter- 
ruptedly throughout the year and great progress has been 
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made. A number of plans have been filed while others are 
being rapidly completed. Among the plans filed during the 
year were some showing portions of the proposed eighty-foot 
extension of Baker street to Hyde Park line, the base from 
which the whole system of streets in this neighborhood is 
projected. 

These sections are adjacent to the Stony-brook reserva- 
tion, the location of which, last year, caused quite an advance 
in the value of land in the vicinity. Some developed, and 
definite street system for the large estates in the neigbor- 
hood, with fixed lines and grades for the future, will unques- 
tionably attract attention to this locality, as being in advance 
of others which have not been treated under this law, adding 
materially to the marketable value of the property.

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THE GREAT AVENUES. 


The progress made during the past year in the develop- 
ment of the city’s scheme of great avenues warrants the 
Board of Street Commissioners offering a few general 
remarks upon the subject, which is one that every publie- 
spirited citizen must regard with grateful interest. Indeed, 
the Board is constantly assured, in the course of its daily 
business and, more tangibly, by the steady extension of 
building operations and other improvements under private 
auspices, that the laying out of these avenues is generally 
recognized to be, as a whole, one of the most decisive 
municipal improvements in recent years. The growth of 
the city has been healthy, steady, and vast, notw ithstanding 
all that has been said of business depression and “hard 
times.” New sub-centres of business are being established 
on what but a few years ago were pasture lands; the home- 
building operations, carried on to a larger scale from year 
to year, widen the habitable area of the city, circle beyond 
circle, so that each May finds property, which before had 
been eanable, idle, and of small worth, greatly enhanced 
in taxable value and yielding satisfactory returns to its 
owners and to the municipality. 

In large measure the comprehensive scheme of parks and 
avenues has been a factor in this wholesome and _ profitable 
result. Land is brought into the market only by making it 
accessible; and the value of accessibility is still further 
enhanced by the symmetry and beauty of the thoroughfares 
which afford it. American cities have so far progressed in 
their requirements that utility without beauty would scarcely 
be utility at all, and the Commissioners, in all their initiative 
work, have endeavored to keep this principle clearly in sight. 


co) 
The demand of responsible citizens, as generally well ex- 


pressed at public hearings given by the Board, as well as in 
the press, has been consistently for publig improvements 
that will not have to be further improved in fifteen or fifty 
years, but that, on the contrary, shall be lasting, while 
necessarily expensive, and planned, therefore, on the most 
liberal scale. The Commissioners, having the honor to act 
upon this expression of opinion, are privileged to see result- 
ing from the work an expansion of the city which rivals 
that of any city of the Union. They are convinced, both 
from personal observation and from the examination of pub- 
lic documents of other municipalities, that the . progress 
making in Boston would justify more enthusiastic comment 
on present accomplishment, as well as on the outlook, than 
has yet been made or might seem appropriate in a report of 
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this character. No officer of the municipality enjoying a 
comprehensive view of the improvements, who may have 
seen the unfolding of large plans day by day and who may 
have taken in the full scope and meaning of the bountiful 
enterprises Boston has recently engaged in, can contemplate 
the whole without a deep feeling of admiration for the en- 
lightened public sentiment and splendid resources which 
have made these public works possible, and have encouraged 
every forward step of the Board of Street Commissioners. 

Differences of opinion have, naturally, occurred among 
citizens sufficiently interested to favor the Board with their 
advice, but not frequently, and the subjects of difference 
were chiefly details of work and rarely the main proposition. 
Considerable private property has from time to time been 
taken by the municipality in the carrying on of these large 
improvements, but only when public necessity and conven- 
ience required it to be taken; and it is gratifying to find 
already that the increased values attaching to adjacent and 
contiguous properties, and the great demand for such 
properties, are rapidly tending to ‘offset. whatever damages 
may have occurred, thus justifying the original undertakings. 
This enhancement shall, in the near future, be reckoned 
when the Commissioners, after the completion of any of the 
avenues, enter upon the task of assessing betterments. 
Under the provisions of a special act (chapter 416 of the 
Acts of 1894) the Commissioners are enabled, after a street 
or avenue is constructed, to assess a proportional share of 
the cost of laying out and of construction upon the real 
estate which the Board shall have adjudged to receive any 
benefit and advantage from such laying-out and construction, 
beyond the general advantages to all real estate in the city, 
to the extent of the total amount of the adjudged benefits 
and advantage to each estate, whether or not a part 
thereof is tuken for the highway. The intent of this act is 
not yet, perhaps, fully understood. It should be observed, 
then, that it is not the duty of the Commissioners to appor- 
tion among property owners the total cost of construction, 
but rather to assess to the amounts of the benefits which, in 
their judgment, have accrued. 

One of the large public works rapidly nearing completion 
is what might be termed the connecting link in Common- 
wealth avenue. Something over a year ago the Board laid 
out an extension of the avenue, at Brighton, over a part of 
South street, from Chestnut Hill avenue to the boundary 
line of the city of Newton. At this point it connects with 
the Newton boulevard, which was laid out and constructed on 


the advice of Mr. Joseph R. Leeson, Mr. E. B. Haskell, and 
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other gentlemen comprising the Newton Boulevard Commis- 
sion, and is regarded as one of the most important suburban 
improvements “undertaken in’ this section of the country. 
Boston’s Commonwealth avenue, several times extended and 
otherwise improved under orders of the Board of Street 
Commissioners, had finally been completed to the extension 
of the Chestnut Hill reservoir. This farther and final exten- 
sion takes but a very small part of the reservoir reservation, 
and then, skirting the northerly side of it, connects with 
South street ; so that for the greater part of the distance the 
extension is practically a widening of that street to 120 feet. 
A space of 25 feet through the middle is reserved for street 
ears, the same as on the Beacon-street boulevard. The — 
adoption of the name “Commonwealth” by the city of Newton 
for that portion of the great avenue which stretches across 
the sister municipality, with the building of the connection 
at the reservoir, virtually completes one of the finest avenues 
in the United States. reaching, as it does, from the Public 
Garden in Boston to the Athletic Club on the right bank of 
the Charles river in Newton. 

Another very important improvement is the work now 
nearly finished on Brighton avenue, which, formerly 60 
feet in width, has been widened to 100 feet. The benefit 
this new thoroughfare will be to Brighton, a section in which 
the growth is second only to the prodigious ¢ erowth of Dor- 
chester, cannot be overestimated. It furnishes opportunity 
for a direct line of surface car travel into the city proper, 
which is a large saving of time as compared with the indirect 
and much longer passage through a part of the town of 
Brookline. The distance from the Cross-roads (the inter- 
section of Beacon street, Commonwealth avenue, and Brook- 
line avenue) to Union square, Brighton, is shortened 3,200 
feet, or almost two-thirds of a mile, by this new avenue. 
This project has been urged for some time, recently more 
strenuously, and the Commissioners felt, in view of the larger 
number of private building operations undertaken from year 
to year along the line of the prospective extension, that the 
longer the improvement was delayed the more expensive it 
would become. Action has not, therefore, been deferred. 

Satisfactory progress is being made with the extensive 
improvement of Blue Hill avenue from Grove Hall to the Ne- 
ponset river, in Dorchester. Already its magnificent propor- 
tions can be appreciated, for the labor of widening it to 120 
feet and easing its grades is well advanced. ‘Thereservation 
in the middle of it for surface cars has already been occupied 
by the West End Street Railway Company, and _ travel 
ereatly facilitated between Grove Hall and Franklin park, 
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which, from summer to summer, is resorted to by largely 
increasing numbers of people. There is an ample driveway 
on each side of the car tracks, and these, so far as to the 
entrance to the park at least, are already much travelled. 
When the avenue shall have been completed to the Neponset 
river, and the Metropolitan’ Park Commission shall have 
finished the parkway extension from the right bank of the 
river to the Blue Hill reservation, a magnificent connection 
will have been established between the park system of Boston 
and that of the State. The Columbus-avenue extension, on 
the more westerly side of the city, is also progressing favor- 
ably, and it is the hope of many residents of Dorchester and 
Roxbury, as well as the expectation of this Board, that provi- 
sion will ultimately be made for. connecting the two grand 
avenues, Columbus and Blue Hill, by Hine of atvegth ears 
over Seaver street, which, desioned to connect the two 
along the easterly edge of Franklin park, is already 
completed for the larger ‘part of the distance. Such a transit 
connection would appreciably lessen the time required to 
travel between the new Blue Hill avenue section and the 
neighborhood of Park square and between intermediate 
points, while it is to be always borne in mind that any effica- 
cious plan for shortening time and distance is a plan for in- 
creasing the taxable valuation of the city. What has already 
been done on Columbus avenue and Blue Hillavenue has had 
this very desirable consequence, and still. better results are 
anticipated. 

The history of these improvements from their small begin- 
ning’s — as, for instance, the laying out of Commonwealth 
avenue between Arlington street and Berkeley street in 
1862 — was somewhat comprehensively sketched in the 
report of the Commissioners for 1895, and those citizens 
whose interest may have been awakened by the improve- 
ments made during the past year are respectfully referred to 
that document for fuller information of an historical char- 
acter. The Board now desires to submit several suggestions 
looking to the perfection of connections between the parks, 
and to the easement of transit in a section where conges- 
tion has long existed and in another where congestion is 
threatened. 


COLUMBIA STREET AND THE PARKS. 


After the foregoing generalization the Board’s recom-_. 
mendation with regard to Columbia street is in natural 
sequence. The Board is of the opinion that Columbia 
street, properly widened and constructed, would most satis- 
factorily supply the only link required to make the Parkway 
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complete from the Marine park in South Boston to the 
Common, by way of Franklin park. From the Strandway 
at the Five Corners (at the junction of Massachusetts avenue 
and Boston street) to Blue Hill avenue at the entrance of 
Franklin park, Columbia street is already extensively used 
for light driving. But, being one of the city’s legacies from 
the old town of Dorchester, it is a street of capricious 
widths, varying from 25 fect to 30, 35, and 40 feet, while 
at Upham’s corner it is 80 feet. The Board recommends 
that Columbia street be made a uniform width of 80 feet, to 
conform with the present width at Upham’s corner, the only 
place where the street is at present adequate. 


RELIEF NEEDED NEAR Quincy MARKET. 


It is scarcely necessary to enlarge upon the crowded con- 
dition and consequent difficulties of transit in the neighbor- 
hood of Quincy market, State street, Merchants row, and 
Commercial street. <A ovent number of teams, heavy and 
. light, are crowded every day into South Market. street. 
Probably the greater part of these have to pass out from the — 
market district on the south side, and, therefore, must either 
go through Commercial strect into State street, or through 
Merchants row: toward Devonshire street. On South 
Market street there is a block of mercantile buildings over 
five hundred feet in length unbroken by an intersecting 
street. The business done here is so great In volume that 
it is clearly evident easement should in some way he 
provided, not only to relieve South Market street itself, but 
_also the approaches to it. After a careful examination of 
the district the Board inclines to the opinion that relief can 
most easily and most naturally be afforded by extending Broad 
street from its present northerly termination at State street 
into South Market street. At the present time Broad street 
does not take care of what should be its proportionate share 
of traffic. The burden is thrown upon Commercial street, 
State street, and Merchants row, because there is no sufli- 
cient and direct thoroughfare into the business centre of 
South Market street. The Board believes that the extension 
of Broad street would relieve the congestion in that whole 
section, between the old State House, the Custom House, 
and the market itself. It therefore urgently recommends 
that this extension be provided for. 


AN AVENUE THROUGH CHARLESTOWN. 


Since the establishment on Rutherford avenue, Charles- 
town, of the freight-houses of the Boston & Maine Railway 
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system, the convenience of traffic in that district has very 
strongly demanded a thoroughfare as direct as possible, 
consistent with economy, from City square to Charlestown 
Neck. The improvement required to be made would be 
much more than a local one, for, while Charlestown would 
undoubtedly be greatly benefited by it, the business interests 
of the city as a whole would be well served by any reasonable 
project that would improve the traffic facilities in a quarter 
where traffic is all the time augmenting. To and from the 
Rutherford-avenue freight-houses are drawn great quan- 
tities of inward and outward freight, which now has to be 
carried by a circuitous route through streets inadequate in 
width. If there were no other consideration, the approaches 
to this traffic centre ought to be improved ; ‘but, in addition 
to this, Rutherford avenue, being free from dar eae 18 
now much used for both light and heavy travel to and from 
Somerville, Cambridge, Everett, Malden, Medford, and 
other places. The Street Commissioners, in view of this 
volume of traffic and the inadequate provisions for it, invite 
consideration of their proposition to widen and extend 
Rutherford avenue so that, in the first place, it shall have a 
uniform width of sixty feet: and, secondly, it shall be con- 
tinued from its present termination at Devens street to City 
square — that there may be one good thoroughfare from City 
square to the Neck. The plan of extension that seems to 
the Commissioners most economical contemplates widening 
Devens and Bow streets — which, in effect, are one streak 
with two names — from the present termination of Rutherford 
avenue to City square. This would be comparatively an 
Inexpensive undertaking, which, therefore, at a minimum of 
cost, would afford a large measure of relief to traffic. The 
Commissioners respectfully suggest that the City Council 
consider the advisability of making an appropriation for this 
work. 


TRANSIT TO THE UNION STATION. 


Influenced by the conviction that”they*would be remiss in 
their duty to the city if they closed this report without 
taking advantage of the opportunity its preparation affords 
them for re-urging certain recommendations which they 
made last year under the topical heading “ Projects for 
easing Transit between the Common and the Union Sta- 
tion,” the Commissioners now again endeavor to as far as 
possible concentrate attention upon the conspicuous im- 
portance of the need of new and direct street connection 
between the territories on the east and south sides of the 
Common and the Union Station on Causeway street; and 
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even at the risk of committing repetition, they beg to say 
again what they said then about a direct ‘cross-town thor- 
oughfare from Tremont street by Park street — widened 
and extended over Bowdoin street (also widened) — to 
Cambridge street, with a further extension thence by a 
direct line to the open space at the junction of Causeway, 
Merrimac, and Staniford streets. Such a thoroughfare 
would provide the shortest and best route from ‘Tremont 
street to the station, relieving Tremont street in one of 
its most. crowded parts, and talking care of the travel which 
seeks the centre of the city from’ “the neighborhood of the 
Union Station. It would also open for business purposes, 
and greatly increase the value of, a large amount of real 
estate which is practically remote from, though’ in reality 
within a short distance of, the business part of the city. 
Many of the cars to and trom the Union Station which 
now crowd the narrowest part of Tremont street and add 
to the congestion of traffic there could be diverted from 
Tremont street at Park street, thus not only relieving 
Tremont street, but also making possible better running 
time to the station. As compared with the route which 
most of the cars to the station now follow, the distance by 
Park and Bowdoin streets (extended) would be a third less. 
The Commissioners suggest a width of sixty feet for the 
_ proposed thoroughfare, from Tremont street to Cambridge 
street, and for the rest of the way to Causeway street a 
width of eighty feet. As a portion of the travel from 
the station would probably be diverted into Green street 
and Cambridge street, sixty feet is a width that it is thought 
would be sufficient for that part from Cambridge street 
over the hill to Tremont street. The grade of Bowdoin 
street would have to be lowered about nineteen feet at 
Beacon street and about twenty-eight feet at the top of 
the hill, where, at the corner of what was formerly Beacon 
Hill place, the Commonwealth building now stands. ‘The 
estimated cost of the laying out of this street is $1,000,000. 
The cost of cutting the hill down would probably not exceed 
$6,000. The advantages to the real estate directly attected 
would be so important that the grade damages would not 
be heavy. ‘The entire undertaking could be carried through 
at an expense, estimated, of about $1,500,000. The State 
has long since acquired the property between Bowdoin 
street and the State House, from Beacon street to Derne 
street; and the part of Temple street which was between 
Mt. Vernon street and Derne street has been discontinued. 
The State could well afford to release to the city of Boston 
the land necessary for its part of the widening of Bowdoin 
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street, in view of the greater prominence into which the 


capitol would be brought. In order to make the connec- 


tion between Park street and Bowdoin street direct, it 
would be necessary to disturb the Union Club building, 


but with this exception the damage would not be large in _ 


any individual case. On Bowdoin street, from Ashburton 
place to Cambridge street, the buildings are mostly dwell- 
ings, with a few small stores near Cambridge street. From 
this point to Causeway street, on the line which the pro- 
posed street would follow, there are no expensive buildings. 

Connected with this subject j is that of the need of a direct 
thoroughfare from Scollay square to the Union Station. 
Sudbury and Hawkins streets should be widened to sixty 
feet, and Hawkins street should be extended in a direct line, 
at the same width, from Chardon street to Causeway street. 
The total cost of the widening and the extension is estimated 
at $500,000. Although Tremont street has not been widened 
between the Common and Scollay square, and not, even, 
from the Common to Beacon street, that still would be a wise 
measure which would provide for the opening of such a street 
as here proposed from Scollay square to the Union Station. 
The distance between the Park-street church and the station 
by this way would be twenty-six hundred feet, or forty feet 
less than half a mile. The distance from the church to the 


station by Park and Bowdoin streets (widened and extended) 


would be twenty-three hundred feet, or three hundred feet 
less than the distance by Hawkins street. 

Whenever financial plans for the carrying out of permanent 
improvements are under consideration, the Commissioners 
shall feel themselves justified in urging that means be pro- 
vided for these two projects, because they hoid them san- 


cuinely to be of the first importance to the city of 


Boston.

Sir: The annual report for the Western Division of the 
Boston Water Works is herewith submitted. 


SuDBURY—RIVER BASINS. 
Water-shed, 75.2 Square Miles. 


The rainfall for 1895 was 51.40 inches at Framingham, 
and 45.96 inches at Chestnut-Hill Reservoir. The mean 
rainfall on the Sudbury-River water-shed was 50.75 inches, 
which is about 2.75 inches above the average. 

This abundant rainfall has enabled us to keep up the full 
supply to the city. A season of extreme drought would find 
the city still behind in its supply, but the completion of 
Basin No. 5, now well under way, will meet every demand 
for several years and until the Metropolitan works are com- 
pleted, when the question of quantity will be finally settled. 

Probably the largest fall of rain in a single and: continuous 
storm that has ever beer registered in Boston since accurate 
records have been kept occurred October 12-14, 1895. The, 
Weather Bureau record seems to be defective, inasmuch as 
only slightly over five inches was reported from this station. 
The Boston Water-Works gauges having been located with 
care and near the surface of the ovound can be depended 
upon, especially since there are at Chestnut-Hill Reservoir: 
several gauges which act as a check on each other. Any 
gauges situ: ated on the tops of high buildings are likely to 
give unsatisfactory results, on account of the effects of the 
wind, 

Rain began to fall in Boston at 1.50 P.M. on Saturday, 
October 12, and ceased at 4.15 A.M. on Monday, October 
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14, 1895. The following are the amounts of rain collected 
in the different gauges on the Boston Water-W orks :

This great rain of 7.5 inches (in round numbers) in less 
than thirty- -nine aan would certainly have produced very 
great freshets in the rivers had the rain occurred when the 
round was frozen or when the water tables were high and 
the streams full. As it was, the ground was exceedingly dry 
and absorbed readily a large pr oportion of the rain. On the 
Sudbury river the maximum flow in twenty-four hours repre- 
sented about one-half inch collected over the water-shed, a 
very small amount. The rate of rainfall at any partion of 
the storm, as shown by the self-recording rain-gauge, was 
remarkably uniform and not large. 

Plans and specifications were completed early in the year 
for stripping the loam and muck from about one-half the area 
of Basin No. 5, and the contracts advertised in April. The 
following table shows the names of the bidders to whom the 
contracts were awarded, with the dates, prices per cubic yard 
for earth excavation, and the amounts of the contracts. Sec- 
tion “A” was let the previous season. A series of filter beds 
was planned in connection with the basin to filter the water 
from one of the brooks flowing through the city of Marl- 
boro’. The whole work included in all of these sections 
covered all of the contemplated improvements on the south- 
erly half of the basin, with the exception of the bridge under 
aren, NE ., &: H.R.

The work on these sections has been half completed, and 
as the whole basin will be seized by the Metropolitan Water 
Board in a few days, the completion of this portion of the 
Boston Water Works will rest with the Commonwealth. 

Work on this dam has progressed rapidly during the year. 
The masonry section has been carried from orade 190 to 
gerade 217, and the earth embankment at the northerly end 
of the dam has been carried to grade 210, and the southerly 
embankment to grade 224. 

Owing to past experience with epidemics of typhoid 
fever among the workmen where such extensive works are 
undertaken, a Medical Inspector was appointed early in the 
season, and a set of sanitary rules adopted for the regulation 
of latrines and to prevent contamination of the water sup- 
ply. The rules were printed on cloth in English and Italian 
and properly posted. The effect of this course has been 
excellent. 

No unusual growths of Alge have occurred this year in 
the sources of supply. The “color of the water in the city 
taps has averaged 0.64 at Park Square, and 0.54 at Mattapan 
(Platinum Seale). 

Extensive tracts of land have been secured in Cedar 
Swamp for the better carrying out of the drainage scheme 
already devised, but no construction has as yet been under- 
taken. 

Plans for a new dam at Whitehall Pond have been perfected. 

An extended series of experiments was made during the 
year to determine the effects of sixteen years of tuber- 
culation on the interior of the 48-in. mains at the Rose- 
mary siphon of the Sudbury Aqueduct. The results were 
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fully published in the Transactions of the American Society 
of Civil Engineers, and showed that the carrying capacity 
of the pipes had been diminished 25% by the growths of 
tubercles.. These were removed from one of the lines of 
pipe without material injury to the original coating, and 
the line then carried practically as much water with the same 
losses of head as when first laid. 

For ordinary velocities the coefficient “c” in the Chezy 
formula V = c/#/ was found to be 110 for the incrusted 
mains and 140 for the clean pipes. On February 2 the 
weirs were all removed from the aqueduct and the normal 
flow resumed. 

The town of Ashland made another effort in March to 
secure legislation for damages from the city for lands taken 
in years ‘past and for which settlements had already been 
made with the private owners, but were again unsuccessful. 

In January and February a large and substantial weir 10 
feet long was erected at Fisher-Hill Reservior to measure the 
flow from the new pumping machinery of the High Service 
Supply erected at Chestnut-Hill Reservoir. <A preliminary 
test by the students of the Institute of Technology has been 
made, but the final test of the pumps has not yet been 
arranged. 

The most important event of the year in connection with 
' the Boston Water Works was the passage of an Act, approved 
June 5 (and printed in full in the Appendix), to provide for 
a Metropolitan water supply. Under the provisions of this 
bill the Commonwealth has undertaken the duty of supply- 
ing the Metropolitan District with its water. 

On June 29 the title of Superintendent of the Western 
Division was changed to that of General Superintendent of 
the Western Division. 
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Basin 1. 


Grades, H.W., 161.00; Tops of Flash-boards, 159.29 and 158.41; Crestof Dam, 157.64.

On January 1, 1895, water in this basin stood at elevation 
156.50, and remained at about this level until January 11, 
when it commenced to rise, and on January 13. was wasting 
over the stone crest. Waste continued until February 1. The 
surface then fell, and remained about one foot below the 
stone crest until March 11, when waste over the stone crest 
again commenced and continued until May 9, when both sets 
of flash-boards were placed in position. From May 20 to 
June 11 water was wasting over the flash-boards. 

By July 30 the water-surface had fallen to 158.54; there 
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was a sudden rise to 158.91 on July 31, after which it fell 
again, reaching 158.11 on October 12, when it began to rise, 
The flash-boards were removed on October 16, and water was 

wasted over the stone crest for the remainder of the year. 

The only waste of water through the flood gates was on 
October 13, 14, and 15. 

The highest elevation reached during the year was 159.338, 
on May 23; and the lowest, 156.17 on January 2. 

Water was drawn from this basin for the supply of the city 
from 7 A.M., January 1, to 2 P.M., April 8. 

The slope paving at the dam, above elevation 158.00, was 
relaid in the autumn. 


BASIN 2.

Area, Water Surface, 8A acres; Greate xt Depth, Lyfe Contents, below 168.00, 
568,300,000 ; below 167.12, 529,860, 000 gals. ’ 


On January 1, 1895, water in this basin stood at elavniod 
166.00 and was flowing over the stone crest, and this over- 
flow continued until February 10. The surface then fell 
gradually, reaching elevation 161.22 on March 1, when it 
began to rise; and on March 10 water was again flowing over 
the stone crest. It continued to overflow until May 9, “when 
both sets of flash-boards were placed in position. From May 
15 to May 17 water was flowing over the flash-boards. The 
surface then fell, and on July 3 ‘had reached elevation 163.54. 

From July 3 to October 13 the water was kept between 
elevations 163.00 and 163.50, by drafts from Basins 4 and 6. 
On October 13 the surface rose rapidly, and water was flow- 
ing over the flash-boards from October 14 to October 20, and 
again from November 1 until the flash-boards were removed. 
The upper set of flash-boards was removed on November 5, 
and the lower on November 6. During the remainder of the 
year the water was flowing over the stone crest. 

The highest elevation reached by the water-surface was 
167.382, on November 3; andthe lowest, 161.22, on March 1. 

Water for the supply of the city was drawn wholly from 
this basin from 11.40 A.M., June 27, to 11 A.M., July 19; 
from 7 A.M., July 24, to 12 M., October 1; from 10 A.M., 
October 13, to 11.A.M., October 243  fromaieaaiee 
November 25, to 7 A.M., December 2; from 5 P.M., De- 
cember 2, to 11 A.M., December 3; and from'11 A.M., 
December 23, to the end of the year. 

Water was drawn partly from this basin and partly from 
Basin 3, from 2 P.M., April 8, to 11.40 A.M., June 27; 
from 11 A.M., July 19, to 7 A.M., July 24; from 2 PMs, 
October 3, to 10 A.M., October 13; from 11 A.M., Octo- 
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eereeetod | A.M... November 25; from 7*A:M. to 5 
P.M., December 2; and from 1 P.M., December 5, to 11 
A.M., December 23. 

A new fence has been built on the northerly side of Union 
Street, Ashland, by the South Middlesex Street Railway Com- 
pany to replace the fence which was removed when the street 


was widened by the town. ‘This fence is on the relocated 


street line of the city’s land, at the head of the basin. 

The town of Ashland has widened Fountain Street along 
the line of the property of the city, taking a narrow strip of 
the city’s land for this purpose. I advise that steps be taken 
to secure compensation therefor. 

Very few organisms were present during the year 1895. 
The average number for the year was 55 per c.c., and the 
amorphous matter was 374 per c¢.c. 


Basin 3. 


Grades, H. W., 177.00; Crest of Dam (no flash-boards), 175.24. 
Area at 177.00, 258 acres; Contents, below 177.00, 1,224,500,000 gals. 
Area at 175.24, 248 acres ; Contents, below 175.24, 1,081,500,000 gals. 
Greatest depth, 21 feet. 

On January 1, 1895, water in this basin stood at elevation 
175.24, the top of the stone crest. On January 12 it began 
to overflow, and continued until February 6. On March 2 
the surface had fallen to 172.21, but on March 11 it flowed 
over the crest again, and continued to overflow until May 7. 
During the remainder of May the surface was a little below 
elevation 175.00, but in June it began to fall, and by June 
97 it had receded to elevation 169. 08; it then began to rise, 
and by July 14 had reached elevation 170.04. During the 
remainder of July it was very nearly stationary, but in Au- 
gust it rose again to elevation 172.50 on September 1, and 
it remained at about this level until October 4, after which 
it fell again, reaching elevation 171.03 on October 14. . The 
water then rose rapidly, and on October 15 it flowed over 
the crest, and continued to overflow, except on October 29 
and November 16, for the remainder of the year. 

The highest, elevation reached was 176.21, on March 15; 
and the lowest, 169.08, on June 27. 

The water for the supply of the city has at no time during 
the year been drawn wholly from this basin. Water has 
been drawn partly from this basin and partly from Basin 
2 on the dates already given under the head of Basin 2. 

The joints between the stones in the overflow at the dam 
have been in bad condition for some years, and this year 
they were cleaned out and pointed with Portland cement 
mortar. It was found necessary to scrape some of the joints 
to a depth of eighteen inches or more. 
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Advantage was taken of this opportunity to point the 
joints in the wing-wall of the overflow, and in some parts of 
the substructure of the gate-house, which were in poor con- 
dition. 

The paving in front of the overflow has been relaid, and 
the rip-rap below it brought up to grade where accessible. 

The alge growths were exceptionally heavy in 1895. The 
diatoms appeared as usual in the spring and autumn. The 
spring growth did not begin till May, but continued into Au- 
oust. Tabellaria appeared first; they reached their highest 
development in June, but continued until August. In July 
Stephanodiscus were abundant. The fall growth of diatoms 
was heavier than the spring growth, but was of shorter 
duration. Tabellaria and Asterionella predominated. 

Chlorophycez were present in July and in October, being 
chiefly Protococcus and Closterium. 

The Cyanophycee were very abundant during the summer. 
Coeelospheerium appeared soon after the ice broke up. — It in- 
creased steadily until the last of August. Anabsena appeared 
in July ; it increased slowly for several weeks, and finally dur- 
ing the first week in September rose suddenly to very large 
numbers. Thus it happened that in September Ceelosphee- 
rium and Anabena were both present in large numbers. On 
September 10 there were 1,360 standard units of Anabaena 
and 1,240 units of Ccelospherium at the surface. The growth 
extended throughout the entire basin. The water at this 
time had a deep brownish color, characteristic of the color- 
ing-matter of the Cyanophycee when seen by reflected light. 
When concentrated these organisms had a strong taste like 
that of uncooked sweet corn. The Anabeena disappeared by 
the middle of October, but the Ceelospherium continued for 
another month. 

Infusoria were found in small numbers throughout the 
summer. 


The average number of organisms for the year was 550 
per €.c-, and of the amorphous matter, 466 per ¢.c. 

Owing to the stripping and other work going on in Basin 
D5 which is but a short distance above Basin 3, the water has 
been of poor quality in the latter basin, and has been used 


but little for the supply of the city. 


Basin 4. 
Grades, H. W., 215.21; -Tops of Flash-boards, 215.21 and 214.89; Crest of Dam, 
214.28. 
Area, Water Surface, 167 Acres; Greatest Depth, 49 feet ; Contents, below 216.21, 
1,416,400,000 gals. 


On January 1, 1895, water in this basin was at elevation 
196.18; it rose gradually, and on April 9 flowed over the 
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stone crest, and continued to overflow until May 10, when 
the lower set of flash-boards was placed in position. The 
water then rose, and on May 13 flowed over the boards. 
This overflow continued until May 24, when the upper set 
of flash-boards was put in place. The water rose and over- 
flowed the flash-boards from May 29 to June 19 and from 
June 28 to July 3. On July 3 one of the outlet gates was 
opened to furnish water to Basin 2, and the water gradually 
fell, reaching elevation 191.84 on Oetoner 13, when the outlet 
gate was closed. The water immediately rose again, and on 
December 31 had reached elevation 213.59. 

The highest elevation reached during the year was 215.39, 
on June 6; and the lowest, 191.78, on October 12. 

Some repairs have been made to the gate-house and other 
buildings. 

The new channel of Cold Spring brook, from Dam 4 to 
Main Street, and the waterway under Main Street, should be 
finished, for it may at any time become necessary to draw 
from Basin 4 a quantity of water which the brook in its 
present condition could not carry without flooding the mead- 
ows and rendering the city lable for damages. 

The organisms in Basin 4 throughout the year were slightly 
higher than in 1894, but still very ‘low. The aver: age number 
for the year was 39 per c.c., and amorphous matter, 158 
per c.c. 


Basin 6. 


Grades, H. W., 295,00 ; Top of Flash-boards, 295.00; Crest of Dam, 294.00. 
Estimated Area, 185 Acres ; Estimated Contents, 1,580,300,000 Gallons. 


On January 1, 1895, water in this basin stood at elevation 
278.84. It then rose gradually, and flowed over the stone 
crest from April 4 to May 9, when the lower set of flash- 
boards was put in position. On May 19 water flowed over 
these boards, and continued to overflow until the upper set 
of flash-boards was put in place, on May 23. On May 29 
water was flowing over the flash-boards, and the overflow 
continued until July 13, except June 20 to June 27. On 
July 13 an outiet gate was opened to supply water to Basin 
2. The water then fell eradually to elevation 272.26 on 
October 13, when the gate was closed. The water immedi- 
ately began to rise, and on December 26 was ov erflowing the 
stone crest. This overflow continued for the remainder of 
the year. The highest elevation reached during the year 

was 295, O8, on June 6; and the lowest, 272.26, on October 
12 and 13. 

All of the elevations at Basin 6 are subject to a correction, 
as no good line of bench levels has yet been run to connect 
these with our permanent benches. 
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The present channel of the brook is insufficient to pass the 
quantity of water required during the summer, without 
flooding and consequent claims for damages. I recommend 
that surveys and plans’be made for a new channel. 

A force of men has been continually employed since 
March 30 in grading the grounds immediately below the dam | 
and preparing filter beds. 

A stone chamber with wooden cover has been built around 
the gate on the 36-inch pipe leading to filter bed No. 1. A 
brick measuring well with wooden ‘roof has been erected at 
the outlet of the drain from Bed No. 1. 

The water in both Basins 4 and 6 has been of excellent 
quality throughout the year, and the supply for the city dur- 
ing the summer was taken almost entirely from these sources. 

Diatoms were present in small numbers from May to 
October. Chlorophycese were somewhat abundant in Sep- 
tember and October. A few infusoria were present in the 
spring and fall. The average number of organisms for the 
year was 72 per c.c.; of amorphous matter, 234 per c.c. 


Basin 8. 


Hlevation, H.W.,827.91 ; Bottom of Gates, 817.78. 
Area at 827.91, GOL acres ; Contents, between 827.91 and 817.78, I 256,900,000 
"gallons. 


On January 1, 1895, water in this basin stood at elevation 
323.23, or 4.68 feet below high water. It gradually rose to 
ae ation 325.61 on March 25, and, although water was 

yrasted at various times after this date to prevent the water 
om rising too rapidly, it reached elevation 326.96 on April 
30. The water was kept at about this elevation, by occa- 
sionally wasting, until June 14, when the quantity wasted 
was increased, and the surface fell to elevation 325.90 on 
June 22. The water then fell slowly, the amount of waste 
being small, to elevation 323.22, on October 12, after which 
it rose, at first rapidly and then more slowly, to elevation 
326.31 on November 27. The waste gate was opened on 
November 27, and on December 31 the water had fallen to 
elevation 325.35. 

The highest elevation reached during the year was 327.01, 
on June 6; and the lowest, 323.22, on October 12 

Water was wasted at various times, both to regulate the 
height of the water and to furnish water to Basin 2 for the 
supply of the city. The outlet gate was closed and no water 
drawn from the basin from 7 A. M., January 1, to 7AM 
March 25; from 7 A.M., April 5, te 7 A.M., April 9; from 
7 A.M., April 12, to 7 A.M., April15; from 7A.M., April 
20, to 7 A.M., April 30; from 6.°P.M., May 9; to “(Avis 
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May 10; from6 P.M., May 16, to 7 A.M., May 18; from 
7 ALM., May 23, to 7 A.M., June 14; from 10 ae M., 
June 22, to 7 P.M., Lies Dow st LOME NO P.M., July 24, 0

Weir measurements of the waste have been taken as usual 
during the year, when the outlet gate was open and also 
when it was closed. Observations during the summer show 
that with Whitehall Pond brook in its present condition, very 
little water can be drawn from the basin without flooding the 
meadows along the entire length of the brook, and conse- 
quently making the city liable for damages. 

The scows, dredger, and steamer are still in fair condition. 
The roof of the dredger has been shingled. 

The Wood Bros. shoe factory has been sold and torn down, 
but the rubbish has not yet been cleaned up. 

There is quite a large leak in the bulkhead in which the 
waste gates are located. This bulkhead should be renewed,

unless the new dam is to be built soon. 


Farm Ponp. 


Grades, H. W., 149.25; Low Water, 146.00. 
Area at 149.25, 159 acres; Contents, between 149.256 and 146.00, 165,500,000 gals. 


On January 1, 1895, water in this pond was at elevation 
148.79. On January 26 it had risen to elevation 149.03, 
and it remained at about this height until March 7. *It then 
began to rise, reaching elevation 149.32 on March 14, and 
remained nearly at this elevation until June 9, when it. 
receded, falling to elevation 149.00 on June 21. The height 
again remained nearly constant until August 21, when the 
water began to go down, reaching elevation 148. 4A on Octo- 
ber 11 and 12. This fill was followed by a rise, the surface 
reaching elevation 149.87 on November 28 aed 29, when 
water was wasted into the Sudbury river; the water then 
fell, reaching elevation 149.36 on December 1, and remained 
a little above high water until the end of the year. 

The highest elevation reached during the year was 149.87, 
on November 28 and 29; and the lowest, 148.44, on Octo- 
ber 11 and 12. 

No water for the supply of the city has been drawn from 
this pond during the year. 

The Framingham Water Company has pumped from the 
pond 132,200, 000 gallons during the year, an average of 
862,192 gallons daily. 

The total amount of waste was 34,900,000 gallons, 
which 7,500,000 gallons were used in cleaning the pre 
and the ‘remainder was wasted into the Sudbur y river. 
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The paving on the slope at the south side of the inflient 
chamber, which had settled in many places, has been taken — 
up and relaid to orade. During the winter the coping on 
both sides of the entrance of Farm Pond sluice was moved 
out of place by the ice. This has been replaced, and heavy 
paving laid against it, to prevent, if possible, any future 
movement.

On January 1, 1895, water in the lake was at elevation 
126.28, or 8.08 feet below high water. On January 6 it had 
fallen to elevation 126.13, but by January 14 it had risen to 
elevation 126.55, and until March 9 it remained between 
elevations 126.50 and 127.00. On March 9 the water began 
to rise, and on March 10 water from the Sudbury-river 
basins began to flow into the lake; and on April 1, when 
the flow from the Sudbury sources was cut off, the water had 
risen to elevation 132.97. On April 14 it had risen to high- 
water mark, elevation 134.36. From this time until May 28 
the surface was kept at about this height, by wasting from 
the lake in April, and by a few drafts from the Sudbury 
basins, in May. On May 28 the water began to fall, and, 
although the fall was checked temporarily | by a draft from 
the Sudbury, in June, by October 12 the surface had fallen 
to elevation 128.27. At this time there was a heavy rain- 
fall, and the water rose in consequence, reaching elevation 
133.05 on December 6, when the waste gate in the new dam 
was opened and the water drawn down, receding two feet 
below high water on December 15. For the remainder of 
the year the surface was kept at about this level by occa- 
sionally wasting water. 

The amount of water wasted from the lake at the outlet 
dam was 285,000,000 gallons in April, and 372,600,000 gal- 
lons in econben: - 6, total of 657,600,000 gallons. 

In January, 1,300,000 gallons were firran into the lake 
from the Sudbury sources ; in March, 680,000,000 gallons ; 
in May, 87,700 ,000 gallons; in sae LA, 000, 5000 gallons ; 
in October, 6, 600, 000 eallons ; in November, 5, 600, 000 gal- 
lons ; and in December, 1,600, 000 gallons; or a ‘total amount 
of 896, 800,000 gallons. 

All of the flash- boards have been in place on the crest of 
the outlet dam during the entire year. 

Four of the stop- planks at the circular dam were removed 


SS 
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on March 19, and replaced on July 5. On September 23 
nearly all of the stop-planks were removed, and that part of 
the lake above the circular dam was drawn down to allow 
repairs on the dam. ‘These planks were not replaced during 
the year, as the temporary works at the new bridge of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad, just below the circular dam, main- 
tained the water in the lake at the usual grade, and the stop- 
planks were not needed. 

‘The sheet-piling core of the circular dam, which was rotten 
at the top, has been repaired by sawing off from eighteen to 
twenty-four inches and replacing by new sheet-piling, thor- 
oughly spliced to the old. The slopes of the dam have also 
been brought up to grade, and repaved where necessary. 

A small force of men and teams has been employed from 
September 30 to October 25 in grading and paving the banks 
of the pool between the old upper dam and the new dam. 
The paving of the north bank, which was not finished last 
year, was also completed. The work above the new dam is 
now entirely completed. In all, about 168 square yards of 
paving have been laid. 

About 900 feet of fence have been built on the line between 
the city and Edward Hammond, on the east side of the lake, 
just south of Snake brook. 

The Pegan filter beds have been in use the larger part of 
the time during the year.

Bed No. 1 was cleaned in May, June, August, and Octo- 
ber; Bed No. 2 in May, July, and August ; “andl Bed No. 3 
in it une, August, September, and October. 

Considerable work was done early in the year in removing 
stumps, muck, etc., from the meadow to high ground. 

The new location of the Boston & Albany Railroad 
crosses the filter beds. The railroad has built other filter 
beds to take the place of those destroyed. A considerable 
amount of filling in the lake has been done by the company 
on their new line during the year, and this filling has pushed 
up a large amount of mud, and otherwise has affected the 
quality of the lake water. Negotiations are now going on 
between the city and railroad ‘authorities, and it is to be 
hoped that the evil will be properly remedied. 

It was found that the Hoadley engine in use at the beds 
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was not large enough. It was consequently removed, on 
December 19, and ‘Teplaced by one of the Atlas engines 
stored near the effluent eate-house. 

The spring growth of diatoms in the lake was the lowest 
for many years. In the fall there was a vigororous growth 
of Asterionella followed by one of Melosira. 

Protococcus was rather more abundant than usual during 


the summer. 

-In July and August there was considerable Microcystis, 
and in November Anabzena (the so-called “sterile form”) 
was very abundant. At one time it rose to the surface, 
forming a thick scum, covering one or two acres in the Mid- 
dle Division. When concentrated this organism had a strong 
odor not unlike that of a raw squash. 

Infusoria were not abundant except for a short time after 
the “turning over.” 

Grenothrix was observed at the bottom in J uly and again 
in November. 

The average number of organisms for the year was 360 

PelMG. Ci; against 363 for 1894. 

While the organisms in the lake do not show an increase 
over last year, the amount of matter in suspension has been 

very largely increased owing to the work on the B. & A.

SuUDBURY—RIVER AQUEDUCT. 


Grades, 141.852 at Farm Pond; 124.051 at Terminal. Gate- House: 
Length, 15.89 miles; Size, 7 ft. Sin. xX 9 ft.; Capacity, 109,000,000 gals. in 24 hours. 


The three portions of this aqueduct are in good condition. 
The Supply and Farm-pond aqueducts were cleaned twice 
by machine, on April 11 and December 12. The main 
aqueduct was cleaned once, by hand, from Farm pond to: 
Station 400 on April 17 and 18, and from Station 400: 
to Chestnut-Hill Reservoir on May 2 and3. The brick-work 

was very dirty as far as the Rosemar y siphon. In the Bea- 

con-street tunnel about 50 Ibs. of rock which had fallen 
from the roof was found at Station 780+53. The concrete 
lining and railway track were in excellent condition. 

The 48-in. pipes in Basin 1 have been flushed into the: 
river below Dam 1 twice during the year. 

The three portions of the aqueduct have been in use for 
the same length of time, 835.9 days. The flow was stopped 
only for the experiments at the siphon pipes, for cleaning 
the aqueduct, and for repairs at the Waban Valley and 
Charles-river bridges. 

The amount of water sent to the city has been 12,908,- 
500,000 gallons, a daily average of 35,366,000 gallons. 
Pecides the bene 896,800,000 have been ‘fanaa into Lake 
Cochituate. 

Hitherto the machine used in cleaning the Supply and 
Farm-pond aqueducts has simply scraped or brushed the 
deposit from the masonry. In the autumn of this year a 
force pump was attached, operated by the movement of the 
cleaning-machine, to force water through a perforated iron 
pipe against the whole circumference of the aqueduct, thus 
washing off the material loosened by the brushes. The 
pump was tried in the December cleaning, and showed that, 
with some slight modifications, it will doubtless work 
successfully. | 

Extensive repairs were made on the Waban arches in 
October. This bridge has always given a great deal of 
trouble from cracks and leaks, and it was detenuiiaan to. 
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repair it thoroughly, and see if the work could be maintained 
in a permanent condition in spite of temperature changes to 
which the masonry is subjected. The plastering on the 
inside of the aqueduct was removed wherever it was found 
necessary, and the cracks were followed up, cut out to a 
depth of two inches, and carefully cleaned before pointing. 
Portland cement mortar, mixed one to one, was forced into 
the cracks with a calking-iron. The plastering was then 
restored. It is intended to watch carefully the results of 
the work. The aqueduct was found to be perfectly tight 
under a large flow of water by test made in November. It 
is expected that the cracks will open again under the effect 
of very low temperatures. 

Charles-river bridge, which has also leaked to a consider- 


~ able extent, was repaired in November. ‘The plastering on 


the lines of the cracks was loose from the skew-back to a 
point about 6 inches above the springing line. It was re- 
moved, the cracks pointed and the plastering replaced. 

The brick masonry of the aqueduct bridges should be 
thoroughly overhauled, oiled, and pointed during the sum- 
mer. In some portions of the walls it will be necessary to 
cut out the bricks and insert new ones. The granite 
masonry of all the bridges requires pointing. ; 

A considerable amount of work was done towards er ecting 
an iron stairway to connect the upper levels of the bridge 
with the street which was made under one of the arches. 
Owing to lack of funds the work was suspended. The 
foundations were protected during the winter. 

The usual attention has been given to the culverts along 
the line, especially during the cold months, when they are 
apt to fill up with snow and ice 

Mr. Oldham, in charge of the aqueduct: force, was called 
to Dam No. 6 to take char ge of the seeding of the embank- 
ments. He also acted as Tnspector of Masonry at Dam 5 
for two weeks. | 

A building for storage of tools is much needed, and I 
recommend that one be erected during the present year. 
The Westerly Siphon Chamber would be a good location for 


the building. 


COCHITUATE AQUEDUCT. 


Grades, 127.08 at Lake ; 116.77 at Brookline Reservoir. 
Length, 14.60 miles ; Size, 5 ft. X 6 ft. 4 in.; Capacity, 20,000,000 gals. per 24 hours. 


This aqueduct has been in constant service during the year, 
except from 5 P.M., February 24, to 5 A.M., February 28, 
when the flow was stopped for cleaning the interior. 

From the lake to Station 25 there was a great amount of

Spongilla g growing upon the walls, some of it being 4 inches 
in length. From Station 25 to Station 130, Division 1, the 
Spongilla gradually decreased, but the black deposit : all along 
the line was worse than it has been for several years. The 
brick-work was given a double washing in the upper portions 
of the aqueduct as far as Station 35. From Station 130 to the 
Westerly Pipe Chamber there was a considerable amount of 
the Spongilla in some sections. From the Easterly Pipe 
Chamber to the Ventilator there was very little sponge, but 
it was abundant in the tunnel. 

New galvanized-iron gate rods were inserted in the gates 
at Dedmans, Grantville, and Newton Centre Waste Weirs, 
and in the first two of the above structures new southern 
pine bulkheads were placed. 

A depth of 6} feet has been maintained in the aqueduct, 

except from January 1 to March 11, when the lake was not 


high enough to furnish this flow.

The extension of Commonwealth avenue bas cut through 
a portion of the driveway near the entrance arch and neces- 
sitated many changes. ‘The arch which has marked the be- 
ginning of the drive must be taken down, and as it possesses 
no architectural merit and would be an inappropriate monu- 
ment under the new conditions, it is to be hoped that it will 
never be reérected, except perhaps at the entrance to some 
cemetery. The new entrance to the Chestnut-Hill Reservoir 
Drive, which is on the brink of a deep slope towards the 
reservoir, would be better marked by some simpler device of 
stone posts and shrubbery 

On the grounds of the Lawrence Basin a new connection 
with the Boulevard has been made and the old driveway to 
South street abandoned. 

Four wells have been sunk on the grounds at this reser- 
voir for use in the summer months, and the public have 
appreciated them highly.

BioLoGcicaL LABORATORY. 


During the year 1895 2,044 microscopical examinations of 
water and 1,217 cultures of bacteria were made at the 
laboratory. 

Some of the special subjects investigated during the year 
were : 

The circulation of water in an ice-covered reservoir as 
shown by color and temperature observations. 

Comparisons of the effect of storage in Basins 4 and 6 

Temperature of the water at various depths in Lake Winni- 
piseogee and other frozen lakes. 

Continued investigation of stagnation phenomena, with an 

extensive series of thermophone “observations. 

Continued investigation of the cause of the seasonal dis- 
tribution of micro-organisms. 

New method of collecting samples for bacteriological 
examination. 

The seasonal changes in the color of streams. 

Use of aspirator in connection with the Sedgwick-Rafter 
method of water examination. 

The following report of experiments made in the labora- 
tory has been prepared by Mr. G. C. Whipple. 

Studies made in the laboratory previous to 1894 estab- 
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lished the following facts in regard to the growth of diatoms 
in surface-waters : 


In deep ponds there are two well-marked seasons of erowth, 


one inthe spring and one in the fall. These periods of 
erowth follow the periods of stagnation, due to the thermal 
stratification of the water, and are coincident with the sea- 
sons when the water is in complete vertical circulation. In 
shallow ponds, where the phenomena of stagnation and cir- 
culation are somewhat different, there is usually a regular 
recurring spring growth, and occasional growths in the sum- 
mer and autumn. The explanation heretofore offered for 
this peculiar seasonal distribution was based chiefly upon 
food-supply. Ina former report," it was shown that diatoms 
require a sufficient supply of nitrogen as nitrates and a free 
circulation of air; and that during ‘the periods of circulation 
this food-supply is abundant. 

More extended observations and experiments, however, 
seem to indicate that the food-supply theory, taken by itself, 
is inadequate to explain all the phenomena: and while it is 
true that the question of food is one of fundamental impor- 
tance, yet there are other factors which materially influence 
the growth. Of these factors light is perhaps the most im- 
portant. 

Diatoms, in common with all chlorophyllaceous plants, 
require a certain amount of light for their proper develop- 
ment. They will not grow in the dark, although they will 
there preserve their vitality for a long time. Exposure to 
bright sunlight, on the other hand, is usually fatal. The 
amount of light most favorable to their growth must, of 
course, lie between these two limits, and it will be seen that 
here lies a wide field for experiment. With a view to 
determining the relation between the intensity of light and 
the cor responding growth of diatoms several series td experi- 
ments have been made in the laborator vy, the results of which 
are here described. 

Preliminary experiments showed that, on account of the 
extreme sensitiveness of diatoms to external influences, cult- 
ures made in the laboratory would have little comparative 
value, and it was also found to be a very difficult matter to 
control properly the intensity of the light. It was therefore 
decided to make the experiments in the reservoirs under con- 
ditions as nearly as possible like those found in nature. 

The method employed was an extremely simple one. It 
consisted of suspending bottles, filled with water from the 

same source, at different depths in the reservoir, the bottles

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being tied to a rope suspended froma buoy. After certain 


intervals of time the bottles were drawn to the surface 


and the water examined, records being kept of the number 
of diatoms in each sample both before and after exposure. 


The bottles varied in capacity from 150 to 1,000 cubic centi- 
meters. In the early experiments they were tightly stop- 
pered, but in the later ones cloth was tied over the mouths 
of the bottles, and above these inverted tumblers were 
secured. The latter arrangement was found to give heavier 
growths on account of providing better opportunities for the 
Circulation of air and for the renewal of food-supply. 

The practical question to be decided by the experiments 
was not the exact amount of light necessary for the develop- 
ment of diatoms, but the variations in their growth at dif- 
ferent depths due to the intensity of light. 

The subject of the penetration of light into bodies of water 


has not been as thoroughly investigated as its importance 
appears to demand. Forel and others have studied the 


transparency of the water in some of the Swiss lakes, and 
similar studies have been been made upon the water of the 
ocean. In most cases the experiments consisted simply of 


the determination of the limit of visibility of a white dise or 


incandescent light lowered into the water, the results being 
valuable only for comparing the relative transparency of 
different waters, or of the same water at different times. In 


a few instances photographic methods have been used, and 


the results show approximately the relative intensity of light 
at different depths. All the observations, however, have 

been made on waters which were almost colorless, and the 
results are of little value when applied to the brown-colored 
waters of many of our New England ponds. For example, 
Forel found that in Lake Geneva a white disc 20 em. in 
diameter was visible at a depth of 70 feet. A similar disc 
lowered in Chestnut-Hill Reservoir at a time when the color 
was 0.92 (Platinum Scale) disappeared from view at a depth 


of 6: feet. 


The decrease in intensity of light below the surface is due 
to two causes: first, the absorption of a certain portion of 
light by the water ; and, second, the presence of fine parti- 
cles in suspension which act as a screen to shut out the light. 
The coefficient of absorption of light by water varies ereatly 
with the quality of the water, its temperature, etc. Theoret- 
ically, the reduction of light passing through water follows 
the law that as the depth increases avithmetically the inten- 
sity of the light decreases geometrically. For ex: umple, if 
the intensity of the light falling upon the surface of a pond 
is 1, and if 4 of the light is absorbed by the first foot of 
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water, then the intensity of the light at a depth of one foot 
will be 3. The second foot of water will absorb + of 2, and 
the fbensity of light at a depth of two feet will ie 7k, and 
soon. At this rate of decrease, the intensity of light at a 
depth of ten feet will be only 5 per cent. of that of ‘the sur- 
face. Not only does the intensity of the light vary at differ- 
ent depths, but its quality also varies. The red and yellow 
rays are said to be most readily transmitted. Several series 
of observations on the growth of diatoms at different depths 
are given in the tables printed below. In experiment No. 1, 
which may be considered as typical of the general results 
obtained, bottles were filled with water from Lake Cochitu- 
ate and placed in Chestnut-Hill Reservoir at depths of 2, 4, 
6, 8, 10, and 25 feet, where they remained from April 29 to 
May 18. During this time the temperature varied from 53° 
to 62°, and the color of the water in which they were 
immersed averaged 0.58. The relative growths at the differ- 
ent depths will ape readily seen from the table. Near the 
surface, there was a vigorous growth of several genera, 
Synedra, however, being by far the most abundant. At 
ereater depths the total numbers s were less. At the bottom, 
there were fewer than in the original sample. In experiment 
No. 8, the surface sample was so placed that at times it was 
partially above the water and consequently exposed to the 
varying atmospheric temperature, and occasionally to direct 
sunlight. The effect was seen ina diminished growth. In 
most of the experiments the “ surface ” samples were immersed 
about six inches. 

One of the most interesting features of the experiments 
was the determination of the depth below which the diatoms 
would not grow. This, as would naturally be expected, was 
found to vary with the character of the water, —its color, 
turbidity, etc. For example, two series of observations 
(Experiments Nos. 5 and 6) were made upon water from the 
same source, one series of bottles being located in the white 
water of Lake Cochituate, and the other in the darker water 
of the Chestnut-Hill Reservoir. The time of growth was the 
same for both. The results showed that in Lake Cochituate 
the limit of growth was about twelve feet, while in the Chest- 
nut-Hill Reservoir it was about six feet. That the limit of 
erowth depends to a large extent upon the color of the water 
may be seen from the followi ing table, which shows the aver- 
age limit of growth for three groups of observations arranged 
according to the color of the water:

Thus, in dark waters the limit of growth is only about 8 
feet, while in the light-colored waters it is 15 feet. The 
depth at which diatoms will grow in perfectly colorless waters 
is unknown, but the experiments of Forel indicate that the 
limit of growth might be found ata considerable depth. In 
ground waters (practically colorless) stored in comparatively 
deep open reservoirs diatoms have often been found growing 
upon the bottom. 

In order to appreciate better the fact that the luxuriance 
of diatom growths depends upon the intensity of light, dia- 
oerams have been drawn showing the average orowth at dif. 
ferent depths, and the intensity of light calculated for each 
depth according to the above- mentioned law, using a coefli- 
cient of absorption approximately determined by laboratory 
experiment. The parallelism between the two curves was 
very striking. 

Diatoms are said to be positively heliotropic, that is, they 
tend to move towards the light. In some genera this power 
is strong, but in most it is comparatively weak. Our experl- 
ments have shown that all of the common diatoms found in 
water-supplies sink rapidly in quiet water, and are of their 
own accord unable to rise towards the light through any 
great distance. Very slight convection currents, however, 
serve to overcome the effect of gravity and keep them near 
the surface. 

The bearing which these facts have upon the seasonal dis- 
tribution of diatoms is obvious, and we are now better able 
to understand why it is that their growths occur during those 
seasons of the year when the water is in circulation. During 
those periods not only is food more abundant, but the verti- 
eal currents keep the diatoms near the surface where there is 
light enough to stimulate their growth, and where there is an 
abundant supply of air. If this theory be-true it must fol- 
low that the weather has a marked influence on their growth. 
We should expect the greatest growths to occur on warm 
fair days when there is just wind ‘enough to keep the diatoms 
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near the surface. On quiet days we should expect the dia- 
toms to sink in the water, — perhaps below the limit of their 
growth. During a long period of quiet weather they might 
even sink in a deep pond to such a depth that the circulation 
induced by the wave action would not be able to bring them 
again to the surface. 

This was exactly what took place in Lake Cochituate in 
the spring of 1895. In this lake there is almost invari- 
ably a heavy spring growth of diatoms, but in 1895 the 
growth was small. It began as usual, the diatoms being 
apparently in good condition. Early in May, however, 
there were several days of uncommonly warm weather. 
The temperature of the air went above 90°, and the tem- 
perature of the water at the surface one day reached 76° F. 
For almost a week the water was perfectly calm. Dur- 
ing this calm weather the diatoms settled rapidly, disap- 
pearing almost entirely from the surface. Meanwhile the 

water was becoming stratified on account of the high surface 
temperature, and when once more the wind began to blow, 
its influence was felt only to a depth of ten or fifteen feet. 
The diatoms, however, having settled below that depth, were 
unable to rise, and consequently their growth ceased. 

In Basin 3, which is not nearly as deep as Lake Cochitu- 
ate, the growth of diatoms was arrested during the same 
warm quiet period, but inasmuch as circulation afterwards 
extended to the bottom, the growth began again and con- 
tinued until the next warm quiet per iod, which occurred in 
June, checked it. 

In this connection it will be recalled that when the ice 
forms over a pond the diatoms growths usually cease. 

Since diatoms are dependent upon light, and since light 
penetrates to greater depths in light than in dark’ waters, we 
should expect to find heavy growths most common in ponds 
where the water has a low color. An examination of the 
analyses of the Massachusetts State Board of Health shows 
that in a general way this is true.

Basin 3 due to the stripping in Basin 5, it has been very 
difficult to maintain the usual standard of quality in the 
Boston water, but there has been no complaint. 

-The following tables give first the average condition of the 
chemical analyses of the tap water as made under the direc- 
tion of the State Board of Health, and second the averages of 
monthly analyses of the sources of supply ; then follow bio- 
logical tables, which are the result of the work in the labora- 
tory at Chestnut-Hill Reservoir. Following these tables are 
the usual tables of detailed expenditures and rainfall.

AN ACT 


TO PROVIDE FOR A METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


METROPOLITAN WATER BOARD. 


SEcTION 1. The governor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
eouncil, shall appoint three water commissioners, who shall constitute 
the Metropolitan Water Board. Said commissioners shall hold office, 
one for the term of five years, one for the term of four years and one 
for the term of three years, beginning with the first Monday in May in 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-five; and in the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight, and annually thereafter, the governor shall 
appoint, as aforesaid, one member of said board to hold office for the 
term of three years, beginning with the first Monday in May in the year 
of his appointment. The governor, with the consent of the council, 
may remove any member of said board, and may appoint for the residue 
of the term, in the same manner in which the original appointment was 
made, a commissioner to fill any vacancy occurring by removal, resigna- 
tion or otherwise. One of said commissioners shall be always a citizen 
of Boston, one shall be always a citizen of one of the other cities or 
towns in the water district hereinafter described, and one shall be 
always a citizen of this Commonwealth. The chairman of said board 
shall receive a salary of five thousand dollars a year, and the other 
members a salary of four thousand five hundred dollars a year. 


OFFICERS AND ACCOUNTS. 


Secr. 2. The governor shall, as soon as may be after the appoint- 
ment of said board, and annually thereafter on or before the first Mon- 
day of May, designate one of their number to serve as chairman for the 
ensuing year; said board shall from time to time appoint an engineer, 
secretary, and such other agents, officers, clerks and other employees 
as said board may deem necessary, shall determine the duties and com- 
pensation of such appointees, and may remove the same at pleasure, 
and may employ counsel; shall at all times keep full, accurate, and 
separate accounts of the doings, receipts, expenditures, disbursements, 
assets and liabilities of said board, and include an abstract of the same 
in an annual report to the general court on or before the first Wednes- 
day in January in each year, such report to be numbered as one of the 
series of public documents; and four thousand five hundred copies 
thereof to be printed annually. 


METROPOLITAN WATER DISTRICT. 


Sect. 3. Said board, acting for the Commonwealth, shall construct, 
maintain and operate asystem of metropolitan water works substantially 
in accordance with the plans and recommendations of the State Board of 
Health, contained in their report to the legislature of the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-five, and shall provide thereby a sutlicient supply 
of pure water for the following named cities and towns, and the inhabi- 
tants thereof, to wit: — The cities of Boston, Chelsea, Everett, Malden, 
Medford, Newton and Somerville, and the towns of Belmont, Hyde 
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Park, Melrose, Revere, Watertown and Winthrop, which cities and 
towns shall constitute the Metropolitan Water District ; shall secure and 
protect the purity of said water; shall on application furnish water to 
any city or town aforesaid that at the time of application owns its water 
pipe system; shall on application admit any other city or town, any 
part of which is within ten miles of the state house, into said water 
district, and furnish water to the same on the terms prescribed by this 
act for the cities and towns aforesaid, and on such payment of money as 
said board may determine; shall on application furnish water to any 
water company owning the water pipe system in any town within said 
ten miles, on such water company assuming the assessments of the 
town, if any, and making such payment of money as said board may 
determine; and may from time to time furnish water to any other city, 
town or water company, on such payment of money as said board may 
determine. Al] payments of money aforesaid shall be distributed to 
the cities and towns in said district in proportion to the total amount of 
the annual assessments theretofore paid by them respectively. Said 
board shall furnish said water to the city, town or company, by deliver- 
ing the same into a main water pipe, reservoir, or tank of the city, 
town, or company, under sufficient pressure for use without local pump- 
ing, unless delivered in some other manner by mutual agreement be- 
tween the parties interested ; and shall have the direction and control of 
the connections between the metropolitan and local systems. Said 
board may utilize the fall of water at any dam under their charge, and 
may thereby produce power or electricity, and may transmit such power 
or electricity by pipes, wires, or other suitable means, and sell the 
same, or the right to use such water, by written or other contract, to 
run for a term not exceeding fifteen years. Any person or corporation 
authorized by said board shall have all the powers relating to the pro- 
duction, sale and transmission of power and electricity given by this act 
to said board. 
WATER SOURCES. 


Sect. 4, Said board may take, by purchase or otherwise, the waters 
of the south branch of the Nashua river, at and above a point above 
the dam of the Lancaster Mills in the town of Clinton, but shall allow 
not less than twelve million gallons of water to flow from a reservoir 
above said dam in each week, and such further quantity, not exceeding 
twelve million gallons a week, as the owner of said mills shall from 
time to time certify to be necessary for use therein and in other 
buildings now or hereafter owned by him, for domestic or manu- 
facturing purposes, other than the production of water power, and 
said board, in regulating the flow of said quantities, shall, as far as 
practicable, conform to any reasonable request in writing of the owner 
of said mills; said board may also take the waters of Sandy pond, 
so-called, in the town of Clinton, and the waters which may flow into 
and from said pond or river, and the tributaries thereof above said 
point; may take such water rights as they deem necessary connected 
with said waters; said board shall forthwith, after taking the 
waters of said Nashua river, take by purchase or otherwise all real 
estate which will be submerged or flooded, or submerged to an 
increased depth, by the construction of the proposed reservoir on the 
Nashua river hereinafter provided for, and all parcels of real estate 
above the dam of said reservoir used for mill purposes and owned by 
the owner of any mill property of which any part will be submerged 
or flooded by the construction of said reservoir, including all the 
machinery used on such real estate and tenements for operatives ; 
shall, on or before the first day of January in the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight, take all the lands and all the ponds, basins, 
reservoirs, filter beds, dams, aqueducts, conduits, pumping stations, 
pipes, pumps, and other property held by the city of Boston for the . 
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purpose of supplying water or for the purpose of storing or of 
protecting or preserving the purity of the water, and situated west- 
ward of Chestnut Hill reservoir in said city and westward of the inter- 
sections of the main pipes to be laid from Chestnut Hill reservoir to 
Spot pond, with the main pipes which convey water from the Mystic 
distributing reservoir; also the pumping station at Chestnut Hill 
reservoir and lands under and surrounding the same, and the pipes and 
aqueduct leading thereto; also Spot pond, so-called, in or near the 
town of Stoneham, and the lands under and surrounding the same, 
now owned by the cities of Malden and Medford and the town of 
Melrose, or either of them, held for the purpose of water supply or of 
protecting or preserving the purity of the water, and the pumping 
stations and pumps thereon; any or. all of the aforesaid lands to be 
taken in fee or otherwise, as said board may determine. Said board 
may take any other lands in fee, easements, rights and other property 
that said board may deem necessary or desirable for carrying out the 
powers and duties conferred upon them by this act. 


RECORD OF TAKING. 


Secr. 5. Said board, to take any property by right of eminent 
domain, shall sign and cause to be recorded in the registry of deeds for 
the county and, district in which the property to be taken is situated, a 
statement containing a description thereof, as certain as is required in a 
conmon conveyance of land, and stating that the same is taken for the 
Metropolitan water works; and upon such recording the ponds, works, 
lands, waters, easements, rights and other property described in said 
description shall be taken for the Commonwealth. Said board, upon 
entering upon any land for the purpose of using the same for carrying 
out any of the purposes of this act, shall sign and cause to be recorded 
in the registry aforesaid a statement containing a general description 
of the land and the purposes for which it is to be used, and the proba- 
ble time for which the same is to be used, and after they have taken 
any property under the right of eminent domain shall notify the 
owner thereof, and on the request of the owner within three years after 
such taking, shall, within thirty days after such request, furnish him with 
a plan or description, in writing, of his land or other property so taken. 


RESERVOIRS. 


SEcT. 6. Said board shall forthwith, after taking the waters of said 
Nashua river, construct a storage reservoir upon said Nashua river 
above said dam of the Lancaster Mills; shall forthwith construct the 
reservoir in Southborough already partially constructed by the city of 
Boston, and the dams thereof, and assume and carry out the agreement 
made by said city with the town of Southborough, and all contracts 
made by said city relating to the building of said reservoir; may con- 
struct other reservoirs, and may raise the level of any pond or reservoir 
under their charge. Said board may, as they deem desirable in con- 
structing, or raising the level of, any pond or reservoir, raise or alter 
or discontinue parts of any railroad or public ways, and in case of a 
railroad shall make such raisings or alterations of the railroad, or con- 
struct upon existing or other locations, parts of the railroad to take the 
place of the parts so discontinued, as, and in such manner as, shall be 
mutually agreed upon by said water board and the board of directors of 
the railroad company; and if they cannot agree thereon then as, and in 
such manner as, shall be determined on the application of either party, 
in writing, by the board of railroad commissioners of this Common- 
wealth, who are hereby authorized and directed to adjudicate finally 
upon the same; and if said water board shall be of the opinion that the 
making of any such change of grade, alteration or construction requires 
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that lands be taken therefor, said board shall. in the name of the Com- 
monwealth, take such lands and convey the same to the railroad com- 
pany to be thereafter held and used as the board of directors of such 
company may determine, and the railroad company may if it desires 
locate its lines over any lands so conveyed to it, and when said new 
lines of railroad are completed the railroad company may discontinue 
the operation of the portions of its existing lines for which the new 
lines are substituted, and may maintain and operate said new lines of 
railroad; and said water board shall build the dam of any pond or 
reservoir constructed, or whose level is raised, as aforesaid, and make 
the raisings or alterations of the public ways aforesaid, and build in 
place of the parts of public ways discontinued, as aforesaid, such other 
reasonable and suitable ways, which shall thereafter be highways, as, 
and in such manner as, shall be mutually agreed upon by said water 
board and the county commissioners of the county in which such dam 
is to be built; or if they cannot agree thereon then as, and in such 
manner as, shall be determined on the application of said board, in 
writing, by the highway commission of this Commonwealth, which 
commission is hereby authorized and directed to adjudicate finally upon 
the same. Said water board, in flooding or otherwise affecting any 
burial ground, shall conform to any reasonable requirements relating 
thereto of the board of health of the city or town in which the same is 
situated. 


CHESTNUT HILL RESERVOIR. 


Secor. 7. Said water board shall forthwith lay pipes to connect the 
pumping station at Chestnut Hill reservoir with the main water pipes 
through which water is now supplied to the cities of Somerville, 
Chelsea and Everett, and the Charlestown district of the city of Boston, 
and with Spot pond, and on the first day of January in the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight the contracts of the city of Boston with the 
cities of Somerville, Chelsea and Everett, described in, and confirmed 
by, chapter three hundred and fifty-one of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, for a supply of water, shall be cancelled, Said 
board shall also forthwith, after taking the waters of Nashua river as 
aforesaid, connect said river with the tributaries of said reservoir in 
Southborough. 


DELIVERY OF WATER TO LANCASTER MILLS. 


Sect. 8. Said board, until they shall have completed the dam of 
said proposed reservoir on the Nashua river, and rebuilt the dam of 
said Lancester Mills, shall, unless otherwise agreed by said board and 
the owner of said mills, deliver each week day at, and at the level of, 
the present top of the dam of said mills at least one million gallons of 
the water of said river, unpolluted by any acts or doings of said board, 
conforming in the delivery of said quantity, so far as practicable, to any 
reasonable request in writing of the owner of said mills. 


CONSTRUCTION: OF BUILDINGS, ROADS, ETC. 


Sect. 9. Said board in carrying out the powers and duties herein- 
before conferred upon them may construct and maintain buildings, 
machinery, roads, conduits and aqueducts ; may lay and maintain pipes, 
drains and wires; may alter or change the grades or directions of any 
water course; may carry and conduct any aqueduct, conduit, pipe, drain 
or wire under or over any water course, or any railroad, street or other 
way, in such a manner as not unnecessarily to obstruct or impede travel 
thereon ; may dig up any such road, street or way, and lay, maintain and 
repair aqueducts, conduits, pipes, wires and other works beneath the 
surface thereof, conforming to any reasonable regulations made by the 
mayor and aldermen of cities and the selectmen of towns, respectively, 
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wherein such works are performed, and restoring, so far as practicable, 
any such road, street’or way, to as good order and condition as the same 
was in when such digging was commenced; said board may enter upon 
and use the lands of others; may take down dams to such an extent as 
they may deem necessary for prosecuting their works, and shall rebuild 
such dams whenever the necessity for keeping them down ceases; shall 
use such lands and do all work relating to such dams, in a reasonable 
manner with regard to the interests of the owners thereof, and, so far 
as practicable, shall heed all reasonable requests made by such owners ; 
and in general may do any other act or thing necessary or proper for 
carrying out the powers and duties conferred upon them by this act. 


OPERATION OF WORKS TAKEN FROM BOSTON. 


Sect. 10. Said board, on or before the first day of January in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, shall commence the operation 
of the works taken by them from the city of Boston, and shall thereafter 
keep the same and all water works constructed by them, and all bridges 
which they may build across said reservoir upon the Nashua river, and 
(until they abandon the same by notice in writing to said city) said 
Chestnut Hill reservoir, safe, and shall have charge of, use, maintain 
and operate the same, and the Commonwealth shall exclusively be re- 
sponsible for all damages caused thereby or by any defect or want of 
repair therein; said board shall have the exclusive right and control 
over all ponds and reservoirs used by them in supplying water, and may 
order all persons to keep from entering in, upon or over, the waters 
thereof and the lands of the Commonwealth, city or town, surrounding 
the same; may inspect the water works and fixtures in any city or town 
supplied wholly or in part from the works under their charge, and may 
take all proper measures to determine the amount of water used and 
wasted and to prevent the improper use or waste of water. 


PURCHASE AND SALE OF PROPERTY. 


Srcr. 11. Said board and any city, town or water company aforesaid, 
may agree with each other for the storing or pumping of water, or the 
furnishing of the same as aforesaid by either party to any city, town or 
company ; and any such city, town or company may sell to said board, 
and said board may purchase any property of such city, town or company, 
whether taken by eminent domain or otherwise, that said board may 
deem desirable for use in furnishing, as aforesaid, water to any city, 
town or water company; and said board may sell at public or private 
sale any property, real or personal, whether taken by eminent domain 
or otherwise, no longer needed for the water works under their charge, 
or may from time.to time lease any property not then so needed. ‘The 
proceeds from the operations of said board shall be paid into the treasury 
of the Commonwealth. 


EXPENSES AND DAMAGES. 


Sect. 12. Said board shall incur such expenses as they deem neces- 
sary in constructing, operating and maintaining the water works under 
their charge; may agree with the party injured, upon the damages sus- 
tained by any city or town by the taking or use of its lands, ponds, reser- 
yoirs, water sources, acqueducts or other property, or the cancellation of 
contracts, as aforesaid; the damages sustained by the town of Clinton 
by any interference with its sewerage system or with its drainage rights 
or privileges; the damages sustained by any person or railroad or 
other corporation in property by any taking of property or by any 
change of grade, alteration or discontinuance of any railroad or public 
way, or by the construction or maintenance of any reservoir or other 
work, or by the interference with the use of any water, or by any other 
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act or thing done by said board under this act; shall save harmless the 
several cities and towns within which any road, street or way is dug up 
as aforesaid, against all damages for injuries resulting from a defect or 
want of repair in any road, street or way, caused by such digging up, 
or by constructing, laying, maintaining or repairing any aqueduct, con- 
duit, pipe, wire or other works therein, and shall furnish without charge 
to all towns within which any work is done under authority of this act 
such additional police protection as may be necessary in consequence 
thereof: provided, said board shall have due and reasonable notice of 
the claims for such damages and opportunity to make a legal defence 
thereto. 


PETITION FOR JURY. 


Secr. 13. Said board, city, town, person or corporation, if they can- 
not agree upon any damages, sustained as aforesaid, may, except in the 
cases in which payment is otherwise provided for in this act, within two 
years after the day of the taking of any land, water, easements or other 
property, or of the use of any property, or of the making of any change 
of grade, alteration, discontinuance or location of a way or railroad, 
or of the doing of any other act or thing causing the damage, file in the 
office of the clerk of the superior court for the county in which the 
property taken, used or affected in value by such taking or other act of 
said board is situated, a petition, signed by the petitioner or the attorney 
of the petitioner, for a jury to determine such damages, and thereupon, 
after such notice as said court shall order, the damages so sustained shall 
be determined by a jury in said court, in the same manner as damages 
for lands taken for highways are determined. In determining any 
damages caused by any change of grade or discontinuance of a public 
way or railroad, or the substitution of a part of a public way or railroad 
for another part, there shall be taken into account any benefit to the 
party injured received from this act and anything done thereunder. 
Interest shall be included in such damages from the date of the taking, 
or the doing of the act or thing causing the damages, and costs shall be 
taxed and execution issued as in civil cases, against the Commonwealth 
in case the petitioner prevails, and against the petitioner in case he 
does not prevail. - Damages for the temporary use of or injury to 
property may, on the request of.the petitioner, be assessed by monthly 
payments, to be continued so long as the property is used. 


COMMISSIONS MAY BE APPOINTED TO DETERMINE DAMAGES, 


Secor. 14. Said board, upon the application of the owner of any real 
estate taken for said proposed reservoir upon the Nashua river, or the 
owner of any real estate entered upon and used, or of any real estate 
injured by the taking of the waters of said Nashua river, whether said 
real estate is within or without the Commonwealth, or of any real estate 
not taken but directly or indirectly decreased in value by this act or the 
doings of said board thereunder, situated in the town of West Boylston 
or in that part of the town of Boylston on the northerly side of said 
proposed reservoir, or in that part of the town of Clinton on either side 
of River or Grove streets, between the dam of said proposed reservoir 
and a line drawn from the northerly corner of Oak and Boylston streets 
to the northerly corner of said Grove and Nashua streets, and not owned 
on the first day of April in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-five, 
by the owner of the Lancaster Mills, may agree with such owner upon 
the damages to be paid for such taking, injury or decrease in value, and 
if said board and the owner of any such real estate cannot agree upon 
such damages, such owner may, within two years after the first taking 
of water, or of land for said reservoir, under the right of eminent 
domain, file in the clerk’s office of the supreme judicial court for the 
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county of Worcester, in term time or vacation, a petition for the deter- 
mination of such damages, and thereupon said court, after notice by 
publication in some newspaper published in the county of Worcester, 
and in such other manner as the court may order, that all persons 
entitled to file such petitions will be heard by said court on a day therein 
named, and a hearing thereon; shall from time to time appoint one or 
more commissions, each consisting of three disinterested persons, and 
may after notice and hearing fill any vacancy occurring in any such 
commission until all petitions referred to it have been heard and deter- 
mined. Each of said commissions shall, after notice and hearing, 
determine the damages specified in all such petitions as may be filed as 
aforesaid and referred to it by said court; and if the owner of any such 
real estate, no part of which is taken but which is decreased in value, 
shall in the petition aforesaid signify his willingness to surrender the 
real estate, or if there is a mill thereon, the real estate and machinery 
thereon, to the Commonwealth, the commission shall also determine the 
value of such real estate, or real estate and machinery, and interest may 
be included in such damages and in such value at such rate and for such 
time as the commission may deem just and equitable. Said commis- 
sions shall determine the damage to and value of real estate, machinery 
and business, and from time to time report their determinations on the 
petitions of such owners to said court. In case any individual or firm 
. owning on the first day of April in the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five an established business on land in the town of West Boylston, 
whether the same shall be taken or not under this act, or the heirs or 
personal representatives of such individual or firm, shall deem that such 
business is decreased in value by the carrying out of this act, whether 
by loss of custom or otherwise, and unable to agree with said board as 
to the amount of damages to be paid forsuch injury, such damages 
shall be determined and paid in the manner hereinbefore provided. 
The words ‘‘ real estate” as used in this section shall include water 
rights, and in the case of mills all machinery thereon. 


PAYMENT OF DAMAGES. 


Sect. 15. Said board shall, upon agreeing upon any damages, or 
upon the acceptance by said court of any determination specified in the 
preceding section, notify the owner that they will pay the damages, or 
in case the petitioner offers to make surrender, if they so prefer, they 
will pay the value so agreed upon or determined, and if any such owner 
shall in accordance with such notice and within one year after being so 
notified, deliver a release of such damages or a deed of the real estate, 
to and satisfactory to, said water board, said water board shall certify 
to the treasurer of the Commonwealth the amount to be paid such owner, 
and said treasurer shall pay the same from the proceeds of the bonds 
hereinafter provided for. Said water board, or any persons whose 
property is taken under the right of eminent domain, or entered upon or 
injured by the taking of said water, if dissatisfied with any determina- 
tion of damages made by any commission, may at the term on which 
such determination is filed in court, or at the succeeding term, claim a 
trial by jury to determine such damages, and thereupon the damages 
shall be determined by a jury in said supreme judicial court as provided 
in section thirteen of this act. 


PAYMENT TO CITY OF BOSTON AND TOWNS OF BOYLSTON AND 
WEST BOYLSTON. 


Secr. 16. The treasurer of the Commonwealth shall, from the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds hereinafter provided for, reimburse the city of Boston 
for all moneys paid or that may hereafter be paid by said city for land 
damages, or otherwise, in connection with the location, building or 
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maintenance of reservoirs or basins not yet built, or for lands taken for 
the preservation or protection of the purity of the waters of any reser- 
voirs, or basins or of the tributaries thereof, and shail pay as part of the 
expenses of said metropolitan water works to the town of Boylston the 
sum of two thousand dollars a year, and to the town of West Boylston 
the sum of twelve thousand dollars a year for the year of and each year 
succeeding said taking of the waters of said Nashua river, so long as 
each of said towns remains a municipality, and shall pay no tax or other 
payment to either of said towns on account of any property held by said 
water board for the purposes of a water supply. 


METROPOLITAN WATER LOAN. 


Secr. 17. The treasurer and receiver general shall, from time to 
time, on the request of said board, issue negotiable bonds in the name 
and behalf of the Commonwealth, and under its seal, to an amount not 
exceeding twenty-seven million dollars, designated on the face thereof, 
Metropolitan Water Loan. Said bonds shall be deemed a pledge of the 
faith and credit of the Commonwealth, shall be countersigned by the gov- 
ernor; shall have the principal and interest made payable thereon, in 
gold coin of the United States of America or its equivalent: shall bear 
interest payable semi-annually on the first days of January and July of 
each year; shall be registered, or with interest coupons attached; shall 
be payable within such terms not less than thirty nor more than forty 
years, and shall bear such rates of interest not exceeding four per cent. 
per annum, and be issued and disposed of in such amounts and in such 
modes and at such times and prices as the treasurer and receiver gen- 
eral, with the approval of the governor, shall from time’to time deter- 
mine. Said treasurer shall, on issuing any of said bonds, establish a 
sinking fund, and determine the amount to be paid thereto each year, 
sufficient with its accumulations to extinguish the debt at maturity. 


PROCEEDS FROM SALES OF PROPERTY AND BONDS. 


Secr. 18. Said treasurer shall apply the proceeds from the sales of 
property made as hereinbefore provided, and the proceeds from the 
sales of said bonds, exclusive of the amounts received from premiums, 
to the payments for the property taken by said board, the payment of 
the damages aforesaid, and the payment of the expenses of construc- 
tion of said water works, and the other payments specified in this act, 
and shall apply any premiums received from sales of said bonds, any 
assessments hereinafter provided for paid by the cities and towns, and 
the proceeds from the operations of said board, exclusive of the pro- 
ceeds from sales of property, to the payment of the interest, sinking 
fund requirements and expenses of maintenance and operation of said 
water works, and shall take the balance required for said payments, if 
any, from the proceeds of said bonds, and shall apply the surplus, if 
any, to the payment of said interest, sinking fund requirements and 
expenses, for the following year. Said treasurer shall advance to such 
person as shall have been designated by said water board and shall 
have given a bond with sufficient sureties, to be approved by the 
auditor of the Commonwealth, in the sum of ten thousand dollars, such 
sums, not exceeding ten thousand dollars at any time, as said auditor 
may certify to be necessary to enable said board to make direct pay- 
ment upon the pay rolls and other accounts of said board, and such 
persons shall, as soon as may be after expending any sum so advanced, 
and in all cases within thirty days from the receipt of any such sum, 
file with the auditor a statement in detail of the moneys expended 
subsequent to the last previous accounting, approved by said water 
board, and where it is practicable to obtain them, also file receipts or 
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‘other like vouchers of the persons to whom the payments have been 
made. 


ESTIMATE AND APPORTIONMENT OF ANNUAL EXPENSES. 


Secr. 19. Said treasurer shall in each year estimate the amount, in 
addition to the premiums from sales of said bonds and the proceeds 
from the operations of said board, exclusive of the proceeds from sales 
of property, required during the year to pay the interest, sinking fund 
requirements, expenses of maintenance and operation of said water 
works, and shall apportion to the city of Boston the proportion of such 
amount that the valuation of said city for the preceding year bears to 
the total of all such valuations of all cities and towns in said water 
district: provided, however, there shall be included only one sixth of 
the total valuation of any such city and town which has not reached 
the safe capacity of its present sources of supply in a dry year, as 
determined by said water board and certified to said treasurer, and has 
not made application to said board for water, and the remainder to the 
other cities and towns in said district, one third in proportion to their 
respective valuations and the remaining two thirds in proportion to 
their respective populations, including however only one sixth of the 
total valuation and one sixth of the total population of any such city and 
town which has not reached the safe capacity of its sources or of the 
sources of supply of the water company by which a town is supplied, 
or has not made application for water as aforesaid; and provided, 
Jurther, that any city or town assessed upon its full valuation and popu- 
lation, which furnishes a part of its water supply from its own works 
or receives a supply from a water company, shall be allowed and 
credited in its apportionment with a sum equal to twelve dollars for 
each million gallons of water furnished as aforesaid, as determined by 
said water board and certified to said treasurer, and provided, further, 
that no such amount shall be so apportioned until the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight, and in said vear only the amount of three 
hundred thousand dollars shall be apportioned, and the sums of money 
expended by the state board of health under chapter four hundred and 
fifty-nine of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-three and 
chapter four of the resolves of the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five, and in the succeeding years the said amount of three hundred 
thousand dollars and two hundred thousand dollars additional for each 
year thereafter shall be so apportioned until the entire amount required 
as aforesaid is reached, and thereafter such entire amount shall be so 
apportioned. Said treasurer shall in each year notify each city and 
town of the amount of its assessment, and the same shall be paid by the 
city or town into the treasury of the Commonwealth at the time required 
for the payment and as part of its state tax. 


CONTROL AND DISTRIBUTION OF WATER. 


Sect. 20. The water board, water commissioners or superintendent 
of any city or town in the metropolitan water district, shall for their 
respective cities or towns, on and after the first day of January in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five, have the charge and contro] of 
the water sources, water and water works owned and used by said city 
or town and not taken or used by said metropolitan water board as 
herein provided. Said water board, water commissioners or superin- 
tendent shall distribute and control the use of the water so furnished, 
and apply meters and extend the pipes and other work as said water 
board, water commissioners or superintendent may deem expedient; 
shall keep the pipes, fixtures and other works under their charge in 
good condition and repair, but shal] not expend in any year more than 
the amount appropriated by the city or town therefor. Said water 
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board, water commissioners or superintendent, with the approval of the 
mayor or selectmen, shall determine the rate to be paid for water by 
the owner of the premises to which the water is furnished, or by the 
person or persons using the water: provided, however, that the mini- 
mum rates to be paid for water, and the premises to which the high 
service supply shall be furnished, shall be subject to the approval of 
said metropolitan water board. Any water board, water commissioner 
or superintendent as aforesaid shall for the water works under his 
charge do all the acts and things relating to buildings, machinery, 
roads, conduits, aqueducts, pipes and drains, which said metropolitan 
water board is authorized to do for the water works under their charge, 
and may take lands therefor, in fee or otherwise, and shall do all such 
acts and things and make all such takings in the manner in which said 
metropolitan water board are authorized to do similar things, and the 
damages sustained shall be recovered of, and paid by, the city or town 
for which such water board, water commissioners or superintendents 
fre appointed or elected, in the same manner as damages caused bv 
similar acts of said metropolitan water board are recovered of, and paid 
by, the Commonwealth. 


APPLICATION OF INCOME. 


SECT. 21. The income received in each city or town from the water 
works under the charge of its water board, water commissioners or 
superintendent, shall be applied to the payment of the expenses of 
maintenance and operation incurred by said water board, water com- 
missioners or superintendent; the interest and sinking fund require- 
ments of all bonds, notes or scrip of. the city or town issued on account 
of the water works of such city or town; the assessment of the city or 
town to be paid to the treasurer of the Commonwealth as hereinbefore 
provided; the expenses of the extension of the works; and the balance, 
if any, as the city or town may determine. If such income in any year 
shall not be sufficient for said payments the balance required therefor 
shall be raised by taxation or by loan, as the city or town may deter- 
mine; and the city or town is hereby authorized to assess such taxes 
and make such loans without further authority from the legislature. 


WORCESTER AND CERTAIN TOWNS MAY TAKE WATER. 


Sect. 22. The towns of Clinton, Sterling, Boylston, West Boylston, 
Lancaster, Holden, Rutland, Princeton, Paxton and Leicester, and the 
city of Worcester, may take from the south branch of the Nashua river, 
above the dam of the proposed reservoir on said river, so much of the 
water thereof as they have already been or may hereafter be authorized 
by the legislature to take, for supplying their inhabitants with water, 
and in case either of the towns of Lancaster, Holden, Rutland, Prince- 
ton, Paxton or Leicester, or the city of Worcester, shall so take water, 
it shall pay to the Commonwealth, to be paid into the sinking funds for 
said bonds, a fair proportion of the cost incurred by the Commonwealth 
for said water and for the construction, maintenance and operation of 
said works, the same to be determined by the engineer of said board 
and an engineer to be appointed by the city or town, and if they cannot 
agree, the proportion shall be determined by a master to be appointed 
by the supreme judicial court on the petition of either party interested, 
and the report of such master made and accepted by said court shall be 
final and binding on all parties. 


USE OF WATER IN DISTRICT RESTRICTED. 


SECT. 23. No city or town, any part of which is within ten miles of 
the state house, or any water company owning a water pipe system in 
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any such city or town shall, except in. case of emergency, use, for 
domestic purposes, water from any source not now used by it except as 
herein provided or as shall be hereafter authorized by the legislature. 
If any town or towns in said district shall take the franchise, works and 
property in such town or towns, of any water company, the compensa- 
tion to be allowed and paid therefor shall not be increased or decreased 
by reason of the provisions of this act. No town in said water district 
now supplied with water by a water company owning the water pipe 
system in such town, shall introduce water from the metropolitan water 
works until it shall first have acquired the works of such company. 


SANITARY PROTECTION OF WATER. 


Sect. 24. The state board of health is hereby authorized and required 
to make rules and regulations for the sanitary protection of all waters 
used by the metropolitan water board for the water supply of any city, 
town or water company aforesaid, and to transfer and deliver to said 
water board, such plans, maps and other information in their possession 
as will assist said board in carrying out the provisions of this act. 


IMPROPER USE OF WATER PROHIBITED. 


SECT. 25. No person shall take or divert any water of a water sup- 
ply of any city or town in said water district from any water source, 
reservoir, conduit or pipe used for supplying. such water to, or in any 
such city or town, or occupy, injure or interfere with any such water, 
or with any land, building, aqueduct, pipe, drain, conduit, hydrant, 
machinery or other work or property so used, and no person shall cor- 
rupt, render impure, waste or improperly use, any such water. 


PRECEDING SECTION NOT TO APPLY IN CERTAIN CASES. 


Sect. 26. The provisions of the preceding section shall not apply 
to any person in taking or diverting any such water or interfering with 
or occupying any water, land or works therein described, by permission 
of said metropolitan water board, or the water board, water commis- 
sioners or superintendent of any city or town having charge of the land, 
water or work; nor to the individual inhabitants of any city or town 
within the watershed of any water supply used by said metropolitan 
water board, or by any city or town aforesaid, in taking from the part 
of the supply or from the tributaries of the supply within their respec- 
tive city or town limits so much of the water thereof as they shall need 
for their ordinary domestic household purposes, for extinguishing fires, 
or for generating steam. 


ENFORCEMENT. 


SECT. 27. Said metropolitan water board, and their employees 
designated for the purpose, shall enforce the provisions of this act, and 
of the rules, regulations and orders made thereunder, and may enter 
into any building, and upon any land for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether sources of pollution there exist, and whether the provisions of 
this act and of the rules, regulations and orders made as aforesaid are 
complied with; and, where the enforcement of any such provisions, 
rules, regulations or orders will require public works for the removal 
or purification of sewage, said metropolitan water board shall not 
enforce the same until they have provided such works, and the amount 
paid therefor shall be considered as part of the expenses of construction 
of the metropolitan water works, and such works shall be maintained 
and operated as a part of said water works. 
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JURISDICTION OF THE COURTS. 


Sect. 28. The supreme judicial court or any justice thereof, and the 
superior court or any justice thereof, shall, in term time or vacation, on 
the petition of said board or any city, town, corporation or person inter- 
ested, or of the attorney of any such petitioner, have jurisdiction in 
equity or otherwise to enforce the provisions of this act, and of any rule, 
regulation or order made under the authority of this act, and to prevent 
any violation of said provisions, rules, regulations or orders. 


PENALTIES. 


Sect. 29. Whoever shall do any of the acts herein prohibited, or 
shall violate or refuse to comply with any rule, regulation or order 
made under the authority of this act shall, on complaint or indictment 
therefor and conviction thereof, be punished for each offence by a fine 
not exceeding five hundred dollars, to be paid to the Commonwealth, 
or by imprisonment not exceeding one year in the house of correction, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


GENERAL LAWS. 


Sect. 30. All general laws relating to the water supplies of cities 
and towns or the lands and other property used for such supplies shall, 
so far as they are not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, apply 
to and be observed in carrying out the purposes of this act. 


CONSTRUCTION OF WORKS. 


Sect. 31. In the construction of these works preference in employ- 
ment shall be given to citizens of this Commonwealth. 


SEcT. 32. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved 
June 5, 18965.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
EASTERN DIVISION.

Hon. Joun R. Murrpuy, 
Water Commissioner: 


Dear Sir: I herewith submit the annual report of the 
Eastern Division of the Boston Water Department for the 
year ending January 31, 1896: 


EXTENSION OF MAINS. 


During the year there have been laid 264 miles of pipe- 
mains, and 16,421 feet of main pipe abandoned, making a 
total of 595.9 miles now connected with the system, an 
increase of 8.3 miles over the length laid last year. 

There were laid for the Park Department, 3,674 feet of 
10-in. pipe. This pipe is not included in the total amount 
named in our system. 

A 48-inch high-service main has been laid from the con- 
nection with Fisher-Hill Reservoir, at Fisher avenue and 
Boylston street, Brookline, through Boylston, Walnut and 
Washington streets, Brookline, — through the Muddy River 
Park District to the junction of Huntington avenue and 
Heath street, Boston, where it was reduced to a 42-inch 
and a 36-inch. ‘The 42-inch was continued through Hunt- 
ington avenue, across Boylston street, through Clarendon 
and Newbury streets, crossing Arlington street and the 
Public Garden and Charles street on to Boston Common, 
where, at a point nearly in a line with Temple place, it.was 
reduced to 30-inch, then continued 30-inch to a line with 
Winter street, where it was reduced to 16-inch, and con- 
tinued to and connected with Park street. 

Connections were made at Waite street, Gainsboro’ street 
and Boston Common, with the 20-inch and 16-inch high- 
service mains, and branches left for connections at various 
other points. 
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This 42-inch line is now in commission as far as Hunting- 
ton avenue and Gainsboro’ street. There stillremains about 
200 feet to lay across the Boston & Albany Railroad bridge, 
on Huntington avenue, when this bridge is rebuilt the com- 
ing summer. 

There has also been laid 4,600 feet of 36-inch pipe in 
Heath street, from the connection at Huntington avenue to 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad crossing on 
Heath street, and connection was made near Day street 
with the supply to Parker-Hill Reservoir. On account of 
change of grade of railroad no more could be done at this 
point, but this Roxbury and Dorchester line was continued 
by laying 2,000 feet of 36-inch pipe in Ruthven street and 
Walnut avenue. 

We laid a temporary 2-inch lead pipe in March, 1895, 
from Moon Island to Long Island, and when the weather 
permitted, a 6-inch pipe was laid from Moon Island to Lone 
Island, and also a new 6-inch pipe from Long Island to 
Galloupe’s Island. <A 4-inch pipe is being laid from Long 
Island to Rainsford Island. 

A thorough monthly inspection has been made of all main 
pipes crossing over, under or through railroad bridges and 
culverts, and “where made necessary by vibration, joints have 
been calked, and blocking and straps renewed. 


GATES, OR STOP—COCKS. 


The number of gates established during the year was 321. 
Of this number there were elght 36- inch, two 30-inch, two 
24-inch and four 20-inch. cates connected with the new. 
high-service main, thirty-two gates were abandoned; mak- 
ing the total number now in service 6,648, all of which 
have been attended to in the matter of oiling, packing, ete. 


RESERVOIRS. 


Parker-hill Reservow.— The grounds, buildings, fences 
and gate-house have received the usual attention, and are in 
good condition. 

Hast Boston. — The reservoir grounds, gates and fences 
are in good condition. — 

South Boston. — This reservoir, which is not in use, and 
which probably will never be used again, is in a poor and 
leaky condition. 

The fences will need painting the coming year. Some 
repairs have been made to the same during the past year. 
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HicuH-SERVICE STAND-PIPEs. 


The Breed’s Island and Mt. Bellevue stand-pipes are in 
fair condition. The Mt. Bellevue tank and grounds have 
been kept open for the public during the past season. The 
buildings covering both will require some repairs, also paint- 
ing, during the coming year. 

The grounds at Mt. “Bellevue are in good condition. It is 
now partly surrounded by a fence. This fence should be 
continued to enclose the grounds. 


HYDRANTS. 


Three hundred hydrants were established and 58 aban- 
doned, making a net increase for the year of 242, and there 
are now 6,459 in service connected with the system. Of the 
new pattern independent Post hydrant, 20 were put in dur- 
ing the year. These seem to be a favorite hydrant with the 
Fire Department in hazardous districts, and I ACO T a that 
more of them be used. 

We have still 1,103 Boston hydrants, old wien in use. 
These should be discontinued as rapidly as possible and 
replaced by Post hydrants. 

Requests from the Fire Department, such as raising and 
lowering hydrants, etc., have received prompt attention. 
All hydrants have been examined, tested and oiled during 
the summer months, and during the winter months a daily 
inspection and test has been made of all hydrants connected 
with the system. 

This department supplies the Fire Department gratis with 
the salt used on hydrants, which we deliver to the various 
fire-houses upon request. During the year 4,194 bushels of 
salt have been delivered to them. We have used 1,746 
bushels in care of gates and hydrants. 


W ATER-—PostTs. 


Twelve new water-posts were established, making the 
number now in use 878. These are established and locations 
changed upon request of the Superintendent of Streets, or 
Deputy of Street Watering. 


FOUNTAINS. 


Two new fountains have been established for man and 
beast, and one for beast only; and one change made as to 
location. 
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I earnestly recommend that more of these fountains for 
beasts be established during the coming year. The oppor- 
tunities offered for procuring water by horses and dogs are 
all too few at present. The public safety requires that every 
opportunity should be offered dogs to obtain water. 


SERVICE—PIPES. 


During the year 2,734 service-pipes have been laid, with 
an ag ereeate length on 61,615 feet, and 411 have been aban- 
doned, making a net increase of 2,323 pipes during the year. 
Of the abandoned pipes 74 services, equalling 910 feet, have 
been the 4-in. services connected with the old Jamaica Pond 
system, which were replaced by 3-in. from our system. 
There still remains a few of the old Jamaica Pond Aqueduct 
service-pipes. 

Under the law of laying out new streets, we were obliged 
to lay 65 service-pipes, from which no revenue is at present 


derived. 


METERS. 


Cochituate Division. — Three hundred and nineteen meters 
have been set, 248 have been discontinued, 1,296 have been 
changed, and 6 have been lost in service during the year ; 
making a net gain of 65, and the total number now in use 
45098; 

Mystic Division. — Thirty-eight meters have been set; 27 
have been discontinued, 147 have been changed, and 1 has 
been lost in service during the year ; making a net gain of 
10, and the total number now in service 504. 


BLASTING. 


We have had seven breaks of main pipe by blasting, but 
the most serious one occurred on the evening of November 
27, 1895, at Walnut street, Brookline, when a sewer con- 
tractor for the town of Brookline exploded a blast within a 
few feet of our new 48-inch high-service main. This blast 
broke the main, and a piece, V-shaped, about 6 feet long and 
3 feet wide on the widest end, was blown out. 

This break discharged water at the rate of seven and one- 
half million gallons per hour. We pressed every available 
man into service, and at 4.30 A.M., November 28, we had 
anew connection made at another point, our high-service 
district being supplied meanwhile from Parker-Hill Reser- 
voir, which had been held full for an emergency. 
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MAINTENANCE. 


The work of relaying mains in a large number of streets 
in the city proper has been delayed the past year on account 
of the large amount of work on extensions. Some of these 
should be delayed no longer than the coming season, as the 
portions we have taken out indicate that it is hardly safe to 
continue them through another winter, and I hope to be able 
to do a large portion of the relaying already authorized by 
the Water Commissioner. 

Of repairs on pipes of all sizes we have made 1,535 during 
the year. Of those on main-pipes (215), we have found the 
most numerous causes to be defective joints (71), defective 
packing (58), defective stop-cocks (19), and settling of 
earth (25). 

The causes of leaks and stoppages on service-pipes, which 
number 1,320, are many, but chief among them are: Rust, 
557 ; fish, 39 : struck by pick, 75; settling of earth, 235; and 
defective pipe, 67.

(ity Proper. — Albany Street. — The yard and buildings 
are in good condition. During the year the outside of all 
the buildings has been painted, also the fences, gates, etc., 
the roofs repaired, weather-boards renewed, the grounds 
have been filled in with ashes and cracked stone, the horse- 
stalls in stable repaired, steam-boilers and elevators inspected 
by the proper authorities, and the heating-apparatus has been 
overhauled and put in first-class condition. 

The coming year some additional machinery will be needed 
for our machine shop, as the manufacture of gates, hydrants 
and brass cocks is yearly growing larger. 

Dorchester District. — This yard is in good condition and 
the buildings are nearly new; but very little will be needed 
the coming year. 

West Roxbury. — This yard is in very poor condition, 
besides being too small. The stable is poor, and we should 
have a new and better location. I have caused to be hired 
the past year another small yard and shed nearby for addi- 
tional room; have also built a fence and gates to enclose this 
and the old yard, and have painted the same. 

Hast Boston. — This yard and buildings are in fair condi- 
tion, but will, however, need painting the coming year.

Sir: The annual report of the Mystic Division of the 
Boston Water Department is herewith submitted. 


Mystic Lakk&. 


Mystic lake rose to its highest point, 6.84, on May 10, 
and then fell until October 12, when it reached its lowest 
point in the year, 2.17. At this time an abnormally heavy 
rain of over seven inches caused it to rise four feet. 

Water was wasted over the dam from January 11 to 
February 9, from March 8 to May 29, and again from Octo- 
ber 15 to January 1, excepting a few days. 

The rainfall on the Mystic water-shed for the past twelve 
months was as follows:

Due attention was given to clearing the ponds and streams 
of alge and other contaminating matter. Owing to the 
unusual quantity of water, less trouble was experienced than 
in former years. 


RESERVOIR. 


The three gates — 30, 24, and 16-inch in the delivery-gate 
chamber — were repaired, new valve-rods were substituted 
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and the gearing rearranged, the old 10 to 1 gears being 
replaced by gears 4 to 1, thus greatly facilitating the opera- 
tion of the gates. Also, slight repairs’ were made at the 
gate-house. 


The roads, walks, and slopes received the usual attention. 


CoNDUIT. 


The following improvements recommended in my last re- 
port — the replacing of the wooden sills with stone and the 
renewing of the grooves for the screens in the pipe-chamber 
— were made. 

A 30-inch gate is being made for the blow-off, and will be 
placed in position in a few weeks. One of the gates in the 

gate-chamber, that regulate the passage of the water from 
the recelving- chamber to the conduit, was overhauled and 
thoroughly repaired. 

The conduit was cleaned and flushed several times during 
the year. 

PUMPING—STATION. 


To conduct water to the pump-well connected with the 
new pump, 178 feet of 36-inch main were laid, with one 
gate and brick gate-chamber. From the pump, 187 feet of 
30-inch force main were laid, with one check-valve and 3 
gates; and 4 brick chambers were built, one for the check- 
valve and one for each of the gates. 

To the sewer were run, from pumps Nos. 1, 2, and 3, 172 
feet of 12-inch pipe; from the pump-well, 78 feet of 6-inch ; 
and from the cellar, 50 feet of 6-inch. 

In the fire-room, ‘about 30 feet of 6-inch pipe were laid; a 
brick manhole was built, and the brick-work around the 
boilers repaired. 


Mystic VALLEY SEWER. 


The Mystic Valley sewer and pumping-station were trans- 
ferred to the State authorities on July 18, and about 2} miles 
of the sewer are used as a branch of the metropolitan system, 
but the pumping plant is discontinued. The amount of sew- 
age pumped from J anuary 31, 1895, to the time of abandon- 
ment was 56,723,713 Sri to which was applied as a 
precipitant 117, 815 pounds of crude sulphate of alumina. 
The sludge pumped was 1,546,757 gallons, or 255 per cent. 
of thesewage. The alumina was applied at the ra ite of 1 part 
alumina to 4,012 parts sewerage, or at the rate of 1.038 tons 
per 1,000,000 gallons of sewage. The amount of coal used 
was 90.16 tons. | 
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This plant was completed in 1887 and required the services 
ef about 14 men to operate it. Its transfer and discontinu- 
ance removes from this department an annual expense of 


about $20,000. 


W ATER SOURCES. 


There is a decided improvement in the conditions along 
the sources of the supply. 

Since the construction of the trunk line of the metro- 
politan sewer through this section and the subsequent con- 
struction of the local systems along the line, a number of 
important cases of pollution have been disposed of. 

In Woburn, 10.5 miles of the local system are constructed 
to date ; in Winchester, 10.25 miles ; and in Stoneham, prep- 
arations are being made to commence its system in the 
spring. 

The glue-work of Baeder, Adamson, & Co., in Woburn, 
which was the largest pollution case on the supply, was con- 
nected with the metropolitan sewer on November 14. In 
Winchester, Waldmyer’s tannery, a large stable, and eleven 
dwelling-houses, a long-standing nuisance, were demolished 
in the fall. This property was situated alone the banks of 
the Abajonna river, in the tract of land proposed for a public 
park. During the past season, 17 per cent. of the recorded 
cases of pollution were remedied, and in the coming year 
probably 50 per cent. of the remaining number will be re- 
moved, 

The following is a summary of the report of Mr. John S. 
Concannon, Chief Inspector: Present number of cases, 528 ; 
of these het are, present safe, 431; seem safe, 32; sus- 
pected, 18; unsatisfactory, 47. 

Nine new cases were discovered and 108 cases remedied. 
Thirty legal notices were sent. 


SEWAGE TREATMENT AT STONEHAM. 


The chemical treatment of sewage at Tidd’s tannery was 
continued the past year and very satisfactory results were 
obtained. 

The quantity of sewage pumped was 4,990,924 gallons, to 
which was applied asa precipitant 71,360 pounds of sulphate 
of alumina. 

The quantity of sludge pumped was 648,820 gallons, or 13 
per cent. of the sewage. This sludge was disposed of by 
the firm to neighboring farmers, who carted it away for fertil- 
izing purposes. The pulleys and the submerged pumps 
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received slight repairs and new belts were supplied during 
the year. 

At Fitzgerald’s tannery, the amount of sewage increased 
to 10,000 ‘gallons daily in August, so instead of depending 
upon the lime from the beam- house asa precipitant, addi- 
tional chemical was applied. 

The owner constructed a vat for the chemical, and this 
department furnished and applied sulphate of alumina. 

The quantity of alumina applied to date was 10,520 pounds, 
and the effluent is much more satisfactory than formerly. 


DISTRIBUTION—PIPES. 


The distribution-pipes have been extended tay the addi- 
tion of 452 feet of 4-inch pipe, 17,618 feet of 6-inch pipe, 


4,051 feet of 8-inch pipe, 1,061 feet of 10-inch pipe, 2,176 © 


feet of 12-inch pipe, 187 feet of 30-inch pipe, 178 feet of 
36-inch pipe. Thirty-nine thousand one hundred and ninety- 
nine feet of pipe were relaid. 

There now remains in Charlestown 8,260 feet of cement- 
lined pipe, varying in size from 2 to 20 inches. 

The work rendered necessary by the abolition of grade 
crossings between the Chelsea bridges, and referred to in 
my last report, was completed this fall. 


HYDRANTS AND GATES. 


Ninety-seven new hydrants, 2. street Lowry hydrants, 
and 95 Post hydrants, were established. One Post hydrant 
was replaced by a street Lowry hydrant. Five street 
Lowry hydrants were repaired, and eight Lowry hydrant 
barrels were replaced.with longer ones. One hundred and 
ninety-eight gates» were established, — two 38-inch, fifteen 
4-inch, one hundred and twenty 6-inch, twenty-three 8-inch, 
thirteen 10-inch, twenty 12-inch, one 24-inch, three 30-inch, 
and one 36-inch. There were abandoned four 3-inch, thirty 
4-inch, ten 6-inch, seven 8-inch. 

Six hydrant-boxes and thirty gate-boxes were replaced by 
new ones. 


FOUNTAINS AND STANDPIPES. 


Three new drinking-fountains were established, and one 
abandoned. ‘Ten new standpipes were erected for street- 
watering. 

SERVICE—PIPEs. 


Eight hundred and sixty-three new services were laid, 
distributed as follows: Charlestown, 39; Chelsea, 130; 
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Everett, 265; Somerville, 429, —for which 20,524 feet of 
pipe were required. 
Two hundred and thirty-four services were repaired. Thir- 
teen services were removed and larger ones substituted. 
Seventeen stop-cock boxes were replaced by new ones. 
Thirty-six stoppages by eels, four by rust, and eight by 
moss were forced out.

Sir: I hereby submit the following report of the work 
done and records kept during the past year : 


SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 
The rainfall during the year 1895 was above the average in 
amount, and the supply of water has been ample at all times.

An unusually large fall of rain occurred October 12-14, 
1895; beginning at 1.30 P.M. on Saturday, October 12, 
the rain was continuous and uniform until 4.15 A.M. of 
Monday, October 14, 1895. During that time — less than 
thirty-nine hours — 7.5 inches of rain fell. 


Reservoir No. 1.

Dear Str: Herewith please find report of work accom- 
plished by additional supply force under my direction during 
the past year. The grounds adjoining the embankment of 
Dam No. 6 have been cleared of waste material, graded, and 
top-dressed with loam. The filter beds are now under con- 
struction; one bed has been entirely completed and under- 
drained, and the second bed has been graded and is ready 
for the drains. 

Stone bounds have been set at. the angles of all the pieces 
of land owned by the city at Basin No. 6. At Dam No. 5 
work was begun on April 13, and continued at a_satisfactory 
rate during the year. The following grades indicate in a 
general way the progress made :

In connection with the reservoir the work of stripping on 
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Section A was continued until September. The completion 
of this section must await the removal of the injunction 
which now holds against carrying on work. Early in the 
year plans and specifications were prepared for letting two 
portions of the new Framingham-Marlboro’ road, comprising 
about 23 miles in length. 

This work was let in April and completed during the year. 

In February and March plans and _ specifications were 
prepared for the stripping and shallow flowage connected 
with the Stony-brook branch of the basin. This work was 
let in April and is now well under way. The following 
quantities of materials have been moved in connection with 
the stripping :

The dam is in good condition. On January 1, 1895, the 
surface of the lake was 8.08 feet below high-w ater mark.

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was at high-water mark. It remained at about high-water 
mark until May 5, after which its surface fell until October 
12, being 128.28 on that day. On January 1, 1896, the 
Mater surface was 132.30, or 2.06 feet below high-water 
mark. 

The beds for filtering the water of Pegan brook have been 
n use for the greater portion of the year, and 273,698,000 
gallons have been pumped upon them. No difficulty has 
been experienced in their operation during the winter season.

At the West Roxbury Peet the daily average 
quantity pumped was 179,200 gallons, an increase of AT 5 
per cent. over the amount pumped i in the previous year. 

At the East Boston station 465,500 gallons per day have 
been pumped for the supply of the high-service district, and 
39,300 gallons per day for the Breed’s Island high-service. 


Hien SERVICE. 


In 1870 the high-service works were established, with a 
capacity of 5,000,000 gallons daily with no storage. 

In 1874 a reservoir was built on Parker Hill, with a ca- 
pacity of 7,200,000 gallons, the average daily consumption 
being at that time 1,200,000 gallons. Late in 1885 the 
consumption of water from the high service had reached 
2,500,000 gallons daily ; the demand for its extension was 
pressing, and a new pumping-station with a capacity of 
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16,000,000 gallons daily was constructed at Chestnut-Hill 
reservoir, and an additional reservoir at Fisher Hill having 
a capacity of 15,400,000 gallons, making with the Parker- 
Hill reservoir a total storage capacity of 22,600,000 gallons. 

In 1894 the consumption had reached over 11,000,000 
gallons daily, and a new pump was added to the Chestnut- 
Hill plant having a capacity of 20,000,000 gallons daily. 

The consumption for high service for the year 1895 
averaged 10,384,600 eallons daily, the maximum being 
11,719,300 gallons ; it is evident that our present reserve 
in vps ‘Hadlen and Fisher Hill reservoirs is not sufficient, 
and an additional reservoir or reservoirs should be con- 
structed at once with as large a capacity as it is praeticable 
to obtain. It would be desirable to have, were it possible, 
a reservoir storage of 200,000,000 gallons. 

Owing to the rapid increase of the portion of the city 
which is supplied from the high service, steps should also 
be taken at once, looking to the addition of another engine 
to the present plant. The experience of the past shows that 
it requires several years to design-and build a pumping- 
engine, and at the present rate of increase in the high-ser- 
vice consumption the safe capacity of the present plant will 
have been reached by the time an additional engine can be 
suppled if work is commenced at once on the plans. 


Mystic LAKE. 


Grades, H.W., 7.00; Invert of Aqueduct, —4.17; Contents, between 7.00 and 1.50, 
442,000,000 gallons. 

On January 1, 1895, the lake surface was 3.63 feet helow 
high water. On March 4 it had risen to orade 4.14, and 
the stop-planks were placed upon the dam, waste occurring 
over the stop-planks from March 9 to May 29, On May 29 
the water surface was at 6.85; falling gradually, it reached 
grade 4.08 on July 29. The fish-way was opened on April 
16, and was kept open until June 20, when it was closed, 
and remained closed the remainder of the year. 

The lowest point reached during the year was on October 
12, the water surface being at grade 2.15, or 4.85 feet below 
high water. 

‘Waste occurred over the dam from October 15 to Janu- 
ary 1, 1896, with the exception of five days in the early part 
of November. 

The dam at the outlet of the lake is in good condition. 
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Mystic VALLEY SEWER. 


The operation of this plant by the city ended on July 18 
1895, when the Metropolitan Sewerage Commission assumed 
control of it. During the time of operation, 70,013,500 
gallons of sewage were pumped and chemically treated with 
sulphate of aluminum. Table XI., on page 172, gives the 
monthly quantities of sewage pumped, coal and aluminum 
used. 


Mystic ConpuIt AND RESERVOIR. 


The conduit has been cleaned several times during the 
year. 

The repairs recommended at the conduit screen-chamber, 
namely, replacing the wooden sills with stone sills and the 
renewing of the grooves for the screens, have been made 
during the year.

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Table VIII., on page 169, shows in detail the work done by 
the engines during the year. The foundation for Engine 
No. 4 was finished and ready for the erection of the engine on 
April 1, 1895, and about April 15 the G. F. Blake “Manu- 
f veturing Company commenced to deliver parts of the pump 
and began the work of erecting the engine. The engine was 
run for the first time on August 28, and has been in use 
more or less since that time. It has been lagged, painted, 
etc., and-is now practically finished and ready to be accepted 
by the city. The engine has not yet been tested by the 
city. 

The Mystic Pumping-engine No. 4 is an independent 
compound beam and flywheel engine of the Leavitt type, and 
operates two differential plunger pumps. 


The steam cylinders are vertical and inverted, one high 
and one low pressure, with pistons connected to opposite 
ends of the beam. 


The pumps are located beneath the engine bedplate, in a 
masonry pit, and their plungers are rigidly connected to the 
steam-piston crossheads. 

The high-pressure piston with its connected pump plunger 
makes its upward stroke at the same time that the low- 
pressure piston and its plunger are making their downward 
stroke, and vice versa. 

The pumps rest upon -solid masonry foundations at the 
bottom of the pit, to which they are strongly bolted ; their 
upper ends are firmly secured to the engine bedplate by ad- 
justable stools and _ boits. 

The discharge from the pump worked by high-pressure 
piston is into the delivery chamber of the pump worked by 
the low-pressure piston, from whence it enters the force 
main. Similarly the suction main connects with the low- 
pressure pump inlet chamber, with which the inlet chamber 
of the high-pressure pump is connected. 


Each pump consists of three principal sections, viz. : the 
upper chamber, forming the air vessel and containing the 
delivery valves ; middle chamber, containing the suction 
valves ; and lower or inlet chaniber which is constructed to 
form a vacuum chamber. 


The pump valves consist of thin flat rings of composition, 
working over annular openings in the valve seats and closed 
by springs. 

The pedestals for the main beam pin and crank shaft 
journals are formed in the engine bedplate, and are all in the 
same horizontal plane. : 
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The main framing for supporting the steam cylinders con- 
sists of two massive columns forming the crosshead guides 
and five auxiliary columns, all of which have their bases 
bolted to the bedplate and their caps to the entablature. 


The steam distribution is effected by Corliss valves and 
valve gear, with separate eccentrics for the inlet and exhaust 
Beats) 

The cylinders are thoroughly steam-jacketed on sides and 
ends, and the exhaust from the high-pressure cylinder enters 
a reheater filled with tubes containing high-pressure steam, 
on its way to the low-pressure cylinder. 

All heated surfaces are thoroughly protected from radiation 
by approved non-conductors and handsome black walnut 
lagging. 

The condensing apparatus is of the jet type, with a double- 
acting horizontal air pump worked from the beam. 

There is a cast-iron gallery surrounding the cylinder 
bases, which is provided with a polished brass handrail and 
finished wrought-iron stanchions; the gallery is reached by 
an iron stair at the low-pressure end of the engine. 


he leading dimensions of the engine are: 


The high-pressure cylinder is bored 21 inches and the low- 
pressure cylinder 42 inches diameter, with 4-foot stroke of 
pistons. 

The upper pump plungers are turned 142 inches and the 
lower plungers 21 inches diameter, with a stroke of 4 feet. 

The radius of the beam is 51 inches to centres of link and 
connecting-rod attachments, and 17 inches to centre of pin 
working air pump. 

The air pump is 163 inches diameter by 16 inches stroke. 


The horizontal distance between centres of cylinders and 
pumps is 8 feet, ditto between centres of main beam pin, 
and crank shaft 10 feet 8,°, inches.

WHITEHALL POND. 


Last June plans and specifications were prepared for a 
new dam at the outlet of Whitehall pond, for the purpose of 
increasing the storage capacity of the pond, but on account 
of complications arising by reason of the proposed taking of 
the supply systems by the State, nothing was done. It is 
now so evident, however, that the proposed increased 
storage of Whitehall pond is necessary that the construction 
of the new dam should be no longer delayed. 


CORROSION OF PIPES BY ELECTROLYSIS. 


The investigations of the effect of electrolysis upon the 
water-pipes have been continued during the year, under 
the supervision of Messrs. Stone & Webster, and in brief 
the results arrived at are as follows: 
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Witiiam Jackson, Coty Engineer, Boston, Mass. : 


DEAR Sir: In our reports for the years 1893 and 1894 
we considered the theory of electrolytic corrosion of water- 
pipes, giving detailed accounts of the experiments we were 

carrying on, and of our methods of investigation. 

For the past year we have spent a ereat deal of time in 
taking hydrant readings in almost every part of the city 
where electric-car tracks are located, and have already made 
three minor reports on the work. 

During the summer of 1895 we confined our investigations 
to the most thickly-settled portion of the city, and along the 
car lines extending into the suburbs. These investigations 
showed that the electrical condition of the pipes had changed 
for the better. Readings taken at the service-pipe stations, 
which we installed in 1894, as described in our report for 
that year, showed also that there has been a marked 
improvement. 

In the fall we confined our investigations to the district 
about Brighton. Here in one locality we found slight indi- 

cations of electrolytic corrosion, and in our report for 
November we suggested the remedy of bending the pipes to 
the tracks at a point on Cambridge street. 

Pe) Wa ing to the fact that the gr ound was frozen, and to the 
unfavorable condition of the weather, we were unable to 
renew electrolytic investigations until the last of March. 
Since that time, however, we have made careful. investiga- 
tions in Charlestown and. East Boston, and have found no 
indications of danger in these districts. This result is in 
accordance with the observations made last summer. At the 
time of writing this report we are carrying on investigations 
in South Boston, the indications being that there are some 
points of danger ; ; but we have not arrived at conclusions 
sufhiciently definite to be incorporated here. 

The electrical conditions of the pipes is in the main im- 
proving, showing that measures have been taken to lessen 
the possibility of corrosion. Notwithstanding this improve- 
ment, there are districts which are not. entirely free from 
electrolytic action; and, moreover, there is always liability 
to corrosion at isolated points, as well as the ever-present 
danger due to deterioration of rail bonds and supplementary 
return wires.

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DISTRIBUTION. 


On the Cochituate works 261 miles of pipe were laid and 
21 miles abandoned, making a net increase of 23.1 miles 
and a total of 595.9 miles now connected with the system. 

A 20-inch main for the supply of Brighton was laid as far 
as Brighton avenue early in the season, ‘and was in service in 
June. 

The 30-inch main for the South Boston low service was 
extended from Washington Village, through Dorchester 
avenue and D street, as far as Congress street, a length of 
8,373 feet. 

For the improvement of the high service in Roxbury and 
Dorchester, the 48-inch, 42-inch, and a part of the 36-inch 
lines, recommended in 1894, were laid during the year; the 
48-inch pipe extends from the junction of Fisher avenue and 
Boylston street through Boylston, Walnut, and Washington 
streets in Brookline, and through Huntington avenue, to 
Heath street, a length of 8,290 feet ; 7,965 feet of this were 
laid by contract. “At Heath street the pipe is divided into 
42-inch and 36-inch lines ; the 42-inch pipe continues through 
Huntington avenue, Clarendon street, Newbury street, the 
Public Garden and the Common, to Park street. Connection 
is made with the 20-inch high-service pipe in Huntington 
avenue, at Wait and Gainsboro’ streets. On the Common, 
after connecting with the 20-inch high-service pipe, the 42- 
inch line is reduced to 30 inches. Opposite Temple place 
the 30-inch pipe is again reduced to 16-inch and _ con- 
tinued to Park street. The length of 42-inch pipe laid was 
15,478 feet, of which 9,186 feet were laid by contract. Water 
was let on to the 48 and 42 inch lines as far as Wait street 
on October 20, 1895. 

From Huntington avenue and Heath street the 86-inch 
_line runs through Heath street as far as Parker street, and is 
connected with the 24-inch high-service pipe at Hayden street 
and at Parker street. These new lines have given an in- 
creased pressure in Roxbury and Dorchester, of nine and six 
pounds ‘respectively at times of minimum pressure; when 
the water was turned on, Parker-Hill Reservoir quickly filled 
up, and was shut off to prevent overflowing. It is now out 
of service, and will be maintained as a reserve reservoir for 
use in emergency. 

A small pumping-plant has been established on Wayne 
street, at Blue Hill avenue, to improve the service in ‘the 
Elm-Hill district. 

The distributing mains connected with the Mystic works 


U 
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have been extended 4.9 miles, and 7.4 miles have been 
relaid. The total length now in service is 178.6 miles. 

There has been an increase of 242 in the number of 
hydrants connected with the Cochituate works, making a 
total now in use of 6,459. 

On the Mystic works 97 hydrants have been added, and 
the total now in use is 1,543. 

260 petitions for main pipe have been reported upon, and 
88 contracts for rock excavation have been made. 

Various profiles have been made, levels taken, and lines 
and grades furnished for the main-pipe laying. 

All pipe laid has been located and plotted on the plans, 

. During a severe spell of cold weather in January the pipes 
between the islands in the harbor were frozen, and burst in a 
number of places. Service between Moon and Long Islands 

as at once reéstublished by laying a 2-inch lead pipe, and 
as soon as practicable contracts were awarded for laying 
6-inch pipe, with Ward’s flexible joints, between Long and 
Moon Islands and Long and Gallop’s Islands. In each 
case the pipes were laid in a trench excavated 6 feet deep 
between mean high-water marks. After the lines were tested 
the trenches were carefully back-filled. A contract has also 
been awarded for laying a 4-inch flexible pipe from Long 
Island to Rainsford Island. This work is now in progress. 
Appended to this report will be found the usual tables of 
rainfall, consumption, ete., for the past year, and in addition, 
tables are given of the rainfall, rainfall collected, and per- 
centage collected on the Cochituate water-shed since 1863, 
on the Sudbury-river water-shed since 1875, and on the 
Mystic water-shed since 1878. These will be found valuable 
for future reference.

Hon. Jostan Quincy, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir: I respectfully submit the second annual report 
covering the expenses of and work done by the Wire Depart- 
ment from February 1, 1895, to February 1, 1896. 

On the first day of February, 1895, almost all the under- 
ground work was done in the district prescribed for 1894, 
and a large proportion of the overhead wires removed. The 
balance of the overhead wires was removed during Feb- 
ruary, March, and April, following, and the work of placing 
the wires underground in the prescribed district for 1895 
commenced in the latter month. 

The 1895 district covered that portion of the city bounded 
by the line which marks the boundary of the prescribed 
district for 1894, running from the junction of Ferdinand 
and Tremont streets, through Tremont street to LaGrange 
street, through LaGrange street to Washington street, across 
Washington street to Beach street, through Beach street to 
Kingston street, through Kingston street to Essex street, 
through Essex street to the water front; commencing at this 
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point, the line will run along the Harbor Commissioners’ 
line to the point of division between Foster’s and Rowe’s 
wharves, thence to and across Atlantic avenue, along Broad, 
Franklin, Washington, Bromfield, Tremont, Park, Beacon, 
Charles streets, across Boylston street, Park square, along — 
Columbus avenue, Ferdinand street, Castle square, to the 
point of beginning. 

The work of building the electrical subways in this dis- 
trict has been completed. Most of the owners have removed 
all their overhead wires, cables, poles, etc., and by the 
middle of February all the overhead wires should be re- 
moved. In addition to the completion of the work of the 
1894 district, and the building of the underground con- 
duits in the 1895 district, removal of wires, etc., about 
134,000 feet of duct have been laid and a large amount of 
wire removed in that section of the city where the work is 
to be done during 1896. 

The district prescribed for the year 1896 is that portion 
of the underground territory bounded by the line which 
marks the boundary of, the prescribed district for 1895, 
running from the junction of Tremont and Bromfield strects, 
through Bromfield street to Washington street, through 
Washington street to Franklin street, through Franklin 
street to Broad street, through Broad street to and across 
Atlantic avenue to the dividing line between Foster’s and 
Rowe’s wharves, thence along this line to the water front; 
commencing at this point, the line -will run along the 
Harbor Commissioners’ line to the extension of the line 
of Hanover street, thence along and through Hanover 
street to Commercial street, through Commercial. street to 
Causeway street, through Causeway street to Charlestown 
street, through Charlestown street and Haymarket square to 
Washington street, through Washington street to Hanover 
street, through Hanover street to Tremont row, and through 
Tremont row and Tremont street to the point of beginning 
at Bromfield street. 

Sheet No.1 is a map of that part of the city affected by 
the underground act, the area of which is 46,415,000 square 
feet. It also shows the districts prescribed for 1894, 1895, 
and 1896, containing 8,306,000, 9,125,000, and 11,480,660 
square feet, respectively, or a total of 28,911,660 square feet, 
leaving 17,503,340 square feet of the underground territory 
unprescribed as yet by the Wire Department. The streets in

of the whole territory in which the law said the wires should 
be placed underground before 1900. The area of the 1896 
district is about one-fourth of the whole. 

The Wire Department was organized August 4, 1894, and 
on January 1, 1896, one-half, if not more, of the whole 
work of removing poles and wires and building electrical 
subways was completed. It is fair, under these conditions, 
to assume that on January 1, 1898, the work of burying the 
‘ wires will be practically completed, and the requirements of 
the law anticipated. by at least two years. 

The work in the prescribed district for 1895 has been par- 
ticularly difficult, because it is the section of the city where 
traffic is most congested, and where the greatest amount. of 
overhead wire, cables, poles, structures, etc., was located. 

I submit a detailed report, the result of a survey made by 
the Wire Department of all the wires, etc., in that district.

Of the total amount of overhead wire on poles and on fix- 
tures abcut one-half was “dead,” the proportion being about 
the same as was found in the district for 1894. The con- 
struction was bad and in many cases absolutely dangerous. 

The conduit construction is similar to that of 1894. The 
main conduit consists of wrought-iron cement-lined pipe, 
three. inches in diameter on the inside, laid in concrete, and 
opening into manholes constructed of brick and located at 
convenient places. From the manholes wrought-iron pipes 
are connected to the points of service. The separation of the 
low-tension from the high-tension systems has been carried 
out, wherever possible, by placing them upon different 
streets or upon opposite sides of the same street. There 
were some cases in which it was found necessary to place 
high and low tension ducts in the same-trench. Particular 
' precautions were taken in those cases to keep the two 
systems distinct, especially as regards. manholes. In all 
instances where it was practicable, the various companies 
occupied the same trench, and the streets were opened only 
once. 

The accidents that have occurred in the electrical sub- 
ways from leaky gas and other causes have been compara- 
tively. few, and none of them fatal, — a fact which speaks 
well for the present condition of the underground system. 

As regards electrolysis, which is the cause of considerable 
trouble to underground cables, pipes, etc., in other cities, 
Boston appears to be almost exempt from it. The precau- 
tions taken by the New England Telephone & Telegraph 
Company, and followed by others, have minimized the dangers 
from this source. The method adopted is to connect. elec- 
trically the lead sheathing of all cables within the district 
affected by electrolysis to the return cables of the railroad 
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circuits. The recent extensive improvements made by the ~ 
railroad company in the joints of its rails and the increased 
size of the rails and return cables have also helped to bring 
about this good result. I am of the opinion that, even with 
all the precautions taken, there is still danger from elec- 
trolysis, which constant care alone can prevent.

A detailed report is here submitted, which shows the 
overhead wire removed, and the electrical subway work done 
in the district for 1895, up to February 1, 1896, also in the 
city’as a whole. 


West Enp Srreet Ramway ComMPANy. 


During the months of February and March this company 
completed the drawing of cable into the conduits built in 
1894. It consisted of 24,855 feet of lead-covered feed 
cable, 44,955 feet of unsheathed return cable, and 3,400 feet 
of telephone cable. The feed cable used was of two kinds, 
viz., paper-insulated and fibre-insulated, each having a cross- 
section of 500,000 cir. mils of copper. 

The conduit work for this year was completed July 7 
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The work was done by the National Conduit Manufacturing 
Company, and consisted of a sixteen-duct main conduit on 
Otis street, Winthrop square, and Devonshire street, from 
Summer street to Dock square; a four-duct branch conduit 
on Summer street, from Otis street to Federal street; and a 
branch conduit on Summer street, across Washington street, 
and on Winter street, from Otis street to Tremont street, 
containing five ducts: from Otis street to Washington 
street, and four ducts across Washington street and on 
Winter street. The character of the construction is rsa 
the same as that of 1894. 

The feed cable drawn into these ducts is fibre-insulated, 
made and drawn in by the Standard Underground Cable 
Company. The work was completed December 4, and con- 
sisted of the drawing-in of nine cables along the main line to 
Dock square, two on Summer street, from Otis street to 
Washington street, and one the remainder of the way. ‘The 
cross-section of copper in the return cables drawn in is: 


1,500,000 cir. mils on main line to Dock square, and on 
Summer street from Otis street to Washington 
street. , | 

633,000 cir. mils on Summer street, from Otis street to 
Federal street and on Winter street. 
900,000 cir. mils across Washington street. 


These cables are unsheathed 500,000 c. m., 300,000 ec. m., 
and No. 0000 B. & S. gauge. <A four-pair paper-insulated 
telephone cable, for use in connection with the operation 
of the underground system, has been drawn in along the 
lines of conduit, and provided with means of connection in 
the manholes and at the points of feeding. 

A terminal pole with nine feeders has been established at 
Dock square, single connections made at Federal and Tre- 
mont streets, and a double connection at Washington street. 

At places convenient to the rails, connections between 
them and the return cables in the manholes have been made 
with insulated cables laid in the soil. 

All underground cables have been protected by lightning 
arresters placed at the junctions with overhead lines. 

One accident has occurred on the system laid this year, 
viz., the burn-out of the Dock square terminal poles (See 
Appendix A.) 

All the work of this year, including the roca of over- 
head feeders and some guard wires, was completed before 
January 1, 1896. About one-half of it was beyond the 
boundary of the 1895 district. 
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The underground work done during the year comprised : 


4,128 feet of trench. 
42,132 feet of duct. 
130,418 feet of cable drawn in. 
17 manholes built. 
13 service connections. 


Boston Evectric Ligut Company. 
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The duct used in the conduits is cement-lined almost ex- 
clusively, while that in the distribution system is wrought- 
iron. The construction differs from that of last year only 


in the use of a distribution system. 


Most of the work of 


this year was done by the company itself. The cables em- 
ployed are rubber-insulated and fibre-insulated.

Boston PoticeE DrraRTMENT (SIGNAL SERVICE). 


During this year the Police Department has connected its 
boxes and houses, within the prescribed districts of 1894 and 
1895, by an underground system. The work has also been 
considerably extended into the district prescribed for the year 
1896. All of Police Division 4 and that portion of Division 
5 which lies north of Dover and Berkeley streets are at 
present operated underground, and a large section of Divis- 
ion 2 has been supplied with underground ducts and cables. 

In addition to the setting up of new signal posts, the 
work done comprises : 


2,530 feet of trench. 
5,568 feet of duct. 
53,0095 feet of cable drawn in. 
63 service connections. 
6 manholes built. 


Connections have been made to the systems of the New 
England Telephone & Telegraph Company, the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, and the combination of small 
companies at several places, and the ducts in these conduits 
utilized. 

The work of construction was done by Messrs. Donovan 
& Brock. 

The conduit consists mainly of 2-inch wrought-iron tubing, 
with screw couplings, and the ordinary brick manholes. 
The cables are lead-covered, of two sizes, viz., 6-conductor 
and 7-conductor, and drawn in by the Safety Insulated Wire 
Company. ‘The sheaths have been protected against elec- 
trolysis by connections to the ground cable of the West End 
street railway system. 

The underground construction has been confined princi- 
pally to the following streets :

The underground construction has been confined princi- 
pally to the following streets :

In addition to its own system, this department uses ducts 
of the Police Department, New England Telephone & Tele- 
eraph Company, Western Union Telegraph Company, and 
the combination of small companies. 

On Appleton street a special iron-armored duct and iron 
manhole of the Cummings & Engelman Conduit Company 
were placed. With this exception, wrought-iron and cement- 
lined pipe were used almost exclusively. 

Lead-covered cables of Kerite, Clark, and Okonite manu- 
facture, containing 10, 19, 37, od 61 eOnicenes have been 
drawn in. The sheaths have been protected against elec- 
trolysis by connection with the return cable of -the West 
End street railway system. 

Work was completed about November 16, and comprised :

Twelve special boxes of the Boston Auxiliary Fire Alarm

Flolmes Electric Protective Company. — This company 
has drawn into the conduit owned by the combination of 
small companies 5,626 feet of cable and 8,640 feet of wire. 
The underground work is complete. 

There remain 50,000 feet of overhead wire in the 1894 
district. 

United Telegram Company. — This company has drawn 
2,294 feet of cable and 200 feet of single wire into the under- 
eround ducts owned by the combination of small companies. 
The underground work is complete. 

There are 8,000 feet of overhead wire to be removed. 

Stock Quotation Telegraph Company. — The only under- 
eround .work done this year was conduit construction in 
combination with the other small companies. No cable is to 
be drawn in the 1895 district for the present. 

There are 6,000 feet of overhead wire to be removed. 

Boston Auxiliar y Eire Alarm Company. — Twelve 
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special boxes have been connected this year to the under- 
ground system of the Boston Fire Department, which owns 
the connections, cables, ete. 

All overhead wire has been removed from the district. 

Commercial Cable Company. — The work done this year 
consisted merely in placing a submarine cable across the Charles 
river at Warren bridge, to be used in connection with the 
underground cables of the Postal Telegraph Cable Company. 

The cable laid is a 10-conductor cable, 370 feet in length, 
made by the Standard Underground Cable Company. 

There were no overhead wires in the 1895 district. 

Suburban Light and Power Company. — This company 
has done no underground work this year, but will utilize a 
very small portion of the Boston Electric Light Company’s 
system for the purpose of putting in a short length ofu nder- 
ground cable. 

There are 3,000 feet of overhead wire to be removed from 
the district. 

Brookline Gas Light Company. — The work done con- 
sists of 3 service connections, all outside the limits of the 
underground territory. The construction employed is the 
common form of lead-covered cable in iron pipe. In one 
case a concentric cable was used. 

This company owned no overhead wires in the 1895 district. 

Quincy Market Cold Storage Company. — In October, 
1895, while laying underground brine pipes, this company, — 
ander permit from the Board of Aldermen, laid creosoted 
wood ducts below the pipes in the trench. The ducts are 4 
in number, protected by a mixture of cork and tar, and 
extending from the company’s place of business, through 
Richmond street, Commercial street, and Kustern avenue ‘to 
their storehouse on Sargent’s wharf. It is the intention to 
use the ducts for electric lighting cables some time in the 
future. No manholes were built. The work is outside the 
1895 district, and contains 5,880 feet of duct. 

There were no overhead wires in the 1895 district. rs 

Boston & Albany Lailroad Company. — On June 9, 
three galvanized-iron pipes were laid across Lehigh street 
and Utica street, also one pipe across Kneeland street. 
Lead-covered cables for one electric-clock and two are-light- 
ing circuits were placed June 21 and 22. . All work was 
done by the company, and comprised : 


400 feet of 2-inch pipe. 
325 feet of 1-inch pipe. 
880 feet of arc-lighting cable. 
480 feet of clock-circuit cable. 
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The overhead wires were exclusively in the 1894 district, 
and were all removed. 

D. Websier King. — The work done consisted of laying 
underground pipe and cable for electric motor service. One 
pipe was laid across Hamilton street at Wendell street, and 
two at Franklin street, and two cables drawn in each place. 
The duct used is 4-inch wrought-iron pipe. The cable 
employed is lead-covered and fibre-insulated. 

The length of pipe laid for electrical purposes is 240 feet, 
and the length of cable drawn 320 feet. The work was com- 
pleted December 16, and the system is now in operation. 

The overhead wires have been removed. 

C. A. & J. G. Damon. — Two iron pipes were laid on 
Providence street and Park square, from the Hotel Thorn- 
dike to No. 88 Park square. Into these were drawn one 
No. 1 and two No. 4 B. & S. gauge cables for incandescent 
lighting, and one 3-pair telephone cable, all lead-covered. 

‘The work was completed April 29, and comprised : 


388 feet of duct. 
630 feet of lighting cable. 
210 feet of telephone cable. 


City of Boston — Public Institutions Department. — The 
underground work of this year on Long Island (Boston Har- 
bor) is for incandescent lighting purposes. The work of 
inspection has not yet been completed, but it is estimated 
that there are in all 1,200 feet of cable laid. The lead- 
covered cables are laid in the soil, and the insulated wires 
placed in a wooden boxing. Some of the work is a tempo- 
rary arrangement. 

John Stetson. —On March 6, 1895, three 500,000 c. m. 
lead-covered cables and one telephone cable were drawn into 
a large iron pipe previously laid across Washington street. 
The cables connect with the plant at No. 17 Hayward place, 
and supply the incandescent lamps of the Park Theatre. Of 
lighting cable 216 feet and of telephone cable 72 feet were 
drawn. 

A. J. Houghton & Company. — About 1,200 feet of insu- 
lated wire for incandescent lighting was strung on insulators 
in an underground brick tunnel extending between the build- 
ings of the company and crossing Halleck street, Roxbury. 

Frederick Ruisseau & Son.— The work consisted of plac- 
ing insulated wires in a pipe previously laid for another 
purpose under the sidewalk at No. 1041 Washington street. 
The object was the illumination of a clock on a post near 
the curb. 
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The insulated wires are run in circular-loom and vulea 
tubing within the pipe and the post. 

There were no overhead wires to be removed. 

The following parties have removed their overhead wires 
from the district: Bradley Fertilizer Co., City Messenger, 
Skinner & Bartlett, Home Savings Bank, A. F. Chadbourne, 
Coburn Bros., J. ‘AG Williams, Bay State Trust Co., Boston 
Clearing House, American Press Ass’n, Hallett Bros., Zie- 
eler Bros., H. C. Hunt & Co., C. W. Hamilton, New Eng- 
land Telg.

The Wire Department removed the wires belonging to R.

J. Faxon, E.S. Hamlin, Tremont Theatre, D.S. McDonald, 
and the Walker plant are on private property. 


OVERHEAD ELECTRICAL CONSTRUCTION. 


All overhead wires in the city have been inspected as 
often as was possible with the small number of men in charge 
of this work. 

Special attention was given to the proper fusing of wires 
where they enter buildings, so. that there is a marked im- 
provement in the condition of the lines in this respect. 

The overhead electrical construction shows a decided 
improvement during the past year, especially as regards the 

overhead distribution wires in the 1894 and 1895 districts. 

The overhead division have during the year inspected 400 
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poles, 701 fixtures, 156 lamps, 56,700 feet of cable, and 
4,649,210 feet of wire. Defects to the number of 15,889 
have been found. ‘The owners have been notified and have 
corrected a very large proportion of them. 

A plan of the 1895 district, showing roof and street con- 
struction, has been prepared, similar to that covering the 
1894 district. It shows the location and ownership of all 
fixtures, poles, and wires. 

In the whole city there are, according to the plans on file 
in the office of the Wire Department, 12,979 poles. Of the 
detailed amount of wire I am unable to give a correct esti- 
mate. In the city proper, north of Dover and Berkeley 
streets, there were from 65,000,000 to 75,000,000 feet of 
overhead wire..

The work of this division has increased largely over that 
of last year. It has been impossible to properly inspect old 
electrical work, owing to the large increase of new work. 
This division has been seriously handicapped by the small 
number of the force. : 

Special attention has been given to the inspection of 
temporary wiring for electrical effects in theatres‘and on the 
outside of buildings. All hotels, theatres, and large-area 
buildings have also been inspected. ‘Tests of the insulation 
of the wiring of theatres and halls have been made, and in 
a number of instances the wiring has’ been found to be in 
a dangerous condition. These detects have been rectified. 


The Wire Department has been impeded in its work by the 


fact that contractors, under the law, are not compelled to 


notify the department before commencing to instal electric 
light or power wiring, neither are electric companies pre- 
vented from turning on a current until the new wiring is 
approved. I would recommend that the law be so amended 
as to correct these evils. 

All fires and accidents caused, or supposed to be caused, 
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by electricity have been investigated. The total number 
vas 91. They are classified as follows:

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As a result of the accidents, 1 man was killed, 13 received 
severe shocks, bad burns, or were otherwise severely in- 
jured, 3 were slightly injured, and 2 horses killed. 

Of the fires, 4 were caused by abnormal currents entering 
buildings over low potential wires, due to crosses on outside 
overhead wires, 8 were due to defective or unsuitable appli- 
ances, 3 to currents entering buildings over pipes. Of the 
balanee, all but 2 were on old work. 

A detailed account of the fires and accidents is submitted 
in Appendix A. Particular attention is directed to the 
fires which occurred Novembet 28 and 29 in the building 
owned: and occupied by Mr. R. C. Winthrop, Jr. I submit 
plan, Sheet No. 3, explanatory of the conditions which led 
to the fire. The system which caused the fire was not con- 
structed under the supervision of the Wire Department. 


REMOVAL OF DEAD AND ABANDONED WIRES, ETC. 


The amount of dead and abandoned wires, poles, fixtures, 
etc., removed, has increased over that of 1894. By the 
force of the department the following work has been done: 

Supervision of the removal, by the various owners, of the 
overhead wires, poles, and fixtures from the 1895 district 
and elsewhere. 

The removal of 2,740,425 feet of wire, and of all aban- 
doned fixtures. Of the wire, 1,256,000 feet were from the 
1895 district. | 

All second alarms of fire have been responded to, and fires 
caused by overhead wires investigated. 


* In addition to the above list, there were 28 burn-outs on the underground system 
of the Edison Company reported to the Wire Department. 
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All requests made by the Fire Department, electrical com- 
panies, or citizens for the removal of dangerous electrical 
conditions have been attended to. 

Of the dead and abandoned wire taken down by the Wire 
Department; 114,225 fect have been retained as good. 

Chapter, 228 of the Acts of 1895 has been enforced as far 
as was possible. Under this statute the Commissioner of 
Wires is the sole judge of what constitutes proper insulation 
of poles and posts used for the transmission of electricity. 
The use of iron poles for high potential currents has been 
condemned. All individuals and corporations using them 
have been notified, and in most cases they have substituted 
wooden ones, or have agreed to abandon their iron poles or 
place their wires underground. Several styles of pole have 
been submitted to the Commissioner of Wires by the Lamp 
Department, which is the department that has charge of the 
city’s poles, but they have not met with approval. Under 
the head of Appendix E will be found the results in detail of 
the tests of these poles. 

The present iron poles owned by the city, and used for the 
support of arc lights, or the carrying of high tension wires, 
are a menace and a danger, especially to human life. No 
time should be lost in properly insulating them. I am of 
the opinion that this can be done at a small expense. ‘ 

Photographs representing the overhead wire construction 
in the city proper have been taken by the Wire Department. 
They will show the condition of the streets and housctops 
before and after the removal of the wires. I submit photo- 
eraphic views of a few sections of the 1895 district which 
have been cleared: Park square, Columbus avenue, looking 
north, and Atlantic avenue. One set, representing the streets 
encumbered with wires, was taken January 1, 1895; the other, 
after the wires and poles were removed, January 8, 1896. 

I also submit a photographic view, representing the man- 
ner in which the Fire Department was obstructed in putting 
out fires previous to the operations of the underground act. 
The picture was taken immediately after the fire. 

Plans of all pole locations, underground subways, records 
of tests of conductors, all surveys made of the overhead 
wires, fixtures, etc., are on file in the office of the’ Wire 
Department. 

The small companies — messenger, burglar alarm, auxil- 
iary fire alarm, etc. — have perfected their plans, which were 
formulated in 1894, and have combined together in the build- 
ing of an electrical subway, each retaining one duct for its 
wires, and all using the manholes in common. Their under- 
ground conduits are to be completed as far north as State 


~ 
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street. As I stated in my report for 1894, it was the inten- 
tion to allow them certain temporary exemptions under 
chapter 454 of the Acts of 1894, for overhead wires, such ex- 
emptions to consist of permits to run a few wires temporarily 
over narrow streets which are not main thoroughfares; i 
cases of extreme emergency more liberal permits to be 
allowed, but none to.cross such streets as Washington, Tre- 
mont, Columbus avenue, State, or where electric cars run. 
They were to be limited in all cases, except in emergency, 
to two wires.

SUBWAYS. 


There are in the city 2,625, 247 feet of underground duct, 
of which 1,123,567 feet are for electric lighting and power 
purposes, il 343,598 feet for telephone and telegraph, and 
158,082 feet for signalling and miscellaneous purposes. 

The number of feet of cable in these ducts is 2,452,457. 
The amount of this cable employed for telephone and tele- 
graph purposes is 732,148, containing, approximately, 150,- 
300,000 feet of wire. The power and lighting cables are 
1,562,885 feet in length. For miscellaneous electrical pur- 
poses, 157,429 feet of underground cable, containing about 
Te oto L feet of wire, are employed. 

The use of electricity has increased during the last year 
very materially, and the construction has “improved. It 
could be improved far more were there a larger number of 
Inspectors in the department. Y

FIRES AND ACCIDENTS. 


ACCIDENTS. 


February 17. An explosion, by which the manhole covers were 
thrown about ten or fifteen feet into the air, occurred in the New 
England Telephone & Telegraph Company’s manhole on Harrison 
avenue, at Way street. It was caused by gases ignited by a spark 
from sneak currents on sheaths of cables. <A test made by the 
Wire Department, previous to the explosion, showed a difference 
of potential between the various cable sheaths, and between the 
sheaths and the ground, varying from .05 to 2 volts. 

February 18. <A violent explosion, accompanied by smoke and 
flame, occurred in the West End Street Railway Company’s man- 
hole on Albany street, near Troy street. ‘The manhole cover was 
thrown about fifty feet into the air, and broken. It was caused 
by sparks from a current of electricity (which passed over the 
cable sheaths and into the ground cable) igniting gas which had 
collected in the manhole. 

February 18. An explosion occurred in the West End Street 
Railway Company’s manhole at Dover street, caused by the effects 
of the explosion on Albany street, referred to above. The manhole 
cover was thrown eight or ten feet into the air. 

March 4. At the corner of State and Congress streets, Timothy 
Crimmens, a lineman in the employ of the West End Street Rail- 
way Company, was slightly injured on the neck by being caught 
between two feed-wires. Hook and Ladder 8 was called by tele- 
phone to the scene. 

May 10. While at work in the basement of No. 156 Tremont 
street, Alonzo Allen, in the employ of Woodbury & Leighton, 
had one of his hands severely burned by a short-circuit on electric 
light service-wires of the Edison Electric Hluminating Company 
entering the basement. Desiring to get the wires out of the way, 
Mr. Allen attempted to cut them off by setting them against the 
upper end of a hatchet, and striking them with a hammer. He 
succeeded in cutting off two, but in cutting the third a short- 
circuit was made by the blade of the hatchet. 

May 27. John Newcomb, an employee of the Boston Electric 
Light Company, while at work on primary alternating current 
wires on the outside wall of the building Nos. 36-38-40 Columbus 
avenue, had the thumb of the right and one finger of the left 
hand badly burned by an electric shock, which also caused him to 
fall ten or fifteen feet to the roof of No, 42 Columbus avenue. 
The fali resulted ina scalp wound. The accident was caused by 
his aceidentally making contact with both poles of the circuit at 
the same time. 
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June 24, An employee of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany, named Fastbender, while painting in their storage battery 
room in Bumstead court, had his face and one arm badly burned as 
a result of a short-circuit which was caused by the binding-wire, or 
metal, of the brush he was using coming in contact with both 
poles of the battery at the same time. 7 

July 8. Lineman Egan, of the Postal Telegraph Cable Com- 
pany, while standing on the iron guard of a skylight, rear No. 90 . 
Massachusetts avenue, made a contact with his: hand with a bare ~ 
joint of a high-potential wire of an alternating circuit of the 
Boston Electric Light Company, while in the act of reaching to 
fasten the wires on which he was working, and was thrown to the 
ground, —a distance of some twenty-five feet. He had both legs 
broken, forefinger of right hand burned, and was bruised over the 
left eye. 

J ae 16. William Cutter, an employee of the Walworth Manu- 
facturing Company, while working on the roof of No. 31 Milk 
street, had occasion to cross an iron bridge about fourteen feet 
above the roof. His foot shpped, and he caught hold of a° high- 
potential wire of the Boston Electric Light Company to steady 
himself, thereby grounding the current through his body, and 
burning the inside of his hand. Being unable to free himself 
from the wire, he was pulled away by a companion. 

July 20. Two horses attached to a Union Square (Somerville) 
horse-car were killed opposite No. 2 Charlestown street by a 
trolley wire falling on them. 

September 16. J. Harvey Ryan, an employee of the West End 
Street Railway Company, received a severe shock, and had both 
hands burned, at Dock square, the result of a short-circuit between 
the core and sheath of cable, which was caused by a monkey- 
wrench in his hand. ' | 

October 1. Mr. Pierce Kent, a dynamo tender, while standing 
on a step-ladder in the Gilbert-place station of the Boston Electric 
Light Company, engaged in making a change at the are switch- 
board, received a very severe shock, and was thrown to the floor. 
His hands were very badly burned, each losing part of a finger, 
besides having a bad burn on the inside of one and a hole almost 
through the other. 

October 14. A burn-out of a 500-volt circuit occurred in the 
Boston Electric Light Company’s standpipe at No. 387 Harvard — 
street. It was caused by the grounded condition of the overhead 
portion of the circuit, and a defect in the insulation and lead 
sheath of the cable in the standpipe. | 

October 17. At the corner of High street and High-st. place, a 
workman drove his pick through the fire-alarm cable to Box 44. 

October 19. While Police Signal Service linemen were erect- 
ing a standpipe at the pole situated at the corner of Tremont and 
Waltham streets, the rope with which it was being hoisted slipped 
off the pipe, and the latter dropped on the guard and trolley wires 
of the street railway, causing two stretches of railway wires to 
fall to the ground, ruining about fifty feet of Police Department 


cable, and resulting in more or less severe shocks to several line- 
men. 
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October 26. Michael T. Donahue, while trimming an are lamp 
fed by isolated plant on the premises of No. 641. Washington 
street, received a severe shock, which threw him to the floor, “and 
had the end of one finger burned. Donahue so placed his ladder 
in position that a copper wire, strung for display purposes between 
two iron posts or pillars, rested on top of it, and while one of his 


- hands was in contact with a carbon-holder he placed the other on 


this wire, thereby forming part of a derived circuit to ground. 
November 12. Bernard McAvena lost his life while painting 
an iron chimney in the city greenhouse yards, Massachusetts ave- 
nue. In close proximity to the chimney was an iron Bee on which 
were wires of a primary alternating circuit of about 2,000 volts 


_ pressure. The ends of the wires were looped around the insu- 


lator, carried back, and twisted on to the wires themselves, leav- 
ing the ends of the copper bare of insulation. 

To paint the chimney, a ladder was placed against it, one end 
resting against the top. 

No difficulty was experienced by McAvena and his companion 
in painting the upper portion of the chimney while standing on 
the ladder, but, as they descended, the distance between them and 
the chimney increased, and made it difficult to reach it from the 
ladder. The top section being painted, McAvena was about to 
begin on the one below it, and stepped from the ladder to the top 
cross-arm ofthe pole. Holding on to the ladder with one hand, 
he was evidently measuring the distance from where he stood to 
the chimney with the other hand. He then attempted to return 
to the ladder, and_in doing so placed one hand on the top cross- 
arm, his feet resting on the one below it. He then placed his left 
foot on one round of the ladder, and, in order to assist in swing- 
ing his whole weight on the ladder, grasped with his left hand 
one of the primary wires. The strain he exerted to regain his 
position on the ladder caused his hand to slip along the insulating 
covering of the wire until that portion of the flesh between his 
thumb and forefinger came in contact with the bare end of the 
copper wire. This established a connection between the active 
wire and the ground through the vital parts of his body, viz., the 
heart and lungs, from hand to hand, and thence through the ir on 
cross-arm and pole. 

As the fact that this circuit was grounded could not be estab- 
lished, it was evident that there must be some other cause for 
Mr. McAvena’s death. This being an alternating circuit, there 
was but one other cause to seek, viz., self-induction. In this acci- 
dent the wire of the cable was the inner plate of a large con- 
denser, while the earth and air formed the outer one. When 
McAvena touched the iron pole with one hand, and the wire with 
the other, he connected the inner and outer plates of this con- 
denser, and the current was discharged from one plate to the other, 
but in opposite directions. The charge that passed from the earth 
to the wire was returned when the current was reversed, and at 
each reversal of current a charge was sent from wire to earth or 
from earth to wire through the man’s body. 

November 14. While working at the West End Street Railway 
terminal pole on Devonshire street, near Adams square, Mr. J. 
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Harvey Ryan was severely burned. The accident happened in 
this way: Running up the sides of the pole were fifteen cables, 
outside of which were two half-round coverings or casings. 
Owing to the influence of the electric current passing through 
the cables, the outer casing or shell became magnetized. As it 
had become a common amusement for the passers-by to place 
nails, etc., at the abutting edges of the casings, to see the mag- 
netic effect, Mr. Ryan was, for the purpose of stopping the prac- 
tice, directed to put two battens of wood over the edges of the 
two sections of the outer shell. He had completed one side, and 
was boring a hole in the casing on the other with a breast-drill, 
when he caused a short-circuit by boring through not only the 
casing, but the lead sheath and insulation of cable to core, also. 
The result was a heavy discharge of current, accompanied by 
flame, which severely burned him about the face, neck, right arm, 
and hand, destroyed completely thirteen of the fifteen cables at 
this place, and melted the pole and the iron casing in several 
places. The Fire Department was called to the scene. 

November 22. Michael T. Donahue, while standing on a step- 
ladder in the basement of No. 641 Washington street, engaged in 
trimming an are light which was fed by current from an isolated 
plant on the premises, received a severe shock and burns by 
getting himself in circuit between some live portion of the lamp 
and the ground, the ground connection being made by his ear 
coming in contact with the gas-fixture that hung close to the 
lamp. ‘The shock rendered Mr. Donahue unconscious for fifteen © 
or twenty minutes. He was'severely burned on the inside of each 
forearm, and ou the left ear and side of. head. 

November 26. M. J. Flaherty, a lineman in the employ of the 
Mutual District Messenger Company, while at work on the rear 
portion of 488-490 Washington street, which is metal roofed, 
placed his hand on one of the wires of a high-potential alternat- 
ing circuit of the Boston Electric Light. Company. He received 
a severe shock, and was burned on the inside of the hand and 
the third finger. 

December 1. At the West End Street Railway Company’s 
power station, on Albany street, Walter Pouncevy was severely 
burned about the face and hands. The accident was caused by a 
short-circuit on a double-pole switch which he was in the act of 
throwing. 

December 9. During the construction of building at the corner 
of State and Devonshire streets, a wire rope, used for hoisting 
purposes, came in contact with the trolley-wire of the street rail- 
way, and the current from the trolley-wire passed to ground by 
means of the rope, hoisting machinery, iron beams, and water-pipe. 
The damage was confined to the melting of: the water-pipe. 

December 20. -At No. 120 Eliot street, an employee of the 
Boston Electric Light Company, named F. E. Stead, while on a 
step-ladder, engaged in making an arc-light service connection, 
received an electric shock which burned the inside of his hand and 
threw him to the ground. 

January 7, 1896. At No. 178 Eliot street, Mr. Littleton, the 
occupant, received quite severe electric shocks upon touching his 
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safe. The explanation of the accident is— A gas-pipe, which 
had been recently installed on the ceiling of the basement, im- 
mediately below where the safe is located, pressed up against two 
wires of a secondary alternating circuit, and also passed up to- the 
first floor, where it came in direct contact with the safe. The 
contact between the gas-pipe and the wires came directly over a 
boiler used for cooking purposes, and the steam from the boiler 
had rapidly destroyed the insulation of the wires, and resulted in 
the grounding of the circuit. . 

January 8. Martin Olsen, lineman, in the employ of the West 
End Street Railway Company, while at work on a pole in front 
of No. 445 Boylston street, tieing a feed-wire to an insulator, 
made a short-circuit which caused the burning off of the wire 
against which his ladder rested. Mr. Olsen fell to the ground and 
sustained severe injuries to his back. 

January 9. At the corner of Washington and Warren streets, 
some workmen engaged in erecting a derrick for use on an iron 
frame building in process of construction allowed the cable to 
rest or strike on the trolley-wire of the street railway, as a result 
of which the ironwork of the building was charged, and about 
fifty feet of cable ruined. 


FIRES. 


February 1. 34 Arch street. An abnormal current, caused 
by a cross between high-potential, wire and telegraph wire, en- 
tered this building over telegraph wires, thence to ground by 
way of water-pipe, an arc being formed between telegraph wires 
and water-pipe. Still alarm. 

February 8. No. 245 Centre street. Caused by a cross between 
high and low potential wires. Damage slight. Still alarm. 

February 8. Meridian-street bridge, East Boston. Fire on 
- one of the cross timbers of the bridge, at a point where trolley- 
pole guy-wire was attached, caused by grounding of high-poten- 
tial arc-light wire by means of trolley pole and guy-wire, arc-lght 
wire being in contact with trolley pole. Still alarm. 

February 21. 558-560 Washington street. Cause, grounding of 
current of an arc-light circuit of Boston Electric Light Company 
through a screw which fastened are-light hanger-board to ceiling, 
said screw striking against wire lathing. The head of this screw 
was in close proximity to metal work of hanger-board, and elec- 
trical connection was established between them by a collection of 
earbon dust. Still alarm. 

March 2. CornerShawmutavenueand Marvin street. Hanger- 
board of a street arc light. Cause, grounded circuit. Alarm from 
Box 239. 

March 2. Corner Harrison avenue and Palmer street. Hanger- 
board of a street are light. Cause, grounded circuit. Still alarm. 

March 2. Trees opposite No. 123 Broadway. Cause, poor 
insulation of high-potential wires of the Boston Electric Light 
Company which grounded on trees. 

March 4. Western Union Telegraph Company’s cable box on 
pole on the New York, New Haven & Hartford R.R., near Broad- 
way bridge. Cause, cross between Western Union wire and high- 


a 
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potential wires. More than fifty circuits digottert Honaine! 15 
called on still alarm. 

March 9. Albany street. Burn-out of cable in street railway 
manhole No. 13. Cause, accidentally turning on current before 
cable was ready. 

March 21. 1384 Friend street. Motor located on roof in an 
extension of elevator shaft. Cause, defective rheostat. Hook 
and Ladder 1 notified. 

March 26. Grand Dime Museum. Short-circuit on stage. 
Cause, wire used by slack-wire performer swinging against a lamp- 
socket. on a ground-strip. 

March 31. No. 55 Tremont street. Cause, leaking gas at a 
defective insulating joint of chandelier being ignited by the 
blowing of a fuse in a cut-out located beneath canopy of fixture. 

April 11. No. 33 Summer street. Arcing of wires on roof. 
Cause, wires of the New England Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany and Boston Electric Light Company in contact. 

April 14. Washington street, near St. James street. Trees on 
fire. Cause, high-potential wires of Boston Electric Light Com- 
pany in contact with and grounding on trees. 

April 14. Opposite No. 157 Roxbury street. Tree on fire. 
Cause, high-potential wire of Boston Electric Light Company in 
contact with and grounding on tree. Still alarm. 

April 14. Public Market, No. 888 Washington street. Cause, 
erounding of a primary alternating circuit of Suburban Light 
and Power Company. A few feet from where lead-cased cables 
left tron standpipe, service wires were spliced on and run to 
structure on roof. At the joint the lead sheath of cable was not 
cut back, and, the day being wet, the result was that the tape on 
joint was not sufficient to prevent the current passing to ground 
over the lead sheath of cable. An arc was formed at this point, 
setting fire to the insulation of the cables and to the surrounding 
woodwork. Alarm from Box 64. 

April 15. No. 5 Winter street Cause, an incandescent lamp 
of 16-cp capacity, was placed on top of a paper box filled with 
underwear. The clerk who placed it there, for the purpose of 
enabling him to select some goods, forgot to remove it, and an 
hour afterwards the box and contents were found to be on fire, 
having been ignited by the heat of the lamp. 

May 4. New England Telegraph & Telephone Company’s, 
cable box on pole at corner of Northampton street and Harrison 
avenue. Cause, some employees of the West End Street Railway 
Company, in making repairs, raised the guard-wires so that they 
came in contact with a metal guy-wire of the New England Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company which was in contact with the 
grounded lead sheath of a cable belonging to the same company. 
The cable was burned off, and the cable box somewhat burned. 
Engine 23 called on still alarm. 

May 6. Warren bridge. Cause, feed-wires of the street rail- 
way grounded through a defective insulator, guy-wire, and wet 
piles. Still alarm. 

May 8. Northampton street, corner Chester place. Cause, 
overload on feed-wires running from cut-out box to trolley-wire, 
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the wire becoming sufficiently heated to ignite the insulation.: 
Engine 23 called on still alarm. 

May 25. Electric car No. 1658. Cause, defective insulation. 
Still alarm. 

June 3. Corner Washington and Dover streets. Cause, a 
defective Davis are-light cut-out. Hook and Ladder 13 called on 
still alarm. 

June 29. No. 824 Washington street. Cause, burning out of 
the armature of a ceiling fan-motor. Still alarm. 

July 6. Palace Theatre, No. 105 Court street. Woodwork of 
an electric advertising sign on the front of the theatre was dis- 
covered burning by an employee, who switched the current off 
the circuit. Cause, short-circuit caused by rain, the cut-out 
being fused so heavy that the fuses did not melt. 

July 16. No. 207 Congress street. Short-circuit on electric 
light service wires. Damage slight. Alarm from Box 44. 

July 19. Park street, Dorchester. Trees on fire. Cause, 
poorly insulated high-potential wires of the Boston Electrie Light 
Company in contract with branches. 

July 20. Police Station 10, Tremont street. Cause, cross 
between outside wires of the police signal service and _ high- 
potential wire or wires, the latter probably belonging to the 
West End Street Railway Company. 

In the basement of the police station, the abnormal current 
which entered over the wires jumped in one case to an iron 
beam, and in another to a gas-pipe. At the points where the 
current grounded on the beam and gas-pipe, arcs were formed 
that melted the wires and set fire to the insulation, the fire fol- 
lowing the wire up to the first floor. 

July 30. No. 2121- Washington street. Occupants found 
metal sink, faucets, water-pipes, etc., in room in rear of store, 
charged with electricity, which was arcing between pipes and sink 
in an alarming manner. Cause, a small copper wire, stretched 
between two chandeliers, was in contact with an are lamp. The 
circuit of which the latter was a part was grounded, and a second 
ground was made through the small copper wire, gas-pipe, waste- 
water pipe, sink, and water-pipe to ground. Connection between 
the pipes and sink was made by a sheet of zine tacked between. 
The zine and woodwork back of it were badly burned. Hook 
and Ladder 4 and Chemical 10 called on still alarm. : 

August 10. Chelsea bridge. Broken trolley-wire of the Lynn 
& Boston R.R. Alarm from Box 428. Damage slight. 

August 11. Chelsea bridge. Same as on August 10. 

August 27. Boston Theatre, No. 539 Washington street. 
Cause, bunting with which the front of building was decorated 
in honor of the Masonic Conclave became ‘entangled with the 
-lamps on the revolving electric sign, causing a short-circuit that 
set the bunting on fre. Alarm from Box 438. 

September 12. No. 55 Tremont street. Arcing wire Floor 
above was used as a shipping-room, and when heavy loads were 
wheeled across the floor it sagged sufficiently to bring a wire on 
the ceiling beneath in contact with an iron pipe, as a result of 
which the insulation of the wire was worn off. 
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September 14. Grove Hall car-house, West End Street Rail- 
way Company. Cause, while the trolley-arm of a car was being 
shifted, the rope attached slipped from the conductor’s hand, and 
the arm, springing up, grounded the current by making a contact 
with both the trolley-wire and an iron pipe. Alarm from Box 
253. 


September 15. Harvard bridge. Trolley fell on bridge. No 
damage. 

September 16. 1146 Washington street. Cause, a defective 
Davis cut-out. Hook and Ladder 13 called on still alarm. 

September 19. No. 5 Hanover street. Cause, two are-light 
services entered here, and workmen had been making changes pre- 
paratory to feeding all the lights from one service. One of the 
wiremen cut the wires on the house side of the Davis cut-out 
without putting a jumper on at the box. The following morning, 
a clerk, unaware of any change in the controlling of the hghts, 
threw over the handle of the Davis cut-out, opening the eireuit, 
and causing an are to form that set fire to the box. 

September 28. No. 41 Oak Grove terrace. Cause, short- 
circuit of electric light wires. in a belt shaft or box. Alarm from 
Box 211. 

September 30. No. 23 Boylston street. Cause, electric hght 
wires in the basement ran in moulding, which in one place ran 
below a window. Water leaked in, destroying insulation on wire. 
Electrolytic action followed, and the wire corroded until incap- - 
able of performing its work. The wire burned off, and an are, 
resulting in a fire, was established between moulding and sur- 
rounding woodwork. 

October 5. Exeter street. Boston Athletic Association. 
Cause, short-circuit of so-called coneentric wire in a cut-out box. 
Engine 33 and Hook and Ladder 15 called on still alarm. 

October 13. Warren street, near Brunswick street. Trees on 
fire. Cause, defectively insulated wires of the Suburban Light 
and Power Company in contact with the trees, 

October 13. Pole fire at corner of Broadway and C street. 
Cause, grounded high-potential wire of Boston Electric Light 
Company. | 

October 18. No. 145 Court street. Cause, short-circuit in a 
Davis cut-out box in use on a primary alternating circuit of Boston 
Electric Light Company. 

October 14. Rear No. 186 Dudley street. Cause, joint not 
properly insulated in a wire of a primary cireuit of the Suburban 
Light and Power Company. This joint was in contact with trans- 
former attached to wet wood of building. Resulting from this 
and other grounds on the cireuit, an are was established between 
the case of the transformer and the building. Hook and Ladder 
4 called on still alarm. 

October 16. Opposite No. 15 Everett avenue, Dorchester. 
Trees on fire. Cause, defectively insulated high-potential wire 
of Boston Electrie Light Company in contact with trees. 

October . No.-77 Clinton street. Cause, short-circuit in an 
Edison service cable. Slight damage to surrounding woodwork. 

November 14. Devonshire street, near Adams square. Fire 
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at terminal pole.of the West End Street Railway Company. 
Cause, short-circuit. Alarm from Box 36. 

November 17. Congress-street bridge. Cause, at the time the 
fire occurred, a commercial are circuit, which was supposed to be 
dead, was charged with a current derived from a. live are-light 
circuit with which it was in electrical connection as a result of 
the wet and stormy weather. From the point at which this 
commercial circuit was attached to a pole on the Boston end of 
the bridge, lead-covered cables ran down the pole, along the bed 
of the channel, beneath the drawbridge, and up on a similar pole 
on the South Boston end of the bridge, thence overhead. On 
each of these poles provision had been made for the installation 
of lhghtning arresters by installing a box or closet just below the 
level of the sidewalk for their reception. The lead sheaths of 

-the cables were continuous only from pole to pole, as splices had 
been made in each cable inside of the hghtning-arrester boxes on 
each pole, the lead being cut away from the immediate vicinity 
of joint in each case. - 

Just above the lightning arrester on the pole on the Boston end 
of the bridge was a strap-iron securing the pole to the bridge. 
The lead sheath of one of the cables running from the cross-arm 
down the pole was in contact with this iron. The fire occurred 
where the strap-iron was attached to the bridge. 

The fire was due to the grounded condition of the two circuits, 
and the consequent leakage from one to the other, the insulation 
of the overhead circuit being so affected by the storm as to be 
practically useless. The stray current on the circuit supposed to 
be dead leaked through the insulation on the wire and across to 
lead sheath of cable, thence to strap-iron, bridge, and ground. 

At the points where the current passed from the strap-iron to 
the bridge, sufficient heat was generated to ignite the woodwork 
of the bridge. Engines 38 and 39 called on stillalarm. The 
circuits belonged to the Boston Electric Light Company. 

November 18. Haymarket square. Winter Hill electric car 
No. 682. Cause, short-circuit beneath the car floor. Hook and 
Ladder 1 called on still alarm. } 

November 22. No. 213 Cambridge street. Cause, short-circuit 
of an Edison service entering basement. The building was being 
torn down, and boys attempted to break off the service wires with 
ahammer. Alarm from Box 26. 

November 22. No. 213 Cambridge street. Cause, short-circuit 
in service box of Edison service, resulting from the short-circuit 
of service wires earlier in the day. Still alarm, 

November 26. No. 220 Devonshire street. Cause, one of the 
cables of the Holmes Electric Protective Company came in contact 
with a high-potential alternating cireuit. Still alarm. 

November 28-29. No. 10 Walnut street, owned and occupied 
by R. C. Winthrop, Jr. 

On the afternoon of November 28, the Fire Department was 
ealled to the above premises, and found a fire burning between 
the ceiling of the kitchen and the floor of the room above. Upon 
tearing away the ceiling, the timbers, etc., in the immediate 
vicinity of a gas-pipe were found to be afire, Hardly had this 
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fire been extinguished when another and apparently separate one 

was discovered a few feet distant, and then a third appeared 
beneath a set-bowl in the bath-room, at a point where the gas- 
pipe crossed a water and a waste pipe. The two others were’ 
also in the vicinity of gas-pipes. 

On the following day a plumber was called in to repair the 
damaged pipes. In the early part of the afternoon he discovered 
that the gas-pipes were hot —in some places red-hot. 

The Fire Department was again called, and the district chief 
then notified the Wire Department. The Wire Department in- 
spectors found the gas and, water pipes heavily charged with 
electricity. An attempt was made to short-circuit the current 
from the building by connecting the water and gas service-pipes 
with a piece of No. 9 copper wire, the only wire available at the 
time, but it was insufficient for the purpose, and melted. 

As there were no electric light or power wires in the house, it 
was evident that the current of electricity must have entered 
over the pipes. Although the source of the current was at the 
time unknown, the Edison Electric Illuminating Company were 
requested to cut off the current from their mains in the street. 
They immediately comphed, upon which the trouble disappeared. 

Under orders from the Commissioner of Wires, the department 
inspectors remained on the premises until the street was dug up, — 
and the underground service of the Edison company exposed, 
when the source of the current became apparent. 

The Edison company received the first intimation of trouble on 
the morning of the 29th, when one of their customers on this street 
complained of lack of service. They sent men to correct the 
trouble, and the inspector in charge found the catches in the boxes 
at the ends of the street intact, but one of the service catches in 
the box at the corner of Park and Beacon streets, from which the 
box at the corner of Walnut and Mt. Vernon streets is fed, had 
blown, which undoubtedly resulted in the cessation of the trouble 
of November 28, | 

Having located a burn-out near service connections for No. 4 
Walnut street, and disconnected the defective service tube from the 
tube extending towards Mt. Vernon street, the inspector, after test- 
ing, and finding no indications of a heavy ground, replaced the 
catches in the box at the corner of Mt. Vernon and Walnut streets. 
Between the burn-out and the catches which had been replaced, | 
there was a length of the tube which, while it may not have been 
dead- grounded ‘at the time the catches were replaced, was un- 
doubtedly in so defective a condition that it speedily degenerated 
until the positive wire in the tube was dead-grounded on the 
tube. To this burn-out, in connection with other existing condi- 
tions, was due the trouble which occurred heré’on the afternoon 
of the 29th. 

The digging up of the street revealed the following conditions : 

1. In front of No, 10 Walnut street, the tube enclosing the Edi- 
son street-mains crossed over and was in contact with the gas ser- 
vice-pipe entering the building. Both pipes were slightly fused at 
the point of contact, which is designated as A on the drawing 
accompanying this report, 
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2. A burn-out was found extending on each side of the street 
service connection for No. 4 Walnut street. This burn-out was 
about 119 feet from the point of contact between the Edison tube 
and the service gas-pipe, and was undoubtedly responsible for the 
trouble on November 28. It is designated as B on the drawing. 

3. A second burn-out, designated as C on the drawing, was 
found farther up the street, at a point about eighty feet from the 
point of contact between tube and gas-pipe. In this length of 
tube the positive wire had grounded on the tube and melted a 
hole through it. This burn-out was undoubtedly responsible for 
the trouble of November 29. 

In the drawing, the Edison mains are represented by the red 
line, and are nearest the easterly side of the street. ‘'wo feet — 
nearer the centre of the street is the water main, and fourteen 
feet beyond that is the gas main. 

December 21. No. 53 Hanover street. Cause, a defective 
Davis arc-light cut-out. Fire Department called by automatic 
alarm. : 

_ December 25. Church of our Lady of Perpetual Help, Tremont 
street. Cause, formation of an are between terminals of a cut-out 
“on a primary alternating circuit of the Boston Electric Light Com- 
pany, the fuse having melted on account of poor contacts beneath 
binding-screws. 

December 27. Norfolk House, Elot: square. Cause, short- 
circuit on cord-wire on a chandelier, the flash from which ignited 
gas from a leaking insulating joint. 

December 30. No. 105 Court street. Partial burning of a 
wood lamp-board of an arc-lamp. The board was ignited by an 
are resulting from the short-circuiting of the lamp by a collec- 
tion of carbon on the board. 

December 31. Near No. 48 Centre street. Treesonfire. Cause, 
poorly insulated high-potential wires in contact with trees. 

December 31. Zeigler street. Trees. on fire. Cause, poorly 
insulated high-potential wires of Boston Electric Light Company 
in contact with trees. 

January 7. Nos. 195 to 205 Portland street. Cause, when a set 
of mains for an electric motor was installed on moulding work in 
basement of this building, a nail was driven through the insulation 
of the wire, and was in contact with the wire itself. Shortly be- 
fore the fire occurred, workmen put up some metal lathing. This 
lathing was in contact with the head of the nail referred to, form- 
ing a ground of unknown resistance. ‘The fire resulted from an 
are established at the point of contact. Alarm from Box 412. 

January 21. Warren street, near the corner of Washington 
street. Cause,in a small closet beneath a set-bowl, in toilet-room, 
a current of electricity formed an arc between vent, waste, and 
water pipes, melting the pipes, and scorching the surrounding 
woodwork. On the roof of this building a wire of a primary 
alternating circuit was in contact with a metal guy-cable to a 
derrick. This cable was also in contact with the roof. The cur- 
rent from the wire passed through cable, roof, vent-pipe, and 
waste and water pipes to ground,

TESTS MADE ON THE INSULATION OF POLES SUB-— 
MITTED BY THE SUPERINTENDENT OF LAMPS. 


June 13 and 14. Description of pole: Iron electric-lamp pole, 
erected at the head of Hathaway place. Insulating material was 
placed between the outer surface of the top of the pole and the 
inner surface of the socket that supports the rods that, in turn, 
supportthe lamp and hood. Socket made in halves, and clamped 
tightly on to the insulating material by means of bolts passed 
through lugs, or projections, on each side of the socket. Overthe 
top of the iron pole, on its outer surface, a tube composed of some - 
insulating material, apparently paper or wood pulp, is slipped on, 
and moulded to the form of the pole. 

Test of pole not satisfactory. 

July 18. Brookline Gas Light Company’s yard. Iron lamp- 
pole submitted by the Superintendent of Lamps., 

This pole was made of two pieces of wrought-iron pipe, one 
six inches in diameter, the other, five inches. The larger of the 
two, being the base, was ten feet long; the upper portion, nine 
feet six inches.. A piece of hard wood extended two feet into the 
top of the six-inch pipe, and eighteen inches into the bottom of the 
five-inch pipe. This wood separated the ends of the two pipes 
by about six inches. <A. piece of one and three-fourths inch iron 
pipe is driven into the wood -to stiffen it, and afford space into 
which to draw the wires or cables up to the terminals of the lamp. 
In the top end of the five-inch iron pipe was inserted another piece 
of wood, five inches in diameter and thirty-one inches long, which 
extended down into the top of the pole eighteen inches, and thir- 
teen inches of it projected above the end of the pipe. On top of 
this was fastened the iron yoke that supports the lamp and hood. 
The top of the iron pole and the bottom of the yoke were sepa- 
rated by four inches of wood. This wooden plug, like the lower 
one, had a piece of one and three-fourths-inch iron pipe driven 
through its centre, and for the same purpose. Both of these 
pieces of wood had been treated with some insulating compound. 
The entire outer surface of the five-inch pipe that formed the 
upper portion of the pole was covered by a tube composed of wood 
pulp, over which were clamped the steps that enabled the trim- 
mers to reach the lamp. 

Finally condemned. . 

November 4 and 5. Boston Electric Light Company’s yard. 
Tests of pole for the Superintendent of Lamps. 

Poleis built of wood and iron. The lower portion is a wrought- 
iron pipe, six inches in diameter, which sets in a cast-iron socket. 
The socket is designed to set in the ground. In the upper end 
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of the pipe is fitted a hard-pine pole about seven or eight feet 
long. ‘This is made in two halves, and a hole bored its entire 
length. Into this hole a piece of one-inch iron pipe is fitted tightly. 
The outer surface of the pole is round, and clamps are fastened 
there to serve as’steps. To the top of the wooden half of the 
pole were fastened the lamp, hood, and yoke. 

On the 4th, this pole was tested with alternating currents ; on 
the 5th, with arc currents; and on both occasions the insulation 
gave way. 

Following is a copy of letter sent by the Commissioner of 
Wires to the Superintendent of Lamps, under date of November 
6, 1895: 


WIRE DEPARTMENT, 
OFFICE OF THE COMMISSIONER OF WIRES, 
Otp Court Houssz, Boston, November 6, 1895. 


JAMES Buckner, Esa., Superintendent of Lamps: 


Dear Sir: The insulated pole submitted by you, and tested 
on November 4 and 5, will receive my approval under the follow- 
ing conditions : 

1. That the iron pipe running from the top of the pole 
through the wooden part of the pole be taken out. 

2. That in the pole used for underground service you will so 
arrange it at the top that moisture and rain cannot reach the 
interior of the wooden part of the pole. 

3. That City Engineer Jackson approve the pole as all right 
from a structural standpoint, also as regards its spht principle. 

4. That the pole be subjected to a final test, said test to prove 
satisfactory. 

I am of the opinion that the pole, as a whole, is weak; also 
that the use of the split principle is bad, electrically and other- 
wise. These points, however, come more within the province of 
the City Engineer, as they are of a structural nature; hence my 
desire for his decision upon them. Any correction in these 
respects which he may recommend can be made without altering 
the present appearance of the pole. 

I forward you herewith a copy of the results of the tests.
